As  to  the  merit  of  thefe  Letters,  the 
impartial  pubhck  will  form  fuch  a  judg- 
ment of  them  as  they  fhall  be  found  to 
deferve;  it  is  paft  all  doubt  that  they 
could  not  be  intended  for  publication 
by  his  Grace,  and  therefore  it  fliould 
feem  fortunate  that  they  have  been  pre- 

ferved  ; 
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ferved;  as  they  now  are,  and  in  all 
probability  will  ever  remain  the  moil 
authentick  hiflory  of  Ireland  for  that 
Ipace  of  time  in  which  they  were  writ- 
ten j  a  period  which  will  ever  do  ho- 
nour to  his  Grace's  memory,  and  to 
thofe  moft  excellent  Princes  George  the 
firlT:  and  fecond,  who  had  the  wifdom 
to  place  a  confidence  in  fo  worthy,  fo 
able,  and  fo  fuccefsful  a  minifter ;  a 
n.inifter  who  had  the  rare  "and  peculiar 
felicity  of  growing  ftill  more  and  more 
into  the  favour  both  of  the  King  and 
of  the  people,  until  the  very  laft  day 
of  his  life,  which  happened,  he  being 
then  for  the  thirteenth  time,  one  of 
the  Lords  (uftices  of  Ireland^  on  the 
2  7 1 h  of  &epc ember ^   ^  7  4 2 .

I  HAVE  read  the  following  Let- 
ters with  very  great  care  and  atten- 
tion, and  being   very  well  acquainted 
with   the  hiftory  of  thole   times,  and 
the  perfons  mentioned  therein,  I  have 
added  feveral  Notes  thereto,  and  cor- 
re6ted  fome  typical  errors    that  are  in 
the   London   Edition.      Thefe  Letters 
contain  a  very  true  and  impartial  ftate 
of  the  affairs  of  Ireland  with  regard  to 
the  Church,  the  State,  the  Proceedings 
in  Parliament,  the  Tythe  of  Agiftment, 
the  Dues  of  the  Clergy  in  the  North, 
the  Numbers  of  Papifts,  the  diftreffed 
ftate  of  the  kingdom  for  want  of  Til- 
lage, the  vaft  fums  of  Money  fent  out 
of  the  nation  for  corn,  flour,   &c.    the 
difmal  calamities  thereon,  the  want  of 
Trade,  and  the  regulation  of  the  En- 
glifli  and  other  Coins,  to  the  very  great 
diftrefs  of  all  the  manufadurers ;  many 

of 
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of  which  grievances  this  good  Prelate 
lived  to  fee  redrefTed,  particularly  the 
regulation  of  the  different  fpecies  of 
money,  by  which  Commerce  hath  been 
carried  on  with  more  convenience. 
The  chara6ler  of  his  Grace  was  very 
unblemifhed,  as  he  was  pious  and  very 
charitable,  having  left  a  large  part  of 
his  fortune  for  the  latter  good  pur- 
pofes ;  yet,  with  all  thefe  Virtues,  he 
was  too  partially  favourable  to  the 
people  of  England,  and  too  much 
prejudiced  againft  the  natives  of  Ire- 
land, who  are  moftly  defcended  from 
the  Englifh.

•f  To  his  Grace  the  Archhijhop  of  Canterbury. 

My  Lord,  Dublin,  Nov.  zS.   1724. 

YOUR  Grace  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  excufe 
my  not  writing  fooner,  conlidering  the  perpe- 
tual hurry  I  have  been  in  here  lincc  my  arrival,  with 
receiving  and  paying  compliments,  and  trying  to  fet- 
tle a  little  in  the  lodgings  I  am  in,  'till  I  can  find  a 
houfe  to  fix  in.  I  had,  I  thank  God,  a  very  good 
journey  and  a  quick  pafTage  hither,  and  can  complain 
of  no  inconveniency  I  fuff'ered,  but  the  weakening  of 
my  arm,  which  obliges  me  to  ufe  another  hand  to 
write  to  my  friends.  My  family  have  had  their 
health  very  well  here,  and  the  weather  has  been  what 
I  fhould  have  counted  good  in  England.  I  mifs  little 
here  but  my  friends  and  acquaintance ;  and  I  have 
little  to  complain  of  but  that  too  many  of  our  own 
original  efteem  us  Englijhmen,  as  intruders. 

At  my  coming  away  from  England,  I  was  very 
much  ftraitened  in  my  time,  or  I  had  crofTed  to 
Lambeth  to  take  leave  or  your  Grace,  when  I  fhould 
have  recommended  to  your  favour  Mr.  Bknner-Hajfet

fo!"  his  Doctor's  degree,  I  have  known  him  for 
m^ny  years  to  be  well-afFe6ted  to  his  Majefty's  fami- 
ly, and  he  was  my  chaplain  all  the  time  I  was  Bifhop 
of  Brijinl^  and  his  circumftanc(  s  and  family  are  fuch 
that  a  good  living  here'  will  make  him  eafier  than  any 
thing  he  has  hopes  of  in  England :  and  as  I  have 
given  him  hopes  of  doing  fomewhat  for  him,  he 
minks  he  fhall  comrnand  the  more  refpedt  \{  heconies 
over  a  Dodor.  I  have  not  yet  heard  whether  my 
predeceffors  have  claimed  a  right  of  giving  degrees  ; 
but  if  they  have,  in  the  pre  fen  t  ferment  here  againft 
the  Englijh,  it  would  be  very  unpopular  in  me  to  ex- 
ercife  fuch  a  power  in  favour  of  one  of  my  country- 
men, nor  would  it  anfwer  the  end  he  propofes.  He 
will  fpeedily  wait  upon  your  Grace  in  hopes  of  ob- 
taining this  fa\  our  at  your  hands.  I  am  glad  to  find, 
by  the  King's  fpeech  and  the  addreffes  of  both  houfes, 
which  is  the  laft  news  we  have  had,  that  you  are  likely 
to  have  a  quiet  feflions  in  England,  and  wifh,  whe» 
our  turn  comes,  we  may  have  as  eafy  a  one  here.  I 
fhall  always  be  proud  of  receiving  your  Grace's  com-

My  Lord,  Dublin,  Dec.  3.   1724. 

IT  was  Sunday  laft  before  I  had  the  honour  of 
your  Grace's  of  the  17th  paft :  I  am  very  glad  to 
find  his  Majefty's  affairs  go  fo  fmoothly  in  the  Parlia- 
ment in  England;  I  could  heartily  wifh  every  thing 
was  fo  eafy  here, 

I  have  not  troubled  your  Grace  with  an  account  of 
the  behaviour  of  the  old  grand  jury,  and  the  prefent- 
ment  of  the  new  -,   becaufe  I  did  not  queftion  your 

having 
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having  an  immediate  account  of  both  from  better 
hands. 

We  are  at  prefent  in  a  very  bad  flate,  and  the 
people  fo  poifoned  with  apprehenfions  of  IVood's  half- 
pence, that  I  do  not  fee  there  can  be  any  hopes  of 
juftice  againft  any  perfon  for  feditious  writings,  if  he 
does  but  mix  fomewhat  about  *  IVood  in  them.  I 
muft  do  the  better  fort  of  people  here,  the  juflice  to 
fay,  they  fpeak  with  great  concern  of  the  imprudence 
of  the  grand  juries,  and  the  ill  flop  to  juflice:  but 
thofe  who  would  hinder  it  now  are  unable.  But  all 
forts  here  are  determinately  fet  againfl  PVood's  half- 
pence, and  look  upon  their  eflates  as  half  funk  in 
their  value,  whenever  they  fhali  pafs  upon,  the 
nation. 

Our  pamphlets,  and  the  difcourfes  of  fome  people 
of  weight,  run  very  much  upon  the  independency  of 
this  kingdom  ;  and,  in  our  prefent  flate,  that  is  a 
very  popular  notion.  But  others,  ^ who  pofnbly  have 
had  a  hand  in  raihng  this  ferment  at  firfl)  declare 
publickly  againfl  all  fuch  notions,  profeflmg  the  ut- 
raofl  loyalty  to  his  Majefly  ■,  and  are  very  uneafy  at 
the  ill  humour,  and  infolent  behaviour  of  the  peo- 
ple. I  am  fatisfied,  many  here  think  ten  or  fifteen 
thoufand  pounds  worth  of  halfpence  would  be  of 
fervice ;  but  they  dare  not  fay  fo  to  any  Irijhman  i 
nor  at  prefent  does  there  feem  to  be  any  way  of  com- 
pofing  matters ;  all  fearing  or  pretending  10  fear,  the 
parliament  •  and  except  things  cool  a  little,  I  am  apt 
to  think  the  parliament  would  fear  the  madnefs  of 
the  people.  Though  all  people  are  equally  fet  againfl 
IVood  here,  yet  many  of  the  prefent  madneffes  are 
fuppofed  to  come  from  Papifls,  mixing  with,  and

letting  on  others,  with  whom  they    formerly   had  no 
manner  of  correfpondence. 

I  have  been  in  fuch  an  unfettled  ftate,  that  I  have 
been  lefs  able  to  learn  how  things  go,  than  I  hope  to 
do  in  fome  time.  As  I  gain  more  knowledge  my- 
felf,  I  fhall  take  care  to  give  your  Grace  the  beft  in- 
formation I  can  ;  and  fhall  always  be  ready  to  receive 
your  Grace's  commands.

f  (Circular  Letter  to  the  Lord  Primate's  Suffragan 
Bijbops. 

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Dec.  24.   1 7  24. 

AS  I  am  very  defirous  to  ferve  the  *  Church,  to 
which  it  has  pleafed  God  to  call  me ;  I  have, 
fince  my  arrival,  been  enquiring  into  the  wants  of  the 
Clergy  here,  and  the  produce  of  the  fund  given  to 
fupply  thofe  wants.  And  finding,  that  the  fund  will, 
probably  raife  but  300  /.  per  annum.,  communibus 
annis  ;  and,  that  this  fcanty  fund  is  about  1 500  /.  in 
debt  \  I  have  been  talking  with  my  brethren,  the 
bifhops,  about  encouraging  a  fubfcripiion  among 
them  and  the  inferior  clergy,  to  bring  the  fund  out 
of  debt,  and  make  a  fmall  beginning  of  a  larger  fup- 
ply to  the  wants  of  the  Church  ;  in  hopes,  that  we 
may  (after  having  done  fomewhat  ourfelves)  with  the 
better  grace  apply  to  the  laity  for  their  afliftance. 

And  the  propofal  at  laft  agreed  upon  by  the  Arch- 
bifhop  of  Dublin^  the  Bifhops  of  Meath,  Dromore, 

Elphin, 

•  His  Grace  left  the  whole  of  his  fortune,  which  was  very 
confiderable,  except  fomc  few  legacies,  to  the  charitable  ufes 
propofed  in  this  letter. 
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Elphin,  Clonfert,  and  myfelf,  to  be  communicated  to 
our  brethren  the  bifhops;  and  ''if  approved  by  them) 
to  be,  by  them,  recommended  to  the  inferior  clergy 
in  their  refpedtive  diocefes,  for  their  concurrence,  is 
this :  That  every  archbifhop  and  bifhop  would  be 
pleafed  to  fubfcribe,  at  the  rate  of  2  per  cent,  per 
annum,  for  three  years,  out  of  his  yearly  income,  to 
be  rated  by  himfelf,  deduSiis  oneribus :  and  (in  like 
manner,  and  for  the  fame  term)  that  every  clergyman, 
polTeft  of  above  100  /,  per  annum,  fubfcribe  at  the 
rate  of  i  per  cent.  And,  that  every  clergyman, 
pofleft  of  preferment  from  50  to  1 00  /.  per  annum, 
fubfcribe  Ten  Shillings.  Any  one,  notwithftanding, 
to  be  at  liberty  to  fubfcribe  a  larger  proportion  if  he 
thinks  fit. 

This  is  defigned  to  be  employed  in  aid  of  the  fund 
of  firfl -fruits:  the  money  fo  gathered,  to  be  lodged 
in  the  hands  of  Dr.  *  Coghill  j  and  to  be  laid  out  in 
purchafing  glebes,  or  impropriations,  as  the  bifhops 
fhall  dired.  Several  of  the  clergy,  who  have  been 
.talked  with  here,  have  expreffed  a  readinefs  to  come 
into  the  defign,  if  the  bifhops  would  fubfcribe  a  dou- 
ble proportion  of  what  the  clergy  were  defired  to 
fubfcribe,  on  this  occafion.  The  whole  is  defired  to 
be  entirely  voluntary.  I  have  reafon  to  believe  the 
Archbilhops  of  f  Cajhel  and  §  Tuam  will  chearfully 
come  into  the  defign. 

i  doubt  not  of  your  Lordlhip's  readinefs  to  concur 
with  any  thing,  that  may  be  of  fervice  to  religion  : 
but  I  muft  defue  your  opinion  concerning  this  propo- 
fal ;  as  being  fatisfied,  you  are  a  better  judge  of  what 
may  be  done,  in  prudence  to  advance  the  worfhip  of

My  Lord,  Dublin,  Jan.   19.   1724. 

IHA.VE  received  your  Lordfhip's  of  the  13th 
inftant,  and  1  am  very  much  furprized  at  the  ac- 
count it  enclofes.  I  do  not  remember  to  have  heard 
of  any  cafe  like  it  in  England  The  Dean  feems  to 
me  not  to  have  behaved  himfelf  with  the  refpe6t  due 
to  his  Diocefan  :  and  I  could  wifh  your  Lordfhip  had 
put  him  more  in  the  wrong,  by  (hewing  a  little  more 
patience  and  temper  on  your  fide.  But,  what  provo- 
cations were  firft  given  by  the  Dean  j  or,  what  was 
the  full  ftate  of  the  difpute  in  the  morning,  on  which 
the  quarrel  in  the  afternoon  was  grounded,  does  not 
appear  by  tlic  account  your  Lordfhip  hasenclofed. 

1  am  not  yet  enough  acquainted  with  the  laws 
and  conftitutions  of  this  church,  to  be  able  to  advife 
what  is  proper  to  be  done  by  your  Lordfhip  in  a  legal 
way  :  but  1  could  heartily  wifh,  that  (for  the  preven- 
tion of  fcandal)  fome  method  could  be  found  of  ad- 
jufling  the  differences,  between  your  Lo'dfhip  and 
die  Dean,  (of  which,  I  hear,  this  is  but  one  branch/ 
by  an  amjcable  arbitration.

IT  is  now  feme  weeks  fmce  .  I.  had  the  honour  of 
writing  to  your  Grace,  as  I  v/as  defirous  to  learn 
iis  much  as  I  could  from  all  hands,  before  1  gave  }'our 
Grace  the  trouble  of  another  letter  ;  I  have  in  the 
mean  time,  made  it  my  bufinefs  to  talk  with;  feveral 
of  the  moft  leading  men  in  parliament ;  and  have 
employed  others  to  pick  up  what  they  could  learn 
from  a  variety  of  people :  and  I  find  by  my  own  and 
others  enquiries,  that  the  people  of  every  religion, 
country,  and  party  here,  are  alike  fet  againfl  WoocC^ 
halfpence,  and  that  their  agreement  in  this  has  had  a 
very  unhappy  influence  on  the  ftate  of  this  nation,  by 
bringing  on  intimacies,  between  Papifts  and  Jacobites, 
and  the  Whigs,  who  before  had  no  correl'pondence; 
with  them  :  fo  that  'tis  quefhioned,  whether  (if,  there 
were  occafion)  juftices  of  the  peace  could  be.  fouAd,: 
who  would  be  ftri^fl  in  difarming  Papifts, 

The  apprehenfion  of  the  lofs  they  fhall  fuffer  if 
thefe  halfpence  are  introduced,  has  too  much  cooled 
the  zeal  of  numbers,  that  were  before  very  wdl  af- 
fected ;  and  it  has  appeared  by  fome  occurrences  fmge 
my  arrival,  of  which  your  Grace  had  (no  doubt V  a 
particular  account  at  the  time  they  happened  :  and  I 
fear  qn  any  new  occafion,  it  would  ftill  more,  appear, 
that  the  uneafincfs  againfl  the  halfpience  is  a  protection 
for  any  fedition,  \ittered  or  publilhed,  that  Iws  an}' 
thing  againfl  the  halfpence  intermixed  with  it.  So. 
that  it  is  impollible  for  the  government,  in  our  pre- 
fent  ftate,  to  have  juftice  againfl  any  fuch  delinquents, 
nor  do  I  believe,  that  any  witneffes^lin  fuch  a.  jprolecu- 
tion,  could  be  fafe  in  their  perfons.     ,      ,.    ^,;  r    - 

That  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  art  lyfed  to 
fpread  this  general  infedion,  and  that  th:*  Papifts  and 
Jacobites  have  been  very  induflrious  in  this  affair  for 

very 
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very  bad  ends,  I  find  mod  of  the  men  of*  fenfe  here 
will  allow.  It  is  likewife  certain,  that  fome  foolifh 
and  other  ill-meaning  people,  have  taken  this  oppor- 
tunity of  propagating  a  notion  of  the  independency 
of  this  kingdom  on  that  of  England ,  but  I  mud,  at 
the  fame  time,  do  juftice  to  thofe  of  the  beft  fenfe  and 
eftates  here,  that  they  abhor  any  fuch  notion  i  and 
that  they  efteem  the  great  fecurity  of  all  they  have 
here,  to  lie  in  their  dependency  on  the  kingdom  as 
well  as  King  of  England.  And  I  hope  the  folly  of 
fome,  and  the  wickednefs  of  others,  in  fpreading  fuch 
pernicious  principles,  will  not  provoke  any  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  water,  to  take  any  angry  fleps,  to 
diftrefs  a  nation,  where  the  Proteflants  are  generally 
well  affe(5ted  to  his  Majefty  ;  and  where  the  title  to 
their  eftates  is  vifibly  interwoven  with  that  of  his 
Majefty  to  the  Crown  ;  and  where  no  great  damage 
can  be  done  them,  without  fenfibly  hnxx^mg  England : 
and  I  the  rather  hope  fo,  becaufe  there  are  other  me- 
thods of  preventing  any  ill  confequence  of  fuch  no- 
tions, which  are  very  obvious,  and  of  which  I  fhall, 
if  defired,  fpcak  more  particularly  another  time. 

At  prefent  I  Iball  only  proceed  to  acquaint  your 
Grace,  what  are  the  apprehenfions  people  generally 
have  here,  of  what  they  (hall  certainly  fufFer  by  the 
new  halfpence  being  introduced,  and  which  keep  a 
fpirit  of  uneafinefs  in  them  'till  the  parentis  abfolute- 
ly  funk  ;  for  whilft  that  fubfifts,  though  not  puihed 
into  execution,  'tis  confidered  here  as  a  ftorm,  that 
will  fome  day  breakover  their  heads. 

By  the  beft  computations  or  conjectures  here,  the 
current  coin  of  this  nation,  in  gold,  filver,  and  cop- 
per, is  thought  not  to  exceed  400,000  /.  The  addi- 
tion of  40,000  /.  in  new  copper,  to  the  prefent 
copper-money,  will  make  the  copper- money  of  this 
nation,  at  leaft,  one  eighth  of  their  whole  fpecie. 
They  think  where  the  copper-money  is  fo  confidera- 
ble  a  part  of  the  whole  fpecie,  it  isimpollible  to  keep 

it 
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it  from  making  a  fenfible  part  in  all  payments,  whe- 
ther of  rents,  debts,  or  the  purchafc  of  goods :  that 
if  it  be  once  admitted  to  have  a  currency,  it  will  the 
more  work  its  way  into  all  payments ;  as  men  of 
fiibftance  in  trade  will  be  tempted  by  a  premium 
(from  the  patentee)  of  20,  30.  or  40,  per  cent,  to 
force  its  currency  among  the  meaner  people ;  and 
they  again  can  only  pay  their  landlords  and  others, 
in  fuch  as  they  receive :  that  (when,  inftead  of  ferv- 
ing  for  change,  it  enters  into  all  payments)  it  will  be 
impoifible  to  hinder  the  Dutch  and  others,  from 
pouring  in  large  quantities  of  counterfeit  copper : 
that  the  confequence  of  this  muft  be  the  lofs  of  our 
filver  and  gold,  to  the  ruin  of  our  trade  and  manu- 
fadlures,  and  the  finking  the  rent  of  all  the  eftates 
here. 

This  is  the  fubflance  of  what  the  men  of  (Jenfe  and 
eftates  here,  are  fully  pofTeft  with.  And  when  I  tell 
them  the  copper-money  of  England  is  confiderably 
fhort  of  the  intrinfick  worth  of  what  it  goes  for  -,  and 
that  yet  I  never  could  hear  of  any  furmife  of  the 
Dutch  pouring  in  any  counterfeit  copper  there  ;  nor, 
was  it  ever  attempted  to  make  payments  in  copper 
there :  what  they  anfwer  is,  that  probably  all  the 
copper-money  there,  in  being  at  once,  feldom  exceeds 
one  hundredth  part  of  the  whole  fpecie  of  meney ; 
and  fo  is  kept  barely  for  ufe  of  change. 

I  have  been  talking  with  them,  whether  there  could 
not  be  room  for  admitting  from  10  to  20,000/.  in 
copper }  which  I  have  reafon  to  believe  they  want ; 
or  at  leaft,  that  it  would  be  a  kindnefs  to  the  nation 
if  they  had  it.  But  they  all  agree,  in  the  prefent 
ferment,  it  is  impoflible  to  admit  any  :  and  they  all 
exprefs  a  jealoufy,  that  the  admitting  any  new  cop- 
per would  open  a  door  for  fuch  a  quantity,  as  would 
prove  ruinous  to  this  nation. 

Thefe  are  the  prefent  notions  of  people  here, 
which  'tis  in  vain  to  try  to  remove  :  and  as  long  as 

the 
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the  fear  of  tlie  new  halfpence  lads,  tliere  is  no  hope 
of  any  peace  and  quiet  in  people's  minds  :  and  niuch 
lefs  of  any  fo  much  as  decent  proceedings,  if  a  par- 
liament were  to  fit.  This  has  made  me  talk  further 
with  the  fame  perfons,  whatcompromife  can  be  offer- 
ed to  have  Wood's  patent  funk.  I  have  told  them 
there  can  be  ro  doubt  but  Wood  muft  have  been  a 
very  great  fufterer  by  the  obdrudions  he  has  already 
met  with  ;  and  muft  be  ftill  a  much  greater,  if  his 
patent  be  refigned  :  thai  I  did  not  find  any  body  in 
Englajid  doubted  of  the  legality  of  the  grant :  that 
where  the  patentee  was  not  proved  to  have  contra- 
vened the  conditions  of  the  grant,  it  could  not  in 
juftice  be  revoked;  [to  this  they  unanimouily  reply, 
that  he  has  uttered  worfe  than  his  patent  allows]  that 
Wood  QOxAd  not  be  fupp>ofed  willing  to  refign  it,  with- 
out a  proper  compenfation  ^  and  that  the  feditious  0.nd 
clamorous  behaviour  of  too  many  here,  muft  rather 
tend  to  provoke  his  Majefty  and  his  miniftry  to  fup- 
port  the  patent,  than  to  take  any  extraordinary  fteps 
to  fmk  it;  and  that  therefore  the  moft  pi'oper-  way 
Teemed  to  be^  the  propofing  fomereafonible  amends 
to  Mr.  Wood^  in  order  to  his  refigning  the  patent. 

What  tliofe  of  fenfe  and  interelt  in  parliament,  «nd 
that  are  we  i  I  all  et  ted,  all  agree  in,  is, -that,  .while 
the  fear  of  thefe  halfpence;  hangs  pver  this  nation,  it 
is  impofllble  to  have  things  eafy  here,,  but!  that  .they, 
dare  not  offer  any  expedient,  nor' maket.;ajiy.;fuch 
propofals  to  thofe  on  the  other  fide  of  the^yaier,  for 
fear  of  bejng  fallen  on,  as  .un4^i;tak'ag  for  the  par- 
liament :  b\At  that  if  the  miniftj^y,  will  pleaf(f;tQ;m3ke 
a  compulation  of  what  it  may  he  re.ifonablgi  to,  give 
Mr.  Wood, (or  refigning  his  patent^  and:for  .his  p^ft 
loffes,  and  tp  fend  an  order  from  his  Majciftyr.  to  ; pay. 
any  body  (really  in  truft  for  Mr.  Waod^  but' without 
mentioning  his  name  in  the :  order)' ;  fuch  a.fum  per 
annum  for  fuch  a  t^rm  of  y.ears,.^s. they  .judge  a  rea- 

.  ■  funablc 
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iDiiable  equivalent,  they  do  not  doubt  being  able  in 
(ar'iament,  to  provide  for  fuch  payment  (if  his  pa- 
ent  has  been  firft  refigned)  whatever  fufpicions  there 
nay  be,  that  the  payment  is  to  Mr.  IVood-^  or  what- 
ver  oppofition  is  made  to  it  in  the  houfe.  And  if 
he  nation  is  gratified  in  this,  they  do  not  queftion, 
)ut  by  degrees  pubhck  juflice  will  again  flouriOi,  and 
he  former  zeal  for  his  majefty  and  his  family  revive. 
\nd  I  cannot  but  fay  that  without  doing  fomething 
ike  this,  there  is  no  profped  of  any  end  of  our  pre- 
ent  heats  and  animofities. 

Your  Grace  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  excufe  the 
length  and  freedom  of  this  letter,  which  nothing 
fhouid  have  drawn  from  me  but  my  concern  for  his 
Majefly's  firvice,  and  a  defire  that  your  Grace  fhouid 
know  the  true  ftate  of  affairs  here. 

The  Archbifhop  of  *  Dublin  has  6f  late  been  very 
ill,  fo  that  his  life  was  almoft  defpaired  of:  but  his 
illnefs  has  fmce  ended  in  a  regular  and  painful  fit  of 
the  gout,  fo  that  I  do  not  apprehend  he  is  in  any  pre- 
fent  danger.  Your  Grace  had  heard  from  me  fooner 
on  this  fubjeft,  if  I  had  known  his  condition  before 
the  woril  was  over :  all  that  I  fhall  fay  now  is,  that  I 
think  his  Majefly's  fervice  abfolutely  requires,  that 
whenever  he  drops,  the  place  be  filled  with  an  En~ 
glijjjman^  and  one  with  whom  I  may  hope  to  have  a 
very  good  agreement.  But  of  this  1  fhall  write  fur- 
ther another  time,  as  your  Grace  lliall  give  me 
encouragement.

IT  is  now  above  a  month  ago,  fince  I  troublec 
your  Grace  with  a  very  long  letter,  relating  to  tht  | 
affairs  of  this  nation  :  and  I  fhould  not  have  writter 
again  on  any  of  the  fubjeds  therein  mentioned,  til* 
after  receiving  your  Grace's  commands,  if  there  wefe 
not  repeated  advices  from  England,  that  upon  the 
report  of  the  Archbifliop  of  Dublin's  illnefs,  thert 
was  a  very  great  canvafs  on  the  bench  about  his  fuc- 
ceflbr,  without  the  leaft  regard  to  what  might  be  re- 
prefented  from  hence,  as  of  fervice  to  his  Majefty. 
Your  Grace  knows  very  well  that  I  was  very  content 
with  what  I  had  in  England,  and  my  juft  expedlati- 
ons  there ;  and  that  it  was  purely  in  obedience  to  hij 
Majefty's  pleafure,  that  I  came  hither:  and  now  J 
am  here,  the  only  thing  that  can  make  me  uneafy, 
is,  if  I  fhould  not  be  enabled  to  carry  on  his  Majefty's 
fervice  here  ;  the  profpedl  of  doing  which  is  the' 
greatefl  comfort  I  have  in  my  prefent  ftation.  ButI 
if  the  Bilhopricks  here,  are  to  be  difpofed  of  elfe- 
where,  without  leaving  me  room  for  any  thing  more,!" 
than  (as  it  may  happen)  objeding  againft  a  perfon, 
who  may  be  fent  over  to  the  bell  promotions  here,: 
when  I  have  done  (o ;  and  if  I  be  not  allowed  to^i 
form  proper  dependencies  here,  to  break  the  prefent'

tion  to  me.  And  befides,  as  there  is  a  majority  of 
le  Bifhops  here  that  are  natives,  they  are  not  to  be 
ifobliged  at  once.

lought  unfit  to  take  care  of  his  Majefty's  intereft  on 

le  bench  here,  and  beg  that,  till  it  be  found  I  am,

rH  E  R  E    has  been  a  great  deal  of  heat  here, 
about  an  affair  that  has  lately  happened  in  the 
;  oUege,    of  which  I   had   written   fooner  to   your 
.  race,  but  that  1  hoped  it  might  have  been  termina- 
.  d  here,  as  the  ftatutes  of  the  College  dire<ft,  with- 
it  giving  any  trouble  at  London.     But  as  I  hear 
i  om  all  hands,  that  very  partial  accounts  of  it  have 
ff  itn  fent  over  Jo  Engla?id^  and  a  great  deal  has  been 
Iked  of  it  there  among  the  Lords,  and  that  great 
ideavours  are  ufmg  there  to  bring  the  matter  be- 
xt  the  Council,  I  think  I  Ihould  be  wanting  in  my 
Jty  to  his  Majefly,  if  I  did  not  give  your  Grace  a 
lort  information  of  the  cafe,  which   may  prevent 
lyhafty  meafures  being  taken  through  furprize. 
Two  Under-graduates  of  the  College,  one  of  them 
fcholar  of  the  houfe,  had  company  at  their  cham- 
srs  till  about  an  hour  after  the  keys  of  the  College 

were 
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were  carried,  according  to  cuftom,  to  the  Provofl 
when  their  company  was  willing  to  go,  upon  findi 
the  College  gates  fhut,  and  being  told  the  keys  w^ 
carried  to  the  Provofl,  the  Scholars  went  to  the  Pn 
voft's  lodgings,  and  knocked  there  in  an  outrageou! 
manner.     Upon   the  Provoft's   man   coming  to  th 
door  to  fee  what  was  the  matter,  they  told  him  t 
came  for  the  keys  to  let  out  their  friends,  and  woi 
have  them,  or  they  would  break  open  the  gates  : 
alTured  them  the  keys  were  carried  to  his  maftei 
and  that  he  durft  not  awake-  him  to  get  them,  aa 
then  the  man  withdrew  :   upon  their  coming  again  t 
knock  with  great  violence  at  the  Provoft's  door  h 
was  forced   to  rife,  and  came  down  and  told  then 
they  fhould  not  have  the  keys,  and  bid  his  man  an 
the  porter  take  notice  who  they  were  :  The  next  da 
he  called  the  tv/o  Deans  to  his  alliftance,  as  their  ftii 
tutes  require,  and  fent  for  the  lads  to  his  lodgings 
the  fcholar  of  the  houfe  came,  but  not  the  otheif 
to  him  they  propofed  his  making  a  fubmiilion  for  hi 
fault  in   the  hall,  and  bting  publickly   admonifh( 
there.     This  he  made  a  difficulty  of  doing,  and  up(j 
their   proceeding  to  the  hall,  when  he  came  out  j 
the  lodgings,  he  put  on  his  hat  before  the  Provbli 
and  walked  off.

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Provoft,  their  defire  that  he  would  reftore  the  lad  : 
nor  am  I  againft  it,  upon  the  interceilion  of  thofe 
great  men  ;  if  the  lad  be  obliged  to  make  a  full  fub- 
mifllon,  and  the  Provoft  have  fome  fatisfadion  made 
him  for  being  abufed  to  his  face,  in  a  fermon  at  the 
College  chapel  by  one  of  the  fenior  fellows  *,  who  is 
at  the  head  of  all  our  prefent  flir  in  this  place.  ' 

What  is  faid  here,  to  be  endeavouring  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  water,  is  the  reducing  of  the  power 
given  the  Provoft  by  the  ftatutes,  and  fharing  it  with 
the  feniors.  As  this  is  a  Royal  foundation,  and  the 
Provoft  is  made  by  the  Crown,  I  fuppofe  it  will  fcarce 
be  thought  advifeable  to  ftrip  him  of  that  power 
which  his  Majefty's  predeceiTors  have  thought  fit  to 
truft  him  with ;  and  befides,  if  I  may  believe  the 
univerfal  voice  of  all  here,  who  I  am  fure  are  well- 
affeded  to  his  Majefty,  nothing  but  the  hearty  ftea- 
dinefs  of  the  Provoft,  fupported  by  the  power  vefted 
in  him  by  the  ftatutes,  can  give  a  check  to  that  ill 
fpirit  in  the  College,  which  grew  up  there  in  the  lat- 
ter part  of  her  late  Majefty's  reign.  I  am  certain  of 
this,  if  the  Provoft  is  driven  to  admit  the  lad  with- 
out a  proper  fubmiifion,  there  is  an  end  of  his  pow- 
er, and  of  all  difcipline  in  the  College. 

If  your  Grace  defires  a  more  particular  account  of 
this  affair,  and  the  ftatutes  relating  to  it,  I  ftiall  get 
it  from  the  proper  hands,  and  tranfmit  it :  but  in  the 
mean  time  I  thought  it  neceflary  to  fend  this  account 
to  your  Grace,  as  1  ftiall  always  efteem  myfelf  the 
common  patron  of  all  the  King's  friends  here  in  the 
Church  and  Univerfity.

I  Had  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of  the  firft  in- 
ftant,  and  am  very  rruch  obligtd  to  you  for  ma- 
king a  favourable  reprefentation  to  his  Majefty'of  the 
advice  I  fent  relating  to  the  College ;  I  am  fure  I  fhall 
always  endeavour  to  fliew  the  greatefl  care  and  zeal 
about  his  fervice,  and  I  hope  his  Majefty  will  never 
find  me  negligent  in  any  thing  of  that  nature. 

The  ftand  the  Provoft  has  made,  has  brought 
others  to  reafon  ;  and  the  lad,  after  having  made 
fuch  fubmiffion,  as  the  Provoft  thinks  reafonable  will 
be  re-eledted ;  and  one  of  the  fenior  fellows  is  to 
make  the  Provoft  fatisfad\ion  for  abufing  him  in  a 
fermon  at  the  College  chapel :  I  hope  thefe  two  fteps 
will  fecure  the  Provoft's  authority  for  the  future.  I 
fhall  always  make  it  my  bufmefs  to  fend  your  Grace 
whatever  information  I  think  may  be  of  fervice  to 
his  Majefty,  and  ftiall  ufe  my  endeavours  not  to  be 
miftaken  in  the  charaders  of  any  perfons  I  have  oc- 
cafion  to  mention.

A  M  fenfible  that  I  have  been  guilty  of  a  very 
great  omilfion,  in  not  having  fooner  returned 
your  Lordfhip  my  mofl  hearty  thanks,  for  recom- 
mending me  to  his  Majefty  for  fo  great  a  poll,  both 
for  dignity  and  profit ;  I  can  affure  your  Lordfhip  it 
has  not  been  owing  to  want  of  either  gratitude  or 
duty  to  your  Lordfhip  :  But  whatever  my  p)oft  is 
here,  the  only  thing  that  can  make  it  agreeable  to 
me  (who  would  have  been  very  well  content  with  a 
lefs  flation  in  my  own  country)  is,  if  I  may  be  ena- 
bled to  ferve  his  Majefty  and  my  country  here,  which 
it  will  be  impoifible  for  me  to  do  according  to  my 
wifhes,  if  the  Englijh  intereft  be  not  thoroughly  fup- 
ported  from  the  other  fide.

talked  of  here,  the  order  ihould  come  over  after  the 
parliament  is  up,  to  pay  him  fuch  addition  from  the 
date  of  his  patent.     I  cannot  help  fugged  ing  on  this 
occafion,  that  one  reafon  of  our  deficiency  here,  is 
the  fall  of  the  Cuflioms  by  vafl  quantities  of  goods 
being  run  here  from  the  Ifle  of  Man,  which  is  the 
great  magazine  of  goods  intended  to  be  run,    and 
from   whence  they  are,  as  opportunity  offers,    tran- 
fported  hither  in  fmall  veffels.     I  can  hardly  queftion 
but  the  Cufloms  in  Englmd  mufl  fuffer  more  this 
way  than  ours  do  in  Ireland :  And  the  only  remedy 
we  talk  of  here  for  this  evil,  is,  if  his  Majefly  were 
to   buy  the   ifland  of  the  Earl  of  Derby,  and  after- 
wards he  may  command  the  proper  meafures  to  pre- 
vent  goods    being   lodged   there   for   running  *.      I 
thought  it  my  duty  to  mention  this,  though  I  do  not 
queftion  but   your  Grace  knows  more  of  the  affliir 
than  I  do.

1  Heartily  beg  your  Excellency's  pardon  that  I  have 
not  fooner  returned  my  thanks  for  the  many  fa- 
vours and  civilities  received  from  your  Lordfhip  in 
this  kingdom.  I  endeavour  to  go  on  as  well  as  I  can 
in  the  poft  your  Excellency  has  left  me  in,  and  hope 
by  degrees  to  grow  fo  much  mailer  of  the  affairs  of 
this  nation,  as  to  be  able  to  give  you  a  better  ac- 
count of  things  than  I  can  at  prefent. 

By  the  laft  mail  we  have  fent  your  Excellency  an 
account  of  the  feveral  perfons  recommended  for  the 
chapel  of  Rings- Eiid. 

Mr.  Sam/on  is  the  perfon  his  Grace  of  Dublin,  I 
believe,  moft  wifhes  to  fucceed  out  of  the  three 
mentioned  in  his  memorial ;  and  I  have  that  charac- 
ter

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ter  of  his  diligence  in  his  prefent  curacy,  which  is  a 
very  great  one,  and  which  he  has  served  about  fix- 
teen  years,  as  well  as  of  his  good  life  and  converfa- 
tion,  that  I  have  no  obje(5lion  to  him. 

Your  Excellency  has  a  memorial  in  your  packet 
in  behalf  of  Mr.  Vaughan^  curate  of  St.  John\  and 
he  will  do  very  well  if  your  Excellency  thinks  pro- 
per. 

Mr.  tVhitcomb^  fellow  of  the  College,  is  another 
candidate,  who  has  a  very  good  charader  for  mo- 
rals, learning,  and  affetliion  to  his  Majefty,  and  as  this 
preferment  is  confident  with  his  fellowfhip,  it  would 
be  of  more  value  to  him  than  a  living  of  perhaps  dou- 
ble the  value.  The  only  objedlion  I  know  againfl 
him  is,  that  he  muft  refide  in  the  College,  and  either 
of  the  other  two  v/ill  go  and  live  at  Ring's-End ;  as  \ 
think  they  are  obliged  to  do  by  the  foundation, 
which  requires  that  the  curate  there  fhould  not  be  ab- 
fent  from  the  place  above  fixty  days  in  the  year. 

We  have  not  yet  got  an  account  from  the  Com- 
millioners  of  the  arrears  at  Lady-day  in  the  hands  of 
the  Colledors,  or  then  ftanding  out ;  as  foon  as  we 
have  we  will  tranfmit  that  to  your  Excellency,  with 
an  account  of  what  the  government  then  owed. 

As  we  have  this  day  received  orders  for  fending 
four  battalions  to  England^  we  fhall  take  the  beft 
meafures  we  can  to  have  it  done  with  fpeed.  And  I 
hnd  people  are  now  fenfible  of  the  difficulty  the  go- 
vernment would  have  been  under  on  this  occafion,  if 
you  had  not  contrived  to  take  off  a  year's  arrears  of 
the  army  from  the  current  fervice. 

The  army  are  mightily  pleafed  with  the  enlarge- 
ment of  their  fubfiflence,  as  are  all  the  tradefmen 
who  have  dealings  with  the  officers. 

We  have  had  ftrong  rumours  that  Sir  J.  St.  Le-

MR.  Bknner-HaJJet  is  very  much  obliged  to 
your  Grace  for  your  great  kindnefs  to  him 
in  relation  to  his  living  in  SMjj'ex^  and  as  I  know  his 
circumftances,  I  was  very  well  difpofed  to  fecond 
your  Grace's  good  intentions,  by  letting  my  living 
iapfe,  not  doubting  by  your  Grace's  intereft,  if 
mine  failed,  of  fecuring  a  prefentation  from  my 
Lord  Lieutenant.  But  we  have  fnice  been  fo  con- 
tinually alarmed  with  news  of  changes  from  En- 
gland^ that  he  was  unv/illing  to  run  the  hazard  of  a 
new  Lord  Lieutenant  with  a  needy  chaplain. 

Your  Grace  v;ill  before  this  have  heard  that  the 
Bidiop  of  Limerick  is  dead,  and  that  Dr.  Bufcough 
is  recommended  to  fucceed  him  :  I  have  likewife 
added  my  recommendations,  but  with  what  fuccefs 
I  have  not  yet  heard.  Confidering  the  good  cha- 
rader  he  has  had  for  many  years,  and  the  little  fuc- 
cefs he  has  had  in  England^  I  fiiould  think  it  hard 
if  they  refufe  him  this  promotion  in  England. 

Since  my  arrival  here  I  have  met  with  a  pracftice 
in  the  Church,  that  to  me  feeraed  very  odd,  having 
heard  of  nothing  like  it  in  England-^  which  is  of 
Prefbyters  holding  a  fecond  or  third  benefice  in  com- 
mendam,  inflead  of  having  a  faculty  :    the  practifc 

lbe< 
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I  believe  was  owing  to  my  predecefTour  refufing  a 
faculty  where  it  might  be  thought  reaibnable,  which 
made  them  look  out  {"or  fome  ftratagem  to  compaTs 
the  fame  thing  ;  and  what  they  have  pitched  upon 
and  praclifed  here,  has  been  by  granting  the  broad 
feal  to  hold  a  fecond  or  third,  without  inftitution  or 
induction.  That  your  Grace  may  the  better  under- 
hand the  nature  of  this  new  tenure,  I  have  here  fent 
you  the  copy  of  a  fiat  of  this  fort : 

This  fiat  containeth  his  Mnjellfs  grant  and  dona- 
tion of  the  Deanery  of  the  Cathedral  Church  of 
Kilmacduach,  i^c  now  void  and  in  his  Majcf- 
ty's  difpofal^  by  the  death  of  Stephen  Handcock, 
late  Dean  thereof  unto  Charles  Northcote,  Clerk ^ 
Majier  of  Arts^  to  have  and  to  hold  the  Jaid 
Deanery  in  comjnendatn  to  him  the  faid  Charles 
Northcote,  together  with  the  Prebend  of  Kil- 
macdonough,  the  Re5lory  and  Vicarage  of  Kil- 
maghan,  the  entire  Re5lory  of  Boughillane,  and 
the  Vicarage  o/Clonfert,  alias  Sandtae  Trinitatis 
Chrifl  Church  Newmarket,  in  the  Diocefe  cf 
Cloyne,  which  he  now  holds  and  enjoys  -,  and  al- 
fo  to  enter  into  the  faid  Deanery  without  infiitu- 
tion,  inJiaUation,  or  other  fole?nnity  ;  and  is  done 
according  to  his  Grace's  warranty  bearing  date 
'The  1  gth  day  of  Nov.  1719. 

1  have  enquired  whether  there  is  any  a6l  of  par- 
liament here,  that  gives  the  crown  any  fuch  power, 
and  am  aOured  there  is  none,  fo  that  I  think  it 
(lands  on  the  fame  bottom  as  a  Bifhop  taking  a 
commendam  after  confecration.  I  have  difcourfed 
V,  ith  my  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  illegality,  as  I  con- 
ceive it,  of  this  prattife,  and  of  the  dangerous  con- 
fequences  of  it,  fmce  I  can  apprehend  it  to  be  no 
other  than  a  fequeflration  of  a  benefice,  granted  by 
lay-powers,  without  being  accountable  for  the  pro- 
fits 
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fits  received,  and  without  being  charged  with  the 
cure  of  fouls ;  and  I  do  not  fee  but  in  time  they 
may  proceed  to  make  fuch  grants  of  benefices  to 
laymen.  I  told  his  Excellency  if  he  pleafed  to  give 
the  feveral  perfons  concerned  in  thefe  extraordinary 
grants,  which  are,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  about  half 
a  dozen,  legal  grants  of  the  fame  preferments  they 
now  pofTefs,  I  will  readily  grant  them  faculties  for 
the  holding  them,  that  things  may  be  brought  into 
the  legal  way,  and  farther  abufes  may  be  prevented. 
His  Excellency  feemed  very  much  furprized  at  this 
method  of  granting  commendams  to  Prefbyters, 
and  is  very  ready  to  put  this  affair  into  the  right 
channel.  But  before  I  proceed  any  further  in  this 
matter,  I  fhall  be  obliged  to  your  Grace  for  your 
opinion,  whether  what  has  been  done  already  is 
legal,  that  I  may  occafion  no  needlefs  diflurbance 
here,  and  I  am  fure  your  Grace's  opinion  of  this 
matter  will  thoroughly  fatisfy  his  Excellency. 

I  thank  your  Grace  for  your  kind  hints  relating 
to  the  power  I  claim  to  grant  faculties,  and  other 
extra-epifcopal  powers,  and  I  find  it  ftands  upon  a 
grant  made  by  King  James  I.  to  the  then  Archbifnop 
of  Armagh^  and  his  fucceffors  for  ever,  in  virtue  of 
a  claufe  in  one  of  our  IriJIj  ads  of  parliament, 
which  they  affure  me  is  a  legal  grant,  and  lufficient- 
ly  confirmed  by  above  one  hundred  years  poifef- 
fion. 

I  thank  your  Grace  for  your  kind  prayers,  and 
hope  I  fhall  always  make  it  my  endeavour  to  pro- 
mote the  good  of  this  Church,  though  I  fear  I  iTiall 
not  always  meet  with  the  ready  concurrence  I  could 
wifh  for  here  *.  However,  upon  the  encourage- 
ment your  Grace  gives  me  of  your  friendlliip,  and 
your  abilities  to  diredt  in  any  difficult  cafe,  I  Ihall

BY  the  letters  this  day  we  have  an  account  that 
my  Lord  Chief  Baron  Hale  is  to  be  removed  to 
the  Bench  in  England ;  I  could  heartily  wifh,  if  it 
could  have  been  without  damage  to  him,  who  is  a 
very  defei'ving  gentleman,  that  he  might  have  con- 
tinued here  till  Michaelmas  term  next,  to  have  aHifted 
at  the  next  fefl'ions  of  parliament.  Your  Grace  is 
fenfible  we  have  a  new  *  Chancellor  wholly  unac- 
quainted with  Irijh  affairs,  and  my  Lord  Chief  Juf- 
ticc  PFindham  and  myfelf,  have  not  been  long  enough 
here,  not  to  ftand  in  need  of  information  on  feveral 
occaiions  ;  and  I  can  allure  your  Grace,  it  is  very  hard 
to  rely  on  what  thofe  of  this  country  advife  in  any 
difficult  cafe.  But  whatever  can  be  done  in  that  af- 
fair, I  do  not  queftion  his  Majefty's  fending  us  a  pro- 
per perfon  from  England  to  fucceed  him. 

Your  Grace  and  the  reft  of  the  miniftry  were  fuf- 
ficiently  fenfible  (when  I  left  England)  of  the  neceflity 
of  filling  the  gre.it  pofts  here  with  Englijh ;  and  if 
the  fame  mea lures  be  not  followed,  we  that  are  here 
Jlwll  have  a  bad  time  of  it,  and  it  mull  prove  of 
great  prejudice  to  his  Majefty's  fervice.

SINCE  your  Lordfhip  has  not  been  pleafed  to 
write  to  me,  as  you  promifcd  my  Lord  Bifhop  of 
London  (ome  months  ago,  I  think  it  proper  to  trouble 
your  Lordiliip  with  a  few  hnes.  I  cannot  but  think 
myfelf  very  ill  ufed  by  your  Lordfhip,  by  the  violent 
pufhes  you  have  been  pleafed  to  make  againft  Mr. 
Stephens  coming  to  Chrijl  Church  upon  a  vacancy, 
when  you  know  very  well  I  had  a  pofitive  promife  of 
tlie  next  canonry  there  for  him,  fome  months  before 
there  were  any  thoughts  of  my  removing  hither : 
his  merit  for  learning,  and  his  affedion  tohisMajefly 
and  his  family,  you  are  no  ftranger  to ;  and  as  i 
know  the  (late  of  the  College  as  well  as  your  Lordlhip, 
I  know  his  coming  there  can  be  of  no  dilfervice  to 
his  Majefty,  or  any  ways  diftrefs  the  bufinefs  of  the 
College,  fmce  he  is  willing  to  be  Treafurer.  I  find 
already  you  have  been  pleafed  to  fay  that  it  is  fettled 
that  Dr.  Foulkes  fliall  be  Treafurer,  and  no  doubt  if 
Dr.  Terry  continues  Sub-Dean,  Dr.  Foulkes  is  a  very 
proper  perfon,  and  there  will  then  be  no  want  of  Mr. 
Stepher's  having  any  office  at  ail ;  if  Dr.  Terry  does 
not,  Dr.  foulkes  is  a  very  proper  Sub-Dean,  and 
Mr.  Stephens  will  difcharge  the  office  of  Treafurer:

Proteftant  Diifenters  in  th.ofe  parts  eafy,  and  have,  I 
hope,  given  fome  courage  to  his  Majefty's  friends. 
I  met  w  ith  all  the  civility  I  could  defire,  both  from 
the  gentry  and  clergy  ;  and  as  the  latter  defired  me 
to  print  my  charge,  and  as  fome  others  think  it  may 
be  of  fome  fervice  to  the  government,  at  leaft  by 
giv  ing  me  the  more  weight  among  the  well-afFeded,

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when  they  fee  my  fentiments  in  print,  I  have  thoughts 
of  fpeedily  putting  it  to  the  prefs.  I  am  fenfible 
how  much  I  am  obliged  to  your  Grace  for  favourably 
reprefenting  to  his  Majefty  my  attention  to  his 
fervice. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  arrived  here  in  my  abfence, 
but  as  I  have  been  here  now  three  or  four  days,  we 
have  had  fome  conferences,  and  I  am  fure  we  fhall 
both  concur  to  the  utmoft  of  our  power  in  promoting 
his  Majefty's  fervice.  I  am  glad  to  find  by  him  that 
we  are  to  have  a  good  Lord  Chief  Baron  here ;  and 
it  is  fomewhat  the  greater  plea  fure  to  me  that  I  had 
fome  knowledge  of  Mr.  Dahon  in  England.

AFTER  having  wrote  fo  lately  to  your  Grace, 
I  fhould  not  have  given  you  the  trouble  of 
thele  lines,  if  it  were  not  out  of  the  great  concern  I 
have  that  his  Majefty's  fervice  may  go  on  as  fmoothly 
as  p  )frible  in  the  approaching  parliament ;  and  this  I 
would  hope  may  be  done,  if  my  Lord  Lieutenant

AS  I  had  the  honour  of  writing  to  your  Grace  by 
the  laft  poft,  I  lliould  not  lb  foon  have  given 
you  a  new  trouble,  but  for  an  accident  that  has  fince 
happened  to  the  Archbifhop  of  Cafljel.

AS  there  is  a  perfedt  recefs  from  bufuiefs  in  Ejig-

it  might  not  be  unacceptable  to  give  your  Grace  fome 
fhort  account  of  what  has  paiTed  here. 

My  Lord  Lieutenant  was  pleafed  to  appoint  me  to 
be  the  mover  of  an  addrefs  to  his  Majefty  upon  his 
fpeech,  and  to  prepare  proper  heads  on  that  occafion  ;

it,  where  we  were  thanking  him  for  what  we  ought 
to  afcribe  to  nothing  but  his  goodnefs,  his  amend- 
ment was  carried. 

On  IVednefdiiy  I  brought  into  the  committee  an 
addrefs  fomewhat  differing  in  form  from  the  refolu- 
tion  of  the  houfe,  and  without  the  words  great  wif- 
dom^ but  they  infilling  diat  the  committee  were  bound 
down  to  thofe  words  as  having  been  upon  debate

I  A  M  very  forry  that  I  mull  fend  your  Grace 
word  that  yefterday  the  difcontented  carried  eve- 
ry thing  before  them,  and  have  falfely  flated  the 
debt  of  the  nation,  and  (in  effeft)  elofed  the  com- 
mittee of  fupply  ;  and  I  am  the  more  troubled  at 
this  behaviour  of  the  Commons,  becaufe  it  is  fo  un- 
worthy a  return  to  his  Majefty's  late  goodnefs  to  us.

ra!  hours  What  was  defigned  to  be  carried  there 
v/as  an  addrefs  to  his  Majelly,  to  apply  fo  much  of 
the  money  given  this  fellion  of  parliament  as  might 
pay  two  years  intereft  at  feven  per  cent,  of  the  ar- 
rears of  the  army  from  Midfummer  i  7  24,  to  Mid- 
fummer  1 725  ;  and  likewife  two  years  intereft  of  the  ar- 
rears due  to  the  half-pay  officers,  from  Chrijimas  ^'ji^., 
to  Midfummer  ijiS-  The  arrears  of  the  army  for 
the  time  mentioned,  amount  to  about  5  looo  pounds  ^ 
the  arrears  due  to  the  half-pay  officers  for  the  fix- 
months,  amount  to  about  1 1 ,000  pounds,  and  there 
would  then  have  been  left  due  near  nine  months  to 
both  of  them.  But  after  great  debates,  it  was  found

(e\'crnl  debentures  for  the  time  mentioned,  will  be 
ft  ruck  fo  as  to  carry  intereft  for  two  years  ;  and  there 
is  no  doubt  but  the  officers  will  then  be  able  to  part 
with  them  ns  ready  money.  1  think  they  have  like- 
wife  engag&d  to  provide  for  thefe  10,000  pounds, 
together  with  the  arrears  diemfelves  that  Ihall  be 
found  then  ftanding  out,  at  die  next  fellions  of  par- 
liament. 

I  was  willing  to  fend  }our  Grace  an  account  of 
this,  as  being  the  beft  thing  that  has  palfed  in  the 
houfe  this  feffions,  though  with  as  ill  a  grace,  and 
with  as  perverfe  an  oppofition,  as  juch  a  thing  could 
be  done  with. 

As  the  houfe  fat  late  on  this  occafion,  and  I  have 
the  account  of  what  palTed  only  by  word  of  mouth, 
It  is  not  fo  nicely  exact  as  I  could  have  wilhed  to 

have 
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have  fent  it  to  your  Grace.  I  am  glad  to  find  by 
the  publick  papers,  that  things  go  in  your  parlia- 
ment with  fiich  zeal  and  afifedion  to  his  Majefty,  as 
we  hope  here  will  intimidate  his  enemies  both  at 
home  and  abroad.

What  I  write  to  you  now  is  by  the  exprcfs  orders 
of  my  Lord  Primate,  to  inform  you  that  his  Grace 
hears  from  perfons  of  credit  fuch  things  of  you  as 
are  highly  difpleafing  to  him.  You  are  reprefented 
as  a  peribn  who  have  neither  diicretion  in  your  words 
and  converfation,  nor  proper  decency  in  your  aftions 
and  condudt,  nor  a  due  regard  to  the  offices  of  your 
function  ;  and  that  the  refult  of  your  whole  beha- 
viour has  given  fuch  offence  to  the  generality  of  your 
parilhioners,  that  your  congregation  falls  off  daily 
from  you.  I  am  ordered  to  acquaint  you,  that  my 
Lord  is  very  much  troubled  to  have  fo  indifferent 
a  charac^ter  of  a  clergyman,  whom  he  has  promo- 
ted j  and  that  he  will  not  reft  fatisfied  with  fuch  a 
behaviour  as  brings  a  fcandal  on  religion,  and  a  dil- 
repute  on  himfelf.

My  Lord,  Dublin ^  Mar.  22,  1725. 

IH  A  D  the  favour  of  your  Grace's  of  the  10th 
inftant,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for 
your  kind  congratulations  on  my  being  made  one  of 
the  Lords  Jufuces :  I  can  aiTure  your  Grace  I  fhall 
in  that  llation,  as  I  have  in  what  I  already  enjoy 
here  by  his  Majclly's  favour,  mod:  faithfully  endea- 
vour to  promote  his  Majefty's  fervice. 

I  am  very  fenfible  of  the  great  hurry  of  impor- 
tant bulinefs  there  has  been  in  England^  fo  as  to  hin- 
der  your  regularly  correl'ponding  about  our  fmall  af- 
fairs. 

We  h'lve  indeed  at  laft  put  a  pretty  good  end 
to  a  troublefome  iellion  of  parliament ;  but  without 
fomewhat  done  to  Ihew  that  the  oppofmg  his  Ma- 
jefty's fervice  here,  is  not  the  way  to  make  court  in 
England^  we  can  hardly  fail  of  having  as  uneafy  a 
fcliions  the  next. 

In  obedience  to  his  Majefty's  letter  upon  the  ad- 
drefs  of  the  Commons  here,  my  Lord  Lieutenant  is 
ilfuing  the  debentures  of  tlie  army  for  one  year,  and 
at  the  halt-pay  ollicers  for  fix  months,  fo  as  to  carry 
quarterly  payments  of  intereft:  for  two  years  from 
Cbnfimas  laft,  till  the  parliament  meets  again  to  pay 
off  the  principal  ;  and  1  hope  thofe  arrears  will  by 
this  method  be  circulated  for  thofe  two  years,  whilft 
the  current  fervice  is  anlwered  by  the  revenue  com- 
ing in  in  the  mean  time. 

But  I  cannot  but  obferve  that  thofe  who  have 
made  the  great  difturbance  in  parliament,  are  as  bu- 
ly  now  in  frightning  the  bankers  and  other  monied 
men  from  having  any  thing  to  do  with  thefe  war- 
rants, and  advancing  any  money  upon  them,  as 
they  were  in  hindering  the  payment  of  our  debts  in 

the 
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the  houfe ;  I  hope  it  will  be  without  any  effect,  but 
I  think  their  paft  and  piefent  behavjonr  requires 
that  the  government  fhovild  Jliew  their  refentment  of 
fuch  proceedings ;  and  the  more  fo,  becaufe  one  of 
the  arts  by  which  they  have  drawn  too  many  well- 
rneaning  members  to  Join  with  them  in  parliament, 
has  been  telHng  them  that  bv  their  oppi/ition  they 
were  making  court  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water. 
I  am  very  fenfible  that  by  the  language  fome  from 
hence,  who  talked  in  that  way,  have  met  with  at 
their  arrival  in  England  from  the  miniftry,  they 
know  the  contrary.  But  the  country  gentlemen 
here  will  never  be  perfuaded  of  this,  but  by  feeing 
thofe  men  turned  out  of  our  privy  council.  And  I 
would  hope  that  the  difobliging  two  or  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  England^  will 
not  be  thought  of  greater  confequence  than  the 
keeping  things  quiet  here,  by  fhewing  a  jufl  dif- 
pleafure  againft  thofe  who  would  embroil  this  king- 
dom. 

There  is  another  thing  I  mufl:  beg  leave  to  men- 
tion, and  on  which  (ubjed  I  (hall  fpeak  my  fenti- 
ments  very  freely  to  the  miniftry,  when  I  have  the 
honour  to  wait  upon  them  in  England;  and  that  is 
the  granting  places  for  more  than  one  life,  or  the 
reverlion  of  places  now  full  I  fee  plainly  fo  far  as 
it  has  prevailed,  or  fhall  hereafter  prevail,  it  tends 
to  loofen  that  fmall  hold  the  crown  (till  retains  in 
this  nation  :  as  I  fhall  therefore  always  oppofe  any 
applications  of  that  nature  from  hence,  fo  I  hope 
the  miniftiy  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  difcourage  all 
follicitations  of  the  like  kind  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
water. 

Here  have  been  great  complaints  of  the  amend- 
ments and  defalcations  made  in  our  bills  by  the  At- 
torney General :  I  muft  own  I  could  wifh  he  would 
have  confulted  my  Lord  Chief  Baron  Gilbert  or  Ba- 
ron Haky  before  he  had  determined  things  to  be 

pro- 
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provided  for  by  law  here,  which  our  judges  aflurc 
us  are  not  provided  for;  but  on  this  I'ubjevft  I  may 
poflibly  trouble  your  Grace  fome  other  time. 

I  have  formerly  wrote  about  Mr.  Carter^  and  I 
hope  when  the  Judges  return  from  their  circuits,  to 
be  able  to  point  out  fuch  a  way  of  dealing  with  him, 
as  will  make  his  oppofition  in  future  felTions  of  lit- 
tle weight:  I  am  lure  the  rudenefs  with  which  he 
has,  in  his  fpeeches  in  parliament,  treated  the  En- 
giijb  minillry,  not  to  fay  the  whole  nation,  as  well 
as  thofe  of  us  who  are  fettled  here,  deferve  that  be 
ihould  be  made  an  example  of. 

Your  Grace  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  excufe  the 
liberty  I  have  taken  in  this  letter,  in  which  I  can 
allure  you  I  have  no  other  view  than  in  the  beft 
manner  I  can,  to  promote  the  interell  of  England 
and  his  Majefty's  fervice  in  this  country, 

I  am  very  glad  to  find  by  your  Grace's  letter  that 
things  have  fo  good  an  afpedt  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  and  heartily  wilh  they  may  go  on  with  fuc- 
cefs.

WE  have  from  time  to  time  tranfmitted  to  his 
Excellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant  an  account 
of  ail  we  have  learnt  relating  to  the  fhip  Patience 
feized  at  Killybeg's,  and  by  this  mail  have  fent  the 
copy  of  a  letter  to  one  Deaz,  a  Jew,  that  probably 
difcovers  the  truth  of  the  captain's  defign. 

I  find  the  papifts  are  in  feveral  parts  here  employ- 
ed in  fafting  and  prayers,  by   an    order  from  the 

pope, 
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pope,  as  they  fay,  and  a  promife  of  indulgences, 
but  on  what  occalion  they  do  not  own. 

There  feem  likewife  to  be  men  Hfting  in  feveral 
parts,  but  whether  for  France  or  Spain  is  uncertain, 
though  they  pretend  for  the  former  :  but  by  the  laws 
here  it  is  capita!  to  lift  or  be  Hfted  in  any  foreign 
ierviee,  without  leave  from  the  crown. 

We  have  had  ftrong  reports  that  Mr.  Nuiley  is 
going  to  be  made  a  judge  here,  but  as  he  has  had 
very  feverc  cenilires  paft  on  him  by  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  at  the  beginning  of  his  Majefty's  reign, 
and  is  counted  one  moft  in  the  fecrets  of  the  tories, 
I  have  ventured  to  fay  that  I  was  fure  there  could  be 
nothing  in  it. 

Since  my  Lord  Lieutenant's  arrival  at  London  no-

IN  my  lail  I  gave  your  Grace  a  hint  that  numbers 
were  lifting  here  for  foreign  fervice.  We  have 
daily  new  accounts  from  feveral  parts  that  the  hifty 
young  fellows  are  quitting  the  country,  on  pretence 
that  they  are  going  to  England  for  work.  Such  as 
have  occafion  to  employ  many  hands,  begin  to  feel 
the  efFe<5\s  of  this  defertion,  and  nobody  here  quef- 
tions  but  that  ail  thefe  really  are  going  into  foreign 
fervice. 
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We  Ihall  not  be  wanting  in  our  endeavours  to 

eep  every  thing  quiet  here  :  but   as  accounts  from 

II  hands  leem  to  forebode  fome  mifchievous  defigns 

mong  the  papifts,  I  am  very  apprehenfive  that  be- 

bre  fome  months  are   paft,  there  will  be  a  neceflity 

of  putting  the  mihtia  here  in  good  order,  to  prevent 

any   furprize,    efpecially  fince    fix    regiments   have 

been   drawn  from  hence.     But  of  this  affair  I  have 

not  yet  had  an  opportunity  of  talking  with  the  other 

Lords  Juftices  •,  nor  fhall  we  attempt  any  thing  of 

that  nature  till  the  defigns  of  the  papifts  here  clear 

np  farther,  and  we  are  able  to  make  a  proper  repre- 

fentation  of  the  ftate  of  this  nation,  and  receive  his 

Majefty's  commands  what   he  will  pleafe  to  have 

d(jne. 

We  have  given  all  poflible  difpatch  to  the  tran- 
fportation  of  the  forces,  and  in  whatever  elfe  occurs, 
ftiall  ufe  our  beft  endeavours  to  ferve  his  Majefty, 
and  fecure  the  peace  of  this  kingdom, 

I  am,  in  duty  to  his  Majefty,  obliged  to  acquaint 
your  Grace  that  the  new  lift  of  privy  counfellors  has 
very  much  offended  feveral  that  are  beft  affected  to 
his  Majefty  here  •,  and  that  we  of  the  Er.gliJJj  nation 
think  by  this  increafc  our  weight  will  grow  lefs  in 
the  council  than  it  was  :  and  befides,  we  think  it 
very  much  leflens  that  authority  we  imagine  it  is 
defig'ned  we  fhould  have  here,  to  have  a  thing  of 
this  moment  fettled  and  finifhed,  without  our  being 
in  the  leaft  confulted  *  whether  we  were  of  opi- 
nion it  would  be  for  his  Majefty's  fervice  to  admit 
fuch  a  number  and  fuch  perfons. 

I  am  confident  we  iTiall  ferve  his  Majefty  here  to 
the  utmoft  of  our  power,  but  that  power  muft  every

IT  H  I  N  K  it  my  duty  to  acquaint  your  Excel- 
lency, that  every  day  IVefli  accounts  come  in  to 
us  that  there  are  great  numbers  lifting  here  for  fo- 
reign fervice  ;  the  word  given  out  in  thele  parts  is, 
that  they  are  going  over  to  England  for  work.  Com- 
plaints come  m  daily  from  fuch  as  employ  numbers 
of  hands,  that  the  lufty  young  fellows  are  quitting 
them  upon  this  pretence.  There  are  likewife  ac- 
counts from  feveral  parts  that  unufuai  faftings  and 
devotions  are  fet  on  foot  among  the  papifts,  and  ve- 
ry feditious  (ermons  preached  amongft  them. 

We  have  given  the  necelfary  orders  to  all  cuftom- 
houfe  officers  to  have  a  watchful  eye  on  all  who  at- 
tempt to  leave  the  kingdom  :  and  fhall  as  new  in- 
formations come  in,  go  on  giving  the  bed  orders 
we  can. 

But  by  the  bed  judgment  I  can  make,  in  fome 
time  we  fhall  be  under  a  neceflity  of  putting  the  mi- 
litia here  in  order,  to  prevent  any  furprize.  But  of 
this  we  have  not  yet  had  time  to  confider  maturely  ; 
and  as  whenever  it  is  done,  it  may  caufe  fome  a- 
larm,  we  fhall  do  nothing  of  that  nature,  without 
firft  laying  the  ftate  of  affairs  here  before  his  Ma- 
jefty,  and  receiving  his  commands. 

I  am  very  forry,  my  Lord,  to  be  forced  to  aCr 
quaint  your  Lordfhip,  that  the  new  mcreafe  of  our 
privy  council  has  given  very  g'reat  uneafmefs  to  fe- 
veral well-affe(5ted  to  his  Majefhy  here,  on  account 
of  the  charaders  of  feveral  of  the  perfons.  And  I 
cannot  but  fay  that  the  Englijb  think  it  is  a  great 

weak- 
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ireakening  to  that  weight  we  had  in  the  privy  coun- 
1  before. 

When  General  Macartney  arrives  in  England^  I  am 
onfident  he  will  report  that  we  have  ufed  all  poffi- 
)le  diligence  in  expediting  the  tranfport  of  the  forces, 
vhich  we  hope,  if  the  wind  permits,  will  fail  from 
'^crk  the  middle  of  next  week. 

When  we  are  mafters  of  any  regular  examinaii- 
ons  relating  to  what  is  tranfading  among  the  papifts 
^ere,  we  (hall  tranfmit  them  to  your  Excellency,  to 
?e  laid  before  his  Majefty.  In  the  mean  time  I 
hought  it  proper  to  let  your  Lordlhip  know  in  ge- 
neral what  is  doing  here.

My  Lord,  Dublin ■>  May  21,  1726. 

TH  E  encouragement  your  Grace  has  beea 
pleafed  to  give  me,  to  aflv  your  advice  in  any 
difficulty  I  meet  with  here,  occafions  my  giving  you 
this  trouble.  1  find  myfclf  very  much  aggrieved 
by  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  in  fome  points,  the 
which  are  of  fuch  a  nature,  that  I  cannot  (without 
prejudice  to  my  fucceflbrs)  fuffer  them  to  go  on, 
without  looking  out  for  fome  remedy.  But  1  am 
unwilling  to  take  any  ftep,  before  I  have  the  favour 
of  your  opinion  and  advice,  as  to  what  meafures  are 
moll  proper  to  be  taken  by  me,  or  rather  by  the 
crown,  which  is,  I  think,  at  leaft  as  much  con- 
cerned as  I  am,  in  the  cafe  I  fhall  now  lay  before 
you. 

The  power  the  Archbifhop  of  Armagh  claims  of 
granting  licenfes  for  marriages,  at  uncanonical  hours 
and  places,  is  as  follows: 

In  the  28th  of  Htn.  VIII.  there  was  aftatute  pad 
here,  entitled,  the  A£i  of  Facultm\   which  for  the 

bulk 
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bulk  of  it,  is  only  a  recital  of  the  Engli/Jj  flatiUe  of 
the  25th  of  Hen.  VIII.  concerning  peter-pence  and 
{iffpevfations  ;  with  an  application  at  the  end  to  the 
kingdom  of  Ltland.  Ihere  is  iikewife  another  fta- 
tute  pad  here  2^°.  Ehz.  entitled,  an  a5l  for  refloring 
to  the  crown  tie  ancient  juriJdi5fion  over  the  ejiate  eC' 
clefiafiical  dudfpintual^  and  abolijh'ing  all  foreign  au- 
thority repugnant  to  the  fame  \  which  acfl  is  almoft 
verbatim  the  fame  with  the  Englifjj  ftatute  10"*°, 
Eliz.  of  the  fame  title,  as  to  the  general  part  ;  and 
as  to  the  repealing  and  reviving  part,  repeals  or  re- 
vives fiich  ftatutes  of  Phi/,  and  Mary^  or  Hen.  VIII. 
as  were  thought  proper  to  be  repealed  or  revived. 
And  in  both  thefe  ads,  there  is  a  power  lodged  in 
the  crown,  to  authorize  fuch  perfon  or  perlons  as 
the  crown  fhall  think  proper  to  exercife  the  feveral 
powers  therein  mentioned  in  riiis  kingdom. 

In  virtue  of  thefe  two  ftatutes  (which  in  the  be- 
ginning of  the  grant  are  mentioned  as  the  foundati' 
on  of  the  feveral  powers  therein  granted)  King  fame: 
the  firft,  by  letters  patent  to  Chrijl.  Hampton^  Arch- 
biihop  of  Armagh^  f dated  April  10.  anno  r<gni  ol 
England  20.  and  of  Scotland  ^^.)  did  among  othei 
things,  grant  full  power,  authority,  and  jiuifdidion 
to  him  the  faid  Cbnjl.  flampton  and  his  fuccelforj 
Archbifhops  of  Armagh  for  ever,  from  time  to  time 
and  at  all  times  requifite,  to  give,  grant,  and  dif 
pofe  of  all  manner  of  fuch  licenfes,  difpenfations. 
compofitions,  lacukics,  grants,  relcript.%  delegacies, 
inftruments,  and  ail  otiier  writings  (of  what  kind, 
nature,  or  quality  ibever  they  be;  as  by  force  of  the 
laid  Ad  of  Parliament  may  be  given  and  granted, 
in  tlie  moft  large  and  ample  manner  :  and  did  like- 
wife  by  the  fame  letters  patent,  enable  Chrifl.  Hamp- 
ton and  his  fuccelTors,  &c.  to  appoint  a  commifTary 
or  commifTaries,  under  them.  In  virtue  of  thefe 
letters  patent,  my  predecefTors  have  from  time  tc 
time  appointed  commilTaries,  who  as   occafion   ha: 

offered) 
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oftered,  have  granted  faculties  for  marriages  at  un- 
canonical  hours  and  places,  which  are  here  ufualiy 
termed  prerogative  Ucenfes^ 

The  authority  of  theie  licenfes  never  has  (that  I 
can  learn)  been  difputed,  nor  is  it  now;  but  his 
Grace  of  Dublin  is  pleafed  to  (et  up  his  licenfes  as  of 
equal  force  with  the  prerogative  licenfes ;  which  li- 
cenfes of  his  differ  no  farther  from  the  common 
epifcopal  licenfes  in  England^  than  what  neceflarily 
follows  from  their  being  dired:ed  here,  to  the  clergy- 
man who  is  to  marry  the  parties  ;  whereas  in  Eng- 
land^ they  are  direded  to  the  parties  to  be  married. 
The  canons  indeed  here  are  very  fevere  againft  any 
clergyman  marrying  in  ancanonicai  places  or  hours; 
the  52d.  canon  here  puni(hing  the  fo  doing  in  a  be- 
neficed clergyman,  with  deprivation  ;  in  a  non-be- 
neficed  clergyman,  by  degradation:  whereas  by  the 
Englijh  canon,  the  punifhment  is  only  fufpenfioa 
per  triennium. 

But  to  give  a  currency  to  the  common  epifcopal 
licenfes  (which  are  all  his  Grace  of  Dublin  even  pre- 
tends to  grant}  he  has  been  pleafed  (both  in  private 
converfation,  and  at  his  publick  vifitations)  to  en- 
courage his  clergy  to  marry  at  any  hour,  and  in  pri- 
vate houfes,  purely  in  virtue  of  one  of  his  licenfes; 
affuring  them  they  need  not  be  afraid  of  the  canon, 
fince  he  is  the  only  perlbn,  who  can  call  them  to  ac- 
count for  breach  of  the  canon,  and  that  (they  may 
depend  upon  it)  he  never  will  call  them  to  fuch  ac- 
count. 

The  ufe  the  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  makes  of  his 
licenfes  in  this  way  (^by  making  them  ferve  for  mar- 
rying at  uncanonical  hours  and  places)  is  ufurping  a 
power,  which  no  ways  belongs  to  him  by  any  law  or 
cuftom.  And  as  the  power  1  claim  entirely  depends 
on  the  fupremacy  given  to  the  crov/n  in  fpiritual 
matters  by  thefe  ads  of  parliament,  and  is  derived 
to  me  (and  my  fucceflbrs)  from  the^  crown  ;  I  take 

this 
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this  proceeding  of  his  Grace  to  be  a  direct  invafion 
of  the  aiuhority  of  the  crown,  as  well  as  an  injury 
to  me.  And  therefore  I  think  the  crown  as  much 
concerned  to  (lop  thefe  irregular  proceedings  as  I 
am. 

Now  what  1  define  of  your  Grace  is,  to  inform 
me,  which  is  the  moft  proper  method  for  either  the 
crown  or  myfelf,  or  both,  to  put  a  flop  to  this  ille- 
gal practice:  and  likewife  which  is  the  beft  and  ea- 
lieft  way  of  convicfling  and  punilhing  any  clergyman 
in  the  diocefe  of  Dublin^  who  breaks  the  canon  in 
this  manner,  though  his  proper  ordinary  will  not 
meddle  with  him. 

And  as  the  ignorance  I  have  obferved  in  the  moft 
eminent  common  lawyers  (jf  England  in  ecclefiafli- 
cal  matters,  perfuades  me  that  I  can  have  very  lit- 
tle help  from  conlulting  the  lawyers  of  this  country, 
who  are  much  inferior  to  thofe  of  England  for  fl^ill 
and  experience,  I  am  the  more  defuous  to  have  your 
Grace's  advice  in  this  matter  :  and  the  grievance  I 
labour  under  on  this  head,  is  the  greater  here,  be- 
caufe  the  people  are  more  vain  than  in  England-^ 
and  thofe  of  moderate  fortunes  in  this  country, 
think  it  beneath  them  to  be  married  at  the  regular 
time  and  place.  And  in  the  way  his  Grace  of  £)«^- 
Im  has  put  this  affair,  the  breaches  of  the  canon  re- 
lating to  njarnages,  and  the  invafions  ot  that  power 
granted  by  the  crown  to  the  Archbifhops  of  Ar- 
magh, are  more  numerous  here  than  they  would 
be,  if  any  billiop  made  the  like  attempt  in  Eng- 
land. 

I  fhall  in  a  pod  or  two  fend  a  copy  of  this  cafe  to 
the  Bifliop  of  London^  to  defire  his  opinion  likewife: 
for  I  have  a  troubiefome  and  pcrverle  opponent  to 
deal  with  ;  and  cannot  have  too  much  afliitance.  I 
hope  liis  lordfliip  wiil  wait  upon  your  Grace  to  dif- 
courfe  over  the  fubjcd  with  you,  that  upon  any  dif- 
ficulties which  either  may  offer,  I  may  have  your 

joint 
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joint  fenfe,  or  if  opportunity  (hould  not  offer  of  your 
confuking  together,  I  (hall  be  very  thankful  for  your 
Grace's  advice  fingly.

AS  we  had  fome  diflurbance  in  this  town  lafb 
night,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  your  Grace 
a  fhort  account  of  it,  to  prevent  its  being  taken  for 
an  affair  of  greater  confequence  than  it  proved. 

As  there  had  been  various  reports  fpread  about 
the  town,  that  the  papifts  intended  to  make  a  rifing 
about  the  loth  of  June^  though  we  had  no  reafon  to 
apprehend  any  fuch  thing  would  be  attempted,  yet 
we  thought  ourfelves  obliged  in  prudence  to  give  the 
proper  directions  to  the  forces  here  to  be  in  readi- 
nefs,  if  any  thing  fhould  happen  either  on  Thurfday 
night,  yefterday,  or  laft  night.  All  things  were 
quiet  till  yefterday  in  the  evening,  when  a  very  nu- 
merous rabble  alfembled  in  Stephen's  Green,  as  they 
ufually  have  done  on  the  i  oth  of  June,  and  between 
eight  and  nine  (upon  a  melfage  to  the  Lord  Mayor 
from  fome  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Green,  com- 
plaining of  fuch  a  riotous  aifembly)  the  Lord  Mayor, 
Sheriffs,  and  fome  aldermen,  attended  with  a  num- 
ber of  conflables,  came  on  the  Green  to  difperfe  the 
rabble,  but  meeting  with  oppofition,  and  being  af- 
faulted  with  ftones,  bricks,  and  dirt,  the  Lord 
Mayor  fent  for  aififtance  to  the  forces,  and  had  firft 
a  detachment  of  about  40  foot,  and  afterwards 
about  the  like  number  of  horfe  i  at  firil  the  rabble 
would  not  difperfe,  but  upon  fome  of  the  foot  firing 
with  ball,  and  wounding  three  or  four  of  them,  and 
the  horfe  appearing  foon  after,  they  difperfed,  and 
about  30  ot  them  are  taken  and  imprilbned.     They 

Vol.  I.  E  will 
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will  very  fpeedily  be  examined  •,  and  we  are  not 
without  hopes  of  finding  out  (ome  gentlemen,  who 
by  fome  circumftances  are  thought  to  have  had  a 
hand  in  occalioning  this  difturbance.  If  we  are  able 
to  come  at  any  defign  of  importance,  we  fhall  fend 
advice  of  it  •,  but  at  prefent  I  do  not  find  that  there 
was  much  more  in  it  than  the  popifh  rabble  coming 
down  to  fight  the  whig  mob,  as  they  ufed  to  do  on 
that  day,  only  that  upon  the  profpedt  of  a  war,  the 
papills  are  better  in  heart,  and  fo  might  come  in 
greater  numbers. 

We  have  given  the  neceflTary  orders  without  any 
noife  or  fhew,  to  have  every  thing  ready  to  prevent 
the  prifoners  being  refcued,  if  any  fuch  attempt 
fhould  be  made.

I  HAVE  received  your  Grace's  anfwer  to  mine 
about  marriage  licenfes,  but  1  find  I  have  exprefled 
rnyfelf  fo  obfcurely  in  the  cafe  as  to  be  mifunderftood. 
The  Archbiihop  of  Dublin  does  not  pretend  to  have 
power  to  grant  any  other  than  epifcopal  licenfes,  nor 
does  he  giant  any  other ;  but  what  I  complain  of  is, 
that  he  encourages  his  clergy  to  marry  at  uncanonical 
hours  and  in  uncanonical  places,  though  their  licenfe 
contains  no  fuch  power.  1  fiiall  follow  your  Grace's 
kind  advice  in  not  being  too  haily  to  engage  with  fo 
litigious  and  obflinate  a  perfon,  whatever  my  grie- 
vance may  be. 

On  occafion  of  what  your  Lordfhip  writes  to  me 
about  my  apparitor-general's  patent,  I  have  enquired 
of  my  commiiTar^'  how  that  affair  flgnds,  who  tells 

mc 
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me  that  my  apparitor-general  has  nothing  to  do  in, 
nor  fee  oitt  of,  the  prerogative  court,  for  any  wills 
proved  there.  That  the  officer  there  anfwering  to 
the  apparitor,  is  called  the  marfhal  of  the  court,  and 
has  twelve- pence  fee  for  every  will  proved  there,  as 
the  apparitor-general  has  for  every  will  proved  in  the 
confiftory  court :  but  that  the  two  jurifdiftions  are 
kept  as  diftind  as  they  could  be  if  they  refided  in  two 
different  perfons.  As  this  is  the  cafe  of  my  apparitor- 
general,  I  think  it  can  be  of  no  fervice  in  the  contro- 
verfy  depending  before  yotir  Grace,  to  have  a  copy  of 
the  patent  of  my  apparitor-general ;  but  if  you  think 
it  may,  I  fhall  as  foon  as  you  are  pleafed  to  intimate 
it,  fend  a  copy  of  his  patent. 

My  commiffary  likewife  tells  me,  he  cannot  b}''  any 
writings  now  extant  (though  he  has  made  a  moft  dili- 
gent fearch)  trace  the  leall  foot-lteps  of  any  extra- 
cpilcopal  power  relating  to  faculties,  grounded  on 
prefcription,  but  that  all  fuch  power  refls  here  on  the 
King's  commiifion  ;  fo  that  either  the  pope  had  more 
fully  fwallowed  up  all  metropolitical  power  here, 
than  he  was  able  to  do  in  England^  or  thofe  antient 
records,  in  which  fomewhat  would  have  appeared  to 
the  contrary,  have  been  deflroyed  in  the  wars.

*  The  reader  hath  alrendy  obferved  with  pleafure,  what  a 
fteady  friend  his  Grace  fhewed  hinifelf  to  be  to  Mr.  Stephens  ;  to 
Dr.  IVelited  be  was  ftill  more  io,  for  tiiat  woithy  gentleman  having 
fallen  into  decay  in  the  latter  part  of  his  life,  my  Lord  Primate, 
though  he  was  no  relation,  gave  him  two  hundred  pounds  a  year 
at  the  leail,  during  his  life  ;  nor  was  his  friendfhip  wanting  to  the 
Doftor's  family  after  his  deceafe  ;  the  Primate  then  maintained  a 
fon  of  the  Doctor's  as  a  commoner  at  Hart  hall  in  Oxford^  with 
an  intent  of  etFeftuallv  providing  for  him,  but  the  poor  young 
gentleman  died  before  he  had  taken  a  degree.

I  HAD  not  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's  of 
the    26th   paft,  till    1   was   upon   my   vifitation, 
which  has  been  the  occafion  I  have  anfwered   it  no 
looner.     I  have  a  very  good  opinion  of  Dean  Howard, 
as  likewife  of  Mr.  Synge  2iv\(^  Mr.  JVard \  and  fhall  be 
glad  to  fee  the  firft  advanced,  and  the  other  two  well 
provided  for.     LTpon  the  receipt  of  your  Lordfhip's, 
I  wrote  to  have  an  account  fent  you  of  Dean  Mauk's 
preferments,  which  I  did  not  know,  but  Mr.  *  Lingen 
has,  I  am  told,  upon  my  writing,  fent  your  Lordlhip 
their  feveral   denominations.     The  living  of  Mourn 
Abbey  has  I  believe,  ufually  gone  with  the  deanery  of 
Cloyne,  which  induced  Dr.  Mauk  to  build  a  houfe 
there.     The  living  of  Cork  is  by  ad  of  parliament,

TH  E  bearer  is  Mr.  Abbadie,  Dean  of  Kinah% 
one  who  for  many  years  has  made  a  figure  in 
the  world,  by  the  writings  he  has  publifhed  :  I  find 
upon  enquiry',  he  was  by  King  IVilliam  recommended 
to  the  government  here  for  fomewhat  confiderable, 
and  would  have  had  the  deanery  of  St.  Patrick's., 
which  fell  foon  after,  but  that  having  no  knov.iedge 
of  our  language,  it  was  thought  improper  to  place 
him  in  the  greateft  preferment  in  this  city  :  However 
it  was  then  fixed  that  he  fhould  have  the  next  deanery 
that  fell,  which  happened  to  be  that  of  KiUaloo, 
which  v/as  given  him  with  one  or  two  little  things  to 
make  him  amends  for  its  falling  fhort  of  the  other 
deanery,  and  with  thofe  helps  he  had  bur  about  half  tlie 
V  o  L.  I.  F  x^Kte- 
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value  of  what  had  been  defigned  him.  At  firft  he 
made  abvout  240  /.  per  ann.  of  liis  preferment,  but 
afterwards,  upon  a  great  fcarcity  of  money  here, 
was  obliged  to  let  his  preferments  during  incumbency 
for  about  1 20  /  per  ann.  which  I  find  was  a  pretty 
common  cafe  at  that  time  with  a  great  many  other 
clergymen.  He  had  afterwards  repeated  promifes  of 
having  fomewhat  farther  done  for  him,  but  nothing 
beyond  promifes.

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I  am  glad  the  miniflry  were  fo  unanimous  in  fup- 
porting  the  nomination  of  Dean  Maule  to  the  bifhop- 
rick  of  Cloyne.  His  inftruments  were  paffed  lafl 
week,  and  he  was  lafl  Simdciy  confecrated  by  myfelf 
(at  the  defire  of  the  Archbifhop  of  Cajhel)  and  the 
Bifhops  of  Kildare  and  Femes.  We  are  on  thefe  oc- 
cafpns  forced  to  go  to  Dunboyne^  the  firfl  parifh  in 
my  province,  to  avoid  a  quarrel  with  his  Grace  of 
Dublin.,  who  expe(fts  any  Archbifhop  that  confe- 
crates  in  this  town,  fhould  take  a  formal  licence  un- 
der hand  and  feal  for  fo  doing.

AFTER  about  twelve  days  illnefs  of  a  feverj 
my  Lord  Chancellor  died  this  day  about  two 
in  the  afternoon :  his  death  is  very  much  lamented 
here  by  all,  but  efpecially  by  the  lawyers,  whofe 
good  will  and  efteem  he  had  entirely  gained  by  his 
patience,  civility,  and  great  abilities.  As  he  was  an 
old  friend  and  acquaintance  of  mine,  I  am  very 
much  troubled  at  this  lofsj  as  well  as  I  am  hear- 
tily concerned  for  the  terrible  blow  it  is  to  his 
family. 

I  earneilly  wifh  his  place  may  be  filled  by  one  that 
may  give  the  fame  fatisfadlion  he  has  given. 

I  take  it  for  granted  his  fuccefibr  will  be  an 
Englijhman ;  but  1  cannot  help  fuggefting  that  I 
think  it  would  be  of  fervice,  and  efpecially  againft 
the  next  fellion  of  parliament,  if  either  the  Lord 
Chief  Juflice  fVindham,  or  Lord  Chief  Baron  Dalton 
were  advanced  to  that  ftation,  and  their  vacant  places 
fupplied  from  England.

WE  have  at  laft  gone  through  the  affair  of  the 
coin,  and  fent  our  defire  to  his  Majefly, 
which  we  hope  will  fomewhat  alleviate  our  prefent 
calamity. 

The  fubftance  is,  putting  gold  coins  and  Englijb 
filver  on  the  current  bottom  they  pafs  for  in  England^ 
fo  as  to  leave  no  temptation  to  any  trader  to  carry 
out  EngliJJj  filver  from  hence,  or  import  gold  hither 
preferably  to  filver.  As  to  the  advance  made  on 
foreign  filver,  it  is  but  one  half-penny  in  a  piece  of 
eight,  above  its  current  value  in  Englijh  money,  and 
can  be  of  no  confequence  to  any  in  Eiigland^  but  to 
fuch  as  want  to  buy  it  up  as  bullion  for  exportation, 
and  to  them  it  will  be  no  great  matter.  It  has  been 
with  fome  difficulty  that  we  have  been  able  to  ma- 
nage things  fo  well,  and  to  keep  off  meddling  with 
Englijh  filver,  and  trying  to  get  the  advantage  of 
Efigland  i    as  likewife  to  prevent  the  addrefllng  for  a

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It  to  be  eftablifhed  here.  We  have  avoided  any 
nlations,  both  to  prevent  onr  requeft  being  fent 
le  officers  of  the  mint,  and  running  a  length  of 
tike  there  ;  and  becaufe  we  were  fatisfied  no  calcu- 
lj|on  of  ours  could  give  any  light  or  be  of  any 
vi|ight  on  your  fide  of  the  water.

YEflerday  morning  died  the  Archbifhop  of 
Cajhel,  after  a  few  days  indifpofition  froni  a 
cold.  Laft  winter  I  had  the  honour  of  talking  over 
with  your  Excellency  what  removes  on  the  Bench 
might  be  proper,  in  cafe  of  his  death.  As  all  then 
mentioned  were  approved  by  your  Lordfhip,  and  are 
ftill  alive,  I  would  liill  recommend  for  the  tranflations 
then  talked  of ;  the  Bifhop  of  Derry  to  the  Arch- 
bifhoprick  o^Cafhel,  the  Bifhop  of  Meath  to  the  bifliop- 
rick  of  Dfrry  ;  the  Biiliop  of  Dromoi-e  to  the  bifliop- 
rick  of  Meath  ;    and  the  Bifhop  of  Killala  to  the  bi-

IT  H  I  S  day  received  your  Excellency's  of  the 
20th  of  December,,  and  am  entirely  of  your 
Lordlhip's  opinion,  that  what  his  Majefty  is  gracioufly 
pleafed  to  do  for  Mr.  IVefi's  family  fhould  be  in  trufl 
for  his  widow  and  children  :  Mrs.  fVeJl's  condu6l 
fince  my  Lord  Chancellor's  death,  has  fo  far  given 
countenance  to  fome  whifpers  which  went  about  be- 
fore, that  though  his  Lordfhip's  death  was  very  much 
lamented,  it  is  not  fo  popular  here  to  do  much  for 
his  widow.  His  fon  I  believe  is  pretty  well  fecured 
by  the  marriage  fettlement,  and  by  a  voluntary  fet- 
tlement  the  late  Chancellor  told  me  his  father  had 
made  on  him  and  the  grandfon  after  his  deceafe  ;  but 
I  fear  no  provifion  at  all  is  made  for  the  daughter.

1  am  forry  Mr,  IVefl's  circumftances  come  out- fo 
bad,  that  his  widow  and  children  do  certainly  want

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above  6000  /.  by  his  being  Lord  Chancellor,  it  is 
hardly  believed  here  that  he  could  worjfl  his  circum- 
flances  by  coming  hither. 

Befide  the  parifh  of  Drogheda^  Dr.  J^Vye  who  is 
lately  dead,  was  poflTeffed  of  the  parifh  of  Diinker 
in  that  neighbourhood,  and  of  two  or  three  little  pa- 
rifhes  that  were  fuppofed  to  be  united  to  Dunleei\ 
which  is  in  the  gift  of  one  Mr.  Tenijon^  who  derives

^ftate  there,  that  the  Dr.  having  no  competitor,  took 
the  other  parifhes,  which  had  been  enjo)ed  by  his 
predeceflbr,  and  held  them  till  death  :  but  as  it  does 
not  appear  that  thofe  parifhes  have  ever  been  united 
as  the  law  direcfts,  or  that  the  right  of  the  crown,  if 
any  union  was,  has  been  confidered  and  fettled  by 
having  a  proper  fhare  of  turns,  a  caveat  is  entered 
with  me,  to  inftitute  nobody  either  to  Dunleer  or  the 
fuppofed  union,  till  enquiry  is  made  what  is  the  true 
jftate  of  this  affair  :  and  I  would  beg  of  your  Excel- 
lency not  to  make  any  promife  of  the  King's  turn  to 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  that  fuppofed  union,  till  the 
affair  is  better  underflood.

IT  is  a  great  pleafure  to  all  his  Majefty's  friends 
here  to  hear  what  vigour  and  refolution  both 
houfes  of  parliament  fhew  in  defence  of  his  Majefty, 
and  the  fupport  of  thofe  wife  meafures  he  has  taken 
in  the  perplexed  flate  of  affairs  into  which  the  union 
betwixt  the  Emperor  and  Spam  has  brought  all  Eu- 
rope.

I  have  advices  from  feveral  hands,  that  fome  are 
forming  fchemes  to  put  Mr.  Stephens  by  the  next  ca- 
iionry  of  Cbrijl  Church  which  may  become  vacant, 
under  the  fpecious  pretence  of  an  equivalent. 

As  the  firft  promife  was  made  me  for  him  near 
three  years  ago,  upon  my  giving  way  to  Dr.  Foiilkes 
having  the  next  turn  there,  which  he  has  fmce  had, 
and  was  again  renewed  to  me  before  I  left  England^ 
I  mud  put  myfelf  under  your  Lordfhip's  care  for 
having  a  fpecifick  performance  of  the  canonry  pro- 
mi  fed  Mr.  Stephens. 

Whoever  they  are  that  make  a  pufh  for  their

I  Received  your  Excellency's  kind  letter  of  the  2d 
inftant,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  your 
J^rdfhip  for  your  friendfliip  in  relation  to  the  filling 
up  of  the  archbilTioprick  of  Dublin  whenever  it  hap- 
pens to  be  vacant  :  your  Lordlhip  was  very  good  in 
the  difcourfe  you  had  with  one  of  the  minifters,  and 

i  hope 
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I  hope  they  will  confider  what  you  reprefented,  that 
it  will  be  for  his  Majefty's  fervice  to  appoint  fuch  an 
ArchbiHiop  as  I  can  depend  upon  for  ading  in  con- 
cert with  me.  I  am  entirely  of  opinion  that  the  new 
Archbifhop  ought  to  be  an  Englijhman.,  either  already 
on  the  bench  here,  or  in  Ei gland :  as  for  a  native  of 
this  country,  I  can  hardly  doubt  but  whatever  his 
behaviour  has  been  or  his  promifes  may  be,  when  lie 
is  once  in  that  ftation,  he  will  put  himfelf  at  the 
head  of  the  Irijlj  intereft:  in  the  church  at  leaft ;  and 
he  will  naturally  carry  with  him  the  college  and  moll 
of  the  clergy  here.  I  am  fatisfied  the  perfon  Mr. 
ConoHy  wants  to  have  in  that  ftation,  is  the  Bifhop 
of  Elphin^  whom  your  Excellency  knows  as  well  as  I 
do.  As  for  one  on  the  bench  in  Eng'and^  I  hope 
the  miniftry  will  never  think  of  fending  any  body 
hidier,  becaufe  he  is  refllefs  there,  fmce  his  refhleif- 
nefs  there  will  have  no  confequence  to  the  publick, 
but  he  may  here  be  fure  of  a  diiTatisfied  party  to 
head. 

His  Grace  of  Dublin  tells  every  body  the  bifhop 
of  Brijiol  has  a  promife  of  being  his  fuccelTor,  which 
I  fhould  be  very  forry  to  find  true. 

Since  the  Archbilhop's  illnefs  I  have  talked  v;ith 
the  new  BilTiop  of  Derry  *,  and  acquainted  him 
what  your  Excellency  had  told  me  formerly  of  your 
kind  intentions  in  relation  to  him,  for  which  he  ex- 
preifed  the  greateft  ihankfulnefs,  but  (aid,  he  was  by 
his  late  tranflation  made  fo  very  eafy,  that  he  lliould 
defire  to  be  excufed  from  any  farther  remove  -, 
which  I  find  were  your  Lordfhip's  thoughts  about 
him. 

About  ten  days  ago  I  wrote  to  a  BilTiop  in  England, 
and  another  in  Ireland,  to  know  their  thoughts  about 
removing  to  Dublin,  if  a   vacancy   fhould    happen,

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but  have  not  yet  received  any  anfwer  from  cither  of 
them  :  what  I  propofed  to  myfelf  was  to  be  able  to 
lay  down  two  fchemes,  either  for  one  of  the  bench 
here  or  one  in  England  to  have  Dublin^  as  foon  as  I 
could  have  fettled  upon  receiving  their  anfwers,  and 
to  leave  it  to  the  miniftry  to  judge  which  they  thought 
mofl  proper  :  as  foon  as  I  hear  from  them,  I  fhall  be 
able  to  write  more  explicitly  to  your  Excellency,  and 
do  in  the  mean  time  defire  your  friendfhip,  that 
nobody  may  be  pitched  upon  who  may  make  rae 
uneafy,  fince  that  cannot  be  done  without  diflferving 
his  Majefty. 

His  Grace  is  rather  better  than  he  has  been  ;  but 
it  is  very  uncertain  whether  he  may  ever  come 
abroad  again.

1  thank  your  Lordfhip  for  keeping  yourfelf  on  the 
referve  about  Dimleer^  till  that  affair  is  better  cleared 
up,  and  your  difpofition  to  confider  young  IVye  if 
there  be  room  for  it. 

We  ha\e  a  report  here  that  Mr.  Saurin  is  to  ha\-c 
the  chancellorlhip  of  St.  Pntrick'Sy  which  as  it  is  ei- 
ther infeperably  annexed  to  St.  Werhurg's^  or  will 
leave  St.  IVerburg's,  not  worth  Mr.  Synge's  removing 
to,  if  it  can  be  feparated  from  it,  1  fufped  to  be  a 
miftake  for  the  chantorfhip  of  Cbnjl  Church.

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a  certain  term  of  years  •,  and  feems  very  apprehenfive 
that  upon  her  death,  without  a  frefh  application  of 
friends,  it  might  drop  in  the  new  way  •,  I  fent  her 
word,  that  a  great  many  penfions  on  this  eftablifh- 
ment,  granted  only  during  pleafure,  were  paid  as  re-

WE  had  yeflerday  the  melancholy  news,  that  the 
Archbilliop  of  Capel  died  of  an  apoplexy  on 
Tuefday  morning  laft  at  Londonderry.  1  am  afraid 
his  family  will  lofe  about  500  /.  by  his  late  tranf- 
lation. 

Upon  this  vacancy  of  the  Archbifhoprick,  the 
Bifhop  of  Kildare  has  been  with  me  and  the  other 
Lords  Juftices,  and  defires  to  be  confidered  as  being 
the  oldeft  bifhop  on  the  bench  except  his  Grace  of 
Ditblin  :  he  is  upon  all  occafions  a  mofl  hearty  Eng- 
lijljman^  and  I  believe  an  enemy  to  the  pretender ; 
but  your  Excellency  knows  he  is  rather  a  tory. 

The  Bifhop  of  Kilmore  is  the  next  EngliJJjman, 
that  may  be  thought  of,  and  I  fcarce  doubt  but  he 
would  take  Capel.,  though  he  is  not  here  to  be  alked 
the  queftion. 

The  Bifhop  of  Femes  would  either  take  Cajhel^  if 
the  Bifhop  of  Kilmore  fhould  be  unwilling  to  remove, 
or  take  Kilmore  if  he  accepts  Cajhel. 

The  Bifhop  of  Cknfert  would  be  very  glad  to  fuc- 
ceed  the  Bifhop  of  Femes.,  though  he  will  hardly  gain 
any  thing  by  the  remove  ^  but  as  he  has  the  redory 
of  Louth  in  commendam,  which  whenever  he  leaves 
it,  will  fall  into  the  vicarage,  and  not  come  to  the 
government  to  difpofe  of,  he  would  defire  to  keep 
that,  without  having  the  commendam  the  prefent 
Bifhop  of  Femes  enjoys  :  and  in  this  cafe  there  will  be 
a  benefice  of  290  /.  per  ami.  to  be  given  either  as  a 
commendam  to  the  new  Bifhop  of  Clonfert.,  or  as 
your  Excellency  fhall  judge  proper. 

For  the  bilhoprick  of  Clonfert  there  are  feveral  who 
would  gladly  fucceed  to  it.  Dean  Daniel.,  Dean 
Dobbins,  Dean  Crofsy  but  as  Sir  Ralph  Gore  has  been 

with 
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with  the  Lords  Juftices  to  recommend  his  brother 
the  Dean  of  Down  to  the  billioprick  that  fhall  be  left 
vacant  upon  other  tranflations,  and  anfwers  for  his 
brother's  behaviour:  I  think  it  will  be  moft  advifea- 
•  ble  to  gratify  Sir  Ralph  Gore. 

But  if  the  Bifhop  of  Kildare  fhould  be  tranflated 
to  C'lfbel^  I  could  wifh  fome  Englipman  were  to  fuc- 
ceed  him  ;  and  if  it  were  one  that  would  be  a  proper 
perfon  to  fucceed  to  Dublin  upon  a  vacancy  it  would 
be  the  lefs  invidious,  but  in  that  view  it  ought  to  be 
one  from  the  bench  in  England^  which  it  may  very 
well' be,  fince  Kildare  and  Chrijl  Church  are  a  good 
1 600  /.  -per  annum. 

Though  the  Bifhop  of  Elphin  is  mentioned  in  our 
common  letter,  and  probably  Mr.  ConoUy  may  write 
in  his  behalf,  yet  I  believe  your  Excellency  will  be  of 
my  opinion,  that  it  will  be  too  dangerous  a  ftep  to 
trufh  him  in  that  poft. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  and  I  have  been  computing, 
that  if  fome  perfon  be  not  now  brought  over  from 
England  to  the  bench,  there  will  be  thirteen  *  Irijb 
to  nine  EngWh  Bifhops  here,  which  we  think  will  be 
a  dangerous  fituation. 

Upon  the  encouragement  your  Excellency  has 
given  me,  I  take  the  liberty  to  acquaint  you,  that  the 
oldeft  friend  I  have  on  the  bench  in  England.,  is  Dr.

The  fix  fufFiagan  biftiops,  aie,  the  honourable  and 
right  reverend  Dr.  Henry  Maxiuell,  of  i^'leath.  Dr.  Jemmet  Bro^wne^ 
of  Cork,  Dr.  liicholas  Synge,  of  Killatoo,  Di.  James  Lejlie,  of 
Limerick,  V>x.  William  Gore,  of  Elphin,  and  Dr.  Charles  Agar,  of

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would  be  proclaimed,  and  all  the  ufual  orders  given 
before  I  could  poHibly  reach  Dublin^  but  upon  finding 
the  other  Lords  Juftices  were  uneafy  at  my  abfence, 
I  returned  hither  laft  night. 

Every  body  is  extremely  pleafed  with  hisMajefty's 
happy  and  quiet  accedion  to  the  throne,  and  with 
his  mod  gracious  declaration  in  council  •,  and  they  do 
not  doubt  but  his  Majejly  will  purfue  thnfe  wife  mea- 
fures  which  will  make  him  as  great  as  his  father^  and 
pis  people  as  eafy  as  they  were  under  him. 

As  a  new  parliament  mufl  be  called  here,  and  a 
feflion  come  on  as  foon  as  poflible,  I  rauft  take  the 
liberty  to  reprefent  to  your  Excellency  how  much  it 
would  be  for  his  Majefty's  fervice,  by  giving  them 
courage  to  exert  themfelves,  and  a  weight  with 
others,  if  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lord  Chief  Baron 
had  n?w  patents  fpeedily  for  their  places,  as  likewifc 
the  other  judges  ;  I  mention  only  the  two  lirfl  in  par-

I  was  engaged  in  the  vifitation  of  my  province 
when  the  news  overtook  me,  and  found  myfelf 
obliged  to  return  to  Dublin,  by  the  importunity  of 
my  friends  here,  though  I  had  not  got  through  half 
my  work.  This  my  abfence  has  occafioned  my  not 
writing  fooner  to  your  Grace.

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The  figning  of  the  preliminaries  before  the  late 
King  was  tiiken  from  us,  has  I  hope  procured  us  that 
peace,  which  I  fear  we  fhould  have  been  otherwife 
very  uncertain  of  till  next  fummer. 

Every  thing  here  is  as  quiet  as  in  England^  ex- 
cepting the  heats  attending  the  election  of  a  new 
parliament,  which  muft  come  on  immediately  witli 
us,  as  the  former  parliament  isdilTolved  by  the  King's 
death,  and  the  funds  will  expire  at  Chnjimas  next. 
His  Majefty's  moft  gracious  declaration  in  council 
has  given  univerfal  fatisfaftion  here. 

But  your  Grace  will  eafily  fee  there  is  great  room 
for  people's  hopes  and  fears,  till  things  are  a  little 
better  fettled,  and  it  is  feen  what  miniflry  is  to  be 
in  England,  and  who  are  to  keep  or  lofe  their  places 
here. 

Your  Grace  knows  I  have  nothing  to  lofe,  but  I 
may  be  made  more  or  lefs  capable  of  ferving  his  Ma- 
jefty,  of  doing  good  in  the  Church,  and  of  fupport- 
ing  the  Englijh  intereft,  which  labours  under  great 
difadvantages  in  this  country,  according  as  I  have 
more  or  lefs  countenance  from  England.

0  Hara  could  be  put  into  fome  little  bufinefs  in  the 
IVcJl  Indies^  I  believe  it  would  be  better  for  him  ^  but 

1  have  not  yet  talked  widi  him  whether  he  is  willing 
to  go  thither,  nor  fliall  I,  till  I  know  whether  your 
Lordfhip  would  be  willing  to  fend  him. 

By  the  change  that  your  Lordlhip  thinks  will  hap-

The  whole  council  were  fatisfied  it  was  our  duty 
to  tranfmit  a  money  bill,  but  we  think  if  your  Ex- 
cellency is  here  early  enough  it  will  be  better  to  make 
no  ufe  of  it ;  as  to  the  corn  and  tillage  bill,  the  great 
damage  to  this  kingdom  by  landlords  tying  up  their 
tenants  from  ploughing,  the  throwing  fo  many  fami- 
lies out  of  work  that  might  be  employed  by  tillage, 
and  the  terrible  fcarcity  next  to  a  famine  that  a  great 
part  of  the  kingdom  now  labours  under  by  the  corn 
not  yielding  well  laft  year,  and  to  which  we  are  liable 
up'»n  any  the  leaft  accident  in  our  harveft,  make  us 
all  very  defirous  of  having  it  paft  ;  and  as  it  is  only 
five  acres  out  of  an  hundred  tliat  are  to  be  tilled, 
and  that  every  farmer  has  till  Michaelmas  come  two 
years  to  lay  out  his  fchemes  of  ploughing,  we  hope  it 
will  not  be  counted  any  hardfhip  to  force  them  to 
plough  fo  fmall  a  proportion  of  their  land. 

.  The  want  of  fuch  a  provifion  as  is  made  in  the  bill 
about  mending  bridges,  has  often  occafioned  50  or 
100/.  expence  to  the  county,  where  5  or  10/.  would 
have  done  at  firlt.

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The  indemnifying  bill  fpeaks  for  itfdf. 

As  to  the  bill  requiring  fo\r,c  years  converfion  in 
papifts  before  they  pradlife  the  law,  your  Lordfhip 
knows  the  bad  cafe  we  are  in  here  with  new  converts 
praftifing,  and  the  dangerous  confequence  it  may 
have  in  length  of  time ;  your  Lordfhip  has  likew^fe 
feen,  that  nothing  can  be  moved  about  papifts  or 
■converts  in  either  houfe  but  what  is  at  lafl  fo  clogged 
as  to  come  to  nothings  which  made  us  willing  to 
fend  over  a  bill  to  this  ore  point ;  if  there  are  politi- 
cal reafons  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water  for  dropping 
it,  the  crown  is  under  no  difficulty,  becaufe  we  have 
fent  bills  enough  without  it ;  but  I  believe  if  it  is  re- 
turned, it  will  certainly  pafs  here. 

I  hear  this  day,  that  the  addrefs  yefterday  prefented 
by  fome  Roman  Catholicks,  occafions  great  heats 
and  divifions  among  thofe  of  that  religion  here.

The  Bifhop  of  Femes  *  and  his  family  are  arrived 
here  to  day,  after  being  at  Tea  four  days.

c.  21.  the  forfeited  eftates  in  this  kingdom, 
unfold  or  undifpofed  of,  were  vefted  in  the  Queen, 
her  heirs  and  fucceffors  ;  and  the  money  arifmg  from 
them  to  be  brought  into  the  Exchequer  in  Jrehindy 
;  and 

•   Dr.  Jhadtey  ;  he  was  afterwards  Archbilhop  of  Dublin,  and 
fncceeded  Dr.  Boulter  in  the  primacv- 
I   Dr.  Henry  Maule. 
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and  there  to  be  kept  apart  from  her  Majefty's  other 
revenues,  to  be  applied  as  the  parliament  of  England 
ftiall  dired. 

By  an  adl  2^  &  3°  reg.  Auno'c.  lO.  the  money  re- 
maining in  the  treafury  of  England  from  the  fale  of 
forfeited  eftates  here,  Lord  Bophin's  25000/.  and 
other  rents,  arrears,  &:c.  were  to  go  towards  paying 
a  year's  interefl  on  the  debentures.  Since  which,  no 
other  difpofal  has  been  made  by  the  parliament  of 
England  of  thefe  forfeitures,  except  in  the  late  Bi- 
fhop  of  Cloyne^s  bill  :  the  flate  of  which  is  this  : 

The  late  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  underftanding  that  the 
lands  and  manor  of  Donaghmore  had  once  belonged 
to  the  fee  of  Cloyne^  had  probably  by  fome  agent  bid 
4020  /.  for  the  (aid  lands,  and  paid  down  1 340  /.  as 
one  third  of  the  purchafe  money.  After  which  he 
applied  to  the  parliament  of  England^  and  obtained 
an  ad  of  parliament  there,  by  which  the  other  two 
thirds  of  the  purchafe  money  were  remitted.  The 
lands  and  the  manor  of  Donagbmore  were  for  ever 
united  to  the  fee  of  Cloyne. 

But  in  order  to  reimburfe  him  the  1 340  /.  he  had 
advanced,  he  was  to  be  repaid  that  fum  out  of  the 
undifpofed  forfeitures  here.  And  becaufe  that  fund 
might  prove  deficient,  his  executors,  &c.  were  to 
keep  the  eftate  of  Donagbmore  upon  his  death,  Sec. 
till  the  whole  1340/.  or  what  part  of  it  remained 
unpaid,  with  interefl  from  the  time  of  his  death, 
was  anfv/ered  out  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  of  Do- 
nagbmore.

Now  it  feemsfomeof  thefe  undifpofed  eftates,  and 
fome  money  from  arrears,.  &c.  are  flill  in  the  hands 
of  the  commiflioners  of  the  revenue  here. 

Whether  the  late  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  applied  to  the 
commilTioners  to  be  paid  the  1 340  /.  I  cannot  learn  -, 
but  the  whole  fum  remains  unpaid,  and  in  virtue  of

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the  a(ft  lafl  mentioned,  the  fate  Bifhop's  execut<HB 
keep  the  lands  of  Donaghmore  from  the  prefent  Bi- 
fiiop. 

And  his  application  to  the  government  is,  that  pur- 
fimnt  to  the  ad:  of  parliament,  the  1^40/,  may  be 
paid  out  of  the  iirdifpofed  forfeited  eftates. 

By  what  I  have  heard  the  commifiiDners  here  fay, 
thofe  eflates  are  indebted  to  the  Revenue  here  for  the 
recovery  of  tl"^em  near  900/.  and  fbme  body  has 
been  made  receiver  of  thofe  rents  at  a  falary  of  near 
half  or  a  third  part  of  the  rents.  But  a  thorough

Grace  that  it  is  of  the  utmoft  confequence  to  have 
this  vacancy  filled  from   England. 

We  have  found  by  experience  fmce  the  Lord  Chief 
Baron  has  been  the  only  Englijhman  among  the  three 
chief  Judges,  that  things  have  gone  very  heavy  ia 
the  privy  council  here. 

When  any  thing  is  tranfading  in  council  that  can 
be  thought  to  be  for  the  advantage  of  England^  or 
where  any  perfons  of  confideration  here  may  be  df- 
fended,  the  beft  we  can  hope  for  from  a  native  of 
this  place  is,  that  he  will  ftay  away  from  council  in- 
ftcad  of  promoting  the  King's  fervice  by  his  prefence 
and  debating- 

1  mud  likewife  take  the  liberty  to  caution  again^ 
fuffering  the  prefent  Lord  *  Chief  Juftice  of  the 
King's  Bench  to  remove  to  the  Common  Pleas, 
which  was  the  game  played  lad  time,  with  an  intent 
to  keep  off  a  perfon  from  England^  and  played 
with  fuccefs.

I  cannot  but  obferve  the  cafes  are  extremely  dif- 
ferent ♦  Lord  Chief  Juftice  lVbii(ljed  had  really 
broke  his  health  by  ten  or  twelve  years  fervice  in 
the  King's  Bench,  and  had  brought  on  himfelf  a 
great  ftorm  of  malice  by  his  faithfully  ferving  his 
Majefty  in  that  poft ;  and  if  it  was  thought  proper 
to  fill  the  place  of  Lord  Chief  Jui^ice  of  the  Com- 
mon Pleas  at  that  time  from  this  fide  of  the  water, 
he  could  hardly  have  been  denied  his  requeft  ; 
though  the  grant  has  been  of  little  benefit  to  him,

I  A  M  fenfible  it  is  a  great  while  fince  I  lafl:  wrote 
to  your  Lordfhip,  but  it  has  not  been  owing  to 
ray  having  a  iefs  defire  of  the  coniinuance  of  your 
Lordfhip's  friendlhip,  but  for  want  of  matter  to 
write  about ;  your  Lordlliip  is  in  the  bufy  fcene  of 
life,  and  I  in  a  kingdom  where  httle  happens  worth

We  had  an 
attempt  made  in  our  Houfe  to  call  for  the  accounts 
of  the  nation,  which  as  it  was  new  here,  might  have 
occafioned  a  quarrel  with  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  probably  was  intended  fo  to  do,  but  it  was  over- 
ruled by  about  28  to  11. 

We  are  going  on  with  fome  bills  to  mend  tlie  flatc 
of  our  Church,  by  getting  more  glebes,  Churches, 
and  Chapels  of  Eafe,  that  we  may  in  time  have 
Churches  and  refidcnt  minifters  to  anfwer  our 
wants,  for  at  prelent  many  of  our  people  go  off  to 
the  papifts  or  prefbyterians,  for  want  of  Cliurches 
to  repair  to. 

Here  is  fuch  a  jealoufy  of  increafing  the  wealth 
of  the  Church,  that  what  fuccefs  our  bills  will  have 
with  the  Commons  is  uncertain. 

I  hope  for  your  Lordfliip's  lupport  of  them  in  the 
council  when  they  come  there,  againft  which  time  I 
lliall  fend  you  a  proper  account  of  th.em. 

I  mud 
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I  mufl  again  recommend  Mr.  Stephens  to  your 
Lordfhip's  protedlion,  as  to  the  promile  made  him 
of  a  canon ry  of  Chr-ijl  Church. 

I  find  the  peace  is  Itill  uncertain,  though  we  hope 
for  the  beft. 

The  Bifhop  of  Cloyne  will  I  believe  apply  for  a 
bill  in  England^  relating  to  his  bifhoprick,  of  which 
1  fhall  give  your  Lordfhip  a  larger  account  another 
lime.

IT  is  a  great  while  fmce  I  had  the  honour  of  a 
letter  from  your  Grace,  which  I  have  not  anfwer- 
cd  fooner,  becaufe  1  had  nothing  new  to  write  from 
hence  ;  what  little  this  country  now  affords  is,  that 
our  feflion  goes  on  very  quietly,  and  the  ufual  fup- 
plies  are  voted,  and  a  bill  going  on  accordingly. 

1  find  by  my  Lord  Lieutenant  the  miniftry  are  not 
defirous  that  a  convoQation  lliould  fit  here  -,  nor  do 
1  defire  it,  except  they  had  lome  ufeful  bufmefs  to 
do,  and  I  was  thoroughly  certain  they  would  confine 
themfelves  to  that. 

I  have  had  no  great  occafion  or  leifure  to  enquire 
into  the  nature  of  our  convocation  here,  but  as  it  is 
made  up  of  the  clergy  of  tour  provinces,  I  find  fome 
of  our  bench  queftion  whether  they  have  ever  been 
fettled  in  fuch  a  regular  method  of  being  called,  as 
to  make  a  truly  legal  aflembly. 

I  am  glad  to  find  things  have  gone  fo  very  well  in 
England  fince  bis  Majefifs  accejjion,  and  that  the  late 
Kin^*s  friends  (ivho  imjl  certainly  are  Jo  to  his  preftnt 
Majcfty)  have  no  caufe  of  complaint. 

My 
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My  Lord  Lieutenant  has  made  no  change  in  any 
place  here. 

We  were  fome  time  ago  more  certain  of  a  fpeedy 
peace  here  by  all  accounts  than  we  feem  to  be  at 
prefent,  but  I  hope  all  will  end  well. 

i  mod:  heartily  wifh  your  Grace  many  happy  new 
years,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  your  Lordfhip 
for  your  readinefs  to  allift  me  on  occafion  with  your 
interefl :  I  am  fure  the  fteady  attachment  of  your 
Grace  to  his  Majeily's  family  and  perfon  will  always 
make  you  have  a  weight  at  court.

IT  is  now  a  great  while  fince  I  did  myfelf  the 
honour  to  write  to  your  Grace  ;  the  great  hurry 
"of  bufinefs  your  Lordfhip  muft  have  been  engaged 
in,  and  the  peaceable  (late  we  have  been  in  here, 
without  any  particular  accidents  that  required 
writing  about,  have  been  the  occafion  of  fo  long  a 
filence. 

The  difficulties  that  were  in  part  apprehended  in 
the  felfions  of  parliament  are  now  pretty  well  over  : 
thepublick  accounts  have  been  ftated  to  the  fatibfac- 
tion  of  the  Commons,  and  the  ufual  money  bill  will 
be  ready  for  the  council  next  Monday.  As  the  ac- 
counts have  been  now  audited  by  the  Commiiiioners 
of  Accounts  to  Lady-day  laft,  and  will  whillt  the 
Evglifjj  have  any  power  here,  be  regularly  audited 
every  year,  it  will  not  be  fo  eafy  to  embroil  a  felhon 

as 
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as  it  was  the  iaft  time  the  parliament  far,  when 
Prat's  accoviDts  were  in  fuch  confufion,  for  want  of 
being  regularly  audited  for  fome  years. 

/  hope  it  has  not  contributed  a  little  towards  things 
pajfmg  eajy  here^  that  fince  the  grvemmem  has  heoi 
pretty  much  in  Englilh  hands ^  things  have  gone  with 
greater  imfa  tiaiity^  and  everybody  of  confequence  has 
been  treated  with  more  regard  than  they  have  he-.n 
formerly. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  and  Lord  Chief  Earon  have 
been  very  diligent  in  the  affair  of  the  accounts  ;  ard 
it  has  nijt  been  without  great  prefling  that  we  could 
get  the  feveral  officers  to  have  the  accounts  ready  to 
be  audited  before  the  parliament  met  :  and  I  muft 
do  them  both  the  judice  to  fay,  that  they  give  great 
content  in  their  refpective  courts. 

Our  new  Lord  Chief  Juftice  *  landed  on  Saturday, 
was  fworn  into  his  place  yefterday,  and  was  this  day 
fvvorn  of  the  privy  council ;  i  hear  that  good  cha- 
racter of  him,  that  I  do  not  queftion  but  by  his  abi- 
lities and  integrity  he  will  be  a  great  ftrengthening 
of  the  EngliJJj  interefl. 

Your  Grace  will  be  fo  good  as  to  excufe  my  again 
recommending  Mr.  Stephens  to  your  protection  for 
the  promife  formerly  made  me,  that  he  fhould  have 
the  next  canon ry  of  Cbrtji  Church  that  happened  to 
be  void.

AS  we  are  fending  over  fome  bills  to  England^ 
which  are  of   great   conlequence  to   religion 
in  ib.is  country,  and  in  the  fupporting  of  which  at 

council 

*  ReynoUi, 
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council  I  miift  beg  your  Lordfhip's  afliflance,  I  give 
you  this  trouble  to-  let  you  know  what  is  our  cafe, 
and  what  are  our  views  in  them. 

There  are  probably  in  this  kingdom  five  papifls  at 
lead  to  one  proteftant  :  we  liave  incumbents  and  cu- 
rates to  the  number  of  about  800,  whilft  there  are 
near  qooo  popifh  priefls  of  all  forts  here.  A  great 
part  of  our  clergy  have  no  parfonage  houfes,  nor 
glebes  to  build  them  on  :  we  have  many  parifhes 
eight  and  ten,  twelve  and  fourteen  m.iles  long,  with 
it  may  be  only  one  Church  in  them,  and  that  often 
at  one  end  of  the  parifh  :  we  have  few  market  towns 
that  fupply  convenient  food  for  the  neighbourhood, 
nor  farmers  that  can  fupply  the  common  neceflaries 
of  life,  which  may  be  had  at  moft  farmers  in  En- 
gland ;  fo  that  all  agree  no  clergyman  in  the  country 
can  live  without  a  moderate  glebe  in  his  hands  :  and 
as  there  can  be  no  hopes. of  getting  ground  of  the 
papifts  without  more  Churches  or  Chapels,  and  more 
refident  clergymen,  we  have  been  framing  two  bills, 
one  for  explaining  and  amending  an  ad  for  the  bet- 
ter maintenance  of  curates  in  the  Church  of  Ireland., 
6 "  Georgii.  By  that  aft  a  Eilbop  was  enabled  to 
caufe  one  or  two  Chapels  of  Eafe  to  be  eretted  in 
any  parifh  where  a  number  of  Proteftants  lived  fix 
miles  from  the  Church,  and  that  was  underflood  to 
mean  fix  country  miles,  which  are  at  leafl  nine  mea- 
fured  miles,  and  in  many  places  twelve  :  we  have 
reduced  that  diftance  to  five  meafured  miles,  the 
incumbents  and  patrons  confent  we  have  omitted,  as 
what  we  fear  will  render  the  bill  ufelefs  :  the  con- 
fents  we  have  made  neceflary  are  fuch  proteftant  in- 
habitants as  may  want  a  Chapel  exclufive  of  thofe 
of  the  MothCr-church,  or  on  the  other  iide  of  it,  as 
they  muft  contribute  towards  building  it :  at  the  in- 
jdance  of  the  clergy  we  have  likewile  excluded  fuch 
as  live  within  two  miles  of  a  neighbouring  Church  : 

the 
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the  Bifhop  has  the  fiime  power  of  appointing  a  fala- 
ry  for  thefe  new  curates  as  that  ad:  allowed. 

We  have  likewife  there  provided  for  the  build- 
ing of  Chapels  of  Eafe  in  cities  and  towns  corpo- 
rate. 

The  other  is  an  aft  to  explain  an  act  for  the  bet- 
ter enabling  of  the  clergy  having  the  cure  of  fouls 
to  refide  on  tlieir  refpeftive  benefices,  &c.  8°  Georg. 
c.  1 2.  There  is  by  the  old  ad:  a  power  of  giving 
land  under  40  acres  for  a  glebe,  at  half  the  impro- 
ved rent  or  more  ^  but  as  mofb  of  the  eftates  here 
are  under  fetdem.ents,  it  has  little  effed  :  and  there 
are  now  three  or  four  gentlemen  that  would  grant  15 
or  20  acres  for  glebes  if  they  were  at  liberty.  This 
a6t  therefore  is  to  empower  thofe  under  fettlements 
to  give  a  glebe  at  the  full  improved  rent,  to  be  fet- 
tled by  a  jury,  on  condition  of  building  and  im- 
proving. 

Befide  the  benefit  of  diftrefs  for  arrears  of  rent, 
the  biOiop  is  impowered  to  fequefter  the  whole  li- 
ving upon  com.plaint  to  pay  fuch  arrears.  And  that 
the  fuccefibr  may  not  have  an  unreafonable  arrear 
come  upon  him,  the  Bifhop  is  obliged  to  enquire  at 
every  annual  vifitation  which  we  hold  here,  whether 
the  rent  is  paid,  and  to  fequefter  and  fee  it  paid. 
The  fame  power  of  giving  a  glebe  is  extended  to 
perpetual'  curacies  in  livings  appropriate  or  impro- 
priate. 

Having  endeavoured  to  provide  glebes,  we  oblige 
all  future  incumbents  having  convenient  glebes  to 
build.  All  are  allowed  three-fourths  of  what  they 
lay  out,  but  we  fee  nothing  but  force  will  make  them 
build. 

As  there  are  feveral  fchools  of  whofe  endowments 
I  am  truftee,  that  have  fome  no  houfe,  others  in- 
convenient little  ones,  without  land  near  them,  the 
("nme  encouragement  is  given  to  them  to  build  as  to 
ihe  clergy,    and   they  are  impowered  to  exchange 

fome 
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fome  land  for  a  convenient  demefne,  linder  proper  in- 
fpedtion. 

We  have  likewife  fent  over  a  bill  about  the  reco- 
vering of  tythes  and  other  ecclefiaflical  dues,  under 
40  s.  We  had  the  Englifo  aft  before  us,  but  have 
altered  fome  things  to  pleafe  the  Commons,  who 
have  twice  thrown  out  a  bill  of  the  fame  nature ; 
oblations  and  obventions  are  omitted  to  pleafe  them. 
We  have  likewife  excluded  clergymen  from  being 
the  Juftices  before  whom  fuch  caufes  may  be  tried, 
that  they  might  not  play  the  game  into  one  another's 
hands  •,  for  in  many  places  here  one  fourth  or  fifth 
of  the  refident  juftices  are  clergymen,  for  want  of 
refident  gentlemen. 

The  bill  is  exceedingly  neceffary  here,  fince  the 
recovery  of  little  dues  cofts  more  than  they  are 
worth,  and  the  juftices  will  not  help.  People  ftand 
contempt  and  excommunication,  and  the  taking  up 
cofts  too  much,  and  befide  moft  of  them  muft  be 
abfolutely  ruined  if  taken  up. 

There  is  likewife  another  bill  coming  which  has 
been  in  force  feven  years  already,  by  which  the  in- 
cumbent that  has  been  a  wrong  clerk  is  accountable 
for  the  profits  received,  after  fuch  allowances  made 
for  ferving  the  cure.  The  laity  in  both  houles  are 
very  eager  for  it,  and  the  Engliftj  Bilhops  are  for 
it,  there  having  been  formerly  very  extraordinary 
things  done  here  by  Bifhops,  in  putting  clerks  in 
poflelfion  that  fcarce  had  the  fiiadow  of  a  title  *.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Feb.  17,  1727. 

I  Lately  troubled  your  Grace  with  an  account  of 
three  bills  we  are  fending  from  hence  ;  I  fhall 
now  trouble  you  with  an  account  of  two  or  three 
more,  in  the  palling  of  which  in  England  I  mufl  de- 
fire  Your  Grace's  alfiflance. 

/The  firft  relates  to  the  more  eafy  recovery  of 
rs^thes  and  other  ccclefiaflical  dues  of  fmall  value. 
The  value  fettled  in  the  bill  is  not  exceeding  40  5. 
We  had  the  Englijh  adl  before  us,  but  have  altered 
fome  things  in  it,  partlv  becaufe  of  the  different  cafe 
we  are  in  from  thofe  in  England,  and  partly  to  pleafe 
the  Commons,  who  have  twice  thrown  out  a  bill  of 
the  fime  nature.  In  the  firft  place,  inftead  of  fmall 
tvthes  in  the  Englijlj  ad,  we  have  fubftituted  tythes 
iinder  40  s.  per  ann.  The  occafion  of  this  change  is, 
that  in  a  great  part  of  this  kingdom  the  bulk  of  the 
farmers  have  but  four,  fix,  eight  or  ten  acres,  and  a 
farmer  of  twenty  acres  is  a  great  farmer,  which 
makes  it  very  troublefome  and  expenfive  to  recover 
tythes  either  in  a  fpiritual  court  or  in  the  exche- 
quer. 

The  ufual  way  of  fuing  for  tythes  here  is  in  the 
fpiritual  courts ;  and  for  the  fmall  portion  mofl  peo- 
ple are  to  pay  here,  it  will  not  often  be  worth  while 
to  go  into  the  exchequer.  Now  when  one  of  thefe 
fony  wretches  is  put  into  the  fpiritual  court,  he 
\ifaally  incurs  contempt  for  non-appearance,  and  af- 
terwards falls  under  the  fentence  of  excommunicati- 
on, which  he  does  not  regard ;  if  a  clergyman 
Ihould  then  be  at  the  expence  of  taking  out  a  writ 
de  excommunicato  capiendo,  and  take  the  defendant 
up,  the  cofts  of  the  fuit  and  tythes  recovered, 
would  abfolutely  beggar  the  poor  wretch  ;    fo  that 

thefe 
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thefe  caufes  are  feldom  carried  through  :  but  when 
the  fellow  is  found  not  to  be  frighted  with  excom- 
munication, (which  confidering  the  number  of  ipa- 
pifts  and  diiTenters  here,  is  mofl  generally  the  cafe) 
it  is  dropped. 

There  is  indeed  an  EngliJJ'j  flatute  27  °  Hen.  8.  c. 
20.  an  a£t  for  tythes  to  be  paid  throughout  this 
realm,  which  was  plainly  intended  to  aff«(ft  Ireland 
as  much  as  England.,  by  which  two  juftices  of  the 
peace,  upon  non-appearance  in  the  fpiritual  court, 
might  oblige  the  defendant  to  appear  and  to  give  fe- 
curity  to  abide  the  fentence  of  the  court ;  but  as 
Ireland  though  at  firfl  mentioned,  is  not  afterwards 
repeated,  the  judges  and  juftices  here  feem  to  be  of 
opinion  that  the  juftices  cannot  a6l  here  in  virtue  of 
that  ftatute  ;  and  the  juftices  will  not  allift  the  fpiri- 
tual courts,  and  the  Commons  will  not  hear  of  an  a(5t 
for  the  juftices  to  help  the  ecclefiaftical  judge,  fo  that 
this  adt  about  recovering  tydies,  &c.  would  be  of 
great  fervice  to  the  clergy  here. 

The  words  ohlattons  and  obventions  have  been 
omitted  as  having  been  formerly  obje(5led  againft  by 
the  Commons.  And  to  remove  anyjealoufy  that  the 
clergy  might  try  all  thefe  caufes  before  one  another, 
we  have  excluded  the  clergy  from  adlingas  jufticps  in 
the  execution  of  this  a6t ;  which  is  the  more  reafon- 
able  here,  becaufe  in  many  counties  one  fourth  or 
fifth  part  of  the  refiding  juftices  are  of  the  clergy  ; 
fince  otherwife  many  trads  of  lands  of  ten  or  fifteen 
miles  every  way  would  have  no  refident  juftice. 

We  fhall  likewife  fend  over  an  a6t  to  impower 
Archbifhops,  &;c.  to  parr  with  the  advowfon  of  be- 
nefices under  30 1,  per  ami.  or  more.  My  brethren 
the  bifhops  confented  to  this  bill  before  it  was  offered. 
And  that  your  Grace  may  the  better  underftand  the 
expediency  of  this  bill,  it  will  be  proper  to  inform 
you,  that  in  many  parts  of  this  kingdom,  by  means 
of  impropriations,    there  are   vicarages  or    curacies 

worth 
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worth  but  5,  i  o  /.  &c.  per  ami.  that  in  feveral  places 
the  Bifhops  let  the  fame  perfon  enjoy  three  or  four  on 
to  feven  or  eight  of  thefe,  which  poflibly  all  together 
make  but  60,  80  or  100/.  per  ann.  or  little  more: 
and  there  is  it  may  be  but  one  or  two  Churches  on  all 
the  denominations,  which  is  the  name  we  give  thefe 
pariOies  :  that  the  patronage  of  the  greateft  part  of 
thefe  is  ^ther  in  the  Crown  or  the  Bifhops  ;  that 
there  might  be  difficulties  raifed  as  to  the  Crown  part- 
ing with  its  right,  but  we  think  there  can  be  no  ob- 
jection to  fuffer  Bifliops  to  part  with  their  right  for 
the  good  of  the  Church,  and  procuring  additional 
clergymen  ;  and  we  have  the  more  reafon  to  try 
what  effe6l  this  temptation  of  the  fole  patronage  to  a 
lay  benefactor  may  have,  fince  the  a6t  of  King 
Charles  I.  by  which  any  one  who  reftored  tythes  to 
the  Church  was  to  have  a  turn  with  the  old  patron  in 
proportion  to  the  value  of  tythes  given,  in  refped:  of 
the  old  income  of  the  Church,  has  had  very  little 
effecft.  We  hav^e  in  the  i'ame  bill  encouraged  people 
to  build  and  endow  Chapels  of  Eafe  by  giving  them 
and  their  heirs  the  nomination  to  fuch  Chapels. 

Your  Grace  will  fee  that  in  this  adt  we  had  before 
us  the  a£t  paiTed  in  England  i  *'  Georg.  I.  only  that 
we  have  no  fund  to  help  fuch  benefactors  as  there  is 
in  England-.,  and  as  there  are  truftees  of  the  lirfl 
fruits  here  for  buying  glebes  or  tythes  for  fmall  liv- 
ings, we  have  in  this  a6t  made  them  the  repofitories 
of  the  authentick  value  of  fmall  livings,  and  of  all 
augmentations  in  virtue  of  this  act,  that  there  may 
be  fome  to  fee  that  the  grants  are  fuch  as  they  ought 
to  be  for  value  and  validity. 

In  this  kingdom  the  clergy  paid  the  20th,  not  the 
I oth  to  the  Crown,  as  in  England^  and  firft  fruits; 
but  the  20ths  were  given  ofF  by  Queen  Anne.^  and  the 
firfl  fruits  are  the  only  fund  the  truftees  have,  which 
communibus  annis.^  rifes  no  liigher  than  from  3  to  400/. 
^er  ann.  dedudijig  charges,  without  a  power  to  re- 
ceive 
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ceive  any  benefactions.  I  hope  it  may  pleafe  God'  in 
time  to  difpofe  the  parliament  to  permit  thefe  truftees 
to  receive  benefactions  for  fo  good  purpofes ;  fince 
what  we  are  now  doing  in  our  Church  bills  feems  to 
be  very  well  liked  ;  though  when  I  firft  came  hither, 
the  laity  would  not  have  heard  with  patience  the  leafl: 
propofal  of  what  we  are  now  attempting. 

The  claufe  in  this  bill  by  which  the  patron  of  a 
Chapel  of  Eafe  may  nominate,  if  the  Chapel  be  not 
adually  filled  dien,  though  the  nomination  be  then 
lapfed  to  the  Bifliop  or  Crown,  is  taken  from  the 
Englijh  bill.  There  was  this  day  added  to  the  faid 
bill  a  claufe  to  impower  Bifhops,  &c.  to  encourage 
their  tenants  by  a  proper  leafe  to  enclofe  and  pre- 
ferve  copfe  wood,  which  will  be  of  fervice  to  all 
parties. 

I  muft  beg  your  Grace's  alliftance  in  the  council, 
that  our  good  defigns  may  not  be  there  funk  and 
prevented.

IH  A  V  E  troubled  your  Grace  with  two  long  let- 
ters already,  and  muft  beg  leave  to  trouble  you 
with  a  third,  about  fome  other  bills  we  are  fending: 
over,  in  getting  which  returned  hither  I  muft  beg 
your  Grace's  afliftance  at  the  council. 

As  many  of  the  parifhes  here  are  very  large  and 
intermixed  with  other  parifhes,  and  others  of  tea 
little  income  to  fubfift  by  themfelves,  and  little 
enough  for  extent  to  be  united  to  fome  other  parilli 
or  part  of  a  parifh,  there  was  an  adt  pafTed  in  the 
14*^  and  15^  of  King  Charles  the  fecond,  by  which 
parilhes  might  be  divided  or  united  for  conveniency's 
fake,  with  proper  confents  and  the  approbation  of 
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the  chief  governor  and  the  council.  As  that  a6l  was 
expired,  a  new  aft  was  palfed  2°  Georgii,  for  the 
real  union  and  divifion  of  parilhes,  in  which  was  a 
provifo,  that  no  union  made  in  virtue  of  the  former 
adt  of  King  Charles  the  fecond  IhiouW  be  capable  of 
being  dilTolved,  nor  any  part  of  fuch  union  be  uni- 
ted to  any  other  parilli,  unlefs  the  parilh  Church  of 
fuch  united  parilh  does  lye  three  country  miles  from 
fome  part  of  fuch  parifh,  &c. 

Now  as  three  country  miles  are  often  five  or  fix 
meafured  miles  ;  and  as  feveral  of  ihofe  unions  were 
made  without  regard  to  the  convenier.cy  of  the  peo- 
ple, but  purely  to  make  a  rich  benefice ;  as  we 
are  now  endeavouring  to  make  it  polTible  to  have  the 
worfhip  of  God  celebrated  in  all  parts  of  this  king- 
dom, we  find  it  neceiTary  to  repeal  this  claufe,  and 
to  lay  fucli  parillics  open  to  a  divifion  as  well  as  other 
old  parilhes. 

There  is  another  claufe  added  to  that  bill,  which 
relates  to  the  removing  c^f  the  fite  of  Churches.  By 
the  aft  2°  Gcorgii^  for  the  real  union  and  divifion  of 
parifhes,  it  is  enacted  that  the  lite  of  an  inconveni- 
ent Church  may  be  changed  for  one  more  convenient 
with  the  confent  of  the  patron,  &:c. 

Now  with  us  many  Churches  ftand  at  the  end.  of 
a  long  parilh,  or  on  the  wrong  fide  of  a  bog  or  river, 
in  refpeft  of  the  greateil  part  of  the  parifhioners, 
or  at  leall  protellants ;  fo  that  it  would  be  very  con- 
venient to  change  fuch  fituatiem  of  the  Church  -,  but 
where  the  King  is  patron,  as  his  conient  is  to  be  had, 
the  expence  of  having  a  letter  from  England  to  give 
his  Majefly's  confent  under  the  broad  feal  here  to 
fuch  a  change,  and  pa'hng  a  patent  for  it,  is  fo  great, 
as  to  difcourage  tliefe  removals  :  and  I  can  aflurc 
your  Grace  10/.  is  harder  to  be  raifed  here  upon  a 
country  parilh  than  100/.  is  in  England  upon  a  parifli 
of  the  fame  extent,  and  our  gentry  part  with  money 
on  fuch  occafions  as  uiiv,  illino;lv  ai;  the  peafantrv. 

It 
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It  is  therefore  provided  in  the  fame  bill,  that 
the  chief  governor,  &:c.  may  confent  for  the  King 
where  the  King  is  patron  ;  and  as  the  King's  patro- 
nage cannot  be  hurt  by  fuch  a  change  of  the  fite  of 
a  Church,  but  the  parifh  v/'iW  probably  prove  of  bet- 
ter value ;  and  as  the  taking  off  of  this  expence 
may  occafion  the  building  feveral  more  convenient 
Churches,  we  hope  the  bill  will  be  returned  to  us  : 
And  I  can  affure  your  Grace  there  are  inftances  in 
two  or  three  ads  already  where  the  chief  governor, 
&c.  is  impowered  to  confent  for  the  King. 

Thefe  two  claufes  make  up  an  aft,  entitled,  an 
adl,  for  repealing  a  clauie  in  an  a6l  for  the  real  union 
and  divifion  of  parifhes;  and  to  enable  the  chief 
governor,  &c.  to  confent  for  the  crown,  &c. 

There  is  part  of  another  bill  which  will  go  over, 
*that  is  of  great  confequence  to  this  kingdom  ;  the 
title  of  the  aft  is,  I  think,  an  aft  to  prevent  frauds, 
!&c.  in  buying  corn,  &c.  and  to  encourage  tillage. 

It  is  the  latter  part  of  this  bill  about  tillage  that  is 
of  great  moment  here.  The  bill  does  not  encourage 
tillage  by  allowing  any  premium  to  the  exporters  of 
corn,  but  barely  obliges  every  perfon  occupying  100 
acres  or  more  (meadows,  parks,  bogs,  &c.  excep- 
ted) to  till  five  acres  out  of  every  1 00  ^  and  fo  in 
proportion  for  every  greater  quantity  of  land  they 
occupy.  And  to  make  the  law  have  fome  force,  it 
fets  the  tenant  at  liberty  to  do  this,  notwithftanding 
any  claufe  in  his  leafe  to  the  contrary.  We  have 
taken  care  to  provide  in  the  bill,  that  the  tenant 
fhall  not  be  able  to  burn-beat  any  ground  in  virtue  of 
this  aft  ;  and  fince  he  is  tied  up  from  that,  and  from 
ploughing  meadows,  &:c.  the  people  fkilled  in  huf- 
b^ndry  (ay,  he"  cannot  hurt  the  land  though  he 
Ihould  go  round  the  1 00  acres  in  20  years. 

I  find  my  Lord  7'revor  objefted  to  a  bill  we  fent 
from  council,  that  this  was  a  breaking  of  private 
contrafts,  and  invading  property  :  but  I  think  that 
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nothing,  fmce  the  lefTor  receives  no  damage  by  it, 
and  the  publick  is  very  much  benefitted ;  and  this  is 
no  more  than  what  is  done  every  feifion  in  Etiglavd-, 
where  rivers  are  made  navigable  or  commons  inclo- 
fed  ;  and  in  many  road  bills. 

I  fhall  now  acquaint  your  Grace  with  the  great 
want  we  are  in  of  this  bill :  our  prefent  tillage  falls 
very  fliort  of  anfvvering  the  demands  of  this  nation, 
which  occafions  our  importing  corn  from  England 
find  other  places  ;  and  vvhilft  our  poor  have  bread  to 
eat,  we  do  not  complain  of  this  ;  but  by  tilling  fo 
little,  if  our  crop  fails,  or  yields  indifferently,  our 
poor  have  not  money  to  buy  bread.  This  was  the 
cafe  in  1725,  and  laft  year,  and  without  a  prodigious 
crop,  will  be  more  fo  this  year.  When  I  went  my 
vifitation  laft  year,  barky  in  fome  inland  places,  fold 
for  6  s.  a  bufhel,  to  make  the  bread  of ;  and  oat- 
meal (which  is  the  bread  of  tlie  north)  fold  for  twice 
or  thrice  the  ufual  price  :  and  we  met  all  the  roads 
full  of  whole  families  that  had  left  their  homes  to 
beg  abroad,  fmce  tlieir  neighbours  had  nothing  to 
relieve  them  with.  And  as  the  winter  fubfiftance  of 
the  poor  is  chiefly  potatoes,  this  fcarcity  drove  the 
poor  to  begin  with  their  potatoes  before  they  were 
full  grown,  fo  that  tliey  have  loft  half  the  benefit  of 
them,  and  have  fpent  their  ftock  about  two  months 
fooner  than  ufual ;  and  oatmeal  is  at  this  diftance 
from  harvcft,  in  many  parts  of  this  kingdom  three 
times  thecuftomary  price  ;  \o  that  this  fummer  muft 
be  more  fatal  to  us  than  the  laft  ;  when  I  fear  many 
hundreds  periflied  by  famine. 

Now  the  occafion  of  this  evil  is,  that  many  per- 
fons  have  hired  large  trads  of  land,  on  to  3  or  4000 
acres,  and  have  ftocked  them  with  cattle,  and  have 
no  other  inhabitants  on  their  land  than  fo  many  cotti- 
ers as  are  neceflary  to  look  after  their  fheep  and  black 
cattle  J  fo  that  in  fome  of  the  fineft  counties,  in  ma- 
ny places  there  is  neither  houfe  nor  corn  field  to  be 
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feen  in  jo  or  15  miles  travelling  :  and  daily  in  fome 
counties,  many  gentlemen  (as  their  leafes  fall  into 
their  hands)  tye  up  their  tenants  from  tillage :  and 
this  is  one  of  the  main  caufes  why  fo  many  venture 
to  go  into  foreign  fervice  at  the  hazard  of  their  lives, 
if  taken,  becaufe  they  can  get  no  land  to  till  at 
home.  And  if  fome  flop  be  nor  put  to  this  evil, 
we  muft  daily  decreafe  in  the  numbers  of  our 
people. 

But  we  hope  if  thi^  tillage  bill  takes  place,  to 
keep  our  youth  at  home,  to  employ  our  poor,  and 
not  be  in  danger  of  a  famine  among  the  poor  upon 
any  little  mifcarriage  in  our  harveil.  And  I  hope 
thefe  are  things  of  greater  confequence  than  rhe 
breaking  through  a  leafe,  fo  far  as  concerns  ploughing 
five  acres  in  an  hundred. 

I  fhall  trouble  your  Grace  no  more  at  prefent, 
but  am.

My  Lord,  Dublin,  Mar.  y,  1727. 

AS  we  are  now  very  nigh  got  through  our  feve- 
ral  bills  at  the  council,  I  (hall  beg  leave  to  giv« 
your  Grace  an  account  of  fome  few  of  them,  in  the 
returning  of  which  from  the  council  of  England,  I 
would  beg  your  Grace's  all'iflance. 

We  have  in  this  kingdom  but  about  6co  incum- 
bents, and  I  fear  3000  popifh  priefts,  and  the  bulk 
of  our  clergy  have  neither  parfonage-houfes  nor 
glebes :  and  yet  till  we  can  get  more  Churches  or 
Chapels  and  more  refident  clergymen,  inftead  of 
getting  ground  of  the  papifts,  we  muft  lofe  to  them, 
as  in  fad\  we  do  in  many  places,  the  defendants  of 
many  of  CromwelVs  officers  and  foldiers  here  being 
gone  off  to  popery. 

M  2  To 
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To  remedy  this  evil,  we  have  tent  over  a  bill  for 
the  better  maintenance  of  curates,  by  which  Bilhops 
are  enabled  v/ith  theconfent  of  the  .proteftant  parifhio- 
ners,  to  have  one  or  more  Chapels  built  in  large  pa- 
riHies,  and  to  oblige  the  incumbent  to  pay  for  ferving 
them. 

By  another  bill  to  enable  the  clergy  to  refide,  we 
have  empowered  perfons  under  fettlements,  and  all 
Billiops  and  other  •  ecclefiaftical  perfons,  to  grant  a 
glebe  where  wanted,  not  exceeding  40  acres  at  the 
full  improved  rent ;  and  oblige  all  future  incumbents 
that  have  a  -convenient  glebe,  and  a  living  not  lefs 
than  150/.  per  ann.  to  build  a  parlbnage-houfe  ;  of 
which  expence  they  are  to  be  reimburfed  three 
fourths  by  their  fucceffor,  the  next  to  be  reimburfed 
two,  and  the  following  incumbent  one  fourth. 

There  is  a  third  bill  to  encourage  benefactors  to 
increafe  our  poor  livings,  (many  of  which  have  fo 
fmall  an  income,  that  in  fome  parts  of  the  kingdom, 
the  fame  perfon  enjoys  four,  five,  and  fometimes  on 
to  eight  or  nine  of  them,  and  yet  has  not  lOO  /.  per 
ann.)  by  enabling  Archbilhops,  Bifhops,  and  other 
ecclefiaftical  perfons  to  part  with  the  advowfon  of 
livings  under  30  /.  per  ann.  to  fuch  benefactor  as  will 
endow  fuch  fmall  liN'ing  with  30  /.  per  ann.  or  more ; 
and  by  giving  the  patronage  of  a  Chapel  to  any  one 
who  fhall  build  a  Chapel  and  endow  it  with  30  /.  per 
ann.  or  more.  In  this  act  we  had  before  us,  one  to 
the  fame  purpofe  paft  in  England  in  the  firft  year  of 
his  late  Majefty. 

In  a  bill  to  repeal  a  claufe  in  a  former  bill,  about 
-the  real  union  and  divifion  of  parilhies,  there  is  a  claufe 
-that  the  chief  governor  may,  where  the  King  is  pa- 
tron, confent  for  the  King,  to  the  removing  the  fite 
of  a  Church  to  a  more  convenient  place  in  the  parifh. 
Our  parifhes  here  are  exceeding  poor,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  16  or  20  /.  in  the  fees,  prevents  building  a 
Church  in  a  convenient  part  of  the  parifh,  where  the 
old  ChuTch  ftands  it  may  be  at  one  end  of  a  very 

large- 
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large  parifli;  and  we  hope  as  the  King's  patronage 
cannot  be  hurt,  but  rather  iqnpr'oved  by  fuch'  a 
change,  that  this  claufe  will  be  granted  us. 

As  thefe  are  in  fome  fort  Church  bills,  I  have  not 
troubled  your  Grace  with  a  very  particular  account  of 
them,  but  have  fent  a  more  large  account  of  them 
to  the  BilJiop  of  London^  who  will  be  able  tc  inform 
your  Grace  more  fully  of  theif  nature  and  defig-ii,_  as 
well  as  of  the  following  bills,  if  your  Grace  defrres 
It. 

There  is  another  bill  gone  over,,  part  of  which)  is 
for  the  encouragement  of  til'lagc ;  it  is  to  the  fame 
purpofe  as  one  that  went  from  the  council  to  England 
at  his  Majefly's  happv  aeceffion>.  It  gives  no  premi^ 
um  to  the  exporter  of  corn,  birt  obliges  every  perfon' 
occupying  loo  acres  or  more,  to  plough  five  for  evc'- 
ry  I'QOi  acres  he  polfeiles,  excepting  meadows  and" 
other  paifture  lands ;  and  as  the  kindlords  in  fome 
parts  here  tye  up  their  tenants  from  ploughing^  it  dc- 
ieafes  the  tenant  from  fuch  articles  as  far  as  five' 
acres  in'  1 00 ;  but  that  the  landlord  may  be  no  fof- 
ferer,  the  tenant  is  not  at  liberty  to  burn-beat  the 
land.  For  want  of  tillage  our  young  fellows  have 
no  erap'byment  at  home,  and  go  into  loreign  fervicc; 
and  upcMn*  any  accident  in,  our  harveft,  we  are  in  dan- 
ger of  a  famine. 

Since  I  came  here  in  the  year  I72'5,.  there  was 
almotl  a  famine  among  tlie  poor ;  lafl  year  the  dear- 
nefs  of  corn  was  fuch  that  thoufands  of  families 
quitted  their  habitations  to  feek  bread  elfewiiere,  and 
many  himdreds  periilied  •,  this  year  the  poor  had 
confimied  their  potatoes,  which  is  ihcir  winter  fub' 
fiftance,  near  two  months  footer  than  ordinary,  and 
are  already  through  the  dearnefs  of  corn,  in  that ' 
want,*  that  in  fome  places  they  begin  already  to  quit 
their  habitations.  I  hope  we  fhail  meet  with  fo  much 
compalfion  at  the'  council,  as  to  let  us  liave  this  bill 
returned,  that  the  inconveniencies  we  are  at  prefeot 
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fo   frequently   expofed    to,    rir.y   be    gradually    rc^ 
moved. 

There  is  another  bill  gone  over,  to  regulate  the 
admiiTion  of  barriilcrs,  attornies,  fix-clerks,  follici- 
tors,  fub-fheriffs,  dtputy  officers,  &"c.  which  is  of 
the  laft  conieqiience  to  this  kingdom. 

The  pratlice  of  the  law,  from  rhe  top  to  the  bot- 
tom, is  at  prefent  moflly  m  the  hands  of  new  con^ 
verts,  who  give  no  farther  fecuritv  on  this  account, 
than  producing  a  certificate  of  iheir  having  received 
the  facrament  in  the  Church  of  England  or  Ireland^ 
which  feveral  of  them  who  were  papifts  at  Londo?t^ 
obtain  on  the  road  hither,  and  demand  to  be  admit- 
ted barrifter  in  virtue  of  it,  at  their  arrival  ;  and  fe- 
veral of  them  have  popifh  wives  and  mafs  faid  in 
their  houfes,  and  breed  up  their  children  papifts. 
Things  are  at  prefent  fo  bad  with  us,  that  if  about 
fix  fhould  be  removed  from  the  bar  to  the  bench 
here,  there  will  not  be  a  barrifter  of  note  left  that  is 
not  a  convert. 

To  put  fome  flop  to  this  evil,  this  bill  endeavours  to 
obtain  fome  farther  fecuntv  of  the  fincerity  of  thefe 
converts:  i.  by  obliging  all  that  come  to  the  bar 
hereafter,  or  rractife  as  attornies  or  follicitors,  &c. 
or  a6t  as  fub-fheriffs,  fheriffs  clerks,,  or  deputy  offi-' 
cers  in  the  courts,  to  make  a  declaration  againll  po- 
pery, and  take  the  oath  of  abjuration  before  thev  are 
adm'tted  or  pr^^flice  :  2.  that  every  convert  lliall  have 
been  fo  five  years  before  his  admiHion,  or  fo  pra(flifing 
or  atling :  3.  that  he  breed  up  ail  his  children  under 
14.  as  well  thofe  born  before  his  converfion,  as  thofe 
after,  in  the  proteftant  religion  :  and  4.  that  who- 
ever failc  in  any  of  thefe  points,  fhall  incur  the  pe- 
r.alties  and  difabilities  to  which  thofe  relapfmg  from 
the  protefti^nt  religion  to  popery  are  liable. 

Every  body  here  is  fenfible  of  the  terrible  efFedts 
of  this  growing  evil,  and  both  Lords  and  Commons 
are  moll  eagerly  delirous  of  this  bill. 
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We  have  likewife  by  this  bill  inflicted  the  fiime 
penalties  on  every  convert  or  proteftant  who  fhall 
breed  up  any  child  a  papift.  But  if  the  latter  part 
be  thought  too  fevere,  or  have  too  llrong  a  party 
againfl  it,  J  liope,  however  that  what  relates  to  law- 
yers, attornits,  follicitors,  fub-fheriffs,  &c.  will  be 
granted  us,  or  the  proteftant  intereft  muft  fuffer  ex- 
tremely here. 

1  fliould  flatter  myfelf,  that  as  in  this  bill  we  have 
not  meddled  with  the  papifts,  but  only  with  perfons 
profefling  themfelves  proteftants,  the  foreign  minif- 
ters  cannot  with  any  reafon  or  decency  make  any  ap- 
plication to  his  iVIajefliy  againft  this  bill. 

We  have  this  week  had  before  us  a  bill,  in  which 
the  value  of  feveral  goods  that  pay  cuftom,  that 
were  before  unfettled,  is  fixed.  By  a  letter  that  we 
fliall  fend  with  it  from  the  council,  1  hope  it  will  ap- 
pear that  we  have  aded  with  a  due  CtYiie  of  onr  duty 
to  his  Majefly  ;  and  I  can  afTure  your  Grace  that  the 
altering  a  rate  fent  up  by  the  Commons,  was  done 
with  that  gentlenefs  and  tendernefs,  that  fome  very 
warm  men  of  that  houfe,  have  thanked  my  Lord 
Chancellor  and  myfelf  for  the  tendernefs  we  fhewed 
on  that  occaiion  to  the  fubieCl,  and  have  aifured  us 
they  do  not  qucflion  the  Commons  readily  acquiefcing 
in  what  is  done. 

As  i  muft  have  tired  your  Grace  by  this  time,  I 
fliall  conclude  with  fubfcribing  myfelf,

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Mar,  7,  1727. 

AFTER  the  great  trouble  I  have  already  given 
your  Lordfhip  about  our  bills,  I  muft  deflrc 
your  farther  afliftance  at  the  council  about  one  bill 
more. 

It 
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It  is  an  adl  for  regulating  the  admilTion  of  bari li- 
ters, atrornies,  fix-clerks,  &c.  As  the  laws  fland 
already  thefe  feveral  perfons  ought  tt)  be  proteflants, 
but  they  give  no  further  fecurity  of  their  being  fo, 
than  that,  if  they  are  born  of  popifh  parents,  they 
muft  produce  a  certificate  of  their  having  received 
the  facrament  in  the  Church  of  England  or  Ireland-^ 
and  muft  educate  their  children  under  14  years  of 
age  at  their  converfion  in  the  proteftant  religion. 
But  as  the  law  flands  at  prefent,  a  man  may  the  day 
after  his  real  or  pretended  converfion,  be  admitted  a 
barrifter,  attorney,  &:c.  and  pra(5life  as  a  follicitor,  or 
be  a  deputy  officer  or  fub-fheriff,  &c.  and  we  have 
had  feveral  who  were  papifts,  and  on  the  road  from 
London  hither  have  taken  the  facrament  and  obtained 
a  certificate,  and  at  their  arrival  here  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar.  They  likewife  pretend  that  the 
children  bom  after  their  converfion  are  not  included 
in  that  claufe  about  educating  their  children  protef- 
tants,  becaufe  they  were  not  under  14  at  the  time  of 
their  converfion  ;  fothat  many  of  thefe  conv^erts  have 
a  popifh  wife  who  has  mafs  faid  in  the  family,  and 
the  children  are  brought  up  papifts. 

Now  this  grievance  is  the  greater  here,  becaufe 
the  bufinefs  of  die  law  from  top  to  bottom  is  almoft 
in  the  hands  of  thefe  converts ;  when  eight  or  ten 
proteflants  are  fet  afide,  the  rell  of  the  bar  are  all 
converts  ;  much  the  greateft  part  of  attornies,  foUici- 
tors,  deputy  officers,  fub-fheriflfs,  iTieriffs  clerks,  are 
new  converts  ;  and  the  old  proteltants  are  every  day 
more  and  more  working  out  of  the  bufinefs  of  the 
law,  which  muft  end  in  our  ruin. 

This  makes  us  attempt  to  remedy  this  evil  by  this 
bill,  for  the  fuccefs  of  which  both  Lords  and  Com- 
mons arc  equally  follicitous.  In  this  bill  the  farther 
fecurities  we  require  of  all  thefe  people  are  :  1 .  that 
for  the  future,  all  taking  to  the  law  fhali  make  the 
declarations,  and  take  and  lubfcribe  to  the  oath  re- 
quired 
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cfuired  in  the  acl  to  prevent  th\;  farther  growth  of 
popery,  2*  Ann^  reg.  the  declaration  is  againft  feve- 
ral  of  the  errors  of  popery  ;  the  oath  is  that  of  ab- 
juration :  2.  that  nobody  fliali  be  admitted  a  barrif- 
ter,  &c.  till  five  years  after  his  converfion,  and  con- 
tinuing in  the  Church  of  Ireland:  3.  that  they 
breed  up  the  -pojl  nati  as  well  as  the  ante  nati  under 
14,  proteftants  :  4.  that  he  who  offends  in  any  of 
thefe  points  fhall  fall  under  the  difabilittes,  &c  to 
which  one  relapfnig  from  the  proteftant  to  the  popilh 
religion  is  fubjed. 

This  is  what  we  tried  originally  to  pUfh  at,  but 
Were  forced  to  take  in  aM  converts  educating  xhtn 
children  papifts,  and  fubjedf  them  to  the  like  incapa- 
cities, and  likewife  proteftants  fo  offending:  the  oc- 
cafion  of  this  latter  claufe  is,  that  the  fons  of  feme 
converts  breed  their  children  papifts,  and  reckon 
they  do  not  incur  the  penalties  appointed  for  con- 
verts educating  their  children  papifts,  becaule  fay 
they,  our  fathers  were  indeed  converts,  but  we  are 
original  proteftants. 

I  ftnd  there  are  great  hopes  here  among  the  papifts, 
that  the  bringing  in  all  converts  makes  fuch  a 
ftreiigth  againft  the  bill,  that  it  will  be  funk  in  Eng- 
Lind.  If  there  be  any  danger  of  that,  or  what  re- 
lates to  all  converts  be  thought  too  fevere,  I  would 
beg  we  may  have  fo  much  returned  to  us  of  the  bill 
as  relates  to  all  in  any  branch  of  the  law ;  for  we 
muft  be  undone  here  if  that  profelTion  gets  into  the 
hands  of  converts,  where  it  is  almoft  already  got, 
and  where  it  every  day  gets  more  and  more. 

1  have  referred  his  Grace  of  Newcajile^  to  whom  I 
have  wrote  about  fome  of  our  bills,  to  your  Lordfhip, 
to  be  more  fully  informed  than  1  could  inform  his 
Lordlliip  in  the  compafs  of  a  letter  :  the  bills  he  is 
moll  likely  to  enquire  after  are,  the  claufe  about  th« 
chief  governor  confenting  for  the  King  to  the  change 
of  the  lite  of  a  Church,  the  tillage  bill,  and  the  bill 

about 
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about  lawyers,  but  your  Lordfhip  will  be  Co  good  as 
befide  talking  to  him  on  thofe,  to  inform  him  of 
any  of  the  others  he  wants  to  undcrftand  more  dif- 
tindly. 

I  fhall  trouble  your  Lordfhip  no  more  at  prcfent,

IH  A  V  E  received  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of 
the  19th  pafl,  and  am  very  glad  to  have  it  under 
your  Lordfhip's  hand  that  you  are  out  of  danger, 
and  daily  recovering  ftrength,  and  pray  God  to  raife 
you  up  again  for  the  good  of  the  Church. 

I  am  very  much  obliged  to  you  for  the  care  you 
took  of  our  Church  bills,  under  fo  great  weaknefs, 
by  recommending  the  care  of  them  to  fo  able  a  per- 
fon  and  fo  good  a  friend  of  the  Church  as  my  Lord 
Privy  Seal  *.  1  find  mod  of  them  are  gone  through 
the  committee  of  council,  and  hope  as  my  Lord 
was  fully  inftructed  in  our  v/anrs,  that  he  has  (Iruck 
out  an  alteration  made  by  the  Attorney-general  in 
onr  bill  for  the  rcfidence  of  clergymen,  which  if 
it  has  ftood,  v\i]l  defeat  the  chief  intention  of  the 
bill. 

Our  bench  have  been  very  bufy  with  their  friends 
in  the  Houfe  of  Comm.ons,  to  pafs  our  bills  when 
returned,  which  if  they  do^  we  may  hope  by  de- 
grees to  fee  fomewhat  of  the  face  of  religion  in  this 
country. 

I  have  been  enquiring  about  the  value  of  Mr. 
Horner\  living,  and  believe  it  to  be  about  160/. 
per  ami.  I  believe  "he  has  been  Uhder  great  difficulties, 

as 

•  T^e//;<7.' Lord  Tte'vcr, 
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as  he  v/as  very  bare  of  money  when  he  firft  took  it, 
and  was  kept  out  of  part  of  the  tythes  of  the  firft 
year,  and  has  had  but  flow  payments  of  the  tythes 
of  the  fecond  harveft,  fince  it  is  generally  counted 
good  payment  if  a  clergyman  gets  half  his  tythes 
paid  him  the  Caidkmas  after  they  were  due.  His 
uneafinefs  is  not  owing  to  his  temper,  but  to  very 
great  rudeneffes  he  has  met  with  from  a  popifli  gen- 
tleman of  a  good  eflate  in  his  parifh,  whofe  tenants 
moft  of  the  parifhioners  are,  as  they  are  likewife 
papifls.  And  1  do  not  find  he  has  given  any  other 
offence  than  preaching  againfl  popery,  and  talking 
with  fome  of  his  parifliioners  to  bring  them  over  to 
our  Church.  As  Mr.  Horner  is  one  who  has  a  fenfe 
of  his  duty,  I  hope  he  may  be  of  fervice  here,  and 
after  fome  time  he  may  be  removed  to  fomewhat 
better. 

I  am  glad  the  affair  of  a  prolocutor,  and  the  meet- 
irg  of  a  convocation  are  gone  off  (b  eafily,  and  hope 
things  will  daily  come  to  a  better  temper  in  Eng- 
land. 

Colonel  Falon,  who  came  hither  with  th^Marquifs 
of  *  Montandre,  has  been  with  me,  and  brought 
me  an  account  of  the  kind  care  you  had  taken  of 
our  Church  bills,  and  of  the  fair  way  of  recovery 
your  Grace  was  in,  before  I  had  the  honour  of  your 
laft. 

I  fhall  trouble  your  Grace  no  more  at  prefent,  but 
conclude  with  my  befl  wifhes  for  your  health  and

IM  O  S  T  heartily  thank  your  Lordftiip  for  the 
trouble  you  have  been  at,  and  the  cai^e  you  have 
taken  about  our  Church  bills  ;  I  a<ra  very  well  fatisfied* 
with  the  words  or  Churches'  being  kept  in,  and  the 
reafons  you  give  for  it ;  and  in  the  main  have  very 
little  fear  of  any  Bilhops  giving  away  the  eftates  of 
their  fees,  to  augment  livings,  though  by  that  claulc 
they  are  impowered  to  do  it. 

1  could  heartily  wilih  the  powers  defi red  for  perfons 
under  fettlements  to  grant  40  acres  for  a  glebe  had 
been  granted  us.  *  Another  time  we  muft  try  for 
20  acres,  without  which  we  cannot  compafs  parfo- 
aage-houfes  liere.  But  about  this  I  fliall  troiable  your 
Lordfhrp  no  more  at  prefent. 

Our  curates  biJl  has  palled  the  Commons,  and 
there  appears  a  difpofition  in  them  to  pafs  our  other 
Chvujch  bills ;  though  one  of  them,,  viz.  the  tythe 
bi'Hv  has  had  a  petition  preferred  againfl  it  b^'  the 
quakers,  who-  are  to  be  lieard  by  council  againfl:  it 
c>n  Tpt.ejday  next.  It  think  their  petition  will  do 
tibe  bill  no  hurt,  fifince  ic  was  refented  by  the  Com- 
mons as  a  lliameful  piece  of  ingratitude  to  the  Bi- 
fhops,,  v/ith<3UE  wh(am  their  biil  aboutr  theiir  aBirraa- 
tion  conild  not  have  palTed. 

Another  felhons,  if  it  pkafe  God  that  \  hve,  I 
fhall  endeavour  after  your  Lordlhip's  advice,  to 
make  the  aft'ai^y  of  ou/  Church  bills  more  eafy  to 
your  Lordfhip. 

My  Lord  Lieutenant  hopes  our  parliament  will  have 
dbne  time  enough  for  him  to  fet  out  for  England 
about  the  9th  of  next  month.

ON  Friday  laft  came  on  the  debate  in  our  Houfc, 
about  the  privilege  bill,  which  was  carried  25 
againft  1 9 :  there  was  one  proxy  amcxig  the  2  5,  and 
feven  among  the  19.  Several  of  our  Lords  who  are 
very  much  in  debt,  and  value  themfelves  upon  pay- 
ing nobody,  were  from  the  firfl  very  much  againft 
the  bill ;  but  the  great  oppofiiion  made  on  this  occa- 
(ion,  was   formed  and  managed  by  the  *  Bilhop  of 

*  Dr,  Billon. 
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Elphin,  who  put  himfelf  at  the  head  of  thofe  Lords, 
and  drew  in  fome  others,  with  a  view  of  making 
Iiimfelf  confiderable  by  being  at  the  head  of  a  party 
of  lay  Lords  againft  the  bench  of  Bil"hops.  All  the 
lay  Lords  that  oppofe  the  government  in  whatever 
they  can,  joined  againft  the  bill.  There  was  no  Bi- 
fhop  againft  it  but  the  Biftiop  of  Elphin^  and  of 
IVaterford^  for  whom  he  was  proxy.  The  Lord 
Middkton  was  the  firft  who  fpoke  againft  the  bill,  and 
that  very  prolixly  and  to  little  purpofe  :  he  was  very 
well  anfwered  by  the  Archbilliop  of  *  Tuam.  After 
this  the  Bifhop  of  Elphin  made  a  fpeech  with  very 
faife  reafonings,  and  fome  inflaming  paQages  againft 
Etigland :  though  in  the  clofe  of  his  fpeech,  he  was 
rather  as  circumftances  now  ftand,  for  the  palling 
the  bill :  he  has  very  much  loft  himfelf  with  both 
fides  by  his  ftiuffling  fpeech  on  this  occafion.  As  his 
fpeech  did  no  hurt  to  the  bill,  we  let  the  debate  drop 
without  anfwering  him. 

I  hope  it  will  not  be  thought  proper,  when  a  va- 
cancy happens  of  an  Archbifhoprick,  to  reward  one 
with  it  who  has  endeavoured  to  form  a  confpiracy  of 
lay  Lords  againft  the  Bifhops  here,  who  are  the  per- 
fjns  on  whom  the  government  muft  depend  for  doing 
the  publick  bufinefs. 

We  fhall  probably  conclude  our  feflions  next 
Monday^  when  more  truly  ufeful  bills  will  have  paf- 
fed,  than  have  palled  for  many  fellions  put  together.

IT  is  with  ^eat  pleafure  that  I  hear  from  all 
hands,  that  I  may  now  congratulate  your  Lord- 
fhip  upon  your  recovery  from  a  long  and  dangerous 
iljnefs,  and  I  heartily  wifh  you  may  continue  many 
years  in  a  flate  of  health  for  the  fervice  of  his  Ma- 
jefty  and  your  country. 

On  Monday  our  feflion  ended,  which  has  gone  on 
with  more  quiet  and  unanimity  than  ufual  ;  and  in 
which  more  ufeful  *  bills  have  palled  than  for  many 
feffions  together  before.  And  1  hope  both  gentry 
and  clergy  will  ufe  thofe  powers  now  given  them  gra- 
dually to  plant  religion  and  civility  in  this  country. 

I  muft  on  this  occafion  own  the  great  ob'.igations  I 
lie  under  to  your  Lordrhip,  and  the  reft  of  the  privy 
council,  for  the  regard  fhewn  to  my  accounts  and 
recommendations  of  feveral  of  our  bills. 

The  chief  oppofition  that  was  made  here  to  any  of 
our  bills,  was  to  the  privilege  bill,  and  the  greateft 
ftand  againft  it  was  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords.

ftantly  oppofe  the  government  bufinefs  here,  and  by 
mifreprefen  tat  ions  drew  in  fome  other  Lords  of  no  ill 
intentions  to  engage  their  word  and  honour  to  each 
other  to  throw  out  the  bill.  His  view  no  doubt  was 
to  make  himfelf  conliderable  enough  by  being  at  the 
head  of  this  ftrength  to  be  bought  off.  One  part  of 
the  pulh  he  now  made  was  to  get  ail  the  lay  Lords

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here  to  confederate  againfl  the  Bifhops,  who  muft  al- 
ways be  depended  upon  for  doing  the  King's  bufi- 
nefs.  But  as  he  has  mifcarried  in  his  attempt,  and 
has  offended  all  fides,  fo  as  to  be  in  no  danger  of 
appearing  again  at  the  head  of  fo  many  I^ords  as  he 
did  now,  I  hope  his  behaviour  will  be  remembered, 
when  he  or  his  friends  pufh  for  the  archbiflioprick  of 
Dublin  for  him.

IN  mine  of  the  25th  pafl:,  I  acquainted  your 
Grace  that  I  hoped  in  a  little  time  to  fend  you  a 
memorial  relating  to  the  want  we  are  in  of  iilver, 
with  the  true  caufe  of  our  diftrefs,  and  the  proper 
remedies  to  be  applied  to  this  evil,  which  I  dehred 
to  be  communicated  to  Sir  Robert  Walpnle. 

I  have  here  fent  it  with  an  account  of  the  prefent 
value  of  our  coins  ^  and  the  favour  I  have  to  delire 
of  Sir  Robert  JValpole  is  to  look  it  over,  and  fee 
whether  the  fcheme  there  propofed  is  rational,  and 
what  he  will  intercede  with  his  Majefty  to  grant  us, 
if  we  fipply  for  it  from  the  council  here. 

We  had  this  affair  before  the  council,  upon  a  let- 
ter from  my  Lord  Lieutenant  in  the  year  1726,  and 
had  made  all  our  calculations  of  the  value  intended

I  HAVE  had  the  honour  of  your  Lordfhip's  of 
the  2d  inftant,  which  I  communicated  to  my 
brethren  -,  and  we  are  all  very  fenfible  how  much  we 
are  obliged  to  his  Majefly  for  his  kind  difpofition  in 
regard  to  this  kingdom,  and  to  your  Excellency  for 
your  care  of  us  on  this  and  all  other  occafions.  And 
we  agree  entirely  in  our  fentiments  on  this  affair, 
that  two  proper  remedies  for  our  prefent  want  of  fil- 
ver, are  the  lowering  the  value  of  gold,  and  raifing 
the  price  of  foreign  filver.  As  to  the  having  any  fil- 
ver coined  here,  on  the  account  of  this  nation,  at 
the  mint  in  the  tower,  we  think  it  is  an  affair  that 
requires  and  will  admit  of  farther  deliberation.  As 
to  the  coining  of  copper  half-pence,  we  are  all  of 
opinion  that  it  is  a  thing  not  to  be  meddled  with  but 
by  the  parliament,  and  that  if  his  Majefly  will  fa- 
vour 
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favour  the  nation  with  fuch  a  coinage  on  account  of 
the  publick,  it  will  be  a  thing  proper  for  your  Excel- 
lency, if  we  have  the  liappinefs  of  feeing  your 
Lordfhip  here  another  parliament,  as  I  hope  we  fliall, 
to  make  an  offer  of  it  to  the  parliament  from  his 
Majefty. 

Before  I  had  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's,  I 
difcourfed  with  my  Lord  Anglefea  on  the  fclieme  we 
had  projeded  two  years  ago  to  help  our  want  of 
filver,  who  approves  entirely  of  both  parts  of  it, 
and  has  fince  acquainted  me  that  he  opened  it  to  my 
Lord  Forbes  *,  who  he  fays  is  a  man  of  numbers  and 
calculations,  who  likewife  entirely  approves  it ; 
and  my  Lord  has  promifed  me  that  upon  notice, 
he  will  come  up  out  of  rpe  country  to  pulh  it  on  in 
council. 

Upon  the  encouragement  your  Lordfhip  gives  in 
your  letter  that  we  may  venture  to  raife  the  foreign 
filver,  fo  as  not  to  exceed  the  middle  price  of  filver 
bullion  in  England^  which  is  55.  5^.  per  ounce,  1  have 
had  a  calculation  made  upon  the  bottom  of  c^s.  4-^<^. 
which  my  Lord  Chancellor  very  much  approves  of, 
and  which  being  one  half  penny  under  the  middle 
market  price  in  England,  will  I  hope  meet  v/ith  no 
obftrudion  there,  and  as  it  is  one  half-penny  per 
ounce  higher  than  the  foot  formerly  calculated  upon, 
will  more  certainly  help  us  to  Tome  foreign  filver. 

I  am  at  prefent  employed  in  going  round  and 
difcourfing  the  privy  counfellors  feparately,  to  pre- 
pare them  for  their  concurrence,  and  if  1  find  them  fa- 
vourably difpofed,  we  will  endeavour  to  palh  tlie 
thing  before  the  judges  go  their  circuits.  We  keep 
the  affair  as  fecret  as  we  can,  and  I  am  fatisfied  it  will 
be  of  fervice  if  it  can  be  pulhed  through  before  it  is 
much  talked  of.

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In  order  to  facilitate  tliis  matter  as  much  as  I  could 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  water,  I  drew  up  a  paper  on 
this  fubjett,  of  about  two  fheets,  which  1  fent  to  the 
Duke  of  Neivcajlk^  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  whofe  approbation  this 
alteration  of  our  coin  muft  have,  before  it  can  be 
pafled.  It  is  wholly  on  the  fhort  fcheme  I  gave  in 
to  your  LordlTiip,  but  as  it  is  for  the  ufe  of  perfons 
v/ho  know  nothing  of  our  coins,  it  is  worked  out  in- 
to a  greater  length.  I  fhall  by  the  next  mail  fend  your 
Excellency  a  copy  of  it,  fuch  as  it  is. 

If  we  have  fenfe  enough  here  to  come  into  thi-s  al- 
teration of  our  coin,  and  your  Excellency  can  get  it 
approved  of  in  England,  1  am  fure  it  will  fet  our 
coin  on  fo  reafonable  a  footing,  and  be  of  that  ad- 
vantage to  this  nation,  that  your  government,  will 
be  always  remembered  in  this  country  with  ef- 
teem  *. 

As  foon  as  we  take  any  ftep  in  this  affair,  I  fliall 
fend  your  Excellency  word.  Mr.  Conolly  is  retired 
for  fome  time  into  the  country  for  his  health,  where 
I  hear  he  grows  better.  I  believe  his  indifpofition 
will  prevent  my  vifiting  my  diocefe  this  fummer ; 
but  as  his  abfence  will  rob  the  bankers  of  one  to 
whom  they  formerly  applied,  and  on  whom  they 
could  make  fome  impreflions,  I  believe  we  fhall  get 
the  eafier  through  this  bufinefs  for  his  being  out  of 
the  way,

copy  of  the  paper  I  lately  fent  the  Duke  of 
Ne-ivcaftk^  relating  to  our  want  of  filver.  And  as 
this  contains  a  full  and  diftinct  account  of  the  ftate  of 
our  coin,  and  the  occafions  and  remedies  of  our  want 
of  filver,  I  think  we  may  be  the  Ihorter  in  the  letter 
from  the  council  to  your  Lordlliip.  If  poflible  v/e 
will  bring  on  this  affair  before  the  Judges  go  their 
circuits. 

Your  Lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  give  fome  hopes  of 
giving  an  enfign's  place  to  my  Lord  *  Mayor's  fon, 
if  it  fuits  with  your  Lordfhip's  conveniency,  my 
Lord  Chancellor  and  myfelf  fhould  be  glad  if  the 
prefent  vacancy  were  beftowed  on  him.

N  my  laft  I  fent  to  your  Grace  a  memorial  re- 
lating to  our  want  of  filver  in  this  nation,  which 
1  defired  might  be  communicated  to  Sir  Robert 
Walpole.  Soon  after  the  Englifb  prints  informed  us 
that  Sir  Robert  was  gone  for  a  fortnight  into  the 
country.  As  his  abfence  when  my  letter  arrived 
muft  have  occafioncd  my  paper  being  laid  afide  for  a 
while,  I  trouble  your  Grace  with  this  to  defire  it  may 
not  be  forgotten  at  his  return. 

Our  want  of  filver  here  is  fuch,  that  it  is  common 
to  give  fix-pence  for  the  change  of  a  moidore,  and 

to 

*  Sir  Hathunitl  Whit'welL 
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to  take  a  guinea  or  piftole  for  part  of  the  change. 
And  I  know  fome  in  Dublin^  wlio  have  occafion  to 
pay  workmen  every  Saturday  night,  that  are  obHged 
to  pay  four-pence  for  every  twenty  flilllings  in  filver 
they  procure. 

We  have  hundreds  of  families  (all  proteftants) 
removing  out  of  the  north  to  America  ;  and  the  lead 
obflrudtion  in  the  linen-manufadture,  by  which  the 
iiorth  fubfifts,  mufl  occafion  greater  numbers  follow- 
ing, and  the  want  of  filv^er  increafing,  will  prove  a 
terrible  blow  to  that  manufacture,  as  there  will  not 
be  money  to  pay  the  poor  for  their  fmall  parcels  of 
yarn. 

Since  I  drew  up  that  memorial  I  have  a  certain  ac- 
count that  the  middle  price  of  filver  bullion  in  Eng- 
land *  for  ten  years  laft  pail,  has  been  55.  5^.  Eng- 
lijh  per  ounce,  which  makes  me  defirous  (for  the 
.  more  certain  procuring  of  fome  foreign  filver  here) 
to  put  our  filver  at  the  rate  of  5^.  4!^.  Englijh  per 
ounce,  which  is  indeed  one  halfpenny  higher  than 
the  price  propofed  in  that  paper,  but  is  flill  one  half- 
penny under  the  middle  price  of  filver  bullion  in 
England^ 

If  filver  grows  more  fcarce  with  us,  our  rents  muft 
certainly  fall,  not  only  to  our  prejudice  who  live 
here,  but  to  the  damage  of  the  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men of  England^  who  have  eflates  here,  and  of  thofe 
others  who  fpend  their  rents  in  England. 

1  Ihould  be  glad  to  know  Sir  Robert  IValpole'^  opi- 
nion as  foon  as  he  has  leifure  :  and  hope  we  fhall  be 
gratified  in  an  affair  of  fo  much  confequence  to  us, 
and  of  no  damage  to  England.

IT  is  now  a  great  while  fince  I  had  the  favour  of 
one  from  your  Lordlhip  ;  I  liope  it  has  not  been 
any  continuance  of  the  illnefs  that  hung  about  you  in 
the  fpring  that  has  occafioned  fo  long  a  filence.  I 
lliould  have. been  glad  to  have  heard  from  one  fo 
likely  to  know,  whether  peace  or  war  be  more  pro- 
bable, about  which  v/e  at  this  diftance  are  ftill  un- 
certain. I  hear  there  is  a  great  noife  about  a  fermon 
preached  by  the  Bifhop  of  Glocejiei\  but  have  not 
yet  feen  it.  I  fhould  be  forry  to  find  that  he  had 
given  any  juft  occafion  of  offence. 

I  have  lately  heard  from  Mr,  Sparke^  whom  your 
Lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  recommend  as  an  interim 
fchoolmafter  at  Chigwell.  He  complains  of  unjufb 
and  hard  ufage  from  the  governors  there,  and  tells 
me  that  he  and  they  fhall  foon  appear  before  your 
Lordfhip  :  I  do  not  reckon  that  I  know  what  the 
cafe  is,  as  I  have  my  account  only  from  one  fide, 
nor  do  I  farther  recommend  him  to  your  Lordfhip 
than  to  be  protected  from  oppreHion,  if  that  be  his 
cafe. 

We  have  had  a  rumour  here  that  the  Duke  of 
Newcajtle  is  dead,  I  hope  there  is  nothing  in  the 
report.

I  SO  ME  time  ago  troubled  his  Grace  of  New- 
caflle  with  a  memorial  relating  to  our  want  of  fil- 
ver  in  this  kingdom,  with  the  caufes  and  cures  of 
this  want,  which  I  defired  might  be  communicated 
to  you  for  your  confideration  :  that  if  you  approved 
of  the  fcheme  as  reafonable  and  not  prejudicial  to 
England^  we  might  fet  the  affair  going  in  council 
in  order  to  make  a  regular  application  to  his  Majefty, 
for  leave  to  publilTi  a  proclamation  here. 

I  was  willing,  Sir,  to  know  your  fentiments, 
whether  we  might  hope  for  his  Majefty 's  compliance 
with  our  requeft,  before  my  Lord  Chancellor  ^nd 
1  make  any  pulTi  in  council  for  an  application 
to  his  Majefty,  fince  we  have  the  whole  intereft  of 
the  -bankers,  which  is  very  great  here,  againft  re- 
ducing the  value  of  gold  •,  and  we  are  unwilling  to 
•go  through  a  violent  conteft  here  to  carry  a  point, 

except 
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cx<:ept  we  had  hopes  our  apph'cation  would  not  after- 
wards be  reje(fled  in  England. 

The  bankers  here  own  that  by  the  different  pro- 
portion of  gold  to  lilver  here,  trom  what  it  bears  in 
England^  they  get  2  per  cent,  in  remittances  to  Eng- 
land^ and  the  popular  argument  they  ufe  againft 
this  redudion  is,  that  as  things  now  ftand,  all  gen- 
tlemen enjoying  eftates,  penfions,  or  places,  who 
draw  off  their  money  to  England^  lofe  2  per  cent. 
of  what  they  draw  off  to  the  benefit  of  this  king- 
dom. 

In  the  year  1726,  upon  a  letter  from  my  Lord. 
Lieutenant,  we  had  made  a  great  progrefs  in  this  af- 
fair ;  and  had  in  a  committee  of  council,  fettled  the 
defigned  value  of  foreign  gold  upon  the  bottom  pro- 
pofed  in  the  memorial  Mr.  Delafaye  has  delivered 
you  from  the  Duke  of  Newcajile ;  and  we  had  the 
ieveral  fpecies  of  foreign  filver  affayed,  and  had  fet- 
tled their  intended  value  upon  the  bottom  of  c,s. 
j^d.  per  ounce  (lerling,  but  the  talk  of  a  war,  with 
the  intereft  of  the  bankers,  put  a  ftop  to  our  pro- 
ceedings at  that  time.  But,  as  the  want  of  filver 
is  fince  increafed  upon  us,  fo  that  in  many  places  of 
this  kingdom  8^.  is  a  common  premium  for  chan- 
ging a  moidore,  and  4^.  for  procuring  20  (hillings 
in  filver  is  what  is  paid  in  Dublin^  if  lome  remedy 
be  not  applied  fpeedily,  our  manufactures  mufl  bf 
ruined. 

1  have  given  feveral  people  of  fafliion  here  hopes, 
that  as  we  defire  nothing  but  putting  gold  and  En- 
glijh  filver  on  the  fame  bottom  as  they  ftand  on  in 
England^  I  could  obtain  this  favour  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  water.  If  I  fucceed  in  this  application,  it 
will  give  me  fome  weight  here,  which  I  am  fure 
fhali  always  be  employed  in  the  fervice  of  his  Ma- 
jefty. 

This  makes  me  a  mod  earnefl  fuitor  in  behalf  of 
this  kingdom,    v/hofe  manufactures  muft  daily  de- 
cay. 
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cay,  and  rents  fink,  unlefs  the  favour  of  altering 
the  prefent  currency  of  gold  and  filver  be  granted 
us  ;  whilft  the  whole  profit  of  the  prefent  inequality 
of  gold  and  filver,  will  reft  in  the  bankers  hands. 

All  the  encouragement  I  at  prefent  want,  is  an 
aifurance  that  if  we  go  on  with  this  affair  in  coun- 
cil, and  that  if  we  apply  in  form  from  hence  to  his 
Majelly,  we  may  hope  to  have  our  requeft  grant- 
ed. 

In  the  memorial  I  mention  putting  foreign  filver 
at  5  .r.  /\.d.  Englijh  per  ounce  flerling,  but  as  I  am 
fince  informed  that  the  middle  price  of  filver  bul- 
lion for  ten  years  pafl:  has  been  c^  s.  c^d.  Englijh  per 
ounce  at  Londofj^  I  (hould  rather  defire  to  put  fo- 
reign filver  at  ^s.  45  d.  Englifh  per  ounce  here,  and 
have  accordingly  ordered  a  calculation  to  be  made  : 
but  for  that  I  am  not  fo  earnefl:  as  for  the  rell  of  the 
fcheme,  without  which  we  are  gradually  undoing 
here. 

The  occ.fion  of  my  giving  you  this  trouble  is 
that  the  Duke  of  Newcajile  has  for  fome  time  been 
out  of  town,  and  that  though  I  find  my  memorial 
has  been  delivered  to  you,  1  cannot  learn  that  my 
letters  were  communicated  to  you,  to  acquaint  you 
with  what  I  defired.

I  A  M  very  forry  I  am  obliged  to  give  your  Grace 
lb  melancholy  an  account  of  the  ftate  of  this 
kingdom,  as  I  Ihall  in  this  letter,  but  1  thought  it 
my  duty  to  let  his  Majefty  know  our  prefent  condi- 
tion in  the  north.  For  we  have  had  three  bad  har- 
vefts  together  there,  which  has  made  oatmeal, 
which  is  their  great  fubfiftance,  much  dearer  than 
ordinary,  and  as  our  farmers  here  are  very  poor,  and 
obliged  as  foon  as  they  have  their  corn,  to  fell  it  for 
ready  money  to  pay  their  rents,  it  is  more  in  the 
power  of  thofe  who  have  a  little  money  to  engrofs 
corn  here,  and  make  advantage  of  its  fcarccnefs, 
than  in  England. 

We  have  had  for  feveral  years  fome  agents  from 
tlie  colonies  in  America^  and  feveral  mafters  of  fhips 
that  have  gone  about  the  country,  and  deluded  the 
people  -wi(th  (lories  of  great  plenty  and  ellates  to  be 
had  for  going  for  in  thofe  parts  of  the  world  :  and 
tliey  have  been  the  better  able  to  feduce  people,  by 
rea;((w  -pf  the  neceffities  of  the  poor  of  late. 

The  people  that  go  from  hence  make  great  com- 
plain-ts  of  the  opprellions  they  fufier  here,  not  from 
the  government,  but  from  their  fellow  fubjeds  of 
one  kind  or  another,  as  well  as  of  the  dearnefs  of 
provifion,  and  fay  tbefc  opprelTions  are  one  reafon  of 
their  going. 

Vol.  J.  O  But 
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But  whatever  occafions  their  going,  it  is  certain 
tliat  above  4200  men,  women,  and  children  have 
been  (hipped  off  from  hence  for  the  IVefi  Indies  with- 
in three  years,  and  ot  thefe  above  3100  this  lafl: 
fummer.  Of  theie  poffibly  one  in  ten  may  be  a 
man  of  fubilance,  and  may  do  well  enough  abroad, 
but  the  cale  of  the  re(f  is  deplorable,  the  reft  either 
hire  themfelves  to  thofe  of  fubftance  for  their  paf- 
fage,  or  contract  v.ith  the  mailers  of  fliips  for  four 
years  fervitude  when  they  come  thither,  or  if  they 
make  a  fhift  to  pay  for  tlicir  paflage,  will  be  under 
a  neceflity  of  felling  themfelves  for  fervants  for  four 
years  for  their  (ubfillance  when  tliey  come  there. 

The  whole  north  is  in  a  ferment  at  prelent,  and 
people  every  day  engaging  one  another  to  go  next 
year  to  the  fVdJi  InJ:es.  The  humour  has  fpread 
like  a  contagious  diftemper,  and  the  people  will 
hardly  hear  any  body  that  tries  to  cure  them  of  their 
madnefs.  The  worft  is  that  it  affecf^s  only  proteft- 
ants,  and  reigns  chiefly  in  the  north,  which  is  the 
feat  of  our  linen  minuflK^hire. 

This  unfettled  Hate  puts  almoft  a  flop  to  trade, 
and  the  more  fo  as  feveral  who  were  in  good  credit 
before  have  taken  up  parcels  of  goods  on  truft  and 
difpofed  of  them,  and  are  gone  off  with  the  money, 
fo  that  there  is  no  trade  there  but  for  ready  mo- 
ney. 

We  have  had  it  under  our  confideration  how  to 
put  fome  flop  to  this  growing  evil:  we  think  by 
fome  old  laws  we  can  hinder  money  being  carried 
abroad,  and  flop  all  but  merchants-,  that  have  not  a 
licenfe,  from  going  out  of  the  kingdom. 

By  this  port  we  have  fen:  my  Lord  Lieutenant  the 
reprefentation  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  north,  and 
the  opinion  of  our  lavvyers  what  can  be  done  by 
law  to  hinder  people  going  abroad  ;  but  thet'e  are 
matters  we  fhall  do  nothing  in  without  directions 
from  his   Majelty.     But  whatever  can  be  done  by 

law. 
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law,  I  fear  it  may  be  dangerous  forcibly  to  hinder  a 
number  of  needy  people  from  quitting  us. 

There  is  one  method  tiiat  can  d<j  no  hurt,  and 
we  hope  may  do  good,  which  is  keeping  corn  at  a 
reafonable  price  till  next  harveft,  that  fo  dearnefs  of 
bread  may  drive  none  from  us.  And  to  compafs 
this  we  are  fubfcribing  for  a  fum  of  money  to  buy 
corn  where  it  can  be  had  the  cheapeft,  and  to  fell 
it  to  lofs  in  the  north,  to  keep  the  markets  down 
there ;  and  I  believe  we  fhall  have  good  fuccefs  in 
our  fubfcription. 

But  I  fear  except  leave  be  given  to  prohibit  by 
proclamation  the  exportation  of  corn  from  hence, 
we  fhall  fail  even  in  this  project. 

I  was  juft  willing  to  give  your  Grace  an  account  of 
our  prefent  difficulties,  and  fear  I  fhall  have  occafion 
to  trouble  you  more  on  this  fubjedt.

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We  are  endeavouring  here  by  a  fubicription,  to 
provide  againft  one  reafon  given  here  for  people  lea- 
ving us,  which  is  the  dearnefs  of  provifion,  by  ha- 
ving three  bad  harvefts  together  j  and  we  have  con- 
fulted  the  miniftry,  to  know  what  other  meafures 
that  are  in  our  power,  may  be  prop>er  to  be  taken. 

The  keeping  of  people  here  by  force,  will  I  fear, 
have  bad  confequences,  the  numbers  that  are  infect- 
ed with  this  humnur,  being  very  great ;  but  the  put- 
ting fome  difficulties  in  people's  way,  and  obliging 
fraudulent  debtors  to  pay  their  creditors,  may  pro- 
bably do  fome  good. 

I  am  very  forry  for  the  terrible  calamity  that  has 
befallen  thofe  of  Copenhagen^  and  heartily  wifh  them 
a  good  colledion  in  England^  but  a  colledlion  here 
will  turn  to  little  if  any  account.  V/e  had  ftnce  I 
came  hither,  a  colied\ion  for  the  proteftant  Churches 
in  Lithuania^  about  which  I  fpoke  to  feveral  bifhops 
at  parliament,  and  afterwards  wrote  a  circular  letter 
to  my  (uffragans,  and  to  every  clergyman  in  my 
diocefe,  to  promote  the  colle(ftion,  and  yet  there 
was  not  gathered  300  /•  in  the  kingdom,  and  of  that 
about  1 00  /.  came  out  of  my  diocefe.  But  at  pre- 
fent  with  the  defertion  of  our  people  in  the  north, 
and  the  want  of  corn  there,  little  can  be  expe<5ted 
from  even  thence,  where  proteftants  are  moil  nu- 
merous -,  and  Mu'ijier  and  Connaught  are  moftly  pa- 
pifts,  and  his  Grace  of  Dublin  is  againft  all  collec- 
tions for  foreigners  in  his  province  of  Leinjier.

But  as  your  Lordfliip  hinted  in  yours  that  it 
fhould  be  done  in  the  bell  manner  which  you  thought 
I  knew,  I  v/ent  on  at  the  fame  time  with  an  enquiry 
at  the  council  and  the  fecretaries  office,  into  what 
method  was  purfued  when  thofe  forms  of  prayer 
were  laft  altered,  which  Was  in  the  year  1715  :  and 
by  the  bocks  in  tlie  fecretary's  office  I  found  things 
then  took  a  longer  train  than  any  body  was  able  to 
inform  me  of,  which  I  fliall  communicate  to  the  other 
I-«rds  Juftices  tormorrow,  that  we  may  purfue  the 
fime  method  again,  and  when  things  are  fettled 
with  them,  lliall  fend  your  Lordfhip  an  account  of  it. 

As  the  time  is  too  fhort  to  make  any  fuch  altera- 
tion againfl  the  30Lh  of  January  now  approaching, 
there  will  be  time  enough  to  have  that  affair  purfued 
in  the  way  formerly  obferved,  before  the  29th  of 
Aday,  and  care  ihall  be  taken  accoi-dingly. 

But  the  alterations  his  Majefty  has  been  pleafed 
-to  order  lately  in  relation  to  the  Royal  Family,  can 
be  enforced  here  as  foon  as  your  Excellency  pleafes  to 
fend  us  his  Majefly's  commands  about  them. 

And  1  have  here  fent  your  Excellency  an  extradl 
of  your  letter  of  the  16th  of  June  1727,  in  which 
you  fent  us  his  Majefly's  iirll:  commands  on  that 
fubje(ft,  in  purfuance  of  which  we  then  iifued  a  pro- 
clamation, as  we  (liall  now,  fo  foon  as  we  receive  the 
like  orders.

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We  are  endeavouring  by  a  *  fiibfcription  to  raife 
money  and  buy  com,  to  fupply  the  neccllities  of  the 
north,  and  liave  hitherto  kept  the  maikets  there 
from  rifmg  unreafonably,  and  hope  to  do  fo  till  next 
harveft.  We  think  this  will  put  fome  ftop  to  the 
great  defertion  we  have  been  threatened  with  there  : 
and  fo  far  as  they  may  be  concerned  in  it,  I  hope  the 
landlords  will  do  their  part  by  remitting  fome  arrears 
or  making  fome  abatement  of  their  rents.  As  bad  as 
things  have  been  here,  I  am  fatisfied  the  bulk  of 
thefe  adventurers  worfl  themfelves  by  removing  to 
America^  and  hope  the  frenzy  will  gradually  abate. 

I  have  lately  received  a  letter  from  your  Grace  re- 
lating to  one  Mr.  Carols  a  convert,  which  I  liad  an- 
fwered  fooner,  but  that  I  ftaid  till  I  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  talking  with  my  Lord  Chief  Baron  about  his 
cale,  who  tells  me  he  has  an  extraordinary  bad  cha- 
racter, whatever  his  religion  may  be,  that  he  has  been

I  find  that  bufi-» 
nefs  has  been  wholly  managed  with  Dr.  Coohil/, 
without  acquainting  my  Lord  Chancellor  or  me  with 
what  has  been  doing  *.  Dr.  Coghill  has  indeed  had 
fome  difcourfe  with  me  about  what  ledlures  it  might 
be  proper  to  oblige  the  profelfors  to  read,  ai  d  under 
what  penalties ;  but  we  have  neither  of  us  been  let 
into  the  fecret  who  are  defigned  for  the  new  profef- 
fors.  I  could  therefore  wifh  that  beib  e  the  perfons 
are  fettled,  we  might  be  acquainted  who  they  are  to 
be,  that  your  Grace  may  be  informed  whether  they 
are  fuch  as  the  King's  friends  here  wifh  were  put  in.

I  TROUBLED  your  Grace  but  laft  poft  with 
fomewhat  relating  to  the  College  here.  But  as  I 
have  fince  learned  fomewhat  more  of  what  is  tranf- 
adling  there,  I  think  myfelf  obliged  to  give  you 
fome  farther  informations. 

As  it  may  happen  that  the  *  Vice-Chancellor  may 
be  fick  at  the  time  of  the  commencement,  when  de- 
grees are  to  be  given,  of  which  they  liave  two  in  a 
year,  one  juft  before  Lent,  the  other  at  the  time  of 
the  Cambridge  commencement,  it  was  tlie  cuftom  for 
the  Vice-Chancellor  to  name  a  Pro-Vice-Chancellor, 
to  officiate  in  cafe  of  the  Vice-Chancellor's  ficknefs  or 
abfence  ;  but  upon  the  laft  who  was  named  Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor  comii}g  to  be  fworn  before  Lord  Chancel- 
lor Middleton,  it  appeared  ihe  ftatuces  did  not  give 
any  power  to  the  Vice-Chancellor  to  name  a  deputy, 
upon  which  there  has  been  no  fuch  deputy  here  for 
fome  years. 

I  am  informed  that  to  prevent  any  accident  of  that 
nature,  it  has  been  propofed  to  have  an  additional 
ftatute  or  claufe  to  the  charter,  made  by  the  King, 
to  give  fuch  a  pov,.er  to  the  Vice-Chancellor,  which 
I  think  is  reafonable.  But  I  am  informed  hkewife, 
that  this  affair  is  taking  another  turn  in  Englandy 
and  tliat  they  are  for  appointing  three  Vice-Chancel- 
lors,  with  equal  power,  viz.  the  Bifhop  of  Clogher, 
the  prefent  Vice-Chancellor  ;  the  Biiliop  of  -f  Raphoe, 
who  never  comes  to  tov/n  but  in  parliament  time ;

■\  Dr.  Nicholas  Forjicr,  was  a  fenior  Fellov,'  of  the  Univerfitj 
of  DulUn,  afterwat-ds  Uilhbp  of  KiUalne,  from  whence  he  was. 
traiifl:ircd  to  Ra{>hoe.  '.'- 
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and  Dr.  Coghill^  one  of  the  reprefentatives  for  the 
Univerfity  in  parhament,  and  always  in  town. 

What  ieems  pretty  much  aimed  at  in  this  affair,  is 
to  give  Dr.  Cogkill  a  greater  weight  and  authority  in 
the  College  than  he  has  already.  And  as  he  is  the 
perfon  with  whom  the  affair  of  the  profefforfhips  has 
been  fettled,  as  well  as  who  are  to  be  profeiTors,  I 
think  his  weight  is  already  pretty  great. 

He  is  a  perfon  of  abilities,  and  of  a  fair  charafter, 
but  as  determined  a  fupporter  of  the  Irijh  againft  the 
Englijh  interefl  here,  as  any  body,  though  with  more 
prudence  than  many  others,  and  therefore  I  hope  it 
will  be  confidered  whether  it  be  fo  proper  to  give  him 
fo  mucli  authority  as  feems  now  putting  into  his 
hands  by  thefe  fchemes. 

..  There  is  one  thing  I  mufl  fuggeft  on  this  occafion, 
which  is,  that  as  the  Chancellor,  Vice-Chancellor, 
and  Archbifhop  of  Dublin  are  the  prefent  Vifitprs  of 
the  College,  it  is  polTible  one  thing  defigned  by  mak- 
ing three  Vice-Chancellors  (who  probably  may  all 
three  become  Vifi tors)  may  be  the  rendering  ufelefs 
the  power  of  the  Archbilfiop  of  Dublin  in  a  vifita- 
tion  of  the  College,  if  he  fnouJd  ever  be  an  Englip" 
man. 

I  cannot  help  fliying  I  think  it  would  have  been 
for  the  King's  fervice  here,  if  what  has  been  lately 
tranfadling  in  relation  to  the  Profeifors,  and  what  is 
now  doing,  had  been  concerted  with  fome  of  the 
Englijh  here,  and  not  wholly  with  the  natives,  and 
that  after  a  fecret  manner,  that  the  College  might 
have  thought  it  their  interefl:  to  have  fome  depen- 
dance  on  the  Englijh. 

And  here  I  cannot  help  fuggefting,  whether  if  any 
alteration  is  made  in  the  charter  with  relation  to  the 
Viee-Chancellor's  power,  it  may  not  be  proper  at  the 
fame  time  to  add  to  the  prefent  Vifitors,  the  Lord 
Primate  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  of  Ireland.,  for  the 
time   being ;   whom   his  Majeily  fhall   pleafe  from 

P  2  time 
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time  to  time  to  place  in  eminent  ftations  here ;  but 
hithert<j  all  thefe  College  affairs  have  been  kept  a  fe- 
cret,  from  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  me. 

I  hope  your  Grace  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  excufc 
the  trouble  of  this  long  letter.

I  THANK  your  Excellency  for  your  kind  order 
to  prefent  Mr.  Richardfoi'  to  the  union  of  Burn- 
cbtircb;  but  before  we  could  adually  pafs  his  patent 
for  it,  I  procured  a  copy  of  the  art  of  union  from 
the  Regifter  of  OJfory^  that  in  the  council -office 
being  burnt ;  upon  perufal  of  which  the  x'Vttorney- 
general  fays,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  the  Crown 
and  Bilhop  of  *  OJJory  are  to  prefent  alternately  to 
that  union,  and  that  as  the  Crown  prefented  the  laft 
turn,  the  Bifhop  is  to  prefent  this  turn  ^  fo  that  it  is 
to  no  purpofe  to  take  any  farther  ftep  in  that  affair. 

We  have  had  feveral  tumults  in  Cork,  IVaterford:, 
Limerick,  and  other  places  in  the  fouth,  on  pretence 
that  corn  was  exported  thence  to  England ;  though 
if  we  may  believe  the  merchants  here,  little  has  been 
attempted' to  be  exported  of  late,  but  to  the  north 
of  Ireland,  and  by  all  acccAmts  there  is  great  plenty 
in  thofe  parts,  and  corn  at  a  very  reafonable  price. 

We  have  wrote  to  the  feveral  magiftrates  in  thofe , 
parts  to  be  diligent  in  preferving  the  peace,  and  have 
ordered  the  officers  of  the  army  to  affift  the  civil  ma- 
giftrates on  occafion,  wherever  we  have^been  applied 
to  for  it.

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We  have  by  this  poll  fent  your  Excellency  the 
memorial  delivered  to  us  by  the  difTenting  minifters 
here,  from  the  letters  of  their  friends  in  the  north  : 
we  objeifted  againfl  two  heads  of  it,  as  we  have  ac- 
quainted your  Excellency  ;  but  there  is  another  part 
relating  to  the  grievances  about  tythes,  which  is  very 
far  from  being  true.  I  do  not  doubt  but  fome  per- 
fons  in  the  north  may  have  been  opprefled  by  the 
farmers  of  tythes.  But  I  have  at  every  vifitation  I 
have  held  had  as  great  complaints  from  the  clergy  of 
the  hardfhips  put  upon  them  by  the  people,  in  co- 
ming at  their  jufl  dues,  as  the  people  can  make  of 
being  any  ways  oppreifed  by  the  clergy  or  their 
tythe  farmers,  and  1  believe  with  as  much  reafon. 
As  to  the  expenfivenefs  of  the  fpiritual  courts  which 
they  complain  of,  that  will  be  very  much  avoided  by 
the  ad  palfed  iaft  felfions  for  the  more  eafy  recovery 
of  tythes  of  fmall  value.  And  indeed  the  gentlemen 
have  ever  fnice  I  came  hither,  been  putting  it  into 
the  heads  of  their  tenants,  that  it  was  not  their 
rents,  but  the  paying  of  the  tythes  that  made  them 
find  it  hard  to  live  on  their  farms.  And  it  is  eafy  to 
fee  that  this  was  a  notion  that  would  readily  take 
with  Scotch  preltyterians. 

We  Ihall  in  time  make  fome  farther  remarks  on 
that  memorial.

AS  we  are  in  a  very  bad  way  here,  I  think  my^ 
felf  obliged   to  give  your  Grace  fome  account 
of  it. 

The  fcarcity  and  dearnefs  of  provifion  ftill  in- 
creafes  in  the  north  ;  many  have  eaten  the  oats  they 
fliould  have  fowed  their  land  with  j    and  except  the 

JAnd- 
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andlords  will  have  the  good  (enk  to  furnifh  tliem 
with  ibed,  a  great  deal  of  land  will  lye  wafte  this 
year. 

There  has  been  fet  on  foot  a  iubfcription  here  in 
Dublin,  to  buy  corn  from  Mz/;//?(f;",  where  it  has 
been  very  cheap,  to  fend  it  to  the  north,  in  order  to 
keep  the  markets  down ;  but  though  we  have 
bought  about  3C00  /.  worth  of  oats,  oatmeal,  and 
potatoes  there,  yet  firft  by  the  continuance  of  eafter- 
ly  winds  for  three  weeks,  and  lince  by  the  infurree- 
tiors  of  the  mob  in  thofe  parts,  not  one  boat  load  is 
vet  arrived  in  the  nortli  ;  which  is  a  great  increafe  to 
th.eir  diilrefs. 

There  have  been  tumults  at  Limerick,  Cork,  IVa- 
terfcrd,  Cknmel,  and  other  places,  to  prevent  the 
corn  we  have  bought  from  going  to  the  north. 
Thofe  at  Limerick  and  Cork  have  been  the  worft, 
where  they  have  broken  open  ware-houfes  and  cel- 
lars, and  fet  w^iat  price  they  pleafed  on  provifions ; 
but  I  hope  we  fhall  hardly  hear  of  any  more  riots, 
having  given  the  necelTary  orders  both  to  the  civil 
and  military  officers  in  thofe  parts  to  take  care  to 
prevent  or  fupprefs  all  riots.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
the  buying  of  corn  there  has  raifed  their  markets; 
but  flill  as  we  are  allured  from  thence,  there  is  great 
plenty  in  the  country  ;  and  provifions  are  in  fome 
places  as  cheap  again  as  in  the  north  ;  but  where 
dearell,  at  leaft  one  third  part  cheaper.  There  is 
one  reflection  thefe  poor  wretches  have  not  made, 
that  by  their  riots  the  country  are  deterred  from 
bringing  them  in  provifions,  which  will  make  things 
dearer  in  thofe  places  than  the  exportation  they  are 
fo  angry  at. 

We  have  given  orders  to  the  feveral  magifhrates 
and  the  judges  of  alTize  to  have  the  rioters  profecuted 
and  feverely  punil"hed. 

The  Inimour  of  going  to  America  ftill  continues, 
and  the  fc.ircity  of  piovifions  certainly  makes  many 

cjuit 
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quit  us  :  there  are  now  feven  fhips  at  Belfaft  tliat 
are  carrying  off  about  1000  paflengers  thither  ;  and 
if  we  knew  how  to  flop  them,  as  mod  of  them  can 
neither  get  viduals  nor  work  at  home,  it  would  be 
cruel  to  do  it. 

We  have  fent  for  2400  quarters  of  rye  from  Co- 
pingjbery  ;  when  they  arrive  which  will  probably  be 
about  the  middle  of  May^  we  hope  the  price  of 
things  will  fall  confiderably  in  the  north,  and  we 
fuppofe  they  will  mend  pretty  much  when  our  fup- 
plies  arrive  from  Munfler. 

The  dilTenting  minifters  here  have  lately  delivered 
in  a  memorial  reprefenting  the  grievances  their  bre- 
thren have  ailigned  as  the  caufes  in  their  apprehen- 
fion  of  the  great  defertion  in  the  north  :  as  one  of 
thofe  caufes  relates  to  the  ecclefialtical  courts  here, 
and  as  it  is  generally  reported  here  that  the  Irijh  gen- 
tlemen at  London  are  for  throwing  the  whole  occafion 
of  this  defertion  on  the  feverity  of  tythes,  1  have  by 
this  pofl  written  to  the  Bifhop  of  London  a  very  long 
letter  on  that  fubjecfl,  and  have  defired  him  to  wait 
on  the  miniflry  and  difcourfe  with  them  on  that 
head. 

I  fhall  get  a  copy  of  this  memorial  and  fend 
your  Grace  my  thoughts  on  fome  other  parts  of  it.

AS  we  have  had  reports  here  that  the  IriJh  gen- 
tlemen in  London  would  have  the  great  bur- 
then of  tythes  thought  one  of  the  chief  grievances 
that  occafion  fuch  numbers  of  the  people  of  the 
north  going  to  America,  I  have  for  fome  time  defign- 
cd  to  write  to  your  Lordlliip  on  that  fubjed. 

But 
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But  a  memorial  lately  delivered  in  here  by  the  dif- 
fenting  miniflers  of  this  place,  containing  the  caufes 
of  this  defertion,  as  reprefented  to  them  by  the  let- 
ters of  their  brethren  in  the  north,  (which  memorial 
we  have  lately  Cent  over  to  m.y  Lord  Lieutenant,) 
mentioning  the  opprelTion  of  the  ecclefiaftical  courts 
about  tythes  as  one  of  their  greateft  grievances  :  I 
found  myfelf  under  a  necelhty  of  troubling  your 
Lordfhip  to  difcourfe  with  the  miniftry  about  it. 

The  gentlemen  of  this  country  have  ever  fince  I 
came  hither  been  talking  to  others,  and  perfuading 
their  tenants  who  complained  of  the  excelfivenefs  of 
their  rents,  that  it  was  not  the  paying  too  much  rent, 
but  too  much  tythe  that  impoverifhed  them  :  and 
the  notion  foon  took  among  Scotch  prefbyterians,  as 
a  great  part  of  the  proteftants  in  the  north  are^  who 
it  may  eafily  be  fuppofed  do  not  pay  tythes  with 
great  chearfulnels.  And  indeed  I  make  no  doubt  but 
the  landlords  in  England  might  with  great  eafe  raife 
a  cry  amongft  their  tenants  of  the  great  opprellion 
they  lie  under  by  paying  tythes. 

What  the  gentlemen  want  to  be  at  is  that  they 
may  go  on  raihng  their  rents,  and  that  the  clergy 
iliould  dill  receive  their  old  payments  for  their  tythe. 
But  as  things  have  happened  otherwife,  and  they  are 
very  angry  with  the  clergy,  without  confidering  that 
it  could  not  happen  otherwife  than  it  has,  fince  if  a 
clergyman  faw  a  farm  raifed  in  its  rent  e.  g.  from  10 
to  20  /.  per  ann.  he  might  be  fure  his  tythe  was  cerr 
tainly  worth  double  what  he  formerly  took  for  it. 
Not  that  I  believe  the  clergy  ha\e  made  a  proportion- 
able advancement  in  their  compohtion  for  their 
Tythes,  to  what  the  gentlemen  have  made  in  their 
rents.  And  yet  it  is  upon  this  rife  of  the  value  of 
tythfeii  that  they  would  perfuade  the  people  to  throw 
their  dillrefs. 

In  a  conference  I  had  with  the  diiTenting  minifters 
here  fome  weeks  ago,  they  mentioned  the  raifing  the 

value 
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value  of  tythes  beyond  what  had  been  forme:  ly  paid, 
as  a  proof  that  the  people  were  oppreffed  in  the  arti- 
cle of  tythes.  To  which  I  told  them,  that  the  rai- 
fing  the  value  of  tythes  did  not  prove  any  oppreflion, 
except  it  were  proved  that  the  value  was  greater  than 
they  were  really  worth  ;  and  that  even  then  the  far- 
mer had  his  remedy  by  letting  the  clergy  take  it  in 
kind. 

And  there  is  the  lefs  in  this  argument,  becaufe  the 
facft  is,  that  about  the  years  1694  and  '695,  the 
lands  here  were  almofl  waile  and  unfettled,  and  the 
clergy  in  the  lafl  diftrefs  for  tenants  for  their  tythes, 
when  great  numbers  of  them  were  glad  to  lett  their 
tythes  at  a  ver}^  low  value,  and  that  during  incum- 
bency, for  few  would  take  them  on  other  terms ; 
and  as  the  country  has  fince  fettled  and  improved, 
as  thofe  incumbents  have  dropt  off,  the  tythe  of 
thofe  parifhes  has  been  confiderably  advanced  with- 
out the  leafl  opprelTion,  b\it  I  believe  your  Lordlliip 
will  think  not  v/ithout  fome  grumbling.  The  lame 
no  doubt  has  happened  where  there  have  been  care- 
lefs  or  needy  incumbents,  and  others  of  a  different 
character  that  have  fucceeded  them. 

I  need  not  mention  to  your  Lordlhip  what  I  have 
been  forced  to  talk  to  feveral  here,  that  if  a  landlord 
takes  too  great  a  portion  of  the  profits  of  a  farm  for 
his  ffiare  by  way  of  rent,  (as  the  tythe  will  light  on 
the  tenants  ffia-re)  the  tenant  will  be  impoveridied  : 
but  then  it  is  not  the  tythe  but  the  increafed  rent 
that  undoes  the  farmer.  And  indeed  in  this  country, 
where  I  fear  the  tenant  hardly  ever  has  more  than 
one  third  of  the  profits  he  makes  of  his  farm  for  his 
fhare,  and  too  often  but  a  fourth  or  perhaps  a  fifth 
part,  as  the  tenant's  ffiare  is  charged  with  the  tythe, 
his  cafe  is  no  doubt  hard,  but  it  is  plain  from  wliat 
fide  the  hardfhip  arifes. 

Nor  need  I  take  notice  to  your  Lordffiip  of  what 
1  have  been  forced  to  talk  very  fully  here,  that  if 

t\n 
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the  land  were  freed  from  payment  of  tythe,  the  te- 
nant would  not  be  the  better  for  it,  but  the  land- 
lord, who  would  in  that  cafe  raife  his  rent  accord- 
ingly, and  would  probably  receive  15  or  20  s.  for 
additional  rent,  where  the  clergyman  now  receives 
JOS.  for  tythe;  and  that  it  would  be  the  fame  in 
proportion  if  the  tythes  were  fixed  to  fome  modus 
below  their  real  value,  which  I  am  apprehenfive  the 
gentlemen  may  attempt  to  do  by  a  bill  next  (ci- 
fions. 

As  for  the  complaints  of  the  oppreflions  in  the  ec- 
clefiaftical  courts,  your  Lordfhip  knows  the  dilatori- 
nefs  and  expenfivenefs  of  fuits  there.  And  yet  till 
within  (even  or  eight  years  all  fuits  for  tythes,  &c. 
were  there  ;  fmce  that  time  by  degrees  the  clergy 
have  fued  in  cafes  of  confequence  in  the  Exchequer  ; 
but  for  dues  of  fmall  value,  they  ftill  are  fued  for 
there.  But  in  the  main  no  body  fues  in  thofe  courts 
that  can  by  fair  means  get  any  thing  near  his  due ; 
iince,  when  the  clergy  have  put  peri'ons  into  thofe 
courts  the  defendants  either  give  them  all  the  delay 
and  trouble  they  can,  or  elfe  ftand  under  contempt 
for  never  appearing,  and  let  things  go  to  the  laft  ex- 
tremity,  and  ftand  excommunicated,  and  pollibly 
when  a  writ  de  excommunicato  capiendo  is  taken  out, 
and  they  find  they  have  7  or  8  /.  to  pay,  they  run 
away  :  for  the  greatefl  part  of  the  occupiers  of  the 
land  here  are  fo  poor,  that  an  extraordinary  ftroke 
of  8  or  10/.  falling  on  them,  is  certain  ruin  to 
them. 

1  can  aiTure  your  Lordfhip  that  at  every  vifitation 
I  have  held  here,  which  is  annually,  the  clergy  hav« 
made  as  great  complaints  of  the  hardfhips  put  upon 
them  by  the  people  in  getting  in  their  tythes,  espe- 
cially their  fmall  dues,  as  the  people  can  of  any  op- 
prcflion  from  die  clergy.  And  to  my  knowledge 
many  of  them  have  chofe  rather  to  lofe  their  fmall 
dues,  than  to  \yz  at  a  certain  great  expence  in  getting 

them, 
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them,  and  at  an  uncertainty  whether  the  farmer 
would  not  at  laft  run  away  without  paying  any 
thing.  And  I  can  affirm  to  your  Lordfhip  that  the 
laiety  here  are  as  troublefome  and  vexatious  as  they 
can  be  in  England^  and  from  time  to  time  fight  a 
caufe  of  no  great  value  through  the  Bifhop's  court, 
then  through  the  Archbifhop's,  and  thence  to  the 
Delegates,  where  the  clergy  fue  for  what  is  moft  evi- 
dently their  due. 

I  would  not  be  underflood  by  this  to  deny  that 
any  clergyman  or  farmer  of  tythes  ever  did  a  hard 
thing  by  the  people,  but  that  there  is  not  frequent 
occafion  of  complaint  againft  them. 

However  laft  fellions  we  palled  a  bill  here  for  the 
more  eafy  recovery  of  fmall  tythes,  &c.  which  I  be- 
Heve  will  remove  this  caufe  of  complaint,  fmcc  I  be- 
lieve very  few  will  fpend  fome  pounds  to  recover  that 
in  a  fpiritual  court,  which  may  be  recovered  for  fome 
(hillings  in  another  way. 

Upon  occafion  of  the  conference  I  had  fome  weeks 
ago  with  the  dilTenting  minifters  here,  I  have  en- 
quired of  feveral  of  the  clergy,  that  are  underftand- 
ing  and  fair  men,  who  have  alTured  me,  that  as  far 
as  their  knowledge  reaches,  they  believe  that  gene- 
rally the  farmers  do  not  pay  more  than  two  thirds  of 
the  real  value  of  their  tythes. 

Another  thing  they  complain  of  in  their  memoriiil 
is,  the  trouble  that  has  been  given  them  about  their 
marriages  and  their  fchool-mafters.  As  to  this  I 
told  them,  that  for  fome  time  they  had  not  been 
molefled  about  their  marriages,  and  that  as  to  their 
fchool-mafters  I  was  fure  they  had  met  with  very  lit- 
tle trouble  on  that  head,  fince  1  had  never  heard  any 
fuch  grievance  fo  much  as  mentioned  till  I  favv  it  in 
their  memorial. 

Another  matter  complained  of  is  the  facramental 
teft,  in  relation  to  which  I  told  them,  the  laws  were 
the  fame  in  England, 

As 
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As  for  other  grievances  they  mention,  fuch  as 
raifir.g  the  rents  unreafonably,  the  oppreflion  of  Juf- 
tfces  of  the  Peace,  fene(chals,  and  other  officers  in 
the  country,  as  they  arc  no  ways  of  an  ecclefiaflical 
nature,  I  iliall  not  trouble  your  Lordlliip  with  an  ac- 
cotmt  of  them  -,  but  muft  dtfire  your  Lordfhip  to 
talk  witli  the  minillry  on  the  fubjedt  I  have  now 
wrote  about,  and  endeavour  to  prevent  tlieir  being 
prepoifefled  with  any  unjuft  opinion  of  the  clergy, 
or  bemg  difpofed,  if  any  attempt  iTiould  be  made 
from  hence,  to  fuflfer  us  to  be  Ibipt  of  our  Juil 
lights  *.

receive  15  /.  It  is  but  doing  them  juftice  to  affirm,, 
that  they  are  very  well  aflfeded  to  his  Majefty  and 
his  Royal  Family,  and  by  the  beft  enquiries  1  could 
make,  do  their  endeavours  to  keep  their  congregati- 
ons from  deferting  the  country ;  not  more  than  one 
or  two  of  the  younger  minifters  having  any  ways 
encouraged  the  humour  now  prevailing  here.  And 
his  Majefty's  goodnefs  in  giving  them  fome  extraor- 
dinary relief  on  this  occafion  of  their  prefent  great 
diftrefs,  would  undoubtedly  make  them  more  active 
to  retain  their  people  here. 

I  cannot  help  mentioning  on  this  occafion  that  wliat 
with  fcarcenefs  of  corn  in  the  north,  and  the  lofs  of 
all  credit  there,  by  the  numbers  that  go  or  talk  of 
going  to  America,  and  with  the  difturbances  in  the 
fouth,  this  kingdom  is  at  prefent  in  a  deplorable  con- 
dition. But  I  hope  we  fhall  be  able  to  keep  every 
thing  pretty  quiet,  and  that  if  it  pleafe  God  to  fend 
lis  a  good  harveft,  things  will  gradually  mend.

mitted  it  to  your  Excellency,  before  it  made  any 
noife  ;  but  this  was  oppofed  as  being  too  precipitate, 
and  what  might  perhaps  be  called  a  job-work  ;  fo  the 
matter  was  referred  to  a  committee  in  the  common 
way,  who  on  Friday  was  fortnight  went  through  the 
gold  coins,  and  the  next  day  the  filver  ;  and  if  Mr. 
Conoily  had  not  gone  out  of  town  then  we  could  have 
finifhed  the  affair  on  Monday  followiiig  ;  but  he  not 
returning  till  Tudday  night,  we  could  not  have  a 
council  till  Wednefday^  againfl  which  time,  the  mer- 
chants at  the  infligrtion  of  the  baivk-f'.rs  and  other  re-' 
mitters  and  their  dependants,  had  <>.  petition  ready 
againft  the  fcheme.  They  pretended  not  to  be  rea^ 
dy  to  fpeak  then,  end  we  gave  them  till  Monday  to 
prepare,  I  muft  own  againft  my  advice. 

When  \^'e  met  on  Monday  was  fe'nnight  to  hear 
them,  we  had  a  petition  from  the  Lord  Mayor  and 
common- council  of  Dublin^  the  grand-jury  of  the 
county  and  of  the  city  of  Di^hlin,  and  from  the 
city  of  Cork^  againft  what  the  council  were  doing. 
The  merchants  who  appeared  were  perfons  all  con- 
cerned in  remittances,  and  crr.t  *  Bmdon^  a  broken 
merchant  of  Limerick.  I  and  lome  of  the  council 
anfwered  what  they  faid,  but  in  the  end  they  pre-» 
tended  they  were  not  quite  ready  ;  and  fo  they  were 
indulged  to  be  heard  again  as  laft  Monday.^  and  to 
offer  what  they  thought  proper. 

When  we  met  laft  Monday  we  had  a  petition  frora 
the  merchants  of  Londonderry  to  the  lame  purpofe 
with  the  others  ;  and  the  merchants  offered  a  fcheme,* 
the  llibftance  of  which  was,  raifing  the  Englip  fhil* 
ling  to  i^id.  and  finding  fome  fault  with  the  pro-t' 

iportions 

*  Dri'vid  Bindon,  Efq;  a  very  eminent  merchant,  of  exceeding 
good  family,  of  great  knowledge  in  tiade,  fuffered  much  in  the 
Souih  Sea  Scheme,  in  17.20,  and  was  a  member  of  parliament  in 
the  i^igT  of  George  II, 
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portions  of  the  feveral  pieces  of  gold  and  filver  in  our 
fcheme ;  in  which  if  there  are  any  errors,  they  will 
bed  be  correded  by  the  mafter  of  the  mint  in 
England. 

On  this  occafion  as  there  was  a  great  ajTembly  in  the 
council-chamber,  in  a  fpeech  I  made,  I  endeavoured 
to  iTiew  the  neceflity  of  doing  what  we  propofed ; 
the  pernicioufnefs  of  raifing  Englijh  filver,  what  the 
nation  loft  by  our  prefent  inequality  of  gold  and  filver, 
who  were  the  gainers  by  it,  and  anfwered  their  ob- 
jections ;  and  defired  all  to  remember  who  had  hin- 
dered the  removing  of  our  prefent  evil,  if  the  fer- 
ment that  had  been  raifed  among  the  people  fhould 
make  it  advifeable  not  to  proceed  any  farther  in  the 
affair. 

When  the  petitioners  retired,  the  prevailing  opinion 
in  the  council  was,  that  though  the  thing  propofed 
by  the  committee  was  moft  certainly  for  the  advan- 
tage of  the  kingdom,  yet  confidering  the  prefent 
clam.our  and  uneafinefs  of  the  people  againft  it,  it 
was  moft  prudent  to  let  the  affair  reft. 

For  the  better  underftanding  of  this  I  muft  acquaint 
your  Lordfhip  that  they  have  univerfally  poifeffed  the 
people  that  the  fcheme  is  an  EngliJIj  project,  formed 
in  England.,  and  carried  on  by  my  Lord  Chancellor, 
myfelf,  and  other  Englijh  here,  with  a  defign  to 
drain  this  kingdom  of  their  gold,  as  they  are  already 
drained  of  their  filver. 

As  I  found  this  had  been  induftrioufly  fpread 
among  the  people,  in  my  *  fpee ch  on  Monday.,  I  gave 
them  an  account  what  applications  had  been  made  to 

your 

*  My  Lord  Primate  was  faid  upon  great  provocation  from 
Eaton  Stannard,  Efq;  Recorder  of  Dublin,  to  have  been  a  little  off 
his  guard  at  this  time,  and  for  this  once  to  have  fpoken  lome  hafty 
words  ;  but  the  Recorder  fuffered  for  his  temeriiy  all  his  life  time 
afterwards,  the  government  would  never  make  him  a  Judge, 
though  he  was  a  good  lawyer  and  an  honed  man  ;  it  appears  indeed 
in  Siuift's,  letters,  that  he  had  been  chofen  Recorder  by  his  intereft. 
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your  Excellency  on  this  fubjedl  when  you  was  here 
the  fiift  time,  what  had  been  done  in  it  in  the  year 
1726,  in  council  and  out  of  it,  and  Ihewed  that  at 
prefent  England  got  i\  per  cent,  in  all  goods  they 
bought  here,  which  advantage  they  would  lofe  by 
this  reduAion,  fo  that  the  fcheme  could  not  come 
from  thence. 

I  am  forry  his  Majefty's  gracious  intentions  and 
your  Excellency's  kind  endeavour  to  fave  this  nation 
from  a  certain,  though  flow  ruin,  fhould  meet  with 
no  better  a  return  here  ^  but  I  hope  thofe  things  have 
been  faid  on  this  occafion,  that  v/ith  an  increafe  of 
our  fufferings  here,  will  by  degrees,  open  the  eyes 
of  men  of  kv\(t^  and  that  a  time  may  come,  when 
petitions  will  be  offered  in  behalf  of  the  reduction 
propofed.

I  have  only  this  to  mention 
farther  to  your  Lordfhip,  that  if  things  end  in  a  va- 
cancy of  a  bifhoprick  here,  which  Dean  Gore  is  not 
wilhng  to  take,  1  Ihould  willingly  recommend  to  your 
favour  either  Dean  A  cock^  or  Ejfex  Edgworth  Chan- 
cellor of  Ardagh,  to  fucceed.     1  am,

My  Lord,  Dublin,  May  20,   1729. 

1HAVE  received  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's 
of  the  13th  inff.  and  I  hope  you  have  received 
mine  of  the  fame  date,  giving  an  account  of  what 
has  pafled  in  council  in  relation  to  the  coin. 

Your  Lordfhip  might  juftly  fuppofe  after  the  ap- 
plications made  to  you  on  that  head,  that  the  regu- 
lation propofed  in  relation  to  the  gold  would  have 
palTed  to  the  univerfal  fatisfadion  of  the  kingdom, 
as  it  is  undoubtedly  for  its  benefit.  But  your  Ex- 
cellency rightly  obferves,  that  you  are  acquainted 
with  the  humour  of  the  people  here,  and  fo  are  lefs 
furprifed   at  the  oppofition  given   to  it :  and  indeed 

except 
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ekcept  what  oppofition  was  owing  to  the  bankers,  all 
the  reft  turned  upon  their  being  unwilling  to  be 
ferved  by  Englijhmen^  and  it  was  not  any  argument 
againft  the  thing  that  weighed  with  thofe  who  made 
loud  clamours  againfl  it,  but  its  being  propofed  and 
l";ipported  by  Engl  fJjmen  \  and  this  was  the  popular 
argument  to  prove  there  was  lomewhat  amifs  in  it. 

We  have  proceeded  with  as  much  prudence  and 
caution  in  this  affair  as  we  could.  And  we  chofe  to 
hear  the  merchants  Ipeak  to  the  fubjedt,  rather  than 
barely  receive  their  nkmorial,  that  we  might  have 
an  opportunity  of  undeceiving  the  people  by  what 
we  could  fay  againft  them  in  publick,  whereas  the 
people  could  have  known  noticing  of  what  palfed  in 
a  debate  in  the  council. 

As  the  memorial  was  fent  to  your  Excellency  I 
thought  it  would  be  wrong  to  print  it  without  your 
leave  •  but  I  have  no  tlioughtsof  printing  that  or  any 
thing  elle  on  the  fubjedl,  till  the  people  are  grown 
cool,  and  my  Lord  Chancellor  thinks  it  advilable  \ 
and  then  it  ftiall  be  fucli  a  one  as  he  approves  of,  but 
we  will  carefully  avoid  doing  any  thing  in  this  matter 
that  may  enflame  the  nation. 

What  has  been  hinted  to  me,  as  a  thing  that  would 
oblige  the  bankers  to  keep  more  cafh  by  them  than 
they  do,  and  would  probably  by  degrees  bring  the 
merchants  to  keep  their  own  calli  is,  if  the  officers 
ot  the  revenue  were  ftriclly  enjoined  to  take  only 
cafn,  and  not  bankers  notes  for  payments  in  the  re- 
venue, thegreateft  part  of  which  are  at  prefent  made 
in  bankers  notes :  befides  it  would  have  another 
great  advantage,  which  is,  that  as  things  now  ftand, 
it  any  run  fhould  happen  upon  tlie  bankers,  the  go- 
vernment has  not  one  penny  of  money  to  go  on 
withi  but  in  the  otiier  cafe,  they  would  have  fome 
money  at  command.  But  I  do  not  fpeak  of  this  as  a 
thing  any  ways  prcjper  to  be  done  at  prelent  i  fincc 
I    fear  in    our    prejcnt  diftrefs,    if   the  government 

were 
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were  to  refufe  taking  the  notes  of  bankers,  it  would 
caufe  an  immediate  run  upon  them  -,  which  as  our 
circumflances  now  (land,  would  put  a  flop  to  all 
trade  and  payments  amongfl:  us  :  but  I  mention  it  as 
a  thing  worth  .your  Excellency's  confideration,  when 
we  have  the  happinefs  of  your  prefence  with  us. 

As  every  thing  is  very  quiet  here,  and  we  hope 
likely  to  continue  fo,  I  cannot  apprehend  that  there 
is  any  neceflity  of  your  LordHiip's  coming  hither  be- 
fore September  ;  whenever  I  can  learn  that  there  is  oc- 
cafion  for  it,  I  will  not  fail  giving  your  Excellency 
advice  of  it. 

Since  we  fent  to  your  Lordfliip  Mr.  Efpin\  and 
Mr.  Vaughan'?,  memorials,  I  have  learned  that  Mr. 
Efpin  has  already  about  200/,  per  ami.  in  the 
church,  and  as  much  temporal  eftate  ;  whereas  Mr. 
Vaughan  has  nothing  but  a  curacy,  fo  that  the  vica- 
rage given  to  him,  will  be  befbowed  on  one  who  very 
much  wants  it.

I  Have  lately  troubled  your  Grace  with  two  or 
three  letters  on  occafion  of  the  death  of  the  Arch- 
bifliop  of  Dublin^  with  my  opinion  whom  I  thought 
moft  proper  to  fucceed  to  that  fee,  according  as  his 
Majefty  Ihould  pleafe  to  pitch  upon  one  on  the  bench 
i  n  England  or  here. 

I  am  fenfible  his  Majefty  was  in  fuch  a  hurry,  as  he 
was  jull  then  going  abroad,  when  the  firft  advice  of 
his  Grace's  death  came,  that  it  could  not  be  expecfted 
that  affair  fhould  be  fettled  before  his  departure  : 
but  I  am  forry  to  hear  that  it  is  generally  talked  at 
London^  that  the  archbifhoprick  is  not  likely  to  be 
difpofed  of  till  his  Majefty's  return. 

As  our  parliament  will  probably  meet  in  Septem- 
ber^ or  the  beginning  of  05fober,  I  cannot  but  think 
it  would  be  for  his  Majefty's  fervice  here  if  a  fuc- 
ceflor  were  fettled  in  the  archbifhoprick  time  enough 
for  him  to  form  fome  acquaintance  and  intereft  here 
before  the  parliament  is  opened,  and  to  let  the  dif- 
appointments  of  fome  who  are  feeking  for  that  fta-

I  Have  been  favoured  with  your  Lordfhip'sof  the 
3d  inftanr. 

I  am  glad  that  thofe  who  make  an  unjuft  clamour 
about  tythes  here,  have  had  more  modefty  than  to 
think  they  could  perfuade  people  on  your  fide  of  the 
water  to  believe  that  to  be  one  of  tliecaufes  of  pro- 
teftants  going  hence  to  America. 

I  thank  your  Lordfhip  for  defigning  to  attend  when 
the  caufe  Mr.  Horan  is  concerned  in  comes  before 
the  Lords  ;  it  is  a  caufe  ot  fome  confequence  to  this 
country. 

There  had  been  formerly  fome  objedion  made  to 
Mr.  Stephens  being  Canon  oi  Chrijl  Church,  on  ac- 
count of  there  being  a  want  of  perfons  to  bear  office 
there  :  but  I  hoped  it  had  been  removed  by  his  of- 
fering to  be  treafurer,  and  finding  one  to  act  under 
him,  for  whofe  honedy  he  would  be  fecurity.  I  be- 
lieve half  the  treafurers  there  have  t:  anCacied  their 
bufinefs  by  one  of  their  fervants,  (and  poOibly  the 
Bifhop  of  0;c/(?r^  did  fo)  without  being  fecurity  for 
them. 

I  cannot  but  think  I  am  hardly  ufed  in  this  affair, 
to  have  a  flop  put  to  a  promife  made  me  fome  years 
ago  and  fince  renewed,  to  gratify  the  oppofition 
made  by  my  fucceffor,  who  neither  has  done,  nor 
is  capable  (if  I  may  fay  fo  without  vanity)  of  doing 
that  fervice  to  the  crown  which  I  have  done  here  and 
at  Oxford, 

I  thank 
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I  thank  your  Lordfhip  for  the  fcrvice  you  have 
done  Mr.  Stepketn  in  this  affair,  and  recommend  him 
to  your  farther  protection. 

Your  Lordfhip  I  dare  fay,  does  not  doubt  of  my 
friendlhip  to  the  Bifhop  of  St.  David' s^^  and  I  am 
thorouglily  fatisficd  of  his  being  a  good  church- man, 
and  as  fall  a  friend  to  that  branch  of  our  conftitu- 
tion  as  any  man.  And  I  did  not  fet  up  a  rival  againft 
him,  but  your  L-)rdfliip  knows  in  a!)  recommenda- 
tions on  ihefe  occafions  I  have  thought  it  prudent  to 
mention  two  perfons  ;  fince  if  one  lliould  prove  lefs 
acceptable,  [  am  not  prefent  to  recommend  a  fecond. 
And  I  have  reafon  to  beheve  that  great  intereft  has 
been  formed  for  the  Bifhop  of  Femes  on  the  other 
fide  of  the  water  two  years  ago,  and  fince  often  re- 
newed there  for  the  poft  now  vacant.  For  this  rea- 
fon I  thouglit  proper  to  name  him  with  the  Bifliop  of 
St.  David^s  ;  fince  it  is  very  much  for  his  Majefty's 
fervice  that  there  fhould  be  a  good  underftanding 
between  the  new  archbifhop  and  myfelf  i  as  I  am 
fure  there  will  be,  whether  his  Majefty  pirches  upon 
the  Bifhop  of  St.  David's  or  the  Bilhop  of  Femes-, 
and  as  to  the  latter,  I  can  affure  your  Lordlhip  he 
has  given  here  no  occafion  to  be  thought  no  friend 
to  the  Church,  and  is  allowed  by  every  body  to  be 
a  good  fpeaker  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  and  confe- 
quently  will  be  fo  in  the  council  :  and  1  mud  inform 
your  Lordfhip  that  is  of  no  Imall  confquence  to  the 
fupport  of  his  Majefty's  fervice  and  the  Englijb  in- 
lerefl  here. 

I  am  very  forry  to  find  the  choice  is  likely  to  be  put 
off  for  fo  lung  a  time,  fince  it  is  of  moment  to  our  af- 
fairs here,  that  the  new  Archbifhop  fhould  be  fettled 
and  have  time  to  look  about  him,  if  pofi'ible,  before 
our  parliament  meets,  whicli  will  be  the  latter  end  of 
Sepitmher  or  beginning  of  OBober.  But  there  is  one 
thing  1  mufl  beg  of  your  Lordfhip  to  guard  againfl, 
that  under  a  notion  of  not  offending  the  friends  of 

either 
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either  of  the  prelent   candidates,  a  new  perfon  may 
not  beclapt  upon  us. 

i  can  eafily  fee  and  no  one  here  doubts,  but  there 
is  fuch  a  perfon  in  view,  who  will  neither  be  ac- 
ceptable here,  nor  of  fervice  to  the  EnglifJj  intereft.  I 
hope,  after  what  I  have  written  in  many  letters  before, 
I  need  not  again  urge  the  neceflity  of  the  fee  not  be- 
ing filled  with  a  native  of  this  country. 

I  am  forry  peace  and  war  continue  ftill  (b  un- 
certain :  and  fear  the  Spaniards  are  trifling  with  us, 
fo  as  to  lofe  the  time  of  adion  for  this  year,  which  if 
they  Ihould  do  it  will  light  heavy  on  the  miniftry.

TH  E  repeated  accounts  we  have  here  that  the 
archbifhoprick  of  Dublin  is  not  likely  to  be 
difpofed  of  till  his  Majefty's  return,  are  the  occafion 
of  my  giving  you  this  trouble. 

If  things  are  not  already  fixed  othcrwife,  I  would 
beg  leave  to  reprefent  that  I  think  it  would  be  for  his 
Majefty's  fervice  here  to  have  that  affair  fettled  as 
foon  as  it  conveniently  can.  The  felTion  of  our  par- 
liament will  come  on  in  September  or  Otiuber  ;  and  I 
could  wifh  that  thofe  here  who  may  be  difpleafed 
that  they  are  not  confidered  on  this  occafion,  or 
that  the  pofl  is  beftowed  on  an  Engli^man,  may 
have  time  to  cool  before  the  meeting  of  the  par- 
hament. 

If  his  Majefly  fliall  pleafe  to  fend  us  an  Arch- 
bifhop  from  England^  it  would  be  of  fervice  to  the 
King's  affairs  here  that  he  ihould  be  lettled  and  form 
fome  acquaintance,  and  begin  to  have  weight  againft 
the  feflion.     Or  if  his  Majefty  (hall  pleafe  to  fill  that 

ftation 
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ftaiion  with  one  from  the  bench  here,  I  think  it 
would  be  beft  to  have  the  confequent  removes  over 
by  that  time. 

I  have  lb  often  before  the  vacancy  happened,  wrote 
of  the  neceflity  of  filling  the  place  with  an  Engli/b- 
man,  that  I  hope  1  need  not  make  any  new  repre- 
fentation  on  that  head. 

It  is  likewife  of  fome  confequence  that  the  perfon 
pitched  upon  be  one  whom  I  may  depend  upon  for 
ihere  being  a  good  agreement  betwixt  him  and 
me,  which  I  am  fure  will  be  the  cafe,  if  either  the 
Bifhop  of  St.  David^s  or  the  Bifhop  of  Femes  be  the 
perfon. 

And  I  fhould  be  very  forry  if  the  effe(f\  of  this 
delay  fhould  be  the  bringing  on  the  (tage  fome  other 
candidate,  which  is  what  is  by  many  here  appre- 
hended to  be  in  fome  meafure  aimed  at,  by  defening 
this  matter  for  (o  long  a  time. 

Whether  any  fuch  thing  be  defigned  you  are  beft 
able  to  judge,  and  I  beg  leave  to  recommend  it  to  you 
to  prevent  any  fuch  ufe  being  made  of  it.

fomfe  new  perfon  on  this  fide  of  the  water.  I  can 
aiTure  you,  lo  far  as  I  may  be  fuppofed  capable  of 
judging,  there  is  nobody  on  the  bench  here  fo  able 
to  do  his  Majefly  fervice  in  this  country,  nor  I  think 
of  thofe  who  would  willingly  take  the  archbifhop- 
rick, any  fo  acceptable  to  the  well  afFeded  of  this 
kingdom,  nor  can  1  depend  fo  firmly  on  being  aflifted 
in  all  publick  affairs  by  any  one  here,  as  the  BiOiop 
of  Fernes,  1  beg  leave  to  lay  thefe  things  plainly 
before  you,  and  to  defire  your  help,  that  fome  other 
perfon  here  may  not  be  worked  in,  who  may  be  of 
little  or  no  fervice,  (and  perhaps  difiervice)  where  all 
pollible  help  is  little  enough.

AS  I  have  made  bold  to  trouble  you  in  aflfairs  of 
greater  confequence,  I  hope  you  will  excufe 
this  trouble  in  a  matter  of  lels  importance,  but  in 
which  my  friendfhip  for  the  perfon  concerned  makes 
me  very  (olicitous. 

Before  I  left  England  i  obtained  a  promife  of  the 
next  canonry  of  Chri/}  Church  for  Mr.  Stephens,  of 
Maiden  in  Surrey,  and  have  fince  been  frequently  pro- 
mifed  that  he  fhould  have  that  or  an  equivalent. 

When  a  canonry  fell  there  by  the  death  of  Dr. 
Stratford,  a  little  before  his  Majefty  went  abroad,  I 
renewed  my  application  tor  Mr.  Stephens,  but  found 

R  2.  that 
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that  upon  lome  objedions  made  to  Mr.  Stephens  on  ac- 
count of  the  misfortune  of  his  eyes,  it  was  rather  defign- 
ed  to  give  that  canonry  to  Dr.  Knipe^  and  to  give  fomc 
other  equivalent  to  Mr.  Stephens  ;  but  the  better  to 
fecure  the  performance  to  Mr.  Stephens^  it  was  thought 
proper  to  keep  that  canonry  open  till  he  wasad^ually 
provided  for. 

Now  as  his  Majefty  is  upon  his  return,  and  it  is 
probable  Dr.  Knip  will  be  very  defirous  to  be  put  in 
polTeflion  of  the  canonry  intended  for  him,  the  favour 
I  have  to  afk  of  you,  Sir,  is  that  Dr.  Knipe  may  not 
be  made  Canon,  till  Mr.  S.'epbens^  who  had  a  prior 
promife  of  that  preferment,  is  otherwife  provided 
for.

molt  of  our  clergy  have  neither  houfe  nor  glebe,  we 
are,'  for  trying  to  help  .thcni  to  fome.  We  at- 
.terop.tpd  laft  fefiion  to  have  a  bill  to  impqwer  a  tenant 
jh  t^lii  to  make  a  grant  of  40  acres,  at  the  full  im- 
proveci' value  for  a  glebe,  which  was  difapproved  in 
Engliirid.  We  would  now  attempt  to  impower  fuch 
t^jiant  to  grant  a  glebe  of  20,  or  rather  than  fail, 
of  lb  acres,  on  the  fnne  conditions  as  before.  But 
we. would  fiift  willingly  know  what  would  be  allowed 
of  in  E^'glflnd.

I  HAVE  had  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of  the 
14th  inflant,  and  am  too  fenfible  of  the  hurry 
of  bufmefs  in  England  to  expe(5t  a  regular  correfpon- 
dence  from  your  Grace's  ftation.  I  have  the  beft 
proofs  of  my   not  being  negle<5\ed  by  your  Lordfhip 

and 
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and  others  in  the  minillry  by  my  having  been  hither- 
to.fupported  here. 

As  the  feflion  of  our  parliament  is  now  opened, 
I  think  his  Majefly  does  very  right  in  not  filling 
the  archbifhoprick  of  Dublin  till  our  parliament 
rifes,  and  (hall  fay  nothing  farther  on  that  fubjed  at 
prefent,  than  that  I  hope  it  will  at  lafl  be  filled  with 
an  EngUpDmcui. 

Your  Grace  has  no  doubt  had  an  account  of  Mr. 
Cotwlly's  illnefs,  and  quitting  the  chair,  and  Sir  Ralph 
Gore  being  chofen  in  his  room.  It  is  likely  Mr.  Co- 
»o//y  will  not  live  many  day?. 

The  fefTion  has  opened  very  well,  and  moft  of  the 
members  feem  difpofed  and  promifc  to  provide  fome 
fund  to  pay  intereft  for  about  200,000  /.  of  our  debts, 
till  We  are  able  to  pay  them.  And  indeed  without 
fuch  a  provifion,  the  wheels  of  the  government  will 
be  fo  clogged  here,  that  in  cafe  of  any  accident,  we 
ftiall  hardly  be  able  to  fend  a  regiment  abroad,  if 
called  for.  But  at  the  fame  time  there  is  a  very  bad 
fpirit,  I  fear,  artfully  fpread  among  all  degrees  of 
men  amongft  us,  and  the  utmoft  grumbling  againfl 
England,  as  getting  ail  our  money  from  us  either  by 
trade  or  otherwife. 

And  this  fpirit  has  been  heightened  by  a  *  book 
lately  publiPned  here  about  the  abfentees,  who  ac- 
cording to  the  calculation  ol  that  author,  draw 
from  us  about  t  62,000 /.  per.  ann.  It  is  certain 
the  fum  of  his  calculations  are  wrong,  fince  ac- 
cording to  them,  about  440,000/.  per.  ann.  would 
be  paid  by  us  as  as  our  bailance  of  trade,  &c.  which 
if  true,  would  in  about  three  years  have  left  us  with- 
out money.

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And  I  believe  among  lefs  inieHigent  perfons,  they 
are  for  taxing  the  abfentees  ^s.  in  the  pound  j  but 
I  am  fatisRed  the  men  of  Ccnk  in  either  houfe  are 
too  wife  to  make  an  attempt  of  that  nature,  which 
they  know  could  only  exafp>crate  England^  without 
ever  having  fuch  a  bill  returned  to  us. 

We  are  no  doubt  in  a  miferable  condition,  by 
having  had  three  o.^  four  bad  harvefts  together,  and 
if  God  had  not  blclTed  us  with  a  plentiful  crop  this 
harveft,  v/e  had  been  ruined  for  fome  years,  but  I 
hope  v.e  fhall  pick  up  by  degrees. 

But  there  is  an  evil  fpirit  here,  that  inflead  of 
ov/ning  whence  our  calamities  really  came,  would 
throw  all  upon'  England. 

The  abfentees  ipending.  their  money  there,  the 
reflraints  upon  oiVr  v/ool  afid  woollen  manufactures, 
the  encreafe  of  the  eftaHifhment  penfions,  though 
we  tell  them  his  prefent  M■aj^lly  has  granted  none, 
and  our  regim.ents  being  at  Gibraltar^  though  we 
tell  them  the  common  defence  of  England  and  Ire- 
land requiu  ■  t.  art  the  great  topicks  of  complaint. 
On  Tuefday  they  went  into  a  committee  on  the  ftate 
of  the  nation,  where  thefe  heads  were  opened  with 
fome  others,  and  on  Monday  they  are  to  fit  again. 
Whether  they  will,  as  fome  propofe,  draw  up  a  me- 
morial to  be  preiented  to  his  Majefly,  fetting  forth 
their  mifery  to  no  purpofe  ^  or  whether  they  will, 
as  the  v/ileil  amonofl  them  are  diipofed,  content 
themfelves  to  redreis  fuch  evils  as  they  can,  is  hard 
to  judge.  I  rather  hope  things  will  end  the  latter 
way,  after  the  warm  men  have  been  permitted  to 
difcharge  their  fire. 

God  be  thajiked  the  government  is  not  concerned  in 
thefe  heats^  nor  the  adminijlr ation  fallen  on.  And  I 
may  venture  to  fay  theie  has  not  been  any  fuch  im- 
partial adminiftration  here  fmce  the  revolution,  as 
has  been  for  the  five  years  lafl  pafl,  that  the  go- 
vernm-ent  has  been  in  Engltflj  hands.

If  I  can  judge  any  thing  in  the  matter,  there  is  a 
neceflity  of  continuing  to  fupport  the  Englijh  interefl 
here,  or  what  things  may  in  time  come  to,  I  (hall 
leave  to  others  to  think. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  Mr.  Conolly's  illnefs  and 
impoHibility  of  ever  adling  again,  has  made  things 
worfe  than  ufual,  as  it  mufl:  be  fome  time  before 
the  feveral  clans  that  united  under  him,  can  fettle 
under  a  new  director.  But  fleadinefs  in  England, 
w;//,  I  doubt  not^  by  degrees  fettle  us  again  here. 

I  am  very  glad  to  find  my  endeavours  here  are  ac- 
cepted by  his  Majefiy,  and  favourably  thought  of  by 
the  mini/iry.  I  fhall  continue  to  promote  his  Ma- 
jefty's  fervice  here  to  the  utmoft  of  my  power.  [

I  AM  very  forry  I  mufl  acquaint  your  Grace  that 
the  ill  fpirit  I  m.entioned  in  my  lafl  ftill  increafes, 
or  at  leaft  feems  to  intimidate  thofe  who  are  better 
difpofed  in  the  Houie  of  Commons. 

The  pri\'y^  council  was  attacked  on  Saturday  lad  a- 
bout  the  overdrawing  of  the  concordatum  for  the  two 
laft  years  ^  but  the  Committee  then  broke  up  without 
any  conclufion,  by  its  being  carried  that  the  chair- 
man fhould  leave  the  chair.  On  Monday  they  feemed 
to  have  dropped  the  farther  purfuit  of  that  affair ; 
but  on  T'uejdriy  it  was,  through  non-attendance  of 
fome,  and  ill-concerted  meafures  of  thofe  prefent, 
carried  without  withdrawing,  that  the  over-drawings 
of  the  concordatum  would  be  of  ill  confequence  to 
the  kingdom. 

To-morrow  it  is  expected  that  there  will  be  a  re- 
port to  the  houfe  from  the  committee,  when  we  are 
promifed  that  the  houfe  will  difagree  with  the  com- 
mittee. If  gentlemen  will  attend  and  unite  in  their 
meafures  it  may  eafily  be  done  \  but  hitherto  there 
hrs  been  very  little  agreement,  nor  any  well  concert- 
ed management  in  that  houfe.     There  is  no  doubt 

but 
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biit  Mr.  ConrJly's  illnefs  has  been  one  occafion  of  this 
disjointednefs,  and  it  will  require  time  to  bring  the 
feveral  clans  which  united  in  him  to  center  in  ano- 
ther. 

After  his  death  being  expe6ted  for  feveral  days, 
Mr.  Conol/y  died  this  morning  about  one  o'clock. 
He  has  left  behind  him  a  very  great  fortune,  fome 
talk  of  17,000  /.  per  ann. 

As  his  death  makes  a  vacancy  among  the  commif- 
fioners  of  the  revenue,  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  I 
have  been  talking  with  my  Lord  Lieutenant  on  that 
fiibjecft,  and  we  all  agree  it  will  be  for  his  Majefty's 
fervice  that  a  native  fucCeed  him  :  and  as  Sir  Ralph 
Gore,  the  new  fpeaker,  does  not  care  to  quit  the  port: 
of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  which  he  is  already 
pofleffed  of,  and  which  by  an  addition  made  to  the 
place  by  his  late  Majefly  is  worth  better  than  800  /. 
per  ann.  and  is  for  life,  to  be  made  one  of  the  com- 
miilioners,  we  join  in  our  opinion  that  the  mofh  pro- 
per perfon  here  to  fucceed  Mr.  ConoUy  is  Dr.  Coghill  % 
who  is  already  a  perfon  of  weight,  and  has  done 
fervice  in  the  parliament ;  and  we  think  by  this  ad- 
dition will  be  more  capable  of  ferving  his  Majefty 
both  in  and  out  of  the  houfe.

IN  my  laft  I  gave  your  Grace  an  account  of  a  re- 
folution  pafTed  in  the  committee  of  accounts,  re- 
lating to  the  overdrawings  of  the  concordatum.. 
When  the  committee  came  to  make  their  report^ 
it  was  unanirnoufly  agreed  to  have  that  refolution 
expunged.

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There  were  likewife  in  the  fame  committee 
great  h.eats  about  over-drawing  the  military  con- 
tingencies, but  without  coming  to  any  relblution 
about  it. 

As  thefe  two  articles  are  the  only  branches  of 
payment  that  can  be  charged  with  any  unforefeen 
expence,  or  be  ufed  in  cafe  of  any  emergency,  upon 
talking  with  feveral  members  of  the  necellity  of 
fame  fuch  fund  to  have  recourfe  to  on  occafion,  they 
were  brought  to  drop  their  firft  heat. 

Almoft  every  day  this  week  has  been  fpent  in  the 
committee  of  ways  and  means ;  about  granting  the 
iifual  additional  duties  there  has  been  no  difpute, 
but  about  providing  for  the  intereft  of  200,000  /. 
debt  owing  by  the  publick,  whether  it  fhould  be  in 
the  grand  bi'l  of  fupply,  or  in  a  bill  by  itlelf ;  and 
the  laft  being  agreed  on,  whether  only  for  two  years, 
or  till  the  debts  are  paid,  it  is  carried  only  for  two 
years.  The  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  interejft  is 
an  additional  duty  upon  wines  and  brandies,  and  4  s. 
in  the  pound  upon  abfent  officers,  civil  or  military ; 
in  the  latter,  all  under  field  officers  are  excepted, 
and  fuch  of  both  are  excufed  as  fhall  obtain  his  Ma- 
jefty's  fign  manual 

The  two  bills  are  now^  drawing  up,  and  I  hope  in 
a  few  days  will  be  before  the  council  here. 

The  houfe  has  not  yet  been  in  another  committee 
on  the  flate  of  the  nation  ;  and  there  is  no  gueffing 
what  meafures  they  will  take  there.  As  the  warm 
men  have  had  fuccefs  in  (omc  divifions  in  the  houfe, 
I  do  not  exped  any  thing  of  temper  when  they  are 
in  the  committee. 

When  they  have  done  any  thing  I  fhall  acquaint 
your  Grace  with  it.

IT  H I  S  day  had  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of 
the  I  ith  inftaut :  Dr.  CoghilPs  being  made  com- 
miflioner  in  the  room  of  Mr.  Conoily  is  very  accept- 
able here  ;  and  I  hope  he  and  Sir  Ralph  Gore  will  by 
degrees  get  together  the  friends  of  Mr.  Comlly  and 
others  well  difpofed,  to  join  heartily  in  his  Majefty's 
fervice  -,  but  this  is  more  than  they  will  be  able  to 
effedt  this  feil'ion  :  however  the  King's  bufinefs  is  now 
over,  though  it  has  met  with  great  rubs  and  delays, 
and  has  been  done  with  an  ill  grace ;  and  our  two 
money  bills  were  fent  off  on  Thurjday  lafl ;  the  firfl 
is  the  ufual  tax-bill ;  the  other  is  made  up  of  feveral 
little  taxes,  by  which  it  is  propofed  to  pay  the  inte- 
reft  of  6  per  cent,  for  200,000  /.  of  our  debts,  for 
two  years,  and  if  more  is  raifed  than  1  2000  /.  per 
ami.  to  ftnk  part  of  the  principal  It  was  attempted  to 
give  this  fund  till  the  debt  was  funk,  but  that  was  re- 
jeded  by  a  majority  of  five  voices.  There  was  af- 
terwards a  motion  made  that  it  fhould  be  inferted  in 
the  bill,  that  at  the  end  of  two  years  either  the  prin- 
cipal fhould  be  repaid  or  intereft  continued  ;  but 
this  was  oppofed  and  dropped,  though  it  was  decla- 
red to  be  the  fenfe  of  the  houfe.  As  the  adf  for  the 
additional  duties  of  the  firft  bill  granted  lafh  felfion, 
expires  on  Cbrijimas  day,  and  the  new  duties  of  the 
fecond  bill  begin  from  that  day,  we  hope  they  will 
be  returned  us  foon  enough  to  be  pailed  before  that 
time. 

The  committee  on  the  ftate  of  the  nation  is  flill 
open,  but  if  I  may  believe  fome  of  the  difcontented 
members,  there  will  hardly  any  thing  be  done  there, 
except  fettling  a  better  proponion  betwixt  our  gold 
and  filver,    than  there  is  at   prefent.     And   I  very 

much 
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much  fear  that  the  weight  of  the  bankers  is  fo  great 
here,  that  it  may  be  carried  to  raife  our  filver,  in- 
ftead  of  lowering  our  gold  -,  as  a  guinea  paffes  here 
for  23  s.  li'ijh^  which  is  3  d.  more  than  it  paflfes  for 
in  England ;  and  a  moidore  for  3 :;  j.  Irifh^  which  is 
9  d.  the  bankers  and  remitters  have  had  the  benefit 
of  carrying  out  all  our  filver,  and  bringing  back  j 
gold  for  it ;  and  now  they  want  by  raifing  the  En-  I 
glijh  fhilling  an  half-penny,  to  have  the  benefit  of 
carrying  out  all  our  gold,  and  bringing  back  EngliJIj 
filver.  iMy  Lord  Chancellor,  myfelf,  and  feveral 
others,  are  doing  what  we  can  to  prevent  this  mif- 
chief,  but  are  uncertain  of  the  fucc^fs. 

If  the  bankers  prevail,  I  fhall  fend  over  a  fhort 
memorial  againft  what  the  Commons  may  addrefs  for^ 
if  1  cannot  get  either  the  Hdufe  of  Lords  or  privy 
council  to  join  with  me  *  ;  for  fuch  a  raifing  of  the 
filver  will  undo  us  here.

I  be- 
lieve a  great  many  will  be  for  lofing  the  bill  rather 
than  agree  to  the  alterations.  They  are  by  all  who 
know  what  they  are,  allowed  to  be  for  the  better, 
but  the  point  infilled  upon  is,  that  no  alteration 
whatfoever  fhall  be  made  either  in  the  Englijh  or  Irijh 
council,  to  a  money  bill.  It  is  certain  the  law  here 
is  againfh  thefe  w^arm  men,  and  fo  are  the  prece- 
dents :  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  majority  of  the 
houfe  will  be  fenfible  of  the  bad  confequences  of 
rejeding  that  bill,  which  will  run  this  nation  much 
deeper  in  debt,  and  may  end  in  a  difTolution  ;

IN  mine  of  t!-.e  i  6th  I  gave  your  Grace  an  ac- 
count of  tlie  great  ferment  we  were  in  here 
about  the  alterations  made  in  our  Httle  money-bill 
by  the  council  in  England.  Yefterday  came  on  the 
debate  about  it  in  the  Houfe  of  Comm.ons,,  and  af- 
ter about  four  hours  debate,  it  was  carried  in  favour 
of  the  bill,  by  124  againft  62.  There  liave  been 
other  divifions  fince  upon  every  flep  of  the  bill, 
with  greater  inequality  ;  but  the  firft  was  the  great 
trial. 

To-day  the  bill  was  fent  up  to  the  Lords,  and  wc 
fuppofe  both  the  mioney-bills  will  receive  the  Royal 
aficnt  on  Monday.  As  far  as  I  can  fir.d,  if  the  de- 
bate had  come  on  before  there  had  been  time  to 
talk  with  the  members,  the  bill  had  been  loft,  the 
warmth  againft  the  alterations  w^as  at  firft  fo  great. 
And  I  am  of  opinion  the  bill  had  not  been  carried 
by  fo  great  a  majority,  if  it  had  not  been  for  fear  of 
a  diilblution  of  the  parliament,  as  the  greateft  part 
of  our  commoners  are  not  willing  to  be  at  the  ex- 
pence  of  a  new  election. 

The  King's  buhnefs  is  now  done,  of  which  I  am 
glad,  though  I  could  wifli  it  had  been  done  with  a 
better  grace. 

I  cannot  but  look  on  this  as  a  very  good  feflion, 
confidering  the  greateft  part  of  die  debts  of  the  na- 
tion is  put  in  a  method  of  payment,  which  will  cer- 
tainly be  purfued  the  next  feilion. 

Whether  now  the  commons  are  got  right  in  one 
point,  and  are  very  much  broken  among  themfelves,

ON  the  15th  pafl  I  troubled  your  Lordfhip 
with  an  account  of  the  fcheme  about  the  va- 
cant archbifhopricks,  that  was  thought  moft  advifea- 
ble  in  our  prefent  turbulent  condition.  We  yefter- 
day  received  his  Majefty's  orders  in  purfuance  of 
thofe  applications,  except  that  Dr.  Clayton  is  fent  to 
Killalh^  and  that  Clonfert  is  referved  for  fome  En- 
glijhman. 

I  cannot  but  fay  we  want  fome  help  on  the  bench 
here,  where  at  prefent  we  have  but  nine  EngliJJj  Bi- 
fliops  out  of  22.  The  perfon  we  are  told  is  not 
fixed  upon,  and  I  fhould  be  obliged  to  your  Lord- 
fhip if  you  would  endeavour  that  it  may  be  fome 
worthy  perfon.  I  do  not  well  know  whether  Mr. 
Saul  would  be  willing  to  come  hither,  if  he  would, 
I  fhould  think  him  a  very  proper  perfon  for  our 
bench.  Of  the  Englijh  here,  the  only  perfon  I  know 
is  Dr.  Longworth^  who  is  alfo  known  to  your  Lord- 
fhip, and  who  has  behaved  himfelf  very  well  on  his 
living  in  the  north. 

I  am  forry  there  has  been  any  mifunderftanding 
betwixt  your  Lordlhip  and  me  on  account  of  the 
archbifhoprick  of  Dtiblin  ;  and  Hiould  have  been  for 
compromifmg  matters  in  favour  of  the  Bifhop  of  St. 
David's  on  the  vacancy  of  Cajkel^  if  your  Lordfhip 
had  not  affured  me  he  would  think  of  nothing  here 
if  he  failed  of  Duhliriy  and  we  had  not  been  in  a 
very  uneafy  fituation  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.

We  fhall  very  fpeedily  fend  over  fome  bills  from 
hence,  and  among  the  reft  the  glebe  bill ;  the  num- 
ber of  acres  mentioned  in  the  bill  is  20,  but  rather 
than  fail,  we  fhould  be  glad  of  10. 

We  have  had  a  popery  bill  brought  into  our  houfe, 
partly  for  regiftering  a  number  of  fecular  priefts, 
and  partly  more  effeftually  to  drive  out  the  regulars 
from  hence  i  but.it  was  this  day  rejedled  in  the 
houfe.  I  muft  own  I  think  it  is  better  letting  them 
alone,  whatever  may  otherwife  be  proper,  till  after 
the  congrefs  at  *  SoUfons  is  over. 

We  have  had  a  very  uneafy  feffion  here,  but  I 
hope,  as  the  peace  with  Spain  is  fettled,  you  will 
have  an  eafy  one  in  England.

Dr.  Synge  is  a  very 
worthy  man,  but  may  very  well  flay  till  another  op- 
portunity. 

I  am  very  glad  to  hear  Clonfert  is  defigned  for  an 
Englijhman^  fince  there  are  but  nine  Engli.h  on  the 
bench,  and  twelve  IriJJj,  and  it  may  be  very  proper 
to  give  fome  more  ftrength  to  the  En^lijh  there.  But 
I  hope  the  perfon  to  be  fent  from  England  will  be  a 
perfon  of  fome  worth,  and  who  is  likely  to  join  with 
us  that  are  here  already. 

1  think  there  can  be  no  grumbling  here  if 
Clonfert  be  beftov/ed  on  an  Englifhman^  but  it  may 
eafily  be  kept  open  till  the  leafon  of  grumbling  is 
over. 

As  far  as  I  can  find  many  among  the  comimons 
that  were  concerned  in  voting  to  keep  up  the  moi- 
dore  to  its  prefent  value  begin  to  doubt  whether  they 
have  done  right  in  it ;  and  the  whole  aifair  of  our 
coin  feems  to  reft  there. 

We  fhall  confider  whether  it  may  not  be  proper  to 
take  that  affair  into  confideration  in  the  Houfe  of 
Lords  after  the  recefs,  and  endeavour  to  redify  the 
miftake  of  the  commons. 

I  have  formerly  acquainted  your  Grace  that  the 
lefTer  money  bill  v/as  carried,  and  paffed  in  due  time.  I 
think  there  can  hardly  be  any  fquabble  in  either  houfe 
now  that  can  much  concern  his  Majefly.  We  have 
a  great  many  bills  now  before  the  council  from 
the  commons,  to  which  we  fliall  give  all  poflible  dif- 
patch. 

I  beg  leave  to  wifh  your  Lordfliip  many  liappy

(if  his  Majefty  pleafes)  may  have  Clonfert  beftowed 
on  him.,  where  his  father  the  Archbilnop  of  ^ua7n 
had  rather  fee  him,  on  account  of  its  neighbourhood 
to  Tuam.,  than  in  any  other  bifhoprick  ;  and  Cork 
may  be  beftowed  on  an  EngHJlMian.

If  he  dies,  Dr.  Synge  may  be  gratified 
with  Clonfert.,  where  his  father  the  Archbilliop  of 
Tuam^  on  account  of  its  neighbourhood  to  Tuam, 
had  rather  fee  him  than  in  any  other  bifhoprick,  and 
Cork  may  be  referved  for  an  Eng.ijhman.

late  Majefty.  The  former  ad  propofed  draining 
bogs,  &c.  by  voluntary  undertakers,  but  as  no  fuch 
have  fnice  offered  themfelves,  this  a6t  provides  a 
fund  for  doing  it,  which  is  computed  at  about  4000/. 
per  ann.  and  is  likewife  defigned  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  tillage  here. 

Laft  year  we  found  the  terrible  effeds  of  the  want 
of  tillage,  by  a  want  of  corn  little  fhort  of  a  famine  ; 
and  when  we  endeavoured  to  cure  this  want  by  buy- 
ing corn  by  fubfcription,  and  fending  it  to  the  feve- 
ral  parts  of  the  north  to  be  fold  there  at  a  reafonable 
price,  we  found  the  land  carriage  of  the  corn,  for 
want  of  fome  rivers  being  made  navigable,  (that  it 
was  hoped  would  have  been  fo  by  the  ad:  of  the  fe- 
cond  of  his  late  Majefty)  to  come  to  a  much  greater 
fum  than  there  was  occafion  to  abate  in  the  price  gi- 
ven for  our  corn.  So  that  the  intention  of  this  ad: 
is  to  prevent  our  falling  into  the  like  calamity  again, 
by  a  mifcarriage  of  one  or  two  harvefts  here.  And 
this  ad  is  what  the  whole  nation  with  reafon  ap- 
prehend to  be  fo  much  for  their  common  intereft, 
that  I  moft  humbly  intreat  it  may  be  fent  us 
back.

that  nature  in  this  kingdom,  and  requires  a  tho- 
roughly able  and  honeft  perfon  in  it.

I  BEG  your  patience  whilfl:  I  lay  before  you  the 
cafe  of  a  particular  friend  of  mine  in  England, 
Mr.  Stephens.,  Vicar  of  Maiden  in  Surrey.,  and  defire 
your  kind  interpofition  in  his  favour. 

He  was  formerly  Fellow  of  Merton  College  in 
Oxford.,  and  was  for  fome  years  Chaplain  to  the  Eng- 
lijh  fatlory  at  Oporto.,  where  he  fuffered  ver^'  much 
in  his  eyes.  He  was  always  reckoned  a  good  fcholar, 
and  a  very  ingenious  man  in  the  Univerfity  ;  particu- 
larly he  was  valued  for  his  fl^ill  in  the  clalTicks,  and 
polite  learning  :  he  has  always  been  a  perfon  of  good 
morals,  and  to  my  knowledge  one  well  affedled  to  the 
revolution,  and  to  the  fuccelfion  in  his  Majefty's  fa- 
mily in  the  word  times. 

When  I  was  Dean  of  Cbriji  Church.,  I  made  appli- 
cation to  my  Lord  I'ownjhend  and  the  Duke  of  Neit;- 
caftle.,  to  have  him  preferred  to  a  canonry  of  Chriji- 
Chiirch,  where  he  might  be  of  fervice  notwithftand- 
ing  his  bad  eyes,  by  encouraging  polite  learning 
among  the  youth  of  the  College  •,  and  I  obtained  a 
promife  in  his  favour  on  the  next  vacancy  by  death. 

Some 
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Some  time  after,  when  his  late  Majefty  was  pleafed 
to  remove  me  to  the  primacy  here,  I  renewed  my  ap- 
plications to  the  miniflry  for  him,  and  had  a  promife 
that  he  fhoiild  be  taken  care  of  the  next  vacancy  by 
death  there,  and  that  he  fhould  not  fuffer  by  my  re- 
moving to  Ireland.  Since  my  coming  hither  I  have 
frequently  put  the  miniftry  in  mind  of  him,  and 
have  had  repeated  affurances  that  he  fhould  have  the 
next  vacant  canonry  of  Cbriji  Church.,  or  an  equiva- 
lent.

Here  things  refted  till  the  death  of  Dr.  Stratford., 
when  I  renewed  my  applications  again,  and  with  the 
intervention  of  the  Bifhop  of  London.,  who  has  been 
fo  kind  as  to  appear  for  him,  it  was  fettled  that  Dr. 
Knipe  fhould  have  the  canonry  then  vacant,  but  that 
he  fhould  not  be  put  in  poiTellion  of  it  till  Mr.  Ste- 
phens had  fome  equivalent  given  him.  And  upon 
this  foot  that  affair  ftood,  when  Dr.  Knipe  went  to 
Hanover  with  his  prefent  Majefly,  who  was  pleafed 
to  fend  orders  from  Hanover  that  Dr.  Knipe'^  patent 
for  the  canonry  then  vacant,  fhould  immediately  pafs, 
which  was  accordingly  done,  and  Mr.  Stephens  had 
nothing  done  for  him,  as  had  been  before  intended.

OU  R  feflion  advances  towards  a  conclufion,  and 
I  hope  will  lafl  but  a  fhort  time  after  the  reft 
of  our  bills  come  from  Enghind.  But  there  is  ftill  a 
turbulent  fpirit  in  too  many  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons :  it  is  rather  expected  that  they  will  next  week 
take  fome  farther  wrong  ftep  about  our  coin,  but 
what  it  will  be  we  cannot  yet  learn.  We  are  gene- 
rally very  thankful  here  for  the  favour  intended  us  in 
taking  off  the  duty  on  wool  and  yarn  exported  from 
hence  to  England ;  I  am  fully  fatisfied  it  is  the  only

We  have  a  very  ftrong  report  that  there  is  an  addi- 
tion likely  to  be  made  to  the  privy  council  here  :  as 
they  are  already  60.,  we  find  it  pretty  difficult  to 
carry  on  the  King's  fervice  there  as  we  could  wiih, 
and  if  the  number  be  increafed,  it  will  be  flill  more 
difficult.

ON  Monday  lafl:  the  Lords  fent  down  to  the 
Commons,  the  bill  for  preventing  riots  in  the 
city  of  Dublin  and  hberties  adjoining,  where  after  a 
firft  reading,  the  queftion  was  put  for  a  fecond  read- 
ing ;  when  after  moft  furious  fpeeches,  it  was  carried 
by  go,  againft  54,  that  it  fhould  not  be  read  a  fecond 
time.  Though  the  bill  in  our  prefent  circumftances, 
as  we  have  fufFered  very  much  from  riots  and  tu- 
mults laft  fummer,  and  even  during  the  prefent 
fitting  of  the  parliament,  would  be  of  great  fervice, 
if  it  be  not  abfolutely  necelTary  to  the  keeping  of  the 
peace  of  this  city,  yet  I  fhould  hardly  have  troubled 
your  Grace  with  an  account  of  the  mifcarriage  of 
this  bill,  if  the  chief  argument  made  ufe  of  to  in- 
flame the  Houfe  againft  the  bill  had  not  been  fuch  as 
I  think  myfelf  obliged  to  acquaint  the  miniftry  with, 
which  is  its  arifmg  originally  in  the  privy  council 
here  :  a  thing  common  to  many  bills  from  time  to 
time,  and  to  which  the  council  have  an  unqueftiona- 
ble  right. 

It  is  very  common  in  debates  in  the  Commons  to 
abufe  the  privy  council,  but  this  is  the  firft  time  fince 
my  coming  hither,  that  a  bill  has  been  in  plain  defi- 
ance of  our  conftitution,  thrown  out  for  rifing  in  the 
privy  council.

letter  to  your  Excellency  with  an  hiftorical  narration 
of  what  has  palled  in  council  relating  to  the  coin, 
fince  the  year  171 1,  with  particular  orders  to  infert 
the  refolutions  of  the  committee  1729,  relating  to 
gold  and  filver  coins,  that  the  whole  may  be  laid  be- 
fore his  Majefty.

The  committee  are  to  meet  on  Monday ^  and  my 
Lord  Chancellor  has  promifed  to  have  a  council,  and 
fend  away  thofe  refolutions  with  a  letter  by  Tuefday's 
poft. 

I  find  by  Sir  Ralph  Gore's  propofal  to  day,  that 
the  merchants  are  now  as  fome  of  them  laft  year 
v/ere,  for  railing  foreign  filver,  though  nothing  be 
done  about  the  gold  ;  but  as  the  whole  view  of  this 
is  to  carry  on  their  prefent  gainful  trade  of  importing 
gold  and  carrying  out  filver,  by  the  help  of  foreign 
filver,  now  the  trade  begins  to  fail  for  want  of  Englijh 
filver,  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  I  l"hall  take  care  to 
prevent  any  fuch  application  from  the  council. 

I  am  forry  I  can  give  no' better  account  of  this  af- 
fair, but  my  endeavours  have  not  been  wanting  to 
make  things  go  better.

I  Am  fbrry  to  inform  your  Excellency  that  the  af- 
fair of  the  coin  meets  with  luch  difficulties  in  the 
council,  that  the  letter  we  fhall,  I  fuppofe,  agree  to- 
morrow to  fend  to  your  Excellency,  will  come  to  jufl 
nothing.  Thofe  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  the 
council  feem  backward  to  agree  to  any  thing  contra- 
ry to  the  vote  of  their  Houfe  ^  but  I  lay  the  whole 
mifcarriage  at  the  door  of  others;  *  one  of  which  is 
wrong  in  his  notions  about  the  coin,  and  the  other, 
i"  I  think,  at  leaft  as  much  afraid  of  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  as  any  commoner  there.  Had  the  laft  of 
thefe  fhewn  any  fpirit,  all  would  have  gone  right, 
and  I  believe  moft  of  the  commoners  would  have  had 
courage  to  do  what  they  think  is  right.  But  when 
they  fee  their  governors  afraid  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, how  can  we  expe6l  courage  in  the  members  of 
that  Houfe?  The  Lords  in  council  have  courage  to 
do  the  right  thing,  but  it  is  to  no  purpofe  to  pulTi  at 
■what  two  of  the  Lords  Juftices  will  not  f^n. 

I  gave  your  Excellency  a  hint  of  this  before  you 
left  us,  and  then  foreboded  what  I  now  am  more  cer- 
tain of,  the  difficulties  the  government  here  will  lye 
under,  if  any  accident  fhould  happen  that  requires  a 
little  courage.

I  Have  formerly  troubled  your  Grace  with  fome  ac- 
counts of  the  diftrefs  we  are  in  here  for  want  of 
filver,  and  the  proper  remedy  of  this  evil,  by  a  re- 
dudion  of  our  gold  to  the  value  it  obtains  m  England^ 
and  raifing  the  foreign  filver  to  near  the  middle  price 
it  bears  in  England. 

The  privy  council  here  have  more  than  once  had 
this  affair  under  confideration,  and  a  committee  of 
council  laft  fummer  had  fettled  the  value  they  pro- 
pofed  gold  and  filver  Qiould  pafs  for  here,  if  apprcv-

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ed  by  his  Majelly :  but  as  our  bankers  and  other  re- 
mitters find  their  advantage  in  the  prefent  difpropor- 
tionate  vakie  of  our  gold  and  filver,  they  raifed  a 
great  oppofition  t^  any  redu(^tion  of  gold  here,  and 
fet  on  foot  petitions  againfl  it.  As  we  were  at  that 
time  in  a  ftate  of  famine,  and  nobody  could  tell 
how  our  harvefl  might  prove,  it  was  thought  proper 
to  defer  proceeding  in  that  affair  left  any  misfor- 
tune of  any  other  kind  might  be  imputed  to  fuch  re- 
duction. Bat  much  the  gieateft  part  of  the  council 
were  then  of  opinion,  that  tlie  alterations  drawn  up 
by  the  committee,  were  the  proper  remedy  for  our 
evil. 

Tins  affair  has  fince  been  taken  up  by  the  com- 
mons, but  the  weight  of  the  bankers  in  that  houfe 
is  fuch,  that  very'  early  in  the  leOions  they  carried  a 
vote  that  the  *  moidore  fliould  not  be  reduced  :  the 
carrying  of  that  vote  hindered  their  doing  any  thing 
farther  for  a  great  while,  becaufe  the  houfe  were 
fenfible  they  had  been  wrong  in  that  ftep. 

About  a  day  before  the  parliament  rofe,  the  Lords 
palled  a  refolution,  that  our  want  of  filver  was  oc- 
cafioned  by  our  gold  and  filver  not  bearing  a  propor- 
tionable value  to  v.'hat  they  bear  in  England-^  and  to 
defire  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  get  this  evil  cured  in 
the  proper  method.  What  was  the  opinion  of  the 
Lords,  was,  that  ^he  gold  was  over-r^ted  j  but  they 
avoided  ^lying  fo  rnuch,  becaufe  the  commons  had 
already  voted  that  a  moidore  fhould  not  be  re- 
duced. 

When  the  commons  met  the  laft  dAy  of  our  feflion, 
they  fell  into  a  great  heat  about  the  Lords  refolu- 
tions,  and  talked  of  laying  the;  key  .of  the  houfe  on

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the  table,  in  order  not  to  be  interrupted  by  a  mef- 
fage  from  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  palled  a  vote  in 
that  heat  againft  lowering  tlie  gold  at  all.  The 
warmth  of  the  houfe  was  fuch,  that  though  moll 
of  the  members  who  know  any  thirg  of  the  fubjedl 
of  coins,  thought  the  houfe  were  votnig  wrong;  yet 
they  found  it  to  no  purpofe  to  make  any  oppofi- 
tion. 

Things  being  in  this  cafe,  my  Lord  Lieutenant  ac- 
quainted the  council  with  the  refolutions  of  the  Lords 
and  Commons,  and  defired  their  advice  in  the  mat- 
ter i  which,  I  think,  I  may  fay  they  promifed  to  give : 
1  am  fure  it  is  their  duty  to  give  it :  but  upon  our 
holding  a  council  after  rriy  Lord's  departure,  on  this 
fubject,  too  many  of  the  council  exprelTed  a  fear  of 
offending  the  commons,  though  one  great  bulinefs  of 
the  council  is  to  be  a  check  upon  both  Lords  and 
Commons,  and  did  not  care  to  give  their  opinion. 
All  they  could  be  brought  to  was,  to  fend  over  to 
my  Lord  Lieutenant  an  account  of  v/hat  has  paffed 
in  the  council  fince  the  year  171 1,  relating  to  the 
coin,  and  the  refolutions  of  the  committee  of  council 
in  1729,  about  fettling  their  value.  But  both  in 
that  account,  and  in  their  letter  to  my  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant, they  fhevv  they  lean  to  the  opiniop  of  redu- 
cing the  gold,  though  they  had  not  courage  to  fpeak 
out. 

As  this  is  our  prefentcafe,  through  the  influence  of 
the  bankers  and  remitters  on  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  the  timidity  of  the  council,  the  only  remedy  re- 
maining for  our  evil  is,  if  his  Majefty  will  be  pleaf-

fince  our  manufaftures  and  retail  trade  are  under  the 
lad  diftrefs  for  want  of  filver.  The  lowed  price  of 
changing  a  moidore  in  mod  parts  being  8^.  and 
often   I  J.  or  more. 

The  refolutions  of  that  committee  1729,  are  to  be 
feen  in  a  printed  vindication  of  the  alterations  intend- 
ed to  be  made  by  the  council  in  the  value  of  the 
coins  current  in  this  kingdom,  which  I  underdand 
was  fent  your  Grace. 

Whether  foreign  filvcr  be  raifed  or  not,  as  in  that 
fcheme,  is  not  of  that  great  confequence,  though  the 
raifing  of  it  will  be  of  fome  fervice  to  us,  but  the 
lowering  of  the  gold,  as  is  there  propofed,  is  of  the 
lad  confequence  to  us. 

If  his  Majedy  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  order 
fuch  a  proclamation,  the  bankers  who  have  made  all 
the  didurbances  and  oppofition  to  this  redudion,  are 
the  very  people  that  would  labour  to  keep  every 
thing  quiet,  becaufe  any  didurbance  on  fuch  a  pro- 
clamation, will  end  in  a  run  on  themfelves. 

And  the  certainty  of  our  having  filver,  and  the  be- 
nefit to  our  trade  by  it  will  fo  foon  appear,  that  I  am 
fure  before  another  feflion  of  parliament,  the  face  of 
affairs  will  be  fo  altered,  that  every  honed  man  in  or 
out  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  will  be  thankful  for 
the  change. 

If  I  did  not  think  this  an  affair  of  the  lad  impor-

IN  purfiiance  of  the  laft  letter  I  was  favoured  with 
by  your  Lordfhip,  I  defired  my  brethren  on  the 
bench  not  to  fend  over  any  more  milTionaries  for  the 
fVeJi  Indies  from  hence,  till  we  heard  from  your  Lord- 
fhip that  a  fupply  was  wanting.  Some  time  before 
the  receipt  of  that  letter,  one  or  two  had  been  very 
well  recommended  to  me  for  that  fervice,  but  I  fhall 
not  now  trouble  your  Lordfhip  about  them,  till  far- 
ther advice.

TH  E  number  of  papifts  in  this  kingdom  is  fo 
great,  that  it  is  of  the  utmoft  confequence  to 
the  proteftant  interefl  here  to  bring  them  over  by  all 
Chriftian  methods  to  the  Church  of  Ireland.  In  order 
to  do  this,  we  are  labouring  to  increafe  the  number 
of  Churches  and  of  parfonage  houfes,  for  the  benefit 
of  refident  incumbents ;  and  have  pafled  fome  ads 
the  three  iaft  feliions,  to  come  at  glebes  for  the  clergy 
to  live  on,  the  greateft  part  of  the- livings  here  having 
neither  houfe  nor  land  belonging  to  them. 

But  the  ignorance  and  obftinacy  of  the  adult  pa- 
pifts  is  fuch,  that  there  is  not  much  hope  of  convert- 
ing them.  But  we  have  hopes  if  we  could  ered  a 
number  of  fchools  to  teach  their  children  the  EngliJJy 
tongue,  and  the  principles  of  the  Chriftian  religion, 
tliat  we  could  do  fome  good  am oiig  the  generation 
that  is  growing  up.  And  as  we  find  this  dciign  has 
been  carried  on  v^^ith  good  fuccefs  in  Scotland,  under 
the  conduct  of  a  corporation  erected  in  that  country 
by  his  late  Majefty,  we  hope  we  may  have  the  fame 
fuccefs  under  a  like  corporation  in  this  kingdom  : 
and  great  numbers  of  nobility  and  gentry  have  cx- 
prelTed  a  willingnefs  to  come  into  fubfcriptions  for 
that  end,  if  there  were  a  corporation  eftablillied  here 
to  take  on  them  the  management  of  fchools  for  in- 
ftruding  the  popifh  youth.

BY  fome  letters  which  have  been  fhewn  me  here, 
I  find  his  Majefty  and  your  Excellency  have 
been  very  much  folicited  in  behalf  of  Mr.  *  Daniel 
Kitnberly,  but  that  your  Excellency  was  of  the  fame 
opinion  as  we  were  of  here,  that  the  crime  was  fa 
common  in  this  country,  as  well  as  fo  heinous  in  it- 
felf,  that  there  was  no  room  for  mercy. 

We  have  had  a  great  deal  of  trouble  here  in  this 
affair,  by  giving  way  to  Sir  Ralph  Gore's  defire  to 
reprieve  him  from  TVednefday  to  Saturday  lafl  week  : 
upon  which  Mr.  Kimberly  got  an  opinion  from  an  ol>- 
fcure  lawyer,  that  by  his  being  reprieved,  the  fheriff 
could  not  lawfully  execute  him,  till  there  was  a  new 
rule  of  court  made  about  him,  the  day  being  lapled 
on  which  he  ought  to  have  been  executed  by  the  firft 
order  of  court.  The  fheriff  was  at  a  Hand  upon  thiSj 
but  advifed  with  Mr.  t  Juftice  Bernard  and  fome  other

On  Saturday  laft  we  had  the  Judges,  the  Prime  Ser- 
jeant, SoUicitor,  and  Mr.  Serjeant  Bowes  *  to  confult 
with,  who  were  all  of  the  opinion  that  the  IherifF 
could  execute  him  on  the  day  to  which  he  was  re- 
prieved.

executed  yefterday.

My  Lord,  Dublin,  051.  14,  173a 

ON"  Friday  laft  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hennecy 
brought  me  your  Grace's  of  the  26th  paft  ; 
\  told  him  as  we  were  feveral  mails  behind-hand, 
by  the  packet-boats  being  all  on  this  fide,  I  had  not 
received  the  letter  your  Grace  referred  to,  but  that 
upon  the  recommendations  your  Lordfhip  gave  of 
him,  I  fhould  afford  him  all  the  protedlion  1  could  j 
and  I  direded  him  to  call  upon  me  after  the  arrival 
of  die  next  packets. 

As  he  acquainted  me  with  the  bufmefs  he  came 
about,  I  took  occafion  to  found  the  Lords  Juftices 
the  next  day  on  the  fubjed  of  his  errand,  and  found 
there  would  be  a  neceflity  of  laying  before  them 
what  commands  I  received  from  your  Grace,  to  be 
able  to  do  any  thing  in  the  affair. 

And 
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And  as  the  mails  arrived  yefterday  morning,  by 
which  I  received  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  other 
letter  of  the  26th  pall,  with  the  other  papers  you 
was  pleafed  to  fend  me,  I  have  fince  difcourfed  with 
the  other  Lords  Juftices  on  the  fubjed,  and  find  they 
apprehend  there  will  be  greater  difficulties  in  thi§  af- 
fair than  at  firft  offered. 

If  we  encourage  the  French  officers  to  fet  about 
raifing  their  recruits,  upon  afllirances  that  we  will 
take  no  notice  of  it,  they  will  be  liable  to  great  mo- 
leftations,  fince  every  Juftice  can  take  examinations 
againft  them  and  commit  them,  nor  can  we  releafe 
them,  but  by  due  courfe  of  law,  or  by  granting  thern 
a  pardon.  And  whether  they  may  not  be  the  more 
bufy  in  difturbing  thofe  levies,  if  they  find  them 
rather  countenanced  by  the  government,  we  cannot 
anfwer. 

What  has  happened  to  fevcral  of  them  formerly 
when  they  were  raifing  recruits  here  in  a  clandeftine 
way  (though  as  we  knew  his  Majefty's  intentions, 
we  flighted,  and  as  far  as  we  well  could  difcouraged 
complaints  on  that  head)  your  Grace  very  well 
knows  from  the  feveral  applications  made  to  your 
Lorddiip  from  the  French  Embaflador.  And  what 
fpirit  may  by  artful  men  be  raifed  among  his  Majef- 
ty's fubjeds  when  they  hear  fome  hundred  recruits 
are  raifing  in  this  kingdom  for  France,  and  how  it 
may  fet  magiftrates  every  where  on  diflrefling  the  of- 
licers  employed  in  this  fervice,  no  one  can  tell. 

To  what  exceffes  of  heat  people  are  capable  of 
running  here,  when  they  once  take  a  thing  right  or 
wrong  into  their  heads,  the  ferments  raifed  here 
about  *  IVood's  half-pence  is  too  plain  demonftra- 
tion.

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And  I  tnuft  beg  leave  to  hint  to  your  Grace  that  all  re- 
cruits raifed  here  for  France  or  Spain,  are  generally  con- 
fidered  as  perfons  that  may  fome  time  or  other  pay  a  vifit 
to  this  country  as  enemies.  That  all  who  are  lifted  here 
in  thofe  fervices,  hope  and  wifh  to  do  lb,  there  is  no 
doubt. 

There  is  without  controverfy  a  power  in  his  Ma- 
jefty  to  grant  leave  to  any  perfons  to  levy  men  here 
Under  his  fign  manual.,  by  an  adt  pafled  8".  Georg.  i. 
c.  9.  and  by  the  fame  adl  the  governnnent  here  can 
grant  fuch  a  licence  under  their  hands  -,  but  1  find 
that  without  his  Majefty's,  exprefs  orders  for  it,  no- 
body here  dares  venture  to  grant  a  licence  to  the 
French  officers  to  raife  the  intended  recruits,  fince  no 
one  can  anfwer  what  heats  that  may  poflibly  occafion 
at  prefent  as  well  as  at  the  next  meeting  of  par- 
liament. 

I  fhould  be  very  glad  if  I  knew  how  to  manage 
this  affair  to  his  Majefty's  fatisfadion,  and  am  very 
much  obliged  to  his  Majefty  for  having  fo  good  an 
opinion  of  me  as  your  Grace  is  pleafed  to  aifure  m.e 
in  your  letter. 

I  am  fure  it  will  be  always  my  greateft  ambition 
tQ  promote  his  Majefty's  fervice.  But  I  am  forry  I 
cannot  give  a  more  promifing  account  of  the  fuccefs 
,of  this  affair,  fince  I  perceive  nothing  can  be  done 
in  it  till  his  Majefty  is  pleafed  diredly  to  fignify 
his  pleafure.  However  effedlual  care  fhall  be  taken 
that  none  of  the  officers  who  are  come  hither,  lufter 
on  this  account. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Hennecy  called  on  me  this

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{o  to  do,  and  fhall  take  all  the  care  I  can,  that  no 
other  perfon  knows  any  thing  of  it.  Bat  I  find  by 
fome  of  the  prints  pubhfhed  here  this  day,  that 
ibme  *  accounts  are  come  from  England  that  a  num- 
ber of  recruits  for  the  Irijh  regiments  in  the  French 
fervice  is  to  be  raifed  here  by  his  Majefty's  leave, 
and  that  the  French  officers  employed  in  that  fervice 
are  arrived  here.

I  Did  not  receive  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of  the 
20th  pall:,  till  the  8th  inftant,  and  I  deferred  an-r 
iwering  it  fince,  in  hopes  I  might  bring  things  to 
bear  to  your  Grace's  fatisfadlon.     But  though  1  have

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taken  what  pains  I  could  in  the  matter,  and  have  de- 
fired  my  brethren  to  concur  with  what  your  Lord- 
Ihip  propofes,  by  drawing  up  the  di reding  claufe 
of  the  warrant  agreeably  to  what  has  been  fettled  to 
be  the  meaning  of  his  Majefty's  letters,  yet  I  have  not 
been  able  as  yet  to  prevail  with  them. 

They  feem  chiefly  to  infift  on  its  being  wrong  to 
fign  a  warrant  purfuant  to  letters  in  which  part  is 
not  agreeable  to  adt  of  parliament,  and  are  apprc- 
henfive,  that  as  thofe  letters  of  courfe  are  before  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  every  feflion,  it  may  furnifh  a 
handle  for  raifing  fome  heats  there. 

And  on  the  other  fide,  they  make  a  difficulty  of

Attorney  and  Sollicitor-general  having  agreed 
in  a  favourable  report  -,  but  they  think  the  fureft  way 
to  prevent  any  canvaffing  of  that  affair  in  parliament

As  he  defires  I  would  give  your  Grace  an  account

AS  probably  an  affair  that  has  lately  happened 
here  may  make  a  greater  figure  in  the  Englijh 
papers  than  it  juflly  deferves,  I  think  it  my  duty  to 
give  your  Grace  an  account  of  it. 

On  Tiiefday  laft  juft  before  midnight  Sir  Robert 
Echlin  called  upon  me,  to  tell  me  that  there  was  a 
fellow  came  to  the  horfe  guards  here,  giving  an  ac- 
count that  a  French  officer  had  fent  hirn  over  with  a 
horfe  to  Bullock.,  a  place  about  five  miles  from  hence, 
where  he  endeavoured  to  perfuade  him  to  go  over  to 
France  with  him,  offering  him  money,  which  he  re- 
fufed,  that  there  were  four  or  five  French  officers 
there,  and  about  do  men  lifled  in  the  pretender's  fer-

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vice,  who  lay  there  to  go  on  board  a  floop  for  France, 
1  was  very  much  furprized  at .  Sir  Robert's  chufing  ta 
come  to  me  about  fuch  an  affair  at  fuch  a  time  of 
night.  But  as  I  have  been  but  ill  ufed  both  in  th© 
prints  here  and  in  England  about  the  French  recruits, 
I  thought  1  could  not  refufe  taking  notice  of  his  infor- 
mation ;  and  the  rather  becaufe  Colonel  Hennecy  had 
affured  me  that  none  of  the  officers  who  came  with 
him  had  raifed  any  recruits  here. 

Accordingly  I  di reded  Sir  Robert  to  have  ihe  fel- 
low carried  before  the  Lord  Mayor  to  be  examined 
upon  oath,  and  I  fent  by  him  a  letter  to  the  Lord 
Mayor,  acquainting  him  what  Sir  Robert  had  told  me, 
and  defiring  him  to  examine  the  informant  on  oath, 
and  according  as  the  examinations  came  out,  to  fend 
to  the  Town  Major  and  acquaint  him  with  the  cafe. 
Upon  examination,  the  fubftance  of  what  Sir  Robert 
had  told  me  came  oirt,  only  that  there  was  nothing 
fworn  about  the  Pretender,  and  that  there  were  but 
about  40  men.  Upon  taking  thofe  examinations  the 
Lord  Mayor  fent  them  to  the  Town  Major,  who  im- 
mediately waited  upon  the  *  General,  who  ordered 
50  foot  and  four  dragoons  to  march  to  Bullock,  and 
either  feize  or  difperfe  thofe  people.  When  they  came 
there  on  Wednefday^  they  found  there  had  been  about 
forty  men  lifted  for  abroad,  and  four  or  five  French 
officers  with  them,  but  that  they  went  on  board  a  floop 
about  eleven  o'clock  the  night  before.

I  Have  juft  now  received  the  honour  of  your  Grace's 
of  the  7th  inft.  We  exped  Sir  Ralph  Gore  in 
town  on  Saturday,  and  fhall  I  believe  the  firfl  oppor- 
tunity afterwards,  fign  the  warrants  for  Lawman  and 
Hoburg,  fince  as  we  have  a  favourable  opinion  from 
the  lawyers,  Sir  Ralph  cannot  well  make  any  diffi- 
culty about  it  J  and  my  Lord  Chancellor  now  makes 
none. 

I  mentioned  the  affair  of  the  taxes  before  Chrijimas 
1729,  at  the  defire  of  others,  fince  I  thought  your 
Grace  had  fpoken  very  plain  in  that  affair.  As  foon 
as  the  warrants  are  difpatched  I  fhall  make  it  my  bu- 
finefs  to  get  them  fome  money  as  faff  as  our  treafury 
can  fupply  it,  confiftently  with  the  fervices  abfolutely 
neceffary.

is  but  ill  fapported  by  the  neighbouring  proteflants  : 
he  has  had  his  flack  of  fuel  fired  in  the  night,  and  I

THE  affair  of  the  French  recruits  is  blown  over 
without  any  thing  farther  than  uncertain  ru- 
mours here  of  fome  letter  from  fomebody  to  encou- 
rage the  officers  in  their  levites. 

But  as  there  are  two  or  three  perfons  likely  to  be 
tried  the  approaching  afllze  in  the  country,  I  thought 
proper  to  write  to  your  Grace,  to  know  what  his 
Majefty  will  pleafe  to  have  done,  if  they  fnould  hap- 
pen to  be  convided.  I  rather  fancy  it  will  happen,  as 
jt  has  happened  on  raoft  of  the  like  occafions,  that 
jthe  evidence  on  which  they  have  been  committed  will 
fall  fhort  at  the  trial,  fo  that  they  may  be  acquitted. 
But  for  fear  of  the  worft,  I  fiiould  be  glad  to  know 
what  is  to  be  done,  if  it  fhould  prove  otherwife. 
For  I  find  on  account  of  the  noife  tliat  has  been 
made  in  England  and  here  about  that  affair,  the  Lords 
|ullices  will  not  interpofe  without  his  Majefty's 
commands.

TH  E  terrible  diftrefs  we  are  under  in  this  nation, 
upon  account  of  the  difproportionate  value 
of  our  gold  and  filver  coins,  to  what  they  bear  in 
England,  and  the  want  of  filver  confequent  upon  it,  is 
what  your  Grace  has  probably  heard  of,  and  what  I 
fhall  take  the  liberty  to  write  more  to  your  Lordfhip 
about,  if  1  am  encouraged  by  your  Grace  to  do  it. 

But  befide  the  want  of  filver,  the  ordinary  people 
here  are  under  the  laft  diftrefs  for  want  of  copper 
money :  of  this  I  met  with  complaints  laft  year  at 
levery  place  in  the  vifitation  of  my  province ;  and  it 
is  what  is  every  day  complained  of  in  this.  town. 
Tradefmen  that  retail,  and  poor  people  are  forced  to 
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pay  for  getting  their  little  filver  changed  into  copper, 
and  are  forced  to  take  raps  or  counterfeit  half-pence, 
of  little  more  than  a  quarter  of  the  value  of  an 
Enghjh  half-penny,  which  has  encouraged  feveral 
fuch  coiners,  and  mud  end  in  the  great  lofs  of  the 
poor,  whenever  they  pafs  no  longer  ;  and  the  farther 
that  time  is  put  off,  the  greater  the  lofs  will  be. 

As  we  have  long  laboured  under  this  calamity,  the 
Houfe  of  Lords  towards  the  clofe  of  the  laft  feflions, 
applied  to  the  then  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  defire  his 
Majefty  to  let  us  have  15,000/.  coined  in  farthings 
and  haif-pence,  of  the  fame  linenefs  as  the  EngUJJj 
copper  money,  at  the  rate  of  26  d.  the  pound  of 
copper,  as  we  then  thought  that  24  d.  were  coined  in 
England  out  of  a  pound  of  copper,  the  Englijh  had 
24  d.  upon  the  bottom  of  two  Ihillings  EngltJJj  going 
for  26  d.  here,  and  that  what  profit  arofe  from  this 
coinage  might  go  to  the  ufe  of  the  publick  here. 

I  was  the  peribn  that  moved  for  tliis  addrefs  and 
added  the  latter  part,  upon  an  affurance  I  had  from 
my  Lord  Carteret  that  his  Majefty  had  promifed  to 
grant  us  as  much,  if  v/e  defired  it. 

There  was  likewife  a  refolution  pafTed  in  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  probably  on  occafion  of  this  addrefs  of 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  nation  to  have  a  mint  ereded  here,  without  any 
mention  of  any  copper,  filver,  or  gold  coinage. 

What  my  Lord  Carteret  did  at  his  return  to  England 
in  this  affair,  I  know  not,  as  he  never  fent  us  any 
letter  about  it. 

And  thus  things  have  refted,  till  fome  time  ago, 
when  my  Lord  *  Forbes  made  application  to  me,  that 
confidering  the  deplorable  condition  the  poor  were  in 
for  want  of  copper  money,  it  would  be  of  t»he  greateft 
fervice  to  get  fome;  and  that  by  fome  difcourfe  he 
had  had  with  Mr.  Conduit,  Warden  of  the  Mint,  he 

.*  Son  of  the  Earl  of  Granard. 
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fancied  we  might;  buy  a  quantity  from  the  mint,  for 
this  nation,  and  that  he  and  many  others  would  readily 
advance  a  fum  of  money,  if  I  thought  proper,  and 
"woHld  join  in  it.  I  told  him  how  fenfible  I  was  of 
the  great  diflrefs  the  poor  were  in  here  for  want  of 
copper,  and  that  I  would  join  in  any  fuch  undertaking. 
He  then  promifed  to  write  to  Mr.  Conduit  on  this  fub- 
jedl,  to  know  whether  we  might  be  private  purchafers, 
or  muft  apply  to  his  majefty  for  leave  to  have  fome 
copper  coined,  fince  we  wanted  copper  jn  another 
proportion  to  the  EnglijJj  fhilling  than  what  it  bears 
in  England.  He  fometime  after  received  an  anfwer 
from  Mr.  Conduit^  that  nothing  could  be  done  for  us 
without  his  Majefty's  leave,  and  fent  an  eflimate  of 
the  coinage  as  in  England.,  and  as  would  be  proper 
for  us,  *  a  copy  of  which  I  have  here  fent  your  Grace, 
with  what  he  apprehended  would  be  the  gain  upon  it. 

Upon  Lord  Forbes^  communicating  this  to  me 
I  talked  with  my  brethren  the  Lords  Juftices  on 
the  fubjedt,  who  concurred  with  me  in  opinion,  that 
fuch  a  copper  coinage  was  both  exceedingly  ufeful 
and  neceflary,  and  that  it  would  be  of  fervice  to  have 
it  as  foon  as  pofiible,  confidering  our  prefent  diftrefs, 
fmce  though  the  parliament  fhould  come  into  proper 
meafures  about  it,  it  could  not  be  brought  to  bear  in 
lefs  than  nine  or  twelve  months,  but  in  this  way  it 
could  be  brought  to  bear  in  three  months. 

We  have  fmce  founded  fome  of  the  council  about 
this  affair,  who  concur  with  our  fentiments,  and  wc 
had  in  part  refolved  upon  having  a  council,  in  order 
to  apply  to  your  Grace  about  this  affair,  but  we  have 
fince  confidcred  that  we  would  not  direcftly  apply  to 
your  Grace  with  the  weight  of  the  council,  till  we 
had  previoufly  acquainted  your  Grace  with  the  mat- 
ter, and  in  part  knew  how  you  were  dilpofed;  and 
befjdes,  if  it  were  once  known  that  fuch  an  applica- 
tion was  made  to  your  Grace,  it  would  give  fome 
obftrudion  to  the  circulation  of  raps,  which  though 
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it  muft  happen  at  laft,  we  would  not  have  happen 
without  a  remedy  of  better  money  following  as  foon 
after  as  may  be. 

In  Mr.  Conduit's  fcheme  we  find  that  only  z^d.  halfp. 
are  coined  out  of  a  pound  weight  of  copper,  fo  that 
to  keep  our  copper  money  as  near  in  intrinfic  value 
to  the  Englifh  copper  as  may  be,  we  propofe  coining 
only  25^.  ha/fp.  out  of  a  pound  weight  of  copper. 

If  your  Grace  gives  us  leave  to  apply,  we  think 
of  applying  only  for  50  tuns,  which  will  make 
11,900/.  Irj/h,  but  we  have  no  doubt  but  we  fhall  be 
prefled  to  apply  for  more  foon  ;  nor  do  I  think  that 
iefs  than  150  or  200  tuns  will  anfv.er  the  occafion -, 
but  we  are  willing  to  be  petitioned  for  more  when  the 
goodnefs  of  thefe  and  the  want  of  more  is  feen  by 
every  body. 

Mr.  Cmduit  tells  us  about  1000/.  will  fet  the  affair 
a  going,  which  we  fhall  raife  here,  without  defiring 
any  intereft  or  other  profit  by  it.  We  propofe  pay- 
ing the  money  advanced  into  Mr.  Gardiner's  liands, 
and  to  make  the  firft  payment  and  let  him  receive  the 
copper  money  as  it  is  fent  hither,  and  difpofe  of  it, 
and  with  the  produce  anfwer  any  fubfequent  pay- 
ments, till  the  whole  is  difpofed  of.  So  your  Grace 
or  the  parliament  may  have  a  Crown  officer  to  examine 
about  the  gains,  if  you  fliall  think  proper. 

As  to  the  gains,  Mr.  Conduit  does  not  allow  for  de- 
ductions which  muft  be  made,  which  will  ftrike  off 
above  half  the  profit  he  computes  ,  as  your  Grace 
will  fee  by  the  fcheme  t,  No.  II.  inclofed.  Indeed, 
if  the  exchange  fhould  prove  but  10  per  cent,  which 
it  poffibly  may  prove  very  foon,  the  profit  will  be  on 
Mr.  Conduit's  quantity  202/.  greater,  and  on  ours  loi/. 

The  refolution  of  the  Lords  relating  to  a  copper 
coinage,  and  that  of  the  Commons  about  a  mint, 
were  twice  confidered  in  council,  whilft  my  Lord 
Carteret  was  Lord  Lieutenant,  and  it  was  the  opinion 
of  every  body  that  they  were  no  ways  inconliftent, 
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fince  it  might  be  for  the  good  of  the  nation  to  have 

a  mint,  but  as  it  would  be  long  before  that  could  be 

eftablifhed  and  brought  to  work,  it  might  at  the  fame 

time  be  very  proper  to  afford  a  more  fpeedy  remedy 

to  our  prefent  fufferings,  which  was  what  the  Lords 

propoied. 

I  think  it  my  duty  at  the  fame  time  that  I  acquaint 
you  what  was  and  ftill  is,  as  far  as  I  can  learn,  the 
fenfe  of  the  privy  council,  to  acquaint  your  Grace 
likewife,  that  by  what  I  have  been  told,  the  view  of 
fome  warm  men  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  in  moving 
that  refolution  about  a  mint,  was,  that  as  they  are 
very  zealous  for  a  mint  here,  they  were  againll  coin- 
ing even  copper  at  the  tower,  left  it  fhould  mark 
out  a  way  for  coining  gold  and  filver  for  us,  if  there 
were  occafion,  and  it  fhould  appear  by  a  plain  expe- 
riment with  how  much  greater  expedition,  eafe,  and 
cheapnefs  we  might  have  any  money  coined  at  the 
Tower,  than  it  can  be  coined  here. 

I  have  now  informed  your  Grace  of  our  prefent 
wants  of  copper  money,  and  the  readieft  remedy  for 
this  evil,  and  likewife  what  are  the  views  of  thofe 
who  polVibly  intended  to  hinder  the  addrefs  of  the 
Houfe  of  Lords  being  complied  with,  for  an  imme- 
diate coinage  of  copper  :  and  your  Grace  will  be  the 
beft  judge  whether  you  ought  to  encourage  our  imme- 
diate application  for  the  coinage  of  50  tuns  of  copper 
at  the  Tower,  or  will  leave  that  atfair  to  take  what 
turn  may  happen  to  be  given  it  in  parliament. 

And  here  I  muft  inform  your  Grace  that  fome  of 
the  moft  underftanding  men  of  the  Commons  tell  me 
their  opinion  is,  that  their  Houfe  will  be  able  when 
they  fit,  to  agree  upon  no  prefent  remiedy  for  our  evil.

IT  has  been  a  very  great  furprife  to  me  this  win* 
ter  to  hear  of  the  attacks  made  on  the  rights  of 
the  clergy  by  two  bills  brougl-it  into  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  one  relating  to  tythes,  the  other  to  the 
fines  for  renewal  of  Church  leafes. 

I  find  that  what  always  ufed  to  be  of  weight  in 
both  hoiifes,  that  thefe  were  manifefl  attempts  on  the 
undoubted  right  and    property   of  the   clergy,  was  J 
with   too  many  of  no  weight  at  prefent.  * 

I  am  very  glad  the  florm  is  blown  over  for  this 
feafon,  and  I  hope  the  open  declarations  their  Ma- 
jefties  were  pleafed  to  make  in  favour  of  the  rights 
of  the  clergy,  may  prevent  any  new  attack  being 
haflily  made  on  them. 

If  1  am  not  mifinformed,  your  Lordfhip  has  been 
very  ufefully  employed  in  publifhing  a  fhort  but 
full  vindication  of  the  rights  of  the  clergy  as  to 
tythe.  To  which  I  have  feen  an  anfwer,  publifhed, 
as  the  title  fays,  by  a  member  of  parliament.  I 
think  we  of  the  clergy  are  very  much  obliged  to 
that  author,  fince  he  fpeaks  pretty  plain,  that  in  his 
opinion  the  nation  ought  to  pay  nothing  to  the  cler- 
gy except  they  pleafe,  and  that  the  fewer  the  clergy 
are  reduced  to,   the  better   for  the  nation. 

The  rights  of  a  free  people  feem  to  be  carried  a 
great  length  by  fome  people  in  England  in  their  writ- 
ings. In  feveral  pamphlets  one  of  their  rights  has 
been  afferted  to  be,  to  publifh  what  they  pleafe 
about  religion,  and  another  to  publifh  the  fame  about 
all  affairs  of  fhate  j  and  this  author  has  now  flatted  a 

third, 
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third,  which  is,  to  be  eafed  from  the  burthen  of 
tythes.  I  wifh  the  landed  gentlemen  would  refled, 
whether  the  next  privilege  of  a  free-born  Englijhman 
may  not  be  to  be  excufed  from  the  burthen  of  rents, 
fince  the  tenants  of  England  do  almoft  as  much  out- 
number the  landlords,  as  the  laiety  do  the  clergy.  I 
muft  own  it  is  with  great  grief  that  I  fee  daily  fuch 
things  publifhed,  and  thofe  liberties  taken  with  per- 
fons  in  power,  and  fuch  a  difregard  to  all  the  rights 
and  properties  of  the  fubjed,  as  I  think  muft  by  de- 
grees end  in  fome  publick  difturbance. 

As  to  the  clergy  in  particular,  I  believe  there  ne- 
ver has  been  a  time,  when  there  has  been  lefs  rea- 
fon  to  complain  of  any  opprelfions  from  the  fpiritual 
courts,  or  difaffedtion  to  the  conftitution  than  at  pre- 
fent  i  and  I  cannot  but  think'by  what  I  am  inform- 
ed, that  one  caufe  of  thefe  attacks  made  on  them, 
is  from  thofe  who  are  very  uneafy  to  fee  fo  great  a 
ftrength  on  the  bench  of  Bifhops  fupporting  his  Ma- 
jefty  and  his  miniftry ;  but  of  this  your  Lordfhip  is 
a  better  judge. 

But  at  the  fame  time  I  cannot  but  believe  that 
if  there  were  fewer  pluralities,  and  more  of  the 
clergy  difcharged  their  duty  on  their  livings,  it 
would  take  off  a  great  deal  of  that  envy  and  malice 
which  feems  to  be  raifed. 

It  is  very  happy  for  us  of  the  clergy  here,  that  our 
brethren  in  England  are  able  to  ftand  their  ground  ; 
for  if  you  are  once  borne  down,  all  that  may  pafs  in 
England  againft  the  clergy,  will  feem  to  be  ads  of 
calmnefs  and  temper,  in  refpedt  of  thofe  warm  at- 
tacks that  would  foon  be  made  on  us  here. 

I  moil  heartily  willi  our  brethren  in  Enghmd  good 
fuccefs  in  maintaining  their  rights,  and  congratu- 
late their  having  a  perfon  fo  knowing  and  pru- 
dent as  your  Lordfliip  to  aflifl  and  condud  them  in 
the    defence   they  are    obliged    to  make    of    their

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property,  againft  fo  unjufl:   and  fo  unreafonable  at- 
tempts.

We  are  very  much  obliged  to  your  Grace  for  your 
zeal  in  the  promoting  of  the  a(ft  for  explaining  the 
naturalization  a<S\:,  in  which  as  you  rightly  obferve, 
the  interefts  of  England  and  Ireland,  and  the  honour 
of  his  Majefty's  government  are  highly  concerned. 
But  we  are  apprehenfive  here  that  three  claufes 
which  were  added  to  diat  bill,  as  fent  up  by  the 
Commons^  will  do  fome  mifchief  here. 

As  to  the  Iri/b  yarn  bill,  which  was  thrown  out  in 
the  Houfe  of  Lords,  I  can  afllire  your  Grace,  that  I 
am  fully  fatisfied  the  part  you  aded  in  that  affair, 
was  not  out  of  any  difrcgard  to  Irela?id,  but  purely 
that  you  thought  the  rejedting  of  it  at  prefent,  was 
for  the  fervice  of  England*.

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I  mufl  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Grace,  that  it  is  my 
opinion  upon  converfing  with  gentlemen  of  thofe 
parts  of  Ireland  where  moft  wool  is  run,  that  the 
palling  of  that 'bill  would  have  more  effedually  pre- 
vented the  running  of  wool  from  hence  to  FrancCy 
than  all  the  laws  befides,  which  you  in  England  or 
we  in  Ireland  can  devile,  to  prevent  that  clandeftine 
trade  ;  fince  it  would  have  made  it  the  general  in- 
terefl:  of  the  landed  gentlemen,  and  of  the  poor  peo-^ 
pie,  every  where  to  have  endeavoured  to  hinder  any 
wool  being  carried  off  from  hence  to  France-,  and  I 
believe  the  gentry  in  thofe  parts  would  have  done 
their  utmofl  to  prevent  it. 

But  at  prefent,  as  you  have  done  nothing  in  Eng- 
land to  fet  us  an  example  of  what  you  would  ex- 
pedl  from  us,  unlefs  my  Lord  Lieutenant  comes  over 
with  inftrudtions  what  it  is  that  is  defired  of  us,  I 
believe  we  fhall  be  put  to  it,  to  find  out  what  method 
to  take  to  hinder  the  running  of  wool.  And  after  we 
have  taken  in  the  former  felfions,  one  ftep  to  encou- 
rage carrying  our  yarn  to  England  by  taking  off  a 
duty  amounting  to  12,000/.  per  ann.  vhich  muil  be 
made  good  by  fome  new  duties,  and  after  nothing

I  Hope  your  Grace  will  have  the  goodnefs  to  excufe 
my  giving  you  this  trouble  on  account  of  one  of 
the  bills  now  fent  over  to  be  laid  before  the  privy 
council  in  Englandy  for  rendering  more  efFecftual  an  ntt 
for  the  better  fecuring  of  the  government  by  difarm- 
ing  papirts  ;  finee  the  papifts  here  declare  publickly, 
that  they  have  employed  agents  on  the  other  fide  of 
the  water  to  have  the  bill  funk  there. 

That  your  Grace  may  the  better  underfland  the 
cafe,  1  muft  beg  leave  to  acquaint  you  that  in  the  7th 
of  King  IViliiam  an  ad  was  paifed  here,  entitled,  an 
adt  for  the  better  fecuring  the  government  by  di farm- 
ing papifts.  The  intent  of  which  was  not  only  to 
take  away  the  arms  then  in  the  hands  of  papifts,  but 
conftantly  to  keep  them  and  their  fuccefibrsdifarmed; 
and  it  has  been  the  opinion  of  the  Judges  from  time 
to  time,  that  the  law  had  forbid  all  papiRs  at  any 
time  to  keep  or  carry  arms.  But  upon  a  papift  being 
indided  laft  fummer  alTizes  in  the  county  of  Galway 
upon  that  ad,  for  carrying  arms,  though  it  was  not 

-j-  Revelation  examined  ivith  Candour  ;  the  Life  of  King  Da'vid, 
and  many  other  Pieces,  with  a  Volume  of  Sermons. 

E  4  difputed 
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difpiited  either  that  he  was  a  papift,  or  carried  arms, 
yet  the  jury  were  pleafed  to  acquit  him.  Upon  this 
it  has  been  underftood  by  the  papifts  every  where, 
that  the  faid  ad:  only  concerned  the  papifts  then  hv- 
ing,  and  the  arms  they  had  in  their  pofleflion  at  the 
time  that  a6t  was  paiTed  ;  and  upon  talking  with  the 
Judges,  we  find  that  a6t  was  drawn  up  io  ill,  that 
there  is  too  much  room  for  fuch  an  opmion.  This 
occafioned  the  Houfe  of  Lords  to  bring  in  heads  of  a 
bill  to  render  that  act  more  efFedual,  and  this  new 
3it\  is  very  little  more  than  the  old  one  corred^ed  to 
what  it  was  originally  defigned  for  ;  only  this  being 
thought  more  prudent  than  to  bring  in  a  bill,  which 
by  its  very  title  fhould  have  owned  the  firft  ad  to  be 
grofsly  defedive. 

The  power  given  in  the  old  ad  to  the  government 
to  licenfe  fuch  papifts  to  bear  arms  as  they  thought 
proper,  is  here  continued,  with  a  power  of  revoking 
fuch  licenfes,  when  they  fhall  think  fit,  which  was 
forgot  in  the  former  ad.  The  chief  additions  to  this 
new  bill  are,  that  no  proteftant  fervant  to  a  papift 
fhall  have  any  arms  whilft  he  is  in  that  fervice  -,  for 
this  was  one  way  of  eluding  the  ad,  whilft  it  was 
thought  to  be  in  force,  to  keep  a  proteftant  fervant, 
who  pretended  to  be  the  proprietor  of  all  arms  found 
in  the  houfe  of  his  popifh  mafter.  That  the  proof  of 
a  perfon  being  commonly  reputed  a  papift,  ftiall  be 
fufficient  to  convid  fuch  perfon  offending  againft  this 
ad,  except  he  prove  himfelf  a  proteftant,  for  on  fome 
trials  it  was  found  very  difficult  to  prove  a  man  to 
be  a  papift,  though  the  whole  country  knew  him  to 
be  fo. 

And  another  is,  that  no  papift  ftiall  be  on  the  jury 
in  any  trial  upon  this  ad.

As  what  has  happened  has  in  a  manner  repealed 
the  a6t  of  the  7th  of  King  fVilUajn,  fo  far  as  relates 
to  the  difarming  of  papifts  ;  and  as  the  papifts  in 
Diillin  have  upon  it  put  on  fwords,  and  thofe  in  the 
country  in  Conaiight  at  leafl  travel  publickly  with 
fwords  and  fire-arms,  we  cannot  think  ourfelves  nor 
the  government  here  fafe,  unlefs  the  zCi  we  now  fend 
over  be  pafled.  The  papifts  by  the  moft  modeft  com- 
putation, are  about  five  to  one  proteftant,  but  others 
think  they  cannot  be  lefs  than  feven  to  one.  And 
what  ufe  they  have  formerly  made  of  their  arms  in 
this  kingdom,  our  hiftories  give  too  melancholy  an 
account  of. 

And  I  can  affure  your  Grace,  that  the  papifts  in  the 
country,  before  the  defects  of  this  a(fl  were  difcovered, 
were  fo  formidable,  that  fcarce  any  magiftrate  durft 
put  any  of  the  laws  againft  regulars,  &c.  in  executi- 
on, for  fear  of  being  murthered,  or  having  his 
houfes  fired  in  the  night.  And  if  our  prefent  bill 
mifcarries,  they  will  grow  much  more  formidable  and 
infolent ;  nor  have  the  papifts  fcrupled  often  giving 
threats  againft  every  magiftrate  that  was  more  adive 
on  any  occafion  than  his  neighbours. 

They  had  found  out  feveral  evafions  of  the  adl  of 
the  feventh  of  King  JVilliam,  which  we  would  wil- 
lingly have  prevented,  but  as  fome  difficulties  arofe 
in  drawing  up  proper  claufes  for  that  purpofe,  and 
too  many  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  ftiew  a  difpofiti- 
on  to  favour  the  papifts  more  than  is  confiftent  with 
the  proteftant  intcreft  here ;  we  have  omitted  all  fuch 
claufes,  and  confined  ourfelves  to  what  was  the  un- 
doubted intention  of  that  a6t,  and  to  fome  new  claufes 
which  nobody  can  well  objed  to,  to  make  it  in  fome 
meafure  effectual.

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And  I  mull;  beg  of  your  Grace  to  ufe  your  interell 
with  the  council,  to  return  us  this  bill  without  any 
ways  weakening  it  -,  fince  without  this  bill  his  Ma- 
jefty's  government  will  be  in  great  danger  here  if  any 
unhappy  occafion  abroad  Ihould  give  the  papifts  a  lit- 
tle more  boldnefs  than  they  have  at  prefent,  and  the 
proteilants  will  not  be  fafe  in  their  perfons.

JHave  had  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of  the  1 1  th 
inftant,  and  am  very  much  obliged  to  your  Grace 
tor  your  anfwer  to  mjne  of  the  21ft  paft. 

What  my  Lord  Carteret  had  done  with  the  refolu- 
tions  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords  and  Commons,  which  he 
took  over  with  him,  we  had  no  account  of  before. 
But  judging  it  probable  they  were  referred  to  the 
Commiffioners  of  the  Treafury,  we  were  for  ferving 
the  nation  in  their  prefent  extreme  want  of  copper 
money,  by  a  method  that  might  avoid  any  enquiry 
into  fo  complicated  an  affair,  as  the  fetting  the  value 
of  the  gold  and  filver  coins  current  here,  and  the 
confidering  whether  it  were  more  proper  to  have  a 
mint  erefted  here,  or  to  have  leave  given  us  to  have 
copper  money  to  fuch  a  quantity,  coined  at  the  tower ; 
v/hich  method  was,  by  an  addrefs  from  the  Lords 
Judiccb  and  Privy-council  for  leave  to  have  fifty  tuns 
of  copper  coined  at  the  tower,  without  any  relation 
to  any  thing  done  either  by  the  Lords  or  Commons 
here.  Whereby  all  that  would  have  been  brought 
before  the  Treafury  had  been,  whether  his  Majefty 
would  pleafe  to  let  us  have  fifty  tuns  of  copper  coined 
at  the  tower,  at  fuch  a  rate  as  anfwers  to  the  Ejiglijb 
copper  coinage,  and  to  permit  the  gain  made  by  it  to 
come  to  the  ufe  of  the  publick. 

And 
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And  I  can  afTure  your  Excellency  that  I  have  never 
heard  of  any  application  made  by  any  but  the  privy- 
council  here  to  the  King  on  any  occafions  relating  to 
the  coin,  till  laft  fellion.  And  fo  far  were  the  Houfe 
of  Commons  from  thinking  it  a  point  belonging  to 
them,  that  Mr.  Conolly  acquainted  my  Lord  Cliancellor 
and  me  that  a  few  years  before  I  came  hither  there 
had  been  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  to  confider  at  what  value  gold  and  filver 
coins  ought  to  pafs  here  ;  but  after  fome  time  fpent 
in  it,  they  dropped  making  any  report  to  the  Houfe 
of  what  refolutions  they  had  come  to  in  the  commit- 
tee, as  thinking  that  an  affair  wholly  belonging  to  his 
Majefty's  prerogative.  Nor  had  they  meddled  with 
it  laft  feflions  but  that  the  remitters  and  merchants  of 
Cork  thought  it  more  to  their  advantage  to  have 
things  continue  in  their  prelcnt  bad  ftate,  than  have 
them  reformed  according  to  the  rational  fchcme  de- 
figned  by  the  privy  council :  and  they  were  the  per- 
fons  who  engaged  fome  members  in  that  houfe  to 
drive  them  to  the  refolutions  they  came  to  :  and  die 
refolutions  of  the  Houfe  of  Lords  *  were  defigned 
only  as  a  ballance  againft  the  hafty  refolutions  of  the 
other  houfe.

WE  have  wrote  to  your  Grace  by  this  mail,  re- 
commending Mr.  Meredith  for  the  deanery  of 
Ardfert.  The  deanery  is  of  little  value,  and  is  rather 
defired  for  the  dignity  than  the  profit  of  it. 

Mr.  Agmondefljam  Vefey  is  father-in-law  to  Mr. 
Meredith,  and  he  came  to  me  with  him,  and  took 
occafion  to  aflure  me  of  his  readinefs  to  concur  in  all 
meafures  the  government  could  defire  next  feflion, 
which  a  man  of  honour  could  pollibly  join  in.  I  told 
him  I  was  very  fure  the  government  would  never  de- 
fire any  thing  a  man  of  honour  could  not  comply 
with,  and  afTured  him  I  would  write  to  your  Grace 
in  behalf  of  his  fon. 

As  your  Grace  had  been  mentioning  Mr.  Vefey,  as 
one  proper  to  be  gained,  I  was  glad  of  his  applying 
on  this  occafion  :  fince  the  boon  he  afks  is  not  great, 
if  he  fhould  fly  off.

May  it  pleafe  your  Grace^ 

TH  E  want  of  copper  money  is  fo  great  in  this 
kingdom,  as  to  put  the  more  ordinary  fort  of 
people,  particularly  the  foldiers,  under  the  greatefl 
difficulties  in  all  their  little  tranfadions:  obliging 
them  to  pay  for  the  exchange  of  filver,  and  to  take 

raps 
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raps  that  are  not  of  a  fourth  part  of  the  value  of  an 
Englijb  half-penny.  And  their  neceilities  have  encou- 
raged feveral  wicked  people  to  make  counterfeit 
copper  money  at  this  time,  which  muft  end  in  the 
great  lofs  of  this  nation. 

We  therefore  think  it  would  be  of  great  fervice  to 
his  Majefty,  and  of  great  advantage  to  his  good  fub- 
jeds  here ;  if  a  quantity  of  good  copper  money  were, 
as  foon  as  conveniently  may  be,  coined  for  the  ufe  of 
this  kingdom.  And  we  defire  your  Grace  will  be 
pleafed  to  obtain  his  Majeffcy's  permiflion,  that  we 
may  have  fifty  tuns  of  copper  coined  at  the  mint,  of 
the  lame  linenefs  as  the  Englijh  half-pence  are  coined 
of,  part  in  half-pence,  and  part  in  farthings  ^  and 
that  as  the  Englijh  fhilling  paffes  with  us  for  13^.  and 
out  of  a  pound  of  copper  is  coined  at  the  mint  23-J^. 
Englijhy  we  may  be  permitted  to  coin  out  of  a  pound 
of  copper  251-  d.  that  our  copper  money  may  be  as 
near  as  may  be  of  the  fame  proportionable  value  as 
the  copper  money  of  Ejig/and:  and  that  no  private 
perfon  may  make  any  advantage  of  this  coinage,  we 
defire  that  his  Majefty  may  be  pleafed  to  order  that 
after  the  expence  of  the  copper,  coinage,  exchange 
for  remittance,  carriage,  and  other  necejGTary  ex- 
pences,  the  remaining  profit  may  go  to  the  ufe  of  the 
publick  here. 

It  is  propofed  that  this  copper  money  fhould  have 
his  Majefty's  head  on  one  fide,  and  the  Injb  harp  and 
crown  on  the  other.  The  fiim  of  copper  money  that 
will  arife  out  of  50  tuns  coined  after  this  propofal, 
will  amount  to  11,900/.  IfiJJj.  The  money  that  may 
be  necelTary  to  fet  this  coinage  a  going,  will  be  little 
more  than  1000/.  which  is  propofed  to  be  advanced 
here  without  any  profit  to  thofe  who  advance  it. 

As  our  prefcnt  calamity  for  want  of  good  copper 
money  is  very  great,  and  grows  every  day  greater, 
and  as  the  defign  will  take  up  fome  time  in  executing, 
after  his  Majefty  lus  graciouily  given  us  the  permilTion

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we  defire,  we  humbly  beg  your  Grace  will  take  the 
lirft  opportunity  to  obtain  his  Majefty's  leave,  that 
we  may  immediately  fet  about  an 'affair  that  w'iil  be 
of  fo  great  fervice  to  the  ordinary  people  of  this 
kingdom.

JL  ble  of  a  letter  relating  to  the  copper  coinage  fooner, 
but  it  was  not  before  Tburfday  laft  that  we  could  finifh 
the  affair,  and  fign  a  letter,  f  am  forry  it  is  in  fo  per- 
plexed a  manner,  with  fo  much  regard  to  what  paffed 
in  the  two  houfes  two  feflions  ago  :  but  your  Grace 
will  fee  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  council,  our  neceP 
fities  require  fuch  a  coinage,  and  that  fpeedily.  I  firll 
opened  the  affair  upon  receipt  of  Mr.  Carfs  *  letter, 
in  council,  on  Wednejday  the  12th  inftant,  when  we 
appointed  a  committee  to  confider  the  matter  and 
make  a  report.  My  Lord  Chancellor  feemed  to  have 
a  little  courage  then,  Sir  Ralph  Gore  was  not  then  re- 
turned out  of  the  country,  laft  Saturday  we  received 
the  report  from  the  committee,  when  my  Lord  Chan- 
cellor expreffed  great  fears  of  offending  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  and  the  affair  was  re-committed.  Sir 
Ralph  Gore  fpoke  very  plainly  that  he  had  laft  feflions 
talked  with  feveral  members  about  what  was  defigned, 
that  except  Mr.  Stephenjotiy  who  wanted  to  have  the 
coinage  himfelf,  every  one  approved  the  defign  ;  and 
thought  it  beft  to  be  done  by  the  courxii,  for  fear  of 
any  unreafonable  addinon,  if  the  affair  was  moved 
in  the  Houfe  of  Commons.

However,  my  Lord  Chancellor  in- 
fitted  on  not  concluding  till  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice 
and  Lord  Chief  Baron  returned  from  the  country  ; 
and  that  notice  fhould  be  taken  of  the  refolutions  of 
the  Houfe  of  Lords  and  Commons  two  felllons  ago. 
Againft  PVedneJday  the  19th  the  committee  had  the 
report  ready  agreeably  to  my  Lord  Chancellor's  defire.

As  foon  a§  his  Majefty's  letter  comes,  I  fhall  make 
what  hafte  I  can  to  London,  if  my  fpoufe  is  able  to 
undertake  the  journey  ;  when  I  hope  to  have  the 
honour  to  wait  on  your  Grace.

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Majefly's  letter  to  alter  the  quorum  here  to  make  my 
abferce  the  lefs  inconvenient.  When  the  letter  came. 
Sir  Ralph  was  in  a  very  bad  way,  fo  that  if  the  new 
commiliion  had  pafTed,  there  was  I  believe  a  neceflity 
of  palling  it  before  his  death,  which  would  have  made 
it  the  more  praclicable  for  me  to  go  to  England  though 
he  died  -,  not  that  I  would  have  done  it,  without  firfl 
knowing  his  Majefty's  pleaf.ire.  But  as  the  govern- 
ment was  in  danger  of  beiiig  in  a  cafe  unforefeen  when 
that  letter  was  granted,  and  your  Grace  enjoining  me 
not  to  produce  that  etter  except  my  journey  was  cer- 
tain, I  did  not  think  myfelf  uifficiently  authorized  to 
have  a  new  commiiTion  palTed,  and  acco-dingly  no- 
thing was  done  it,  and  i  believe  now  nothing  can  be 
done  in  virtue  of  that  letter. 

As  Sir  Ralph  Gore  is  dead,  there  feems  to  be  an 
opportunity^  without  any  offence^  of  putting  the  General* 
in  as  the  third  perfnn  in  the  coramijfion^ ,  who  I  remember 
your  Grace  thought  was  the  proper  per/on,  and  that  it  was 
inconvenient  and  even  dangerous  to  let  the  govermnent 
keep  on  too  long  with  the  office  of  thefpeaker. 

My  Lord  Chancellor  and  I  fhall  very  foon  trouble 
your  grace  with  our  opinion,  whom  we  think  it  will 
be  mod  for  his  Majefty's  fervice  to  recommend  for 
fpeaker. 

As  I  cannot  but  widi  that  I  may  be  at  liberty,  if 
her  health  will  permit  it,  to  carry  my  wife  over  to 
England,  for  advice,  /  would  humbly  offer,  that  if  my 
Lord  .

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fion,  and  might  be  expeded  here  in  a  Httle  time,  I 
might  be  able  to  go  to  England  in  lefs  than  three 
weeks,  if  my  wife  fhould  not  by  that  time  be  too  ill 
to  travel.

IN  the  letter  from  the  council  to  your  Grace,  no- 
tice is  taken  that  no  anfwer  is  come  to  their  for 
mer  application  for  the  currency  of^  the  old  copper 
money  for  fome  time :  and  it  is  apprehended  that 
without  fome  order  on  that  head  there  may,  upon 
ifluing  out  the  new  fpecies,  be  fuch  a  ftagnation  of 
the  old  copper,  as  may  occafion  great  diftrefs,  if  not 
fome  difturbaixe  among  the  meaner  people.  It  was 
therefore  the  opinion  of  the  council  that  his  Majefty 
fhould  be  defired  to  give  fuch  orders  as  he  fhall  in 
his  wifdom  judge  proper  in  that  affair,  to  prevent  a 
fudden  flop  to  the  currency  of  the  old  fpecies.  The 
raps  were  by  all  thought  to  be  out  of  the  queflion. 
And  this  was  fo  much  the  fenfe  of  the  council,  that 
till  fomewhat  of  this  nature  be  done,  I  am  fatisfied 
my  Lord  Chancellor  will  not  advance  one  flep  in  this 
affair. 

I  have  fince  talked  with  the  commilTioners  on  that 
fubjeft,  vvhofe  opinion  is,  that  as  in  England  the  col- 
lectors are  not  obliged  to  receive  more  than  $\d, 
in  any  one  payment  in  copoer,  as  6d.  is  there  the 

leall 
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lead  piece  of  common  filver  money  ;  Co  here,  where 
6ld.  is  our  lead  piece  of  filver  coin,  they  fhould  not 
be  obhged  to  receive  more  than  6d.  in  copper  in 
any  one  payment  ^  though  they  may  be  left  at  hber* 
ty  to  receive  more,  if  they  pleafe. 

But  I  cannot  but  think  it  vi'iil  be  neceflary  to  put 
fome  reftraint  upon  that  hberty,  fo  that  they  may  not 
e.g.  at  the  moft  take  more  than  one  fhiUing  in  the 
pound  in  copper  in  one  payment,  to  prevent  as  much 
as  may  be,  the  fraud  of  collectors. 

There  is  another  trouble  I  mud  give  your  Grace 
in  this  affair  :  I  think  the  directions  your  Grace  fent 
us  in  your  letter,  to  give  what  orders  were  proper  in 
this  affair,  were  fufficient  to  authorize  us  to  appoint 
an  agent,  or  take  any  other  neceifary  ftep ;  but  my 
Lord  Chancellor  is  grown  fo  much  more  fcrupulous 
fince  the  death  of  Sir  Ralph  Gore,  that  at  firft  he 
talked  of  appointing  no  agent,  except  fuch  agent 
would  be  fecurity  to  indemnify  him  in  cafe  of  any 
accident  or  mifmanagement ".  but  1  have  fince  brought 
him,  upon  the  advice  of  my  Lord  Chief  Juftice  Ro- 
gerfon,  io  confent  to  appoint  an  agent,  and  fet  the 
work  a-going,  if  your  Grace  will  fignify  to  us  that 
it  is  his  Majefty's  pleafure  that  we  fhould  appoint  an 
agent  in  this  affair  :  I  think  it  would  not  be  amifs  if 
it  were  exprelfed  fiich  an  agent  or  agents  as  ive  Jhall 
judge  proper  either  here  or  in  England. 

Mr.  Gardiner  is  willing  to  undertake  the  agency  of 
this  affair,  and  will  anfwer  the  calls  for  money  out 
of  his  own  cafh  ;  and  as  the  bankers  here  ftand  ob- 
liged to  him  for  his  favour  on  many  occafions,  he 
hopes  to  engage  fome  of  them  to  get  a  correfpondent 
of  theirs  in  London.,  to  negociate  the  contrad,  and 
do  what  elfe  is  neceffary  there,  without  being  paid 
for  agency.  He  was  even  willing  to  have  indem- 
nified my  Lord  Chancelor,  but  that  I  thought  was  too

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I  fhould  be  glad  if  we  had  his  Majefty's  pleafure 
ilgnified  to  us  to  thofe  two  points,  as  loon  as  may  be 
conveniently,  becaufe  I  fear  no  material  ftep  will  be 
taken  here  till  that  is  done.

WE  received  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  letter 
of  the  loth  inftant,  and  write  again  in  the 
fame  manner,  that  what  pafTed  on  this  occafion,  may 
as  far  as  in  us  lie,  be  a  fecret  to  all  perfons  here. 

In  our  laft  we  reprefented  to  your  Grace  our 
thoughts  concerning  the  feveral  candidates,  and  that 
Mr.  Boyle  appeared  to  us  to  have  by  much  the  beft 
perfonal  intereft,  and  fuch  as  could  not  without  diffi- 
culty be  oppofed,  if  he  perfifted  in  his  pretenfions.

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Boyle  that  he  has  not  been  kindly  ufed  by  the  govern- 
ment's raking  no  favourable  notice  of  his  applications, 
we  are  very  apprehenfive  that  fuch  delay  may  give 
room  to  the  forming  lome  party,  which  may  raile  a 
dangerous  oppofition  to  fo  late  a  recommendation  as 
your  Grace  propofes.  We  fliould  be  very  unwilling  to 
difobligc  either  of  the  candidates,  as  being  perlbns  for 
whom  we  have  a  great  regard,  but  we  beg  leave  to 
obferve,  that  fmce  fuch  declaration  muft  be  made  be- 
fore the  cledion,  the  effedts  of  any  refentment  on  that 
account  may  be  worn  out  the  fooner  it  is  made,  ef- 
pecially  if  it  be  in  favour  of  one,  who  it  is  generally 
thought  cannot  fail  of  fuccefs.

been  coined  under  former  patents, 

I  have  fent  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  who  I  hope  will 
apply  to  you  on  this  occafion,  a  drauglit  of  fuch  a 
letter  as  we  want,  as  well  drawn  up  as  we  could  get 
it  done  here,  though  I  do  not  quftion  but  in  point  of 
form  it  is  very  deficient,  but  by  it  will  however  ap- 
pear, what  are  the  things  v/e  apprehend  we  want  to 
receive  his  Majefty's  commands  for,  and  in  the  Trea- 
fury  it  may  eafily  be  put  into  a  right  form,  a::d  any 
thing  elfe  added,  that  fhall  be  thought  necelTary  there.

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"willing    to  interrupt    any    thing    of   greater    conle- 
quence. 

Bat  I  hope  you  will  be  able  in  a  little  time  to  find 
lei fu re  to  cad  a  thought  on  the  wants  of  this  king- 
dom, and  I  am  fure  the  diflrefs  the  trading  people 
here  are  under  for  want  of  copper  money  is  {"o  great, 
that  we  fhall  be  very  inuch  obliged  to  you  if  you  will 
be  fo  kind  as  to  give  fome  difpatch  to  the  King's  let- 
ter, without  which  we  can  make  no  fardier  advarxe 
in  the  affair  of  our  copper  coinage.

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nis  grateful  fenfe  of  the  obligations  he  lies  under  to 
your  Lordihip  on  this  occafion. 

I  am  obliged  to  your  Lordfhip  for  fending  me  an 
account  of  the  amendments  defigned  in  the  bill  about 
ecclefiaflical  jurifdidion,  and  I  think  you  was  putting 
things  upon  a  right  foot ;  but  I  do  not  wonder  that 
the  officers  of  the  fpiritual  courts  were  againft  it. 

Since  the  opening  of  our  parliament  feveral  diflent- 
ing  minifters  are  come  from  the  north  to  folicit  the 
repeal  of  the  teft ;  they  are  rather  fanguine  in  their 
hopes  of  fuccefs,  if  the  government  here  lay  its 
whole  weight  to  it.  But  by  the  beft  information  I 
can  get,  the  fuccefs  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  will 
be  very  doubtful  with  all  the  help  that  can  be  given 
them  :  and  if  it  be  brought  in,  whatever  be  the  event 
of  the  bill,  it  will  throw  the  whole  country  into  very 
great  heats. 

Our  felTions,  as  far  as  it  has  gone,  has  been  pretty 
uneafy,  though  I  hope  all  will  end  well,  I  have  no 
doubt  but  yours  will  be  very  warm  ;  nor  will  the 
people  be  fuffered  to  cool  till  the  new  eledion  is  over. 
1  hear  the  fuccefs  the  applications  from  without  doors 
had  laft  feflions  will  bring  on  petitions  to  the  Com.- 
mons  about  reducing  the  army,  6cc.  except  the  pre- 
fent  ftate  of  Europe  prevents  it.  We  here  look  upon 
a  war  as  unavoidable,  which  may  polfibiy  make  things 
more  quiet  at  home.

AS  an  affair  of  great  confequence  is  jufl:  over  with 
us,  I  mean  the  pufh  for  repealing  the  teft  in 
favour  of  the  Diffenters,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  ac- 
quaint your  Grace  how  that  affair  ftands. 
^  ^  G   ^  Vvlien 
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When  my  Lord  Lieutenant  firft  came  hither  this 
time,  he  let  the  Diflenters  and  others  know,  that  he 
had  inftrudions,  if  it  could  be  done,  to  get  the  teft 
repealed ;  and  he  has  fince  fpoke  to  all  any  ways  de- 
pendant on  the  government,  as  well  as  to  others, 
whom  he  could  hope  to  influence,  to  difpofe  them  to 
concur  with  the  defign,  and  fo  have  others  done  that 
have  the  honour  to  be  in  his  Majefly's  fervice. 

But  it  was  unanimoufly  agreed,  that  it  was  not 
proper  to  bring  that  affair  into  either  houfe  of  parlia- 
ment till  the  liipply  was  fecured.  However  as  the 
defign  could  not  be  kept  fecret,  and  as  the  DifTenters 
fent  up  agents  fiom  the  north  to  folicit  the  affair 
among  the  members  of  parliament,  it  foon  occafioned 
a  great  ferment  both  in  the  two  houfes  and  out  of 
them,  and  brought  a  greater  number  of  members  to 
town  than  is  ufual.  There  came  likewife  many  of 
the  clergy  from  the  feveral  parts  of  the  kingdom  to 
oppofe  the  defign  ;  and  a  pamphlet  war  was  carried 
on  for  and  againfl:  repealing  the  teft,  in  which  thofe 
who  wrote  for  it  fliewed  the  greateft  temper. 

And  thus  the  perfons  who  came  to  town  to  oppofe 
it,  by  degrees  heated  one  another,  and  vifibly  gained 
ground,  and  the  members  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
were,  by  adjourned  calls  of  the  Houfe,  kept  in  town. 
There   were   daily  reports   fpread,    that   the   bill 
would  be  brought  in  fuch  or   fuch  a  day ;    and  fome 
m  the  oppofition  gave  out,    they  would  move  for  it, 
that  the  point  might  be  decided  one  way  or  another : 
till  at  length,   after  much  impatience  fhevvn  on  the 
occafion,  on  this  day  fe'nnight,  a  very  unufual,    and 
I  think  unparliamentary  motion  was  made,  that  after 
the  next  Friday  the  Houfe  would  neither  receive  bills 
nor  heads  of  bills,  for  repealing  any  part  of  the  adts 
to  prevent  the  growth  of  popery,    in  one  of  which 
the  facramental  teft  is  enadted.     There  was  fome  op- 
pofition made  to  the  iTiortnefs  of  the  time,  and  the 
next  Monday   moved  for,    but  the   warmth   of  the 

Houfe 
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tloufe,  which  v/as  a  very  full  one,  againft  any  far- 
ther delay,  and  indeed  againfl  any  repeal  of  the  teft, 
appeared  fo  great  and  fo  general,  that  it  was  thought 
moft  prudent  not  to  d.vide  about  that  refoliition. 

And  upon  confidering  what  then  appeared  to  be 
the.fenfe  of  much  die  greater  part  of  the  Houfe,  and 
what  was  found  to  be  the  difpufition  of  the  members 
by  talking  with  them,  Jt  was  concluded  at  a  meeting 
at  the  Caftle  on  IVedn'efday  mOrning,  and  another  on 
Thurfday  morning,  where  fome  of  the  agents  for 
the  DilTenters  were  prefent,  to  be  moft  for  the  credit 
of  the  government  and  the  peace  of  the  kingdom,  not 
to  pafh  for  a  thing  which  plainly  appeared  impradi- 
?:ab}e :  and  it  was  thought  a  very  dangerous  ftcp  to 
unite  a  majority  of  tlie  Houfe  in  an  bppofition  to  the 
■intentions  of  the  government,  fince  it  was  not  fo  cer- 
tain when  fuch  an  union  might  be  dillolved. 

And  at  a  meeting  of  feveral  members  of  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  who  were  difpofed  fo  repeal  the  teft,  it 
was  agreed  that  in  the  prefent  ftate  of  affairs,  it 
wouldbe  wrong  to  pulh  for  a  thing  that  would  cer- 
tainly mifcarry. 

,    Whilft  this  affair  has  been  depending,  there  hav« 
been  great  heats  m  the  Houfe  of  Commons,    and  A 
more  than  ufual  obftr action  of  publick  bufinefs ;  and 
the  Houfe  of  Lords  has  had  their  ftiare  in  their  com- 
ing to  fome  refolations,    though  not  on  this  fubjedt> 
which  .would  fcarce  have  been  carried  or  moved  at 
another  time.    iVnd  I  am  fully  of  opinion  that  though 
the  repeal  had  paifed  in  t'le  Commons,  it  would  have 
mi  (carried  aitiong   the  Lords.     But  I  hope  now  this 
uneafinefs  and  handle  of  difcontent  is  over,  things 
will  gradually  cool,  and  return  to  thtir  former  courfe. 
1  find   fome  of  the  DiiTenters  now  lay,   the  thing 
ought  to  have  been  tried  foo'  er  in  the  felfion.     But, 
ast  mentioned  "before,  it  was  the  opinion  of  his  Ma- 
iefty's  fervants  that  the  fupplies  ought  to  be  fecurcd 
before  any  danger  was  run  of  raifmg  heats  in  the

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Houfe :  and  befides,  in  the  method  of  our  parliament, 
no  bill  can  be  carried  by  furprize,  becaufe  though 
the  heads  of  a  bill  may  be  carried  on  a  fudden,  yet 
there  is  a  time  for  a  party  to  be  gathered  againft  it 
by  that  time  a  bill  can  pafs  the  council  here,  and  be 
returned  from  England^  when  it  is  again  to  pafs 
through  both  Houles  for  their  approbation  before  it 
can  pafs  into  a  law. 

What  has  happened  here  will  probably  the  lefs 
furprize  your  Grace,  becaufe  the  Archbifhop  of  Dub- 
lin in  London  acquainted  the  miniflry  that  he  thought 
fuch  a  repeal  could  not  pafs  here :  which  has  been 
my  opinion  from  the  beginning  of  the  fefl'ion. 

What  reprefentation  the  Diifentershere  may  make 
of  this  affair  1  cannot  tell :  but  I  believe  their  agents 
from  the  north  had  at  firft  met  with  either  fuch  en- 
couragement or  fuch  general  civil  anfwers,  that  they 
had  given  greater  hopes  of  fuccefs  to  their  friends  in 
the  country  than  there  was  juft  reafon  for.  And 
fome  of  them  at  the  meeting  at  the  Caftle  *  lall  Tburf- 
day^^  were  for  pufhing  the  affair  at  all  adventures, 
urging  that  they  thought  they  fhould  not  lofe  the 
caufe  very  difhonourably,  though  upon  what  palfed 
there  they  feemed  to  have  little  hopes  of  its  fucceed- 
ing,  in  which  I  think  they  looked  more  at  their  own 
honour  than  his  Majefty's  fervice.  But  this  1  am  fure 
of,  that  all  prefent  in  the  fervice  of  the  crown,  were 
of  opinion,  that  the  pufh  ought  to  be  made,  where

THE  affair  of  repealing  the  teft  is  now  over  with 
us:  whilft  it  was  carrying  on  itoccafioned  very 
great  heats  in  the  Commons:  and  your  Lordfhip  will 
eafily  guefs  that  many  of  the  *  Clergy  were  not  want- 
ing in  their  zeal  to  raife  what  oppofition  they  could 
againft  it.  I  am  apt  to  think  that  there  were  near 
three  to  two  againft  it  among  the  Commons ;  and  the 
majority  was  fo  clear,  that  I  queftion  whether  many 
who  were  for  it  would  not  have  abfented  themfelves 
or  have  voted  againft  it,  if  it  had  come  to  a  divifion, 
to  avoid  marking  themfelves  to  no  purpofe.  And  I 
am  fully  fatisfied  that  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  there 
would  have  been  at  leaft  two  to  one  againft  it. 

My  Lord  Lieutenant  was  not  wanting  in  his  endea- 
vours to  difpofe  thofe  in  the  fervice  of  the  govern- 
ment, or  whom  he  could  any  ways  influence,  to  pro- 
mote the  repeal.  But  for  two  days  before  the  day 
fixed  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons  for  bringing  it  in,  if 
at  all,  there  was  a  meeting  at  the  Caftle  of  thofe  of 
diftindtion  in  his  Majefty's  fervice,  and  at  the  fecond 
meeting  the  principal  agents  for  the  Dilfenters  from 
the  north  were  prefent,  when  it  was  the  unanimous 
opinion  of  thofe  in  his  Majefty's  fervice,  that  the  re- 
peal could  not  be  carried  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
and  that  therefore  no  fuch  bill  ought  to  be  brought 
in,  fince  a  fruitlefs  attempt  would  be  to  the  difhonour 
of  the  government,  and  would  probably  bring  about 
fuch  an  union  among  oppofite  parties  as  might  not 

foon 

♦  Dr.  Synge  Archbifhop  of  Tuamy  Dr.  5«w//>,  Dr.  Tifdell,  and 
many  other  Gentlemen  of  great  Abilities  wrote  feveral  excellent 
Pamphlets  on  this  occafion.  Befides,  the  Miniftrv  and  Clergy  of 
England  were  violently  againft  it. 
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foon  De  diflblved.  Some  of  the  agents  of  the  Diflen 
ters  there  prefent,  feemed  fatisfied,  but  one  or  two 
of  them  were  for  having  the  thing  hazarded,  infifting 
it  would  not  be  loft  by  a  diflionourable  majority.  1 
hear  fome  among  the  DifTenters,  efpecially  among 
their  minifters,  are  very  angry  on  this  occafion. 

I  am  a:pt  to  think  one  reafon  of  it  may  be,  that 
when  they  firft  canvafled  among  the  members,  they 
miftook  civil  anfwers  for  promifes,  and  wrote  to  their 
friends  in  the  north  with  greater  hopes  of  fuccefs  than 
they  had  reafon  for ;  and  now  do  not  care  to  own  that 
they  were  miftaken  in  their  calciilations.  Though 
bcfides  I  am  fatisfied  they  were  miilaken  in  their 
numbers,  becaufe  feveral  who  had  p.romifed  them  at 
firft,  upon  feeing  fuch  a  heat  faifed  by  it,  fell  off. 

Another  reafon  given  by  them  to  feveral  for  pufh- 
ing  it,  when  it  (eemed  defperate,  was  that  their 
friends  in  England  inftrudted  them  to  pulTi  it  at  all 
adventures. 

The  heat  among  the  churchmen  here  will,  I  think 
be  foon  over;  but  I  do  not  hear  of  much  difpofition 
to  temper  among  the  Diffenters.  It  is  certain  their 
preachers  are  drawing  up  a  memorial  to  iend  over  to 
their  friends  in  England  to  throw  the  blame  of  the 
mifcarriage  on  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  though  unjuftly, 
fince  he  was  not  wanting  in  his  endeavours  to  ferve 
the  Diffenters,  but  really  it  was  not  at  all  pradicable, 
at  leaft  at  this  time.  But  fome  of  their  laity,  thoie 
efpecially  of  more  temper  and  prudence,  are  endea- 
vouring to  hinder  it,  but  with  what  fuccefs  is  not  yet 
known. 

As  this  is  an  affair  of  fome  confequence,  I  thought 
proper  to  give  your  Lordfhip  a  fhort  account  of  it.

Billiop  of  Femes  ;  and  the  perfon  mod  proper  to  fiic-

AMONG  other  bills  fent  over  for  pailing  th6| 
privy  council  in  England,  is  one  for  the  relief 
the  creditors  of  Ben.  Burton  and  Francis  Harrifon,  &( 
which  I  muft  beg  leave  to  reconnmend  particularly  t^ 
your  Grace's  care,  that  it  may  return  to  us.  Tl 
feveral  bankers  mentioned  in  the  title  of  the  bill,  coi 
tinued  the  fame  bank  without  interruption  with  gres 
credit ;  but  as  appears  at  laft,  had  drawn  off  unrea-| 
fonable  dividends,  and  Ben.  Burton  and  Fr.  Harrifon 
had  bought  great  eftates,  fo  that  the  bank  was  worth 
nothing  at  the  time  of  Harrifon' s  death,  but  the  fuc- ■ 
ceeding  banks  paid  off  the  former  bank  with  the 
money  of  the  new  creditors,  till  at  laft  payment  was 
flopped.  The  equity  of  the  bill  is  founded  on  the 
firft  bankers  having  had  their  debts  of  the  bank 
paid  with  the  later  creditors  monies  ;  and  an  adt 
8  Georg.  i.  by  which  the  unfettled  eftate  of  any 
banker  is  liable  at  the  time  of  his  death  to  all  the 
bank  debts  ;  fo  that  when  Harrifon  died  his  eftate 
was  liable  to  pay  all  the  debts  of  the  bank  as  well  as- 
Burton's.,  fmce  they  were  anfwerablc  jointly  and  feve- 
rally.  His  eftate  is  fince  got  into  the  hands  of 
ftrangers,  from  whence  it  could  by  long  and  expen^ 
five  fuits  be  fetched  out  by  the  8  Georg.  i.  but  as  this 
would  be  very  tedious  and  expenfive,  and  no  littk 
creditor  could  have  any  benefit  that  way,  this  a(ft  vefls 
the  eflates  of  the  feveral  bankers  in  truftees,  who  are 
to  determine  all  claims  in  a  fummafy  way,  and  to  fel! 
as  much  as  will  pay  the  debts  of  the  feveral  banks ; 
but  as  to  Harrifon  they  are  not  to  fell  more  than  will 
anfwer  the  debts  of  the  bank  at  the  time  of  his  death ; 
and  if  by  fuch  fale  he  has  paid  more  than  his  (hare  of 

thofe 
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thofe  debts,  it  is  to  be  made  good  out  of  the  unfold 
cftates  of  the  other  bankers,  or  the  remaining  debts 
and  fecurities  belonging  to  the  bank  ;  fince  that  is 
not  an  affair  between  the  creditors  and  the  bankers, 
but  between  the  bankers  themfelves  to  adjufl  their  fe- 
veral  proportions. 

When  this  bank  flopped  payment  lafl  Jujie^  it  had 
very  nigh  overturned  all  our  paper  credit  here,  and 
if  this  bill  mifcarries,  it  is  not  doubted  but  our 
bankers  will  all  be  blown  up.  And  at  the  fame  time, 
we  have  fo  little  fpecie  here,  probably  at  the  raoft  nor 
above  500,000  /.  that  without  paper  credit,  our  trade 
cannot  be  carried  on,  nor  our  rents  paid. 

Your  Grace  may  have  feen  my  name  in  the  votes, 
as  a  petitioner  for  this  bill,  but  there  is  lirtle  more 
jthan  200  /.  owing  to  me  on  my  own  account,  and  1 
lean  alTure  your  Grace  that  it  is  not  any  regard  to  my 
own  concern  in  the  bank,  which  is  a  mere  trifle,  but 
a  regard  to  the  publick  credit  of  this  kingdom,  which 
is  in  danger  of  being  funk  if  this  bill  Ihould  mis- 
carry, that  occafions  my  prefling  your  Grace  to  get 
us  this  bill  returned.

BY  the  laft  two  mails  are  come  feveral  private  let- 
ters that  talk  doubtfully  of  the  fuccefs  of  Bur- 
ton'^ *  bill,  and  infinuate  that  there  have  been  letters 
from  great  perfons  in  Ireland  reprefenting  that  the  paf- 
fmg  it  would  be  of  great  detriment  to  this  kingdom. 

That  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice  Roger/on  (hould  have 
written  againft  that  bill  is  not  flrange,  fince  whatever 
is  taken  from  Harrijhi's  eflate  towards  paying  the 
debts  of  the  bank  is  taken  from  Mr.  Creighton  who 
married  the  Lord  Chief  Juftice's  daughter  ;  fo  that 
the  Chief  Juftice's  letter  is  not  from  an  indifferent 
hand. 

But  the  truth  of  our  cafe,  and  what  every  man  of 
fenfe  here  knows,  is,  that  if  this  bill  mifcarries,  it 
snuft  put  an  end  to  our  paper  credit  here,  by  an  im- 
mediate run  upon  the  bankers  or  gradual  forbearing 
to  lodge  money  there  :  and  it  is  certain  we  have  not 
cafh  enough  in  the  nation  to  carry  on  our  common 
trade  or  pay  our  rent  or  taxes  :  and  I  very  much 
queftion  whether  if  our  paper  credit  fails,  it  would 
not  be  widi  tlie  utmolt  difficulty  that  our  army  could 
be  fiibfifted,  And  as  this  is  the  opinion  of  every  body 
here,  the  mi 'carriage  of  this  bill  cannot  but  make  a 
great  difturbance  in  both  Houfes  of  Parliament. 

It  is  likewile  reported  that  the  bankers  bill  is  like- 
ly to  be  loft.     If  there  is  any  hardfhip  in  it,  it  was

it  is,  that  they  cannot  fettle  any  part  of  their  eftate 
upon  a  marriage,  &c. 

There  was  a  cUuife  offered  in  the  council,  that 
their  eflates  fliould  be  difcharged  from  the  debts  of 
the  bank  within  a  term  of  years  after  the  death  of  a 
banker,  or  his  giving  notice  that  he  was  quitting  the 
bufinefs  :  but  it  was  thought,  confidering  that  if  this 
luid  been  a  law  at  the  time  of  iMr.  Harrifon's  death, 
the  creditor?  of  the  bank  would  have  loft  about  40 
T-er  cent,  it  v/as  there  apprehended  that  if  fuch  a 
claufe  pafied,  the  firft  banker  that  died  or  gave  no- 
tice of  his  defigning  to  quit  the  bufinefs,  would  oc- 
cafion  all  the  notes  of  that  bank  being  called  for, 
ai  d  that  might  bring  a  run  on  the  others,  fo  it  was 
not  thought  fafe  to  venture  fuch  a  claufe. 

The  banker's  bill  v/ill  pleafe,  and  yet  gives  no 
fuch  great  fecurity  to  the  creditors  more  than  before;

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Cloyne  to  Femes,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  the  Arch- 
b'lihop  o^  Dublin,  and  I  agreed  with  his  Grace,  that  if 
he  would  come  into  thofe  tranflations,  we  would  very 
readily  join  with  him  in  recommending  Dr.  Hort, 
Bifhop  of  Kilmore  to  be  tranflated  to  the  biflioprick  of 
Derry  ;  and  Dr.  Clayton,-  Bifhop  of  Killalla  to  the  bifho- 
prick  of  Kilmore :  and  we  have  accordingly  this  day, 
with  the  Speaker,  fent  fuch  a  recommendation.  We 
have  had  fome  reports  here,  that  a  pulb  is  making  at 
London  to  pafs  by  the  Bifhop  of  Kilmore,  and  remove 
the  Bifhop  of  Killalla  diredly  to  Derry.  As  the 
Bifhop  of  Killalla  is  very  young  for  a  Bifhop,  and  has 
but  four  juniors  on  the  bench,  I  am  fatisfied  it  will 
create  a  great  uneafinefs,  if  he  fhould  be  tranflated  to 
the  beft  bifhoprick  in  this  kingdom.  And  as  there 
can  be  but  about  200  /.  per  ann.  difference  in  the  two 
bifhopricks,  I  would  hope  Mrs.  *  Clayton,  if  fhe  were 
talked  to,  would  not  make  a  pufh  for  a  point  that 
may  very  much  diftrefs  us  here.

That  as  the  nation  is  at  prefent  very  much 
in  debt,  I  do  not  know  but  if  his  Majefty  ftiould  give 
us  a  grant  of  a  handfome  annuity,  it  may  occafion  fome 
clamour  and  uneafinefs  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons ; 
and  befides  that  I  am  defirous  we  ftiould  by  repeated 
trials,  come  to  fuch  a  method  of  educating  the  chil- 
dren of  poor  papifts  and  others  in  Chriftian  knowledge 
and  honeft  labour,  as  to  be  able  boldly  to  fay,  that 
we  only  want  a  greater  fund  to  be  able  to  make  fo 
ufeful  a  defjgn  more  general.  And  I  hope  in  two  or 
three  years  we  ftiall  make  thofe  experiments,  and  meet 
with  that  good  fuccefs,  as  to  pitch  upon  a  fettled  me- 

tho4 
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thod  of  inftrudling  and  ufefully  employing  the  poor 
children. 

But  this,  whole  affair  I  entirely  fubmit  to  your 
Grace's  better  judgment.  Your  Lordlliip  will  like- 
wife  be  the  bell  judge  whether  it  may  be  proper  at 
this  time  to  apply  to  the  *  Queen  and  the  reft  of  the 
Royal  Family  for  their  bounty,  or  ftay  till  a  farther 
feaibn.  And  if  your  Grace  fhall  judge  it  proper  to 
apply  now,  we  mufl  entirely  depend  on  your  Grace's 
diredlions  in  what  manner  it  is  beft  to  be  done,  and 
on  your  afliflance  in  doing  it,     1  am.

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Mrs.  Humphreys  the  houfekeeper  of  the  Caftle  and 
Cbappel'Iz'zod  has  fome  time  ago  deHvered  in  a  memo- 
rial about  rebiiildir.g  the  gardener's  houfe  at  CbappeU 
Izzod^  which  is  fo  ruinous  that  Sir  Edward  Pearce  (in 
whofe  time  Carter  the  gardener  apphed  either  to  have 
it  repaired  or  rebuilt]  and  Vit.'^  Dohhs  have  both  re- 
ported that  they  thought  it  not  worth  while  to  repair 
it,  becaufe  there  were  thofe  cracks  in  it,  that  they 
could  not  anfwer  for  its  (landing  when  repaired. 

It  is  propofed  making  it  a  little  better  than  it  need 
have  been,  if  the  houfekeeper  did  not  defign  to  live 
in  it:  but  as  by  her  patent  fhe  is  to  have  lodgings 
there  as  well  as  in  the  Caftle,  it  may  not  be  thought 
amifs  to  be  at  a  fmall  expence  more  for  her  conveni- 
ence than  a  meer  gardener  would  have  required.

^T^  H  E  occafion  of  my  troubling  your  Grace  at 
J.  prefent  is,  that  we  have  this  week  learned  that 
there  is  a  bill  brought  into  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
with  a  fpecious  title,  that  it  is  apprehended  here  may 
be  of  great  prejudice.  The  title  of  the  bill  is,  A 
bill  for  fecuring  the  title  of  Proteflants,  &c. 

On  this  occafion*  I  muft  beg  leave  to  obferve  to 
your  Grace,  that  it  muft  be  dangerous  to  give  way 
to  palling  bills  originally  in  England  relating  to  pri- 
vate property  in  Ireland.,  where  the  intereft  of  Enghfid 
and  his  Majefty's  fervice  no  ways  calls  for  it,  where 
the  legiflature  are  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  laws, 
and  the  reafon  of  enabling  them.  And  it  can  hardly 
be  fuppofed,  that  fuch  bills  are  not  moved  for  with 
fome  private  views,  which  the  perfons  concerned  in 
promoting  fuch  bills  know  would  be  immediately  dif- 
covered  here,  but  cannot  eafily  be  guefl'ed  at  there. 

And  the  time  of  bringing  in  this  bill  is  the  more 
fufpicious,  as  it  mufl  needs  be  hurried  through  now 
towards  the  latter  end  of  a  feflion,  before  there  is  fuf- 
ficient  time,  for  thofe  who  are  likely  to  fuffer  by  it 
here  to  know  that  any  thing  is  going  on  in  parliament, 
that  may  afFe6t  their  property,  or  having  time  to 
make  a  proper  oppofition  to  it.  If  this  be  often 
pradifed  it  mufl  needs  create  great  uncertainty  in 
our  property  here,  and  give  great  and  juft  caufe  of 
uneafinefs  without  the  leafl  fervice  to  the  Crown,  or 
benefit  to  England*. 

I  have  fent  your  Grace  inclofed  a  copy  of  fome  par- 
ticular remarks,  by  fome  of  our  ablefl  lawyers  here,

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of  the  particular  inconveniencies  that  will  follow  from 
it ;  bat  they  are  what  only  offer  themfelves  at  firft 
view  to  them,  having  but  juft  received  a  copy  of  the 
bill  this  week. 

I  rauft  beg  of  your  Grace  that  if  this  bill  be  not 
dropped  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  it  may  be  effec- 
tually oppofed  in  the  Houfe  of  Lords,  as  it  will  over- 
turn the  property  of  many  proteflants  here.  I  have 
heard  of  one  this  very  afternoon  that  will  be  dripped 
of  an  ellate  of  2000/.  "per  ami.  if  this  bill  palfes  into 
a  law.

Am  obliged  to  your  Lorddiip  for  your  late  letter, 
and  am  glad  that  the  befl  pieces  againft  popery, 
written  in  King  James's  time,  are  defigned  to  be  re- 
printed. I  think  it  is  much  better  than  what  was 
intended  here  fome  years  ago,  to  reprint  all  that  was 
then  publifhed. 

I  fhall  very  cheerfully  promote  fubfcriptions  here, 
into  which  I  think  the  Bifhops  will  generally  come, 
and  feveral  of  the  clergy,  and  fome  few  of  the  College. 
I  think  I  cannot  fail  of  getting  forty  or  fifty  fubfcrip- 
tions, but  little  can  be  done  in  it  till  the  parliament 
brings  people  to  town  in  the  winter.

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I  am  glad  to  hear  from  your  Lordfhip  that  thofe 
attackers  of  all  Church  eilablifhmcnts,  are  lefs  re- 
garded  than  formerly,  I  am  very  fure  if  the  notions 
every  day  printed  about  liberty,  can  get  much  ground 
among  the  people  of  England^  things  will  not  continue 
quiet  many  years.

N  the  laft  tranfraits  of  bills  we  have  fent  over  one 
entided,  "  An  aCi  for  rendering  more  effectual  an 
adt  to  amend  and  explain  an  aft  to  encourage  the 
building  of  houfes,  and  making  other  improvements 
on  Church  lands,  and  to  prevent  dilapidations." 

As  what  is  enadted  in  this  adl,  and  thofe  referred 
to  in  it,  is  wholly  different  from  any  law  in  England^ 
I  muft  recommend  it  to  your  Grace's  protedion,  that 
it  may  not  be  thrown  out  by  the  gentlemen  of  the 
law  on  your  fide,  by  reafon  of  their  not  knowing  the 
neceflity  and  ufe  of  it  here. 

By  the  wars  in  this  country  in  1641  and  1688, 
moft  of  the  Bifhops  palaces  and  the  parfonage-houfes 
were  deftroyed  ;  and  as  it  was  found  that  people  were 
unable  or  unwilling  to  rebuild  them,  where  the  whole 
expence  v/as  to  light  on  the  builder,  there  was  an  adt 
paflfed  in  the  lOth  of  King  JVilliam^  to  encourage  the 
rebuilding  of  houfes,  and  making  other  improvements 
oi  Church  lands,  in  which  the  encouragement  was  to 
divide  the  expence  or  lofs  equally  among  three  fuc- 
ceflive  incumbents,  fo  that  the  builder  or  his  executors 
fhould  recover  tv.o  thirds  of  his  expences  of  his  next 
and  immediate  fucceflbr,  and  that  fucceffor  one  third 

of 
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of  the  original  expence  of  his  immediate  fucceflbr, 
and  fo  the  affair  flopped. 

As  this  encouragement  had  not  much  of  the  defired 
efFed,  and  few  parfonage-houfes  had  been  then  built, 
farther  encouragement  was  given  by  a  new  ad  pafTed 
the  1 2th  of  George  i.  by  which  the  lofs  was  divided 
among  four  fucceflive  incumbents,  and  the  builder  or 
his  executors,  &c.  were  to  receive  three-fourths  of 
the  original  expence  of  his  immediate  fucceflbr  ;  and 
fuch  fucceflbr  two-fourths  of  his  fucceflbr ;  and  fuch 
fucceflbr  one-fourth  from  his  fucceflbr  j  and  there  the 
affair  flopped. 

In  thus  dift:ributing  the  expence  this  bill  makes  no 
change,  but  endeavours  the  better  to  fecure  to  the 
builder  or  his  fucceflbrs,  fuch  money  as  they  were  by 
that  a6l  defigned  to  be  reimburfed.  Now  by  the 
former  ad,  the  builder  or  other  perfon  entitled  to  a 
payment  from  the  fuccelTor,  had  no  remedy  but  againll 
his  immediate  fucccffor,  nor  could  that  next  fucceflbr 
fue  his  fucceflbr,  'except  he  had  entirely  paid  his  pre- 
deceflbr  ;  fo  that  whenever  the  fucceflbr  proved  infol- 
vent,  the  builder,  Sec.  lofl:  all  the  money  he  or  his 
executors  were  not  paid.  By  this  ad  the  builder,  &:c.

firfl  fucceflbr  could  have  demanded  of  him,  if  he  had 
made  his  entire  payment  to  the  builder,  &c.  and  if 
the  fuccefTor  to  the  builder  had  paid  more  than  he  was 
to  lofe,  he  is  allowed  likewife  to  fue  the  fecond  fuc- 
ceflbr for  what  he  had  paid  more  than  he  was  to  lofe. 
And  becaufe  it  fometimes  happens  that  an  incumbent 
dies  before  he  has  received  fb  much  of  the  profits  of 
his  living  as  may  at  all  aflifl  him  to  pay  his  predecef- 
for,  this  ad  enads.  That  no  incumbent  fhall  be  deem- 
ed a  next  fuccefTor  for  the  purpofe  of  paying  to  his 
predeceffors,  for  any  buildings  or  improvements  made 
in  virtue  of  thofe  ads,  who  was  not  before  his  death 
or  removal,  entitled  to  a  year's  profits  of  the  benefice,

IN  fcveral  parts  of  this  kingdom  our  parillies  arc 
very  large,  and  run  to  a  gi'eat  length,  with  no  pro- 
portionable breadth,  (o  that  we  find  it  would  be  very 
convenient  to  divide  many  paridies,  and  to  ere'ft  new 
pariflies  out  of  parts  it  may  be  of  two  or  three  pa- 
ridies;  and  to  this  purpofe  we  have  an  a£t  for  the 
real  union  and  disnfion  of  parifhes.  But  upon  confi- 
dering  that  bill  it  is  found,  that  where  a  new  parilli 
is  formed  out  of  the  parts  of  two  or  three  old  parifhes, 
there  can  be  no  prefentation  to  fuch  new  parifli,  till 
all  thofe  old  pari  (lies  become  void,  which  may  poHi- 
bly  be  a  courfe  of  many  years.  As  this  is  a  great 
difcouragement  to  ereding  new  parifhes,  how  much 
{bever  they  may  be  wanted,  we  have  fent  over  a  bill, 
entitled.  An  ad  for  explaining  an  zfX  for  the  real 
\anion  and  divifion  of  parifhes  :  which  is  wholly  de- 
figned  to  enable  patrons  upon  ereding  nev/  parifhes 
of  pieces  of  old  parilhes,  to  prefent  upon  any  one 
piece  being  vacant,  and  to  direct  how  fuch  incum- 
bent is  to  be  induded,  &c.  dill  faving  to  the  furvi- 
ving  incumbents  all  the  rights  they  had  during  their 
refpedive  incumbencies.  And  as  no  union  nor  divi- 
fion can  be  made  without  the  confent  of  the  patrons, 
and  it  has  been  found  that  the  confent  of  his  Majefly, 
e-ither  under  his  fign  manual  or  great  feal,  where  he 
is  patron,  is  both  troublefome  and  chargeable  to  get, 
and  till  a  new  parifh  can  be  prefented  to,  which  can- 
not be  till  after  an  union  already  made  takes  place, 
there  is  no  perfon  to  be  at  that  trouble  and  cxponce  ; 
by  this  ad  the  chief  governor  or  governors  for  the 
time  being  are  irapowered  to  confent  for  his  Majefty, 
who  can  be  no  lofer  by  any  fuch  union  or  divifjon,

As  this  will  be  of  great  fervice  in  this  country,  I 
beg  of  your  Grace  that  you  would  get  it  returned 
to  us.

TH  E  bearer  is  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cox  *,  one  of  a  very 
good  family  here,  and  of  a  good  charader. 
The  occafion  of  his  going  to  England  now  is,  the  ap- 
prehenfion  he  is  under  of  the  attainder  of  the  late 
Lord  Clancnrty  being  reverfed.  He  is  in  polTefhon  of 
about  400  /.  per  ann.  bought  by  his  father  from  the 
Hollow -Sword -Blade  Company,  who  had  bought 
great  eftates  here  of  the  Irijh  truftees,  which  they 
afterwards  fold,  and  obtained  a  particular  a6t  in 
England  to  fecure  the  titles  of  thofe  who  purchafed 
under  them  ;  fo  that  his  title  is  under  the  faith  of 
two  Englijh  a6ls  of  parliament,  the  IriJh  truftee  adt, 
and  the  ad  obtained  by  the  Hollow-Sword-Blade 
Company. 

But  the  purchafers  under  either  or  both  adts  are 
very  much  alarmed  here  at  the  talk  of  the  Lord  Clan-* 
cariy's  attainder  being  reverfed ;  fince  they  do  not 
know  how  far  it  may  afFedt  their  titles,  who  are 
thought  to  poiTefs  amongft  them  to  the  value  of 
60,00®/.  per  mn.  as  they  have  improved  their  eflates, 
Nor  are  they  the  only  people  alarmed  here,  but  all 
that  arc  the  purchafers  of  forfeited  eftates,  apprehend 
that  if  one  attainder  is  reverfed,  other  forfeiting  fa- 
milies may  from  time  to  time,  obtain  the  like  favour,

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':\'hich  may  affedl  above  half  the  eftates  now  enjoyed 
by  proteftants.  The  Houfe  of  Commons  have  mack 
an  addrefs  on  this  occafion  to  his  Majefty,  and  tlie 
like  about  two  iellions  ago  was  made  by  the  Houfe  of 
Lords,  which  they  did  not  repeat  now,  becaufe  his 
Majefty  then  gave  them  a  very  gracious  anfwer,  and 
nothing  has  been  fince  done  of  that  nature. 

I  can  affure  your  LordChip  any  thing  of  this  nature 
will  be  a  great  blow  to  the  proteftant  intereft  here, 
and  will  very  much  fl'iake  the  fecurity  proteftants 
think  they  now  have  -of  the  Enjoyment  of  their 
eftates  under  his  Majefty  and  his  Royal  family.

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they  may  be  affedted  by  fuch  a  reverfal,  I  need  not 
tell  your  Lordfhip  what  a  ferment  the  difcourfe  of  it 
has  occafioned  in  thofe  parts  where  the  eftate  Ues. 
But  I  muft  farther  add,  that  as  probably  two-thirds 
of  the  eflates  of  proteftants  here,  were  popifh  forfei- 
tures originally,  the  uneahnefs  is  univerfal  •,  fince  they 
think  if  the  attainder  of  any  family  be  reverfed  now, 
another  family  may  at  another  time  obtain  the  fame 
favour,  and  another  at  another  feafon,  fo  that  no  pof- 
feflbr  of  fuch  forfeited  eftate  can  tell  how  long  he 
or  his  may  continue  in  the  quiet  enjoyment  of  what 
they  have  bought  under  the  faith  of  En^lijh  ads  of 
parliament,  and  on  the  improvement  of  which  they 
have  laid  out  their  fubftance.  The  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons here  have  reprefented  their  fenfe  of  this  matter 
to  his  Majefty,  as  the  Houfe  of  Lords  did  two  or 
three  feflions  ago,  to  which  they  then  received  a  moft 
gracious  anfwer,  which  was  the  reafon  they  did  not 
addrefs  now. 

As  a  ftep  of  this  nature  would  give  great  uneafi- 
nefs  to  his  Majefty's  proteftant  fubjeds  here,  I  defire 
your  Lordfhip  would,  v;here  you  (hall  judge  it  pro- 
per, reprefent  the  importance  of  the  cafe.

''¥^HE  clergy  here  have  been  attacked  in  a  vio- 
-L  lent  manner,  in  relation  to  tythe  of  agiftment, 
and  aflbciationsover  a  great  part  oi  Ireland  have  been 
entered  into  againft  paying  it.  We  intended  to  have 
ipplied  to  your  lordfhip  and  our   other  friends  in 

England 
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England  for  proper  help  on  this  occafion  ;  but  to 
our  great  furprife,  we  find  the  clergy  of  England^  and 
the  Bifhops  in  particular,  in  a  worfe  ftate  than  we 
are  yet  come  to,  I  am  forry  they  have  been  fo  III 
fupported  by  thofe  from  whom  they  might  fo  juftly 
expetl  help,  and  whofe  intereft  it  was  to  have  given 
it  them. 

But  I  cannot  help  thinking  diat  one  great  occafion 
of  this  rancour  againft  the  clergy,  is  the  growth  of 
^theifm,  profanencts,  and  immoralit)-.  God  in  his 
good  time  put  a  ftop  to  it. 

I  fee  very  little  more  to  be  done  by  us,  thai^en- 
deavouring  to  difcharge  our  feveral  duties  confifle^j^, 
and  recommending  ourfelves  and  the  caufe  of  religion, 
to  the  divine  protection. 

I  am  forry  to  hear  your  Lordfhip  bias  had  fo  great 
a  fhare  in  what  abufes  have  paffed  on  the  Bifhops. 
I  have,  I  think,  difpofed  uf  moft  of  the  receipts  your 
Lordfhip  fent  me  for  the  fubfcriptions,  and  received 
moft  of  the  money :  as  foon  as  1  can  fettle  thofe  ac- 
counts with  one  or  two  that  have  undertaken  to  dif- 
pofe  of  fome  of  the  receipts,  I  will  fend  your  Lord- 
fhip an  account  of  it,  with  the  perfons  who  are  to 
be  called  on  for  the  fecond  payment,  and  fhall  be 
ready  to  pay  the  money  received.

MY  Lord  Lieutenant  takes  over  with  him  an  ap- 
plication from  the  government  and  council 
here  for  lowering  the  gold  made  current  here,  by 
proclamation,  and  raifing  the  foreign  filver. 

My 
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My  Lord  Carteret  has  formerly  talked  with  you 
about  the  diflrefs  we  were  then  under  for  want  of 
filver,  and  fome  fleps  were  then  taken  to  lay  that 
evil  and  the  remedy  before  his  Majefty  -,  but  the  op- 
pofition  then  made  by  the  bankers,  and  the  change  of 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  was  the  occafion  of  the  defign 
dropping  at  that  time.  But  as  the  evil  has  fince  in- 
creafed,  and  has  been  by  fome  of  the  beft  underfland- 
ing  and  moll:  difinterefted  perfons  fully  laid  before 
ray  Lord  Duke  of  Dorfet^  he  has  been  fo  kind  as  to 
join  with  the  privy  council  here,  in  a  reprefentation 
of  our  deplorable  cafe  for  want  of  filver,  and  what 
we  apprehend  to  be  the  proper  remedies  for  our  pre- 
fent  calamity. 

It  is  certain  that  filver  is  fo  fcarce  with  us,  that  the 
loweft  price  ufually  paid  for  20 J.  in  filver,  is  4d. 
premium  ;  but  it  is  more  commonly  in  the  north 
(which  is  the  feat  of  our  linen  manufadure)  6  d.  and 
7  d.  in  the  pound.  And  the  occafion  of  this  want  of 
lilver  is,  that  our  feveral  fpecies  of  gold  made  cur- 
rent here  by  proclamation,  pafs  for  more  filver  here 
than  they 'do  in  England,  e.g.  a  guinea  pafTes  here 
where  an  EnglijJj  (hilling  goes  for  13  d.  at  23  j.  Irijh, 
or  21  s.  Englijh  and  ^d. 

A  moidore,  which  is  worth  about  275.  \n  England, 
palTcs  here  for  30 j.  Irijb,  or  27  J.  Englijh,  and  gd. 
and  the  reft  of  our  gold  is  in  the  mam  in  proportion 
to  the  value  of  the  moidore.  And  whilft  this  is  our 
cafe,  no  man  in  trade  will  carry  a  moidore  from 
hence,  to  inftance  in  one  piece  of  gold,  if  he  can  get 
filver,  when  he  lofes  9  d.  by  the  moidore  as  foon  as 
he  lands  at  Chejier ;  nor  will  he  bring  from  Chejier 
27  i.  Englijh.,  when  he  can  gain  gd.  by  bringing  a 
moidore. 

And  to  exprefs  this  in  greater  numbers  ;  if  a  mer- 
chant brings  with  him  100/.  from  London-,  if  he 
brings  It  over  in  EnglijfJj^Avtr.  that  will  be  108/.  6s. 
'id.  here,  which  arifes  from  the  (hilling  paiTmg  here 

for 
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for  13^.  but  ftill  that  is  the  fame  money  under  ano- 
ther name  :  if  he  brings  it  in  guineas,  he  will  put 
them  off  at  109/.  10s.  /\.d.  Injb,  if  in  moidores  or 
other  Portugal  gold,  he  will  put  it  off  at  1 1 1  /.  2  ^  2  d. 
So  that  by  bringing  over  what  is  only  jco/.  in  Eng- 
latid,  in  guineas  he  will  gain  1  /.  3  j.  8  d.  and  by 
bringing  it  over  in  moidores,  &c.  he  will  gain 
zl  15  s.  6d.  and  on  the  contrary  by  taking  over 
guineas  to  pay  100/.  EngliJJj  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
water,  he  will  lofe  1  /.  35.  8  d.  and  by  taking  over 
moidores,  &c.  to  pay  100/.  there,  he  will  lofe 
2  /.  i^s.  6d.  And  as  the  merchant  in  all  his  impor- 
tations and  exportations  will  mind  his  gain,  the  effedl 
of  this  is,  that  no  trader  will  take  gold  out  of  his 
country  if  he  can  help  it,  but  filver  ;  nor  moidores, 
&c.  if  he  can  get  guineas. 

So  that  in  our  prefent  ftate  our  filver  daily  de- 
creafes,  and  the  gold  grows  upon  us.  And  the  dif- 
trefs  the  want  of  filver  muft  occafion  to  our  manu- 
facturers, labourers,  fmall  retailers,  and  all  the  leller 
tranfa6\ions  of  trade  and  bufinefs,  I  need  not  expati- 
ate upon. 

But  this  is  not  our  only  calamity,  but  unfortu- 
nately the  value  of  the  new  fpecies  of  Portugal  gold 
has  been  fo  fettled  here,  that  there  is  2  d.  profit  in 
bringing  over  a  4/.  piece,  as  we  call  the  larger 
•pieces  o^  Portugal  gold,  rather  than  two  4.0  j.  pieces ; 
and  zd.  profit  in  bringing  our  a  405.  piece,  rather 
than  two  20  J.  pieces  •,  and  fo  on  with  refpcdl  of 
t4ie  filver  pieces  of  that  fpecies  ;  befides  which,  as 
the  leafl  want  of  weight  in  the  foreign  pieces  of 
gold,  or  even  their  not  turning  the  fcale,  carries  an 
abatement  of  2^.  a  piece,  there  may  be  a  lofs  of 
2  d.  on  every  lefTer  piece  on  that  account,  and  confe- 
quently  fo  much  greater  as  the  number  of  fmaller 
pieces  is  to  make  up  a  greater  of  the  fame  value,  e.g. 
upon  eight,  10 s.  pieces,  there  may  be  a  lofs  of:  eight 
zd.  if  the  4/.  pieces  do  not  turn  the  fcale  :   fo  that 

it 
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it  is  to  the  profit  of  the  merchant  to  import  the  larger 
pieces  ot"  gold  rather  than  the  fmaller  -,  and  they  have 
gone  on  in  uhng  this  advantage,  till  half  the  mone}' 
we  have  at  leaft  is  in  4/.  pieces,  which  are  of  no 
fervice  at  the  market,  and  in  all  lefier  tranfadions  of 
trade ;  and  the  next  fpecies  with  us  is  the  40 j.  piece ^ 
and  to  be  fure  above  three  quarters  of  our  money  is 
in  thoi'e  two  Ipecies,  and  without  ibme  remedy  we 
iliall  in  two  or  three  years  have  fcarce  any  money 
but  4/.  pieces. 

And  there  is  another  inconvenience  that  follows 
from  our  fcarcity  of  filver,  that  we  fuffer  from  2  to 
2\  per  cent,  in  the  exchange,  and  are  really  paid  fo 
much  lefs  in  the  price  of  what  we  fell  to  foreign  mer- 
chants, and  lofe  fo  much  in  paying  for  what  goods 
we  buy  from  abroad. 

And  it  is  certain  that  all  the  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men of  this  country,  who  live  in  England^  lofe  from 
?.  to  2z  per  cent,  in  the  remittances  of  their  money 
to  En^Jand.,  which  is  ufed  as  a  popular  argument 
againft  the  propofed  reduction,  that  the  abfentees 
will  get  fo  much  per  cent,  by  it  -,  whilfh  they  will 
not  confider  that  the  nation  at  prefent  lofes  five  times 
as  much  in  the  export  and  import  of  goods,  and  the 
abfentees  will  gain  by  this  redu6tion  of  the  ex- 
change. 

Now  the  remedy  we  propofe  in  our  reprefentation 
to  his  Majefty,  is  a  very  cafy  and  obvious  one,  that 
we  may  have  leave  to  reduce  our  gold,  to  go  for  as 
much  Englijh  filver  as  it  is  worth,  in  proportion  to 
the  guinea  going  for  %\  s.  EngUfij  \  and  accordingly 
we  have  calculated  what  we  reckon  the  feveral 
fpecies  of  gold  ought  to  go  for,  according  to  their 
weight  and  finenefs,  in  Irijh  money  valuing  an  Eng- 
lijh {hilling  at  13^.  lrij}j  ;  and  to  get  rid  as  much  as 
we  can  of  the  larger  pieces  of  foreign  gold,  we  have 
fet  the  lelTer  pieces  about  a  penny  a  piece  above  their 
value  in  refpect  of  the  larger  piece  above  theiTj.  And 

thir 
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this  reduction  of  the  gold  is  the  more  reafonable,  be- 
caufe  gold  has  in  effect  reduced  itfelf  the  6d.  in  the 
pxDund  we  propofe  in  our  fcheme,  hnce  6d.  is  about 
the  middle  price  that  is  paid  to  get  20  s.  in  lilver. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  it  would  be  abfohuely  right 
when  we  are  reducing,  to  reduce  the  EngliJJj  Ihiliing 
16  izd.  which  it  went  for  here  before  the  recoinnig 
of  the  filver  in  King  fVilliam's  time  -,  but  as  the  Ihilling 
is  in  effe(5t  the  meafure  of  all  payments,  and  as  the 
EngliJJj  fhilling  has  gone  fo  long  for  1 3  d.  we  think 
that  cannot  be  done  without  an  a6t  ot  parliament 
to  fettle  an  anfwerable  reduftion  in  the  rents  and 
debts. 

Our  bankers  and  remitters  here  continue  to  make 
great  oppofition  to  this  redudion,  fince  our  prefent 
inequality  of  gold  and  filver  is  an  article  of  great  pro- 
fit to  thofe  through  whofe  hands  all  the  money  of 
this  nation  paiTes  ^  and  we  make  no  doubt  but  they 
will,  by  their  partners  and  correfpondents  in  England^ 
make  what  oppofition  they  can  to  the  fcheme  pro- 
pofed  by  the  council,  and  we  apprehend  they  may 
think  it  worth  their  while  to  advance  money,  it  tliey 
can  find  perfons  to  take  it  among  the  number  thro' 
whofe  hands  this  affair  muft  pafs,  to  obllrud  it^  and 
that  many  merchants  who  deal  in  Ireland  will  join  with 
them,  to  keep  up  the  advantage  they  have  by  the  ex- 
change being  always  from  2  to  2  I:  per  cent,  againll 
us. 

But  as  we  are  almoft  on  the  brink  of  ruin,  by  the 
pref6iit  unhappy  ftate  of  our  money,  and  as  by  the 
fai^thet:  want  of  filver,  and  the  increale  of  our  larger 
pieces  of  gold,  our  linen  manufadure  muft  foon  decay, 
and  our  inland  trade  be  at  a  ftand  ;  I  moft  earnefl- 
ly  beg  of  you  to  give  us  your  utmoft  afliftance  on 
this  occafron  to  have  our  gold  reduced,  and  put  us  in 
a  pollibility  of  carrying  on  our  trade  and  manufac- 
tures, by  having  a  tolerable  proportion  of  filver, 
without  which  we  muft  foon  be  a  ruined  nation. 

I  have 
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I  have  now  explained  our  reafons  and  views  in  the 
fcheme  we  propofed  for  reducing  gold,  but  if  we 
have  been  any  x^ays  miftaken  in  our  calculations, 
thofe  errors  will  be  eaGly  correded  by  the  abler  hands 
this  affair  muft  pafs  through  in  England. 

In  relation  to  the  other  branch  of  our  fcheme,  about 
raifing  the  price  of  foreign  filver,  I  believe  there  will 
be  great  room  for  amendment.  It  was  a  fcheme  more 
come  into  to  gratify  the  bankers  and  merchant  re- 
mitters, who  clamoured  for  it,  and  by  what  I  can 
learn,  they  have  mifin formed  us  about  the  price  of 
foreign  bul!ion,which  they  affirmed  to  be  ^s.  ^^ d. 
Englijh  per  ounce  ^  whereas  I  have  been  fince  told  it 
has  not  been  above  5  j.  3  ^.  per  ounce  for  two  years 
pall  ;  but  this  will  be  before  thofe  who  know  how 
the  fad  is. 

The  great  thing  we  want  is,  the  reduction  of  our 
gold,  which  I  beg  we  may  obtain  leave  to  do  by  your 
powerful  intervention. 

The  importance  of  the  affair  to  this  nation,  and 
your  goodncfs,  will  I  h:)pe,  excufe  the  length  of  this 
letter  *.

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evil  in  my  Lord  Carteret's  time,  your  Lordlliip  is  fo 
well  acquainted  with,  that  I  need  not  repeat  them ; 
all  that  I  need  inform  your  Lordfhip  of  is,  that  the 
evil  has  gone  increafing  as  it  could  not  but  do,  but 
with  one  unhappy  circumftance  that  was  not  appre- 
hended when  I  talked  with  your  Lordfhip  on  that  lub- 
jedt,  which  is,  that  one  half  of  our  money  here  at  lealt, 
is  in  4/,  pieces,  fome  think  three  quarters;  but  by 
the  beft  accounts  I  think  there  can  be  little  lefs  than 
three  quarters  in  them  and  40  j.  pieces,  fo  that  the 
bulk  of  our  money  is  ufelefs  at  markets,  and  for  pay- 
ing all  the  manufadurers ;  4^.  is  the  loweft  price 
that  is  paid  for  20  s.  filver,  and  very  often  2  s.  Sd. 
and  2s.  10  d.  is  given  for  changing  a  4/.  piece  into 
all  filver. 

The  occafion  of  our  money  running  into  the  larger 
pieces  is,  that  as  the  not  turning  the  fcale  lofes  2  d. 
in  the  piece,  that  lofs  is  but  fingle  upon  a  larger,  but 
is  repeated  in  the  number  of  leller  pieces  that  make 
up  the  fame  value,  e.g.  it  can  be  but  2d.  on  4/. 
but  it  may  be  8^.  on  tour  20^.  and  \6d.  on  eight 
10 J.  pieces.  We  have  leffened  this  lofs  in  our  fcheme 
by  propofing  to  make  ufe  of  the  half  quarter,  and 
allowing  i  d.  for  that,  fo  that  where  the  lofs  ufed  to 
be  2  d.  for  not  turning  the  fcale,  it  will  be  but  i  d. 
for  the  future. 

And  befides,  our  new  fpecies  of  Portugal  gold  has 
been  fo  unhappily  fettled,  that  there  is  2  d.  profit  by 
bringing  over  a  4/.  piece,  rather  than  two  40  i. 
pieces,  and  fo  on  in  that  line  ;  ^o  that  if  fome  reme- 
dy be  not  applied,  in  two  or  three  years  more  we 
Ihall  fcarce  have  any  fpecies  but  405.  pieces. 

poorly  the  Primate  was  afllfted,  nay  he  was  even  oppofed  by  fome 
who  ought  to  have  been  his  fupporters  from  reafon,  from  intereit, 
and  from  the  duty  they  owed  to  their  country,  and  to  govcrnmenc.

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This  has  been  (o  effectually  reprefented  to  my  Lord 
Lieutenant,  that  he  has  joined  with  the  council  in  a 
reprefentation  to  his  Majefty  of  our  calamity,  and  the 
remedy  we  defire  to  be  applied  to  it :  which  is  fet- 
fing  the  foreign  gold  at  the  proportional  value  that 
ihe  guinea  has  to  the  IhiUing  in  England,  agreeably 
to  the  fcheme  formerly  intended  in  the  council,  only 
tiiat  to  obviate  an  inconvenience  not  obferved  before, 
we  propofe  giving  about  a  penny  advantage  to  every 
lower  piece  of  gold,  in  refpedt  to  the  piece  immedi- 
ritely  above  it. 

The  bankers  and  remitters  have  raifed  the  fame 
clamour  as  formerly  againil  it,  and  the  mod  popular 
plea  againft  it  is,  that  this  redudlion  of  the  gold  will 
fall  the  exchange  at  ieafb  2  per  cent,  which  will  turn 
to  the  advantage  of  the  ablentees.  I  have  endeavour- 
ed to  fatisfy  them  that  if  the  abfentees  get  2  per  cent. 
by  this  reduction,  the  nation  will  get  2  per  cent,  in  all 
their  exports  and  imports,  which  will  be  four  or  five 
times  as  much  as  the  abfentees  will  gain  by  this  re- 
dudion :  but  all  arguments  are  nothing  againft  the 
prepofleflions  of  the  bankers. 

As  I  know  your  Lordfhip's  concern  for  the  good 
of  this  kingdom,  and  your  fenfe  of  our  diftrefs  and 
the  proper  rem.edy,  I  thought  proper  to  acquaint 
your  Lordl"hip  in  what  pofture  this  affair  ftands,  that 
as  we  have  got  the  matter  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
water,  whidier  I  could  never  get  it  before,  your  Lord- 
lliip  may  be  pleafed  to  folicit  oar  having  orders  for 
lifuing  la  proclamation  to  reduce  gold,  &c.  I  am 
but  little  folicitous  about  the  raifing  of  foreign  filver, 
and  am  rather  apprehenfive  of  the  bankers  having 
mifreprefented  things  to  us,  in  affirming  filver  bul- 
lion fells  ufually  at  55.  a^^d.  EngliJJj  ;  whereas  fe- 
veral  tell  me  it  has  not  for  two  years  pad  fold  for 
5i.  3^/.  And  if  filver  bullion  is  over-rated  here, 
the  bankers  will  in  time  carry  our  gold  out,  and  we 
fhall  be  over-run  v.ith  foreign  filver;  but  that  will 

be 
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be  a  much  lefs  evil  than  what  we  labour  under  at 
prefent ;  but  what  has  been  the  price  of  filver  bul- 
lion in  England  for  fome  time  can  eafily  be  known 
there.  I  take  the  liberty  to  recommend  this  affair  of 
our  coin  to  your  Lordfhip,  as  of  the  utmoft  confe- 
quence  to  this  kingdom.

HI S  Grace  the  Lord  Lieutenant  has  taken  over 
with  him  a  reprefentation  to  his  Majefty  from 
the  government  and  privy  council  here,  giving  an  ac- 
count of  the  deplorable  condition  we  of  this  kingdom 
are  in  through  the  want  of  filver,  and  the  method  we 
apprehend  will  relieve  us  ;  which  is,  the  lowering  of 
gold  to  pafs  here  for  what  it  is  worth  in  England,  at 
the  rate  of  zi  s.  Englijh,  or  1  /.  2S.  gd.  Irijh,  where 
a  fhilling  paiTes  for  13^.  for  as  gold  is  over-rated 
with  us  at  prefent,  whoever  brings  over  foreign  gold 
hither,  gets  2i  per  cent,  and  whoever  carries  out 
gold  from  hence,  lofes  2  i  per  cent,  and  whilft  this 
is  our  cafe,  we  muft  every  day  grow  worfe  :  and  in- 
deed by  fome  particular  advantages  attending  the 
4  /.  pieces  of  Portugal  gold,  above  half  our  money  is 
run  into  thofe  pieces,  and  in  a  little  time  we  fnall 
hardly  have  any  other  money.  If  we  continue  in  this 
cafe,  our  linen  manufacture  muft  decline,  and  our  in- 
•land  trade  every  day  fink. 

It  already  cods  from  4*^.  to  8^.  or  gd.  in  the 
pound  to  get  filver,  fo  that  what  we  dcfire  to  re- 
duce gold  to  by  proclamation,  is  in  reality  already 
done.

If  one  be  appointed  to  fucceed  him  that  fails 
cither  in  lT<ill  or  diligence,  the  revenue,  which  is  at

I  Am  very  glad  to  hear  of  your  Grace's  fafe  arrival 
at  London^  but  could  have  wifhed  his  Majefty  had 
ftaid  a  little  longer,  that  the  affair  of  our  coin  might 
have  been  put  in  fome  method  before  his  departure  j 
but  I  hope  the  fame  thing  may  be  done  under  her 
Majefty.  My  Lord  Gratiard  gives  me  great  hopes 
from  the  difcourfe  he  had  with  fome  of  the  great 
men,  that  if  the  affair  be  pufhed  it  will  certainly  be 
granted.  I  am  afraid  the  bankers  have  over-reached 
us  in  the  value  of  foreign  filver  :  I  ftiall  trouble  your 
Grace  with  a  particular  letter  on  that  fubjed  before 
I  go  on  my  vifitation,  which  will  be  in  about  ten 
days. 

Mr.  Harrifon  died  yefterday,  and  the  only  perfon 
that  has  applied  to  us  to  fucceed  him  is  Dr.  *  Trotiet\ 
whom  I  think  the  fitteft  man  in  this  kingdom  for  that 
poft  ;  but  as  I  take  it  for  granted  fome  perfon  will 
be  fent  from  England  for  that  employment,  I  beg 
your  Grace  would  be  pleafed  to  reprefent  the  necefli- 
ty  that  the  perfon  they  fend  be  one  well  verfed  in  the 
bufinefs,  and  a  man  of  probity,  courage,  and  appli- 
cation :  if  they  fend  us  a  weak  or  indolent  man,  the 
revenue  here  will  certainly*  fall,  and  your  Lordfhip 
knows  better  than  any  body  the  trouble  a  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant has  with  a  parliament  upon  the  increafe  of  our 
debts.

BEFORE  your  Grace  left  this  kingdom,  I  ac- 
quainted your  Lordfhip  that  I  feared  the  bankers 
had  mifniformed  the  council  about  what  was  the  mid- 
dle price  of  bullion  in  England^  which  they  affirmed 
was  5  /.  4  i  d.  EngliJJj  per  ounce ;  but  I  am  fince  af- 
fured  that  for  two  or  three  years  pad,  it  has  hardly 
reached  55.  z\d.  per  ounce  ^  and  if  this  be  the  cafe, 
I  mud  beg  leave  to  defire  that  the  redu(5tion  of  the 
gold  may  go  on  without  any  alteration  of  the  prefent 
proclamation  price  of  foreign  filver,  or  that  at  the 
higheft  it  may  not  be  fet  higher  than  at  5  j.  2  i  ^.  per 
ounce,  or  5  J,  3  d.  Englijb  at  moft. 

To  ftate  this  matter  in  a  tolerable  light,  I  muft  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  reafon  of  thinking  at  all  of  raifing  the 
price  of  foreign  filver  was,  that  by  fetting  it  at  a  price 
that  might  make  it  worth  while  to  utter  it  as  money 
here,  we  might  have  fome  of  it  as  it  was  brought  in, 
circulate  here  as  money ;  whereas  whilfl:  the  procla- 
mation price  is  lefs  than  the  bullion  price,  it  will  ftill 
be  carried  into  England  or  Holland  as  a  commodity  : 
and  if  5  s.  4  \  d.  were  that  price,  though  it  was  fome- 
times  as  low  as  5^.  3  J.  yet  if  at  other  times  it  fold 
for  5  J.  6^.  there  was  no  fear  of  our  being  over-run 
by  it,  for  though  it  might  be  imported  here  at  55.  ^\d. 
Englijlj  as  long  as  it  bore  a  lefs  price  at  other  markets, 
yet  when  the  price  came  to  55.

Your  Grace  knows  the  original  intention  here  was 
only  lowering  the  gold,  but  that  as  fome  of  their  pe- 
titions againft  that  preiTed  for  raifing  foreign  filver,  it 
was  thought  it  could  do  no  hurt^to  gratify  them  in 
that  point,  if  it  was  fet  at  the  middle  market  price 
in  EngJcind ;  but  in  that  the  merchants  here  have  de- 
ceived us,  reprefenting  it  at  5J.  41^.  Englijhy  when 
it  is  really  but  5  j.  3  ^.  at  higheft. 

I  have  with  this  fent  your  Grace  two  calculations  of 
the  feveral  pieces  of  filver  mentioned  in  the  memorial 
fent  by  the  council ;  one  upon  the  bottom  of  an  ounce 
of  filver  palling  for  5  j.  z^d.  Englijh,  or  5  j.  7^. 
708.  Irifi  ;  the  other  at  5  j.  3  ^.  EngliJJj,  or  5  s.  S^id.

In  the  memorial  the  Maximilian^  Leopold,  Holland., 
Bear,  Crojs,  Danijlo  and  Lion  dollar,  are  left  at  the  old 
proclamation  price,  becaule  as  they  are  below  ftand- 
ard,  they  are  more  liable  to  be  counterfeited,  and 
therefore  the  council  did  not  like  to  give  any  encou- 
ragement to  their  importation. 

If  any  thing  is  done  about  raifing  the  price  of 
foreign  filver.  I  would  hope  it  may  not  be  fet  above 
cs  'xd  Englijh,  at  the  higheft;  but  1  think  it  N\ould 
be  better  if  it  were  left  at  the  prefent  proclamation 
price-  but  if  we  are  not  permitted  to  reduce  our 
eold,  we  riiall  foon  have  none  but  great  pieces  ot 
gold,  which  are  entirely  ufelefs  in  all  leller  commerce.

I  Have  had  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  of  the  15th 
inftant,  and  am  glad  to  hear  our  reprefentation  is 
gone  to  the  Treafury,  though  at  prefent  it  cannot  be 
hoped  it  can  be  very  much  expedited  ;  but  I  would 
beg  of  your  Grace  to  dired  Mr.  *  Gary  to  forward  it 
as  much  as  may  be. 

As  Mr.  Gardiner  has  your  Grace's  leave  to  proceed 
in  the  affair  of  the  copper,  I  believe  he  will  make 
what  difpatch  he  can,  for  our  want  of  it  is  very  great.

But  of  late  one  ot 
the  arches  has  fallen  in,  which  they  are  endeavouring, 
as  I  hear  to  repair,  fo  that  what  was  intended  to  be

^'Tmufl  again  renew  my  requefl  that  the  afifair  of 
our  coin  may  be  forwarded  as  much  as  pol  ible,  tha  it 
may  be  over  before  his  Majefly's  return,  when  grmer 
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affairs  will  call  for  the  attendance  of  the  miniftry  and 
council.  I  iinderftand  our  reprefentation  is  referred 
to  the  officers  of  the  mint,  and  that  they  have  a  co- 
py of  the  letter  I  troubled  your  Lordfhip  with  on 
that  fubjed,  but  that  Mr.  Conduit  is  doubtful  whether 
they  can  take  any  notice  of  it,  becaufe  it  is  not  re- 
ferred to  them.  I  rather  think  that  in  their  report 
no  particular  notice  need  be  taken  of  it ;  but  if  they 
will  have  fuch  regard  as  they  I"hall  think  proper  to 
what  is  there  fuggefted,  it  is  all  that  can  be  defired,

I  AM  very  glad  to  hear  our  copper  coin  is  at 
lad  fet  a  going,  but  at  the  fame  time  I  find  it  is 
likely  to  proceed  fo  llowly,  that  it  will  drive  us  to 
great  extremities  in  the  mean  time,  as  the  currency 
of  all  raps,  if  not  of  other  true  half-pence  will  be 
■flopped  by  it.  To  prevent  the  latter,  we  have  in- 
deed orders  to  order  the  taking  the  old  patent  half- 
pence in  the  revenue  ;  which  I  think  will  keep  them 
current,  and  accordingly  as  foon  as  the  new  half- 
pence are  upon  arriving  we  fliall  give  orders  accord- 
ingly. 
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ingly.  But  ft  ill,  if  the  copper  company  could  fupply 
a  greater  quantity  than  one  tun  per  week,  and  the 
mint  could  coin  them,  it  would  be  better  for  us.  I 
Ihall  write  to  Mr.  Boives  about  the  former,  and  if  the 
company  can  perform  their  part,  I  mud  defire  you 
to  prevail  on  the  mint  to  do  theirs.  I  could  heartily 
wifh  that  50  tuns  at  leaft  were  coined  fome  time  be- 
fore the  parliament  met,  if  a  fecond  fifty  were  not 
then  going  on,  though  I  fhould  be  more  glad  of  the 
latter:  and  indeed  I  am  fully  fatisfied,  that  leis  than 
150  or  200  tuns  will  r,ot  make  things  eafy  here,  and 
that  it  is  of  great  confequcnce  to  have  them  with  all 
pofilble  difpatch. 

The  Sol lici tor-general  gave  me  a  copy  of  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Conduit^  relating  to  our  gold  and  filver 
coins ;  on  which  1  would  beg  leave  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing remarks. 

1.  If  there  be  no  objection  to  that  part  which  re- 
lates to  the  reduction  of  gold,  1  wifh  they  would  re- 
port that  clearly. 

2.  As  to  my  letter,  I  do  not  apprehend  there  is 
any  occafion  to  take  notice  of  it  in  their  report,  and 
it  is  only  to  put  them  in  mind  that  we  in  our  repre- 
fentation  went  upon  a  fuppofition  that  filver  bore 
fuch  a  price,  which  afterwards  I  learned  was  grrater 
than  it  really  bore-,  and  indeed  in  our  reprefentation, 
we  mention  that  we  fuppofe  filver  to  bear  Inch  a 
rate,  but  at  the  mint  they  could  not  but  know  it  was 
the  true  middle  price  of  it. 

3.  That  though  55.  ^\d.  may  be  the  middle 
price  of  filver  in  bars,  yet  if  foreign  filver  coin  has 
for  fome  years  fold  but  f)r  5J.  2^.  to  5J.  3  '  d.  per 
ounce,  that  ought  to  regulate  the  price  intended  to 
be  given  to  the  value  of  foreign  coins  here,  becaufe  it 
is  their  value,  and  not  that  of  filver  in  bars  \Thich  is 
to  be  fettled.  - 

4.  That  the  fettling  fuch  a  price  on  old  pieces  ot 
eight,  and  another  on  new,  will  produce  confulion 

°    '  here. 
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here,  where  the  ordinary  people  will  not  foon  learn 
the  difference  betwixt  the  one  and  the  other, 

5.  That  I  am  fenfible  the  value  of  the  Mexico 
piece  and  xht  French  crown  in  the  old  proclamations, 
is  lefs  than  they  will  fell  for  as  a  commodity,  that 
value  having  been  fixed  by  the  advice,  as  1  have 
reafon  to  believe,  of  the  bankers,  on  the  bottom  of 
the  Eijglljh  filver  coin,  at  the  rate  of  gs.  2d.  Englijh 
per  ounce,  the  effed  of  which  has  been,  that  by 
getting  the  gold  raifed,  they  are  all  carried  out  ^f 
the  kingdom. 

6.  As  to  the  weight  of  the  Mexico,  Seville,  and 
Pillar  pieces  of  eight,  and  of  the  Portugal  gold,  we 
have  fet  them  at  the  weight  the  generality  of  thofe 
had  that  came  amongft  us ;  and  as  the  weight  of 
thofe  pieces  both  of  filver  and  gold  is  reckoned 
higher  in  England  than  we  have  fixed  them  at  in  our 
proclamations,  it  is  plain  we  have  fet  each  piece  at  a 
higher  value  than  it  bears  in  England. 

7.  In  diftinguifhing  the  Pillar  and  Peru  pieces  of 
eight,  we  follow  the  former  proclamations. 

8.  As  to  the  Maximilia?i,  Leopold,  &c.  dollars,  or 
ducatoons  of  Spaift,  they  may  well  enough  be  omit- 
ted, if  they  are  fcarce  in  England,  for  they  are  all 
vanifhed  from  hence. 

9.  I  am  fenfible  it  is  a  difad vantage  to  have  foreign 
coins  current  as  money  by  weight,  but  abfolute 
ruin  to  have  them  current  by  tale  ;  and  therefore 
could  wifh  we  had  as  little  of  them  as  may  be. 

In  our  cafe,  foreign  gold  is  necelTary,  but  I  would 
gladly  prevent  foreign  filver  from  being  fet  at  fiich 
a  price  as  to  make  it  worth  our  bankers  while  to 
exchange  our  gold  for  foreign  filver,  by  raifing  it, 
as  they  have  already  clmnged  all  our  filver  for  guld, 
by  raifii-jg  that. 

As  for  the  affair  of  a  coinage  of  filver  at  the  tower, 
for  the  ufe  of  this   country,  it  is  what  will  require 

mature 
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mature  confideration,  and  is  more  than  I  fhall  pre- 
tend to  fpeak  to  on  fo  fhort  a  warning. 

As  you  know  our  prefent  diflrefs  for  want  of 
change,  I  muft  beg  of  you  to  prefs  the  reduction  of 
our  gold,  if  pollible,  before  his  Majefty's  return, 
after  which  it  will  not  be  eafy  to  get  the  council  to 
attend  to  Irijh  affairs :  and  if  our  filver  is  raifed,  I 
beg  it  may  not  exceed  the  middle  value  of  foreign 
filver  coin ;  but  I  could  heartily  wifh  the  foreign 
filver  were  left  as  it  is.  and  then  a  fmall  pittance  of 
Englijh  filver  money  with  the  copper  would  anfwer 


our  purpofe.

My  Lord,  Dublin^  Nov.  29,  1736. 

AS  your  Lordliiip  thoroughly  knows  the  diftrefs 
we  are  in  for  want  of  filver,  and  the  advantage 
the  bankers  make  of  the  inequahty  of  our  gold  and 
lilver  ;  and  as  the  reprefentation  of  the  council  here  is 
now  before  the  officers  of  the  mint,  I  muft  beg  of 
your  Lordfnip  to  follow  this  affair  clofe  with  Mr. 
Conduit^  and  get  a  report  from  the  mint,  and  after- 
wards to  forward  that  bufinefs  before  the  committee 
of  council,  that  if  polfible,  we  may  receive  the  necef- 
fary  orders  before  his  Majefly's  return  ;  after  which, 
I  fear  we  muft  exped  but  little  difpatch  in  any  Injb 
affair  from  the  miniftry,  till  the  felHon  of  parliament 
is  over  in  England. 

By  what  1  can  learn,  they  have  no  difficulty  at  all 
at  the  mint  about  the  reduction  of  go  d,  but  about 
the  filver  they  feem  at  a  lofs  how  to  take  any  notice 
of  a  letter  I  lent  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant  on  that  fub- 
jedt,  to  fhew  that  we  had  over-rated  foreign  filver  in 
our  reprefentation,  and  rather  to  wifh  nothing  was 
done  about  the  filver  coins  ;  which  letter  my  Lord 
Lieutenant  has  communicated  to  them,  but  it  was  not 
referred  to  them  by  the  council.  As  to  that,  I  would 
obferve,  that  I  do  not  apprehend  there  is  any  cccafion 
of  any  notice  being  taken  of  that  letter  m  their  report 
from  the  mint ;  but  if  that  fuggefts  any  hints  to'them 
that  may  be  of  ufe,  they  may  make  ufe  of  them  as 
of  any  other  knowledge  they  have  in  that  affair  :  and 
there  is  the  more  room  for  it,  becaufe  in  our  repre- 
fentation we  obferve,  that  in  our  calculations  we 
reckoned  5  j,  ^j  d.  Englijb  as  the  middle  price  of 
foreign  filver,  but  refer  ourfelves  to  the  mint  as  know- 
ing that  better  than  we  do. 

I  f^nd 
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I  find  likewife  that  it  is  fuggefted  on  the  other  fide 
that  5  ^.  4  i  ^.  is  the  middle  price  of  filver  in  bars, 
but  that  of  late,  becaufe  of  their  being  fomcwhat 
bafer  than  formerly,  the  price  of  pieces  of  eight  has 
been  from  55.  2  ^.  to  5  j.  3  i  ^.  per  ounce,  aiid  that 
therefore  there  ought  to  be  a  diftindion  between  old 
and  new  pieces  of  eight,  and  that  the  old  atleaft  may 
be  fet  at  55,  41  d.  perfiunct. 

To  this  I  obferve,  that  we  fhall  not  eafily  bring  the 
people  here  to  know  the  old  from  the  new  pieces  of 
eight,  and  that  we  are  not  fixing  the  price  of  filver  in 
bars,  but  of  foreign  filver  coin. 

They  fay  they  do  not  find  any  calculation  of  the 
*  Leopold^  Maximilian,  &c.  dollars,  among  any  of  Sir 
Jfaac  Newton's  calculations,  and  therefore  think,  they 
are  not  to  be  met  with  in  England.  On  this  I  obferve, 
that  we  have  none  of  them  now  in  Ireland,  and  if 
they  have  none  of  them  in  England,  they  may  very 
fafely  be  omitted,  for  we  only  put  them  in  becaufe 
they  were  in  former  proclamations  here,  when  they 
were  more  common. 

What  your  Lordfhip  and  I  both  think  is,  that  it 
were  to  be  wifhed  that  by  degrees  the  gold  and  filver 
current  here,  was  chiefly  gold  and  filver  EngUjh  coin : 
that  if  our  gold  was  reduced  we  might  hope  to  get 
rid  of  our  prefent  inundation  of  foreign  gold  ;  and 
that  there  is  a  necelVity  of  not  over-valuii^g  foreign  fil- 
ver coins,  which  will  make  it  worth  the  bankers  while 
to  carry  out  our  gold  and  over-run  us  with  filver  coins 
from  abroad.  And  the  fureft  way  of  preventing  that 
would  be  l)y  leaving  the  foreign  filver  coins  at  their 
prefent  value  here  ^  but  if  fomewhat  mufi:  be  done  a- 
bout  them,  I  hope  they  will  not  be  fet  higher  than  at 
the  rate  of  5  5.  2  ^  ^.  or  5  i.  2  i  d.  Enghjh  per  ounce, 
which  I  hope  would  not  hurt  us.

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I  fhould  not  have  troubled  your  Lordfhip  with  {o 
long  a  letter,  but  that  I  know  your  heart  is  thoroughly 
fet  on  redrelling  our  prefent  deplorable  eflate  ;  and  if 
by  your  Lordfhip's  diligent  follieitation  of  this  affair, 
it  can  be  brought  to  bear  whilft  the  miniftry  is  at 
leifmre  before  his  Majefty's  return,  your  Lordfhip  will 
do  one  of  the  greateft  pieces  of  fervice  to  this  nation. 

Our  copper  coinage  is  I  believe  before  this,  a(5lual- 
ly  bugun  at  the  mint ;  all  I  could  wifh  about  it  is, 
that  it  could  receive  greater  dilpatch  than  I  fear  it  is 
likely  to  meet  with.

WE  defired  it  might  be  reduced  according  to  the 
value  of  the  Englijh  guinea. 

We  defired  that  the  lelTer  fpecies  of  each  fort  of 
gold  might  have  about  half  a  grain  advantage  allow- 
ed to  make  it  worth  while  rather  to  import  the  leffer 
pieces  than  the  greater  pieces. 

But  if  it  be  confidered  that  the  leafl  want  of  full 
weight  caufes  a  dedudlion  of  a  grain  according  to  the 
prefent  way  of  allowing  for  a  grain,  and  half  a  grain 
according  to  what  we  propofed  in  our  application  to 
his  Majefty,  it  is  polTible  a  little  more  fliould  be  al- 
lowed ;  fince  to  exemplify  in  the  4  /,  piece,  though 
the  40  J.  piece  be  fet  half  a  grain  lower  than  half  the 
weight  of  the  4  1.  piece,  yet  this  does  little  more 
than  anfwer  the  allowance  of  half  a  grain  for  any 
want  of  weight  in  a  4  /.  piece,  and  of  two  half  grains 
for  the  lead  want  of  weight  in  two  4  s.  pieces ;  and 
(b  of  the  other  lelTer  pieces  in  that  and  other  fpecies. 

But  at  the  fame  time,  if  too  much  be  allowed  for 
the  fmall  pieces,  they  will  be  imported  inflead  of 
filver.

WE  have  from  the  reprefentation  of  the  mer- 
chants and  bankers,  and  from  what  was  the 
middle  price  of  foreign  filver  or  buUion  at  London, 
when  we  were  endeavouring  to  make  apphcation  be- 
fore, defired  to  fet  foreign  filver  at  55.  ^d.  per  ounce 
Englijh  ;  but  I  have  fince  learned  that  foreign  filver  in 
England  fince  the  year  1728,  has  feldom  been  higher 
than  55.  2\d.  Englijh  per  ounce,  and  never  higher 
than  c^  s.  ^d.  EngliJIj  per  ounce. 

But  if  foreign  filver  be  worth  at  the  higheft  but 
55.  3  ^.  Englijh  per  ounce,  and  we  have  made  our 
calculations  upon  55.  4  ^.  there  will  be  a  profit  of 
I  /.  5  J.  4<^.  8e:c.  decimals  in  importing  100/.  Englijh 
in  foreign  filver. 

If  foreign  filver  be  worth  but,  55.  2\d.  Engl ijlj  per 
ounce,  there  will  be  a  profit  of  2  /.  2  decimals  per  cent. 
by  importing  it. 

And  in  either  cafe  it  will  be  worth  the  bankers 
while  to  change  our  reduced  foreign  gold  into  foreign 
filver  fo  advanced. 

We  have  indeed  referred  this  matter  to  the  confi- 
deration  of  the  mint,  who  can  bed  tell  what  is  the 
middle  price  of  foreign  filver  at  London. 

I  have  fince  our  reprefentation  fent  to  my  Lord 
Lieutenant  a  full  ftate  of  this  matter,  defiring  that  if 
there  are  difficulties  in  this  matter  of  fettling  the  price 
of  foreign  filver,  they  would  drop  this  part  of  our 
application  relating  to  foreign  filver,  and  only  order 
the  redudtion  of  foreign  gold  as  defired.

Lord  Lieutenant  on  that  fubjedt,  which  they  have  be- 
fore them,  they  are  at  fome  lofs  what  notice  they  can 
take  of  it,  as  it  has  not  been  referred  to  them  by  the 
council,  I  think  they  need  not  in  their  report  take  any 
notice  of  it,  but  only  attend  to  what  it  fuggefts. 

They  fay  filver  bullion  is  about  the  price  of 
55.  4  I  ^.  but  pieces  of  eight  about  three  half-pence 
lower.  I  have  wrote  to  ^Jr.  Cary  that  it  would  be  a 
difficulty  here  to  diftinguifh  between  the  old  and  new 
pieces  of  eight  ^  that  wc  are  fettling  the  price  of 
foreign  money  not  bullion  ;  that  if  we  over-rate  it, 
the  bankers  will  change  away  our  gold  for  foreign 
filver.

I  Am  very  much  obliged  to  your  Lordfhip  for  your 
kind  letter,  and  the  concern  you  exprefs  both  for 
this  kingdom  in  relation  to  our  coin,  and  for  the  rights 
of  the  clergy. 

I  am  forry  my  letter  did  not  come  to  your  hands 
till  you  was  in  the  country,  fince  I  make  no  doubt 
but  your  Lordfhip's  reprefentations  would  have  a  good 
efFed  both  with  my  Lord  Lieutenant  and  the  miniftry. 

I  have  not  been  wanting  in  my  endeavours  to  get 
our  evil  remedied,  and  the  memorial  of  the  council  is 
referred  to  the  officers  of  the  mint :  and  I  hear  thofe 
in  power  feem  all  convinced  that  we  are  in  a  very  bad 
way,  and  that  our  gold  ought  to  be  lowered  ^  but  no- 
thing is  yet  done,  and  I  hear  my  Lord  Lieutenant  is 
too  much  difpofed  to  make  the  redudion  at  twice, 
which  will  defeat  the  cure  ;  for  there  will  be  above 
I  per  cent,  to  be  got  by  importing  gold  upon  a  half 

L  3  redudion, 
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redudion,  fo  that  it  will  help  us  to  no  filver,  and  the 
bankers  are  fo  much  mafters  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons, that  I  apprehend  if  the  affair  be  not  quite  over 
fir  ft,  they  will  get  feme  idle  votes  to  prevent  any  far- 
ther reduction. 

I  iTiall  reprefent  this  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant  as 
foon  as  1  have  an  anfv.er  to  my  laft  letter  to  him  on 
that  fubjeft. 

I  have  fent  your  Loidlliip  the  refolutions  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  in  relation  to  agiftment,  but  there 
were  feme  other  votes  ready  to  have  boen  paikd,  one 
particularly  to  fall  on  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  on 
that  fubjecSV,  which  though  they  were  ftopped  by  fome 
of  the  Houfe  that  were  wifer,  yet  feem  to  have  inti- 
midated that  court  almoft  as  much  as  if  they  had 
pafTed.  After  thefe  votes  were  over,  affociations  were 
entered  into  by  mod  of  the  Lay-lords  and  Common- 
ers, to  join  againft  agiftment  -,  and  the  like  aftbciati- 
ons  were  fent  down  to  moft  counties  againft  the  allizes, 
and  figned  in  moft  counties,  though  refufed  in  fome. 
In  fome  places  they  went  fo  far  as  to  talk  of  chufing 
a  country  treafurer,  and  fupporting  any  law-fuit  on 
that  fubjedt  againft  the  clergy  by  a  common  purfe. 

I  was  told  by  fome  of  fenfe  that  went  the  circuits, 
that  there  was  a  rage  ftirred  up  againft  the  clergy, 
that  they  thought  equalled  any  thing  they  had  feen 
againft  the  popifti  priefts,  in  the  moft  dangerous  times 
they  remembered. 

I  could  not  forbear  telling  my  Lord  Lieutenant  on 
occafion  of  thefe  ailbciations,  that  though  the  rights 
of  the  clergy  were  in  particular  attacked  at  prefent, 
yet  this  method  was  of  moft  dangerous  confequence 
to  the  government,  fince  by  the  fame  method  that 
was  now  taken  to  diftrefs  the  clergy,  the  execution  of 
any  law  or  ad  of  parliament  might  be  effedually  ob- 
ftruded. 

As  fome  that  were  more  prudent  than  others 
am.ongft  therp,  faid  they  would  endeavour  to  fettle 

things 
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things  another  fedjon  in  fome  reafonable  way,  and 
hoped  the  clergy  would  let  things  reft  in  the  mean 
time,  and  as  the  latter  part  of  the  laft  refolutioii 
feems  to  promife  fomewhat  of  that  nature,  the  BiOiops 
thought  it  moft  advifeable  to  perfuade  the  clergy  to 
be  quiet  till  next  feliions,  that  it  might  not  be  faid 
things  would  have  been  amicably  fettled  if  it  h.ad 
not  been  for  the  heat  of  the  clergy.  I  cxped:  nothing 
from  them,  but  the  clergy  have  behaved  themfelves 
with  a  tem.per  that  has  furprized  their  enemies.  I 
believe  they  will  bring  in  a  bill  next  feliions,  that  will 
half  ruin  the  clergy  here,  which  there  will  be  no  pof  ■ 
fibility  of  flopping  here,  but  I  hope  the  friends  to  the 
conftitution  in. Church  and  State,  will  fink  fuch  bills 
in  the  council  in  England. 

We  generally  fuppofe  this  ferment  is  encouraged 
from  England^  as  are  our  great  out-cries  for  a  com- 
mon-wealth. What  things  will  end  in  God  only 
knows,  but  I  am  very  m.uch  furprized  to  hear  from 
England,  that  the  young  noblemen  that  travel  abroad, 
come  back  zealous  for  a  common- wealth,  as  fome 
of  our  young  noblemen  here  (lie w  themfelves  to  be. 
I  cannot  but  think  by  the  experiment  that  has  been 
made  formerly,  the  nobility  have  very  little  reafon 
to  hope  they  fhall  keep  their  grour.d,  if  monarchy  be 
once  ruined. 

I  have  likewife  fent  your  Lordlliip  the  covenants 
Lord  *  Piejly  has  inferted  in  the  pieces  lately  made 
on  his  father's  eftate.  which  if  followed,  muft  difuble 
the  clergy  from  gathering  their  dues,  or  having  more, 
for  them  than  the  tenant  is  pleafed  to  pay. 

There  was  likewife  a  paper  delivered  by  Lord  Piejly 
among  his  tenants,  which  though  {Iridly  legal,  will, 
confidering  the  number  of  tenants  concerned,  in  fmall 
pieces  of  ground,  very  much  diftrefs  the  clergy.

What  has  been  already  done,  is  but  the  beginning 
of  what  is  intended,  for  feveral  of  them  fpeak  out, 
that  the  prefent  claims  of  the  clergy,  even  thofe 
about  the  legality  of  which  there  is  no  difpute,  are 
matter  of  frequent  controverfy,  and  breed  quarrels 
between  the  clergy  and  laity,  and  which  ought  to  be 
taken  away,  and  they  mention  in  particular  fmall 
dues,  tythe  of  flax,  and  potatoes,  the  lafl  at  leaft  to 
be  reduced.

On  which  fubjed  I  have  likewife  written  to  his 
Grace,  telling  him  how  forward  that  affair  is  on  the 
other  fide  of  the  water,  and  defiring  it  may  be  dif- 
patched  as  foon  as  he  pkafes,  that  the  rufRe  which 
fuch  a  reduction  muft  caufe,  whenever  it  is  done, 
may  be  quite  over  before  the  l^tdhn  of  our  parlia- 
ment <iraws  near.

"^^■"OUR  Grace  will  be  fo  good  as  to  excufe  my 
J,  putting  you  in  mind  of  an  affair  now  de- 
pending in  the  Treafury,  relating  to  the  redudtion  of 
our  gold.  We  are  in  the  laft  diftrefs  for  want  of 
filver  in  all  the  lower  parts  of  bufinefs,  there  being  a 
profit  of  2  '-  per  cent,  by  bringing  Portugal  gold  here 
rather  than  filver,  and  the  fame  lofs  by  carrying  gold 
from  hence  rather  than  filver,  fo  that  what  filver  we 
had  has  been  ftill  exporting,  and  the  return  of  our 
exports  have  been  ftill  made  in  gold  :  this  our  condi- 
tion we  reprefented  to  his  Majefty  from  the  govern- 
ment and  council,  when  his  Grace  the  Duke  of 
Dorfet  was  here  laft,  and  our  reprefentation  was  re- 
ferred to  the  couucil,  and  from  thence  to'the  Treafury, 
and  fo  to  the  officers  of  the  mint,  where  it  has  refted 
by  the  ficknefs  of  Mr.  Conduit ;  but  as  he  is  now  well, 
as  I  am  told,  and  has  a  report  ready  when  called 
for,  I  muft  defire  of  your  Grace  to  fet  that  affair  on 
foot  again,  and  to  get  the  Treafury  to  call  for  that 
report,  and  make  the  report  to  the  council,  that  we 
may  receive  his  Majefty's  orders  for  a  proclamation 
for  fuch  redudlion  as  he  fhall  pleafe  to  fix  upon. 

This  is  an  affair  of  great  confequence  to  this  na- 
tion, and  the  fooner  it  is  done  before  the  feffion  of  our 
parliament,  that  the  little  ferment  luch  a  redudion 
muft  caufe  whenever  it  is  made,  may  be  quite  over, 
I  think  the  better.

He  is  deputy  to  the 
Vice-Treafurers  of  this  kingdom,  and  one  of  the  moft 
ufeful  of  his  Majefty's  fervants  here ;  as  your  Grace 
will  be  fully  fatisfied,  when  you  do  us  the  honour  to 
be  with  us. 

There  is  nobody  here  more  againft  increafing  the 
number  of  privy-counfellors  than  I  am,  who  think 
they  are  by  much  too  numerous ;  but  it  is  becaufe 
many  have  been  brought  in  there  without  any  know- 
ledge of  bufinefs,  or  particular  attachment  to  his  Ma- 
jefty's fervice,  merely  for  being  members  of  either 
Houfe  of  Parliament ;  but  we  v/ant  fuch  an  one  as 
Mr.  Gardiner  there,  to  help  to  keep  others  in  order, 
as  he  is  moft  zealoufly  attached  to  his  Majefty  by  af- 
fe(5lion  as  well  as  by  intereft,  and  is  a  thorough  man 
of  bufinefs,  and  of  great  weight  in  this  country  ;  and 
I  find  he  will  not  be  the  firft  in  his  poft  of  deputy  that 
has  been  a  member  of  the  privy  council.

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him.     And   your  joint  recommendations  to  his  Ma- 
jefly  cannot  fail  of  procuring  us  his  bounty. 

His  Majefty  has  been  formerly  acquainted  with 
our  intentions,  and  expreffed  his  approbation  of  our 
defign.  Her  Majefty  has  hkewife  been  applied  to, 
and  is  difpofed  to  aflift  us  with  her  bounty,  but  as  I 
am  niformed,  is  willing  rather  to  follow  his  Majefty's 
example  than  to  be  before  hand  with  him.

I  Am  very  forry  for  the  occafion  I  have  to  trouble 
you.  But  as  it  is  what  the  King's  interefl:  and 
the  peace  of  the  publick  here  are  very  much  con- 
cerned in,  I  doubt  not  of  your  excufe  for  my  fo 
doing. 

You  have  heard  from  others  of  the  warmth  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons  laft  feflion  againfl  the  de- 
mands made  by  the  clergy  of  agiftment,  and  pro- 
bably may  have  read  the  votes  paffed  there  on  that 
occafion. 

Several  of  the  clergy  had  fued  for  agiftment,  and 
the  courts  of  juflice  here  had  determined  in  their 
favour,  and  the  claim  in  general  was  fo  eftablifhed, 
that  the  only  controverfy  in  the  feveral  fuits  for  fomc 
time,  had  been  about  the  number  of  cnttle,  and  the 
quota  to  be  paid  for  them  :  it  has  been  decided  to 
be  due  by  common  law  ;  it  has  indeed  been  faid  on 
the  other  fide,  that  the  claim  is  new,  and  fo  it  is  in

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fome  parts  of  the  kingdom,  but  has  been  regularly 
paid  in  the  north,  where  things  have  been  beft  and 
fooneft  fettled.  But  the  cafe  of  the  clergy  here  is 
very  different  from  that  in  England^  which  has  been 
the  very  antient  ufage  is  hard  to  fay;  but  fince  the 
reformation,  whilft  the  lands  were  moftly  in  popifh 
hands,  the  clergy  took  what  they  could  get  thank- 
fully, and  very  few  ever  went  near  their  livings  to  do 
duty.  That  i  do  not  look  upon  law  to  have  had  a 
free  courfe  here  till  fmce  the  reformation,  and  from 
thence  to  have  gradually  come  to  the  knowledge  of 
people.  Without  this  tythe  there  are  whole  parifhes 
where  there  is  no  provifion  for  the  minifter  :  but  we 
do  not  defire  to  be  judges,  but  that  our  rights  may 
fland  on  the  fame  bottom  as  thofe  of  other  fubjedls, 
and  the  judges  not  be  intimidated  by  votes  of  either 
Houfe  of  Parliament  from  doing  us  juftice,  if  we 
feek  for  it. 

As  a  great  part  of  the  gentry  entered  into  all'ocia- 
tions  not  to  pay  for  agiftment  to  the  clergy,  and  to 
make  a  common  purfe  in  each  county  to  fupport  any 
one  there  that  fhould  be  fued  for  agiltment,  and  were 
underflood  by  the  common  people  every  v^'here  to  be 
ready  to  diftrefs  the  clergy  all  manner  of  ways,  in 
their  other  rights,  if  they  offered  to  fue  for  agiflment, 
it  was  thought  advifeable  to  hinder  as  much  as  we 
Bifhops  could,  any  of  the  clergy  from  carrying  on  or 
commencing  any  fuits  on  that  head  for  a  time  ;  and 
the  more  fo,  as  feveral  perfons  among  the  Commons 
of  more  wifdom  and  temper,  promifed  to  think  of 
fome  reafonable  accommodation  in  this  affair  againft 
another  feflion. 

But  though  the  clergy  have  been  quiet,  and  behav- 
ed themfelves  during  this  interval  with  a  temper  that 
has  furprifed  their  adverfaries,  yet  I  cannot  find  any 
of  the  laity  have  thought  of  any  the  leafl  reafonable 
method  of  compounding  matters,  but  the  bulk  of 
them  reckon  they  have  by  the  votes  made  lafl  (eflion 

carried

carried  this  point,  and  are  thereby  animated  to  make 
new  attacks  on  other  rights  of  the  clergy.  I  have  in 
vain  reprelented  to  feveral  of  them  that  in  the  fouth 
and  well  of  Ireland  by  deftroying  the  tithe  of  agift- 
ment,  they  naturally  difcourage  tillage,  and  thereby 
lefTen  the  number  of  people,  and  raife  the  price  of 
provifions,  and  render  thofe  provinces  incapable  of 
carrying  on  the  linnen  manufadture,  for  which  they 
lb  much  envy  the  north  of  this  kingdom. 

It  IS  certain  that  by  running  into  cattle  the  num- 
bers of  people  are  decreafing  in  thofe  parts,  and  moll 
of  their  youth  out  of  bufmels,  and  difpofed  to  liil  in 
foreign  fervice  for  bread,  as  there  is  no  employment 
for  them  at  home,  where  two  or  three  hands  can  look 
after  fome  hundreds  of  acres  (locked  with  cattle,  and 
by  this  means  a  great  part  of  our  churches  are  ne- 
gledled,  in  many  places  five,  fix,  or  feven  parifhes 
(denominations  we  commonly  call  them)  bellowed  on 
one  incumbent^  who  perhaps  with  all  his  tithes  fcarce 
gets  an  hundred  a  year. 

I  mull  on  this  occafion  not  only  obferve  the  illega- 
lity of  thefe  afiTociations,  but  the  danger  of  them  to 
the  government,  and  efpecially  to  any  ads  of  parlia-; 
ment  palTed  in  England  relating  to  this  country,  which 
may  be  elteemed  hardfhips  here,  fince  1  do  not  well 
fee,  if  this  humour  goes  on,  how  fuch  ads  can  be 
put  in  execution  here.  And  how  far  and  to  what 
other  purpofes  fuch  aflbciations  may  in  time  extend,  I 
do  not  pretend  to  judge,  but  I  find  in  fome  counties 
they  already  begin  to  form  aiTociations  againll  what 
they  own  due  to  the  clergy,  but  they  are  encouraged 
by  the  fuccefs  of  this  firft  attempt  to  go  on  to  further 
fteps.  The  humour  of  clans  and  confederacies  is 
neither  fo  well  underllood  nor  felt  in  England  as  it 
is  here. 

But  by  difcourfes  dropt  among  people  and  by  fome 
papers  handed  about,  there  are  other  undoubted  rights 
of  the  clergy,  that  are  defigned  to  be  voted  away  one 

N  4  after 
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after  another,  or  taken  away  by  new  laws,  if  they 
are  permitted  to  go  on,  and  I  find  we  Bifhops  are 
threatened  to  have  our  fines  if  not  part  of  our  eflates 
taken  from  us.  I  need  not  on  this  occafion  obferve 
what  a  fupport  the  Bifnops  with  the  weight  of  their 
eftates  and  power  are  to  the  crown,  both  here  and  in 
England;  but  I  muft  obferve  that  they  are  of  more 
immediate  confequence  here,  to  keep  up  the  juft  de- 
pendence of  this  nation  on  the  crown  and  kingdom  of 
England^  which  too  many  here  aredifpofed,  ifpolTibie, 
to  throw  off,  daily  complaining  of  it  as  an  almofl:  in- 
fupportable  burthen. 

I  cannot  accufe  the  bulk  of  the  proteilants  except 
the  Scots  jn  the  north  here,  of  being  enemies  to  epi{l 
copacy  and  the  eftablifhed  clergy  as-  fuch,  but  forae 
gentlemen  have  let  their  lands  fo  high,  that  without 
robbing  the  clergy  of  their  juft  dues,  they  are  fatisfi- 
ed  their  rents  can  hardly  be  paid  ;  and  others  fall  in 
with  them,  that  they  may  be  able  to  raife  their  lands 
as  high  ;  and  the  controverfy  here  is,  not  whether  the 
farmer  Ihall  be  eafed  of  an  unreafonable  burthen,  but 
whether  the  parfon  lliall  have  his  due,  or  the  landlord 
a  greater  rent.  Some  hope  they  might  come  in  for 
plunder,  if  the  Bifhops  were  ftripped,  and  moflof  the 
needy  gentry  here  envy  to  fee  the  Bifhops  by  a  proper 
frugality,  though  not  without  a  decent  hofpitality  eafy 
m  their  circumftances. 

Againft  any  attacks  of  this  nature  we  fhall  prepare 
to  make  as  good  a  provifion  for  defence  as  we  can  ; 
we  fhall  not  be  wanting  in  our  endeavours  with  thofe 
of  weight  in  the  Houfe,  and  that  are  capable  of  any 
moderation,  to  prevent  any  new  attempts  on  the  rights 
of  the  clergy,  without  bringing  on  an  attack  by 
haflily  raifing  a  clamour  that  we  are  going  to  be  at- 
tacked. But  our  great  and  only  powerful  defence 
under  the  divine  providence,  is  from  the  protection 
of  his  Majefly,  from  whofe  goodnefs  we  would  hope 
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to  be  defended  in  our  juft  rights  in  common  with  our 
fellow  fubjeds. 

And  I  would  hope  that  if  fome  di  fcou  rage  men  t 
from  the  crown  were  given  to  what  is  fo  unreafonable 
and  unjufl  itfelf,  and  muft  raife  the  greateft  heats  and 
animofities  amongft  us,  and  give  the  utmofl  encour- 
agement to  the  papifls  to  fee  proteftants  fo  violently 
attacking  their  ov/n  clergy  ^  and  that  palling  the  next 
fellions  quietly  would  with  fuch  difcountenances  very 
much  cool  and  balk  the  defignsof  the  ill  intentioned, 
I  cannot  but  make  it  my  requeft,  that  you  would  be 
fo  kind  as  to  recommend  us  to  his  Majefty's  protedi- 
on,  which  he  has  gracioufly  declared  in  his  fpeeches  to 
parliament  he  would  afford  our  brethren  of  Englaudy 
and  that  when  my  Lord  Lieutenant  comes  to  receive 
his  inftrudions  from  his  Majefty  betore  his  fetting  out 
for  his  government  here,  he  may  be  directed  by  his 
Majefty  to  fignify  in  what  way  fball  be  thought  moft 
proper,  that  the  clergy  may  enjoy  their  legal  rights, 
and  that  his  Majefty  will  be  gracioufly  difpofed  to 
proted  them  therein  from  all  unjuft  attacks. 

By  a  paper  of  queries  handed  about  it  looks  as  if 
fome  gentlemen  defigned  to  have  a  committee  ap- 
pointed to  examine  into  the  behaviour  of  the  Bifliops 
and  clergy  in  their  paftoral  cures  :  I  muft  own  we  are 
not  faints,  nor  are  we  the  greateft  of  finners ;  but 
what  a  committee  fet  on  foot  by  fuch  as  have  the 
views  there  is  reafon  to  fear  too  many  have,  may  vote 
concerning  our  conduct,  is  eafily  guelTed  in  general  v 
and  I  hope  will  make  no  bad  imprellion  againft  us 
with  the  unprejudiced.  But  at  the  fame  time  I  can- 
not but  heartily  wifh  that  thefe  mcaiures  may  be  pre- 
vented, which  I  have  great  rtafon  to  believe  are  let 
on  foot  from  England,  and  defigned  to  be  followed 
there,  if  they  meet  with  fuccefs  and  encouragement

Am  fatisfied  there  is  no  occafion  of  fuggcfling  to 
your  Grace,  that  the  Church  of  England  and  Ireland 
are  fo  interwoven  in  point  of  interefl,  that  one  cannot 
lufFer,  but  the  other  will  foon  fall  into  the  fame  dif- 
irefs.  Your  own  goodnefs  and  concern  for  a  firter 
church,  would  fufliciently  engage  you  to  help  us  in 
our  diftrefs,  though  we  were  fure  the  example  would 
not  be  followed  on  your  fide  of  the  water. 

This  makes  me  apply  to  your  Lordfhip  in  our  pre- 
fent  and  our  apprehended  diftrefs.  The  Houfe  of 
Commons  here  attacked  the  tithe  of  agiftment  laft 
fellion,  and  by  their  votes  have  fo  far  intimidated  the 
Judges  and  the  Clergy,  that  they  have  carried  on  no 
fuits  fince,  and  efpeclally  to  prevent  any  further  ill 
confequences ;  as  the  gentry  here  have  almoft  univer- 
fally  entered  into  an  airociation  to  fupport  any  perfon 
fued  on  that  account  by  a  common  purfe  in  every 
county ;  and  as  they  threatened  to  diftrefs  the  clergy 
in  all  their  other  rights,  if  they  offered  to  fue  for 
agiftment.  But  though  fome  were  for  venturing  all 
this,  and  fuing  for  what  in  the  courts  here  has  been 
declared  to  be  their  right,  yet  as  fome  grave  men  in 
that  Houfe  promifed  to  think  of  fome  temper  to  re- 
concile the  laity  and  clergy  on  that  point  by  fome 
reafonable  compofition  to  be  enadled  this  feflion,  we 
prevailed  on  all  the  clergy  to  fit  quiet.  But  inftead 
of  any  fuch  propofal,  the  generality  of  the  laity  are 
encouraged  to  make  farther  attem.pts  on  the  rights  of 
the  clergy  ;  and  feveral  in  their  diicourfes  and  fome 
queries  that  are  handed  about  in  writing  feem  to  de- 
fign  taking  away  fome  undoubted  rights  of  the  clergy, 
fuppofing  the  tithe  of  agiftment  not  due  in  fome  parts 
of  the  kingdom  where  it  has  not  been  demanded  till 

lately, 
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lately,  and  among  other  things  they  feem  to  dcfign 
taking  away  from  Biihops,  if  not  part  of  their  lands, 
yet  at  leaft  all  fines.  How  much  the  crown  would 
fufFer,  if  fuch  things  go  on,  by  lofing  the  weight  the 
Bifhops  muft  have,  by  their  eftates  and  authority  at 
prefent,  I  need  only  fugged  ;  what  I  have  to  defne  in 
behalf  of  myfelf  and  brethren,  both  on  the  bench  and 
off  of  it,  is  that  you  would  reprefent  our  prefent  ftate 
to  his  Majefty  and  the  miniftry,  that  my  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant when  he  comes  foon  to  receive  his  inftrudions 
from  his  Majefty  before  his  coming  hither,  may  be 
directed  to  let  it  be  known  here  to  his  Majefty's  fer- 
vants  and  others,  that  it  is  his  Majefty's  intention  to 
fupport  the  clergy  in  their  juft  rights,  as  he  has  been 
gracioufly  pleafed  to  intimate  in  fome  of  his  fpeeches 
in  England^  and  that  he  will  take  it  ill  of  thofe  who 
fhall  attempt  to  raife  heats  and  animofities  here  be- 
tween the  laity  and  the  clergy.  I  have  wrote  to  the 
fame  purpofe  to  Sir  Robert  IValpok^  but  I  make  no 
doubt  but  your  Grace's  reprefentations  on  our  behalf 
will  have  a  much  greater  weight  than  any  fuggeftions 
of  mine.

THE  countenance  and  friendfhip  I  have  met  with 
from  your  Grace  ever  fince  I  came  hither,  makes 
me  give  you  this  new  trouble. 

The  clergy  here  were  laft  feflion  of  parliament  at- 
tacked in  their  rights  by  the  Houfe  of  Commons  who 
paired  feveral  votes  againft  them  and  their  right  to 
tirhp.  of  apiftment.     At  the  fame  time  leveral  ienous 

men 
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men  of  that  Houfe  gave  us  hopes  that  againfl  the 
next  feflion  fome  temper  might  be  found  out  to  make 
that  affair  eafy  between  the  clergy  and  laity  ;  but  in- 
ftead  of  any  hopes  of  doing  fo,  evil  intentioned  per- 
Ibns  have  raifed  a  worfe  fpirit  againft  the  clergy  than 
had  been  raifed  then  ;  and  if  one  may  guefs  by  fome 
words  dropt  by  fome  perfons,  and  by  a  paper  private- 
ly handed  about,  fome  of  them  are  difpofed  to  ftrip 
the  Bilbops  of  fome  of  their  lands,  and  the  refb  if 
not  all  the  clergy,  of  feveral  of  their  uncontroverted 
rights.  And  till  this  fpirit  is  laid,  it  is  impolfible  to 
hope  for  any  compromife  about  the  affair  of  agift- 
ment.  I  am  fure  the  oppreffing  the  Bifhops  and 
Clergy  here,  will  be  very  much  to  the  damage  of  the 
Crown,  and  v/e  hope  it  is  his  Majefty's  intention  to 
defend  us  and  our  rights  as  well  as  our  brethren  in 
England.  And  though  I  hope  it  will  not  be  found  fo 
eafy  a  work  here  to  run  down  the  Clergy,  as  fome 
imagine,  yet  I  mufl:  own  their  great  fecurity,  next 
under  the  Divine  Providence,  to  be  in  his  Majefty's 
protection ;  but  it  would  be  much  better  to  prevent 
any  fuch  attempts  and  the  heats  they  muft  occafion, 
than  finally  to  defeat  them. 

I  wrote  to  Sir  Robert  IValpok  on  this  fubje(f\:,  and 
defired  that  our  Lord  Lieutenant  might  be  inftrudted 
to  let  it  be  known  here  that  it  was  his  Majefty's  full 
intention  to  protedl  the  Clergy  here  in  their  prefent 
juft  rights,  and  that  he  ftiould  be  offended  with  fuch 
as  attempted  to  invade  them.  My  requeft  to  your 
Grace  is  that  you  would  join  with  Sir  Robert  IValpole 
in  reprefenting  thefe  matters  to  his  Majefty,  and  ob- 
taining fuch  inftrudions  to  my  Lord  Lieutenant;  and 
that  you  would  in  virtue  of  your  particular  friendfhip 
with  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  difpofe  him  to  be  the  pa- 
tron of  the  Clergy  here  in  their  prefent  unhappy  fitu- 
ation,  and  engage  him  to  let  me  from  time  to  time 
apply  to  him  in  their  behalf,  as  things  fliall  occur.     I 

can 
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can  afllne  your  Grace  I  l"hall  make  no  other  ufe  of  fuch 
liberty  and  encouragement,  than  to  promote  peace  and 
quiet,  and  his  Majefty's  fervice  in  this  kingdom.

I  Have  had  the  honour  of  your  Grace's  letter  relat- 
ing to  the  addrefs  to  his  Majefty  delivered  by  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  city  of  Dublin.  1  communicated  the 
matter  to  my  Lord  Chancellor  and  Mr.  Speaker,  who 
agreed  that  it  was  moft  proper  for  my  Lord  Lieute- 
nant to  acquaint  them  that  you  had  been  fo  kind  as 
immediately  to  deliver  their  addrefs  to  the  King,  and 
that  his  Majefty  received  it  very  gracioufly,  fince  we 
had  fent  it  as  the  government,  and  that  we  could  not 
now  return  the  anfwer  in  that  capacity.  I  therefore 
delivered  your  Lordfhip's  letter  to  my  Lord  Lieute- 
nant, who  fent  for  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Sheriffs,  and 
acquainted  them  with  the  contents  of  your  Grace's 
letter,  of  which  probably  he  may  have  fent  your 
Grace  advice. 

The  affair  of  reducing  the  gold  has  by  the  manage- 
ment of  the  bankers  and  remitters,  and  the  whole 
popifh  party  here,  occafioned  a  great  deal  of  heat. 
The  former  are  very  unwilling  to  part  with  fo  confi- 
derable  a  part  of  their  profit,  though  it  vihbly  tended 
to  the  ruin  of  the  country,  by  running  all  our  money 
into  *  4  /.  pieces.  I  have  in  a  particular  manner  been 
ill  ufed  on  this  occafion,  and  monftrous  ftones  have 
been  fpread  about  to  enrage  the  people. 

*  Which  then  pafTed  in  England  as  they  do  now  for  3  /.  iis. 
and  the  other  Portu^uefe  Gold  coins  in  the  fame  Proportion,  to 
which  Standard  the  Currency  was  reduced  in  Ireland,  which  is 
now  3  /.  i"]  s.

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It  is  po'ilible  Tome  di  Icon  tented  people  may  endea- 
vour to  bring  the  affair  into  parliament,  and  make 
fome  reflecting  votes  on  the  council  here,  which  by 
our  conllitution  has  a  power  to  check  the  proceedings 
of  both  Lords  and  Commons.  I  think  they  will  not  be 
able  to  carry  any  vote  on  that  point ;  but  if  they  do, 
1  am  fare  the  only  check  here  on  their  heat  at  any 
time  will  be  taken  away,  except  his  Majefty  is  pleafed 
to  fupport  the  council.  In  the  whole  affair  I  am  fa- 
tisfied,  the  aim  of  feveral  is  to  deprefs  the  EngJiJh 
intereft  here,  which  the  more  fome  labour  to  deprefs, 
the  more  neceflary  will  it  be  to  fapport  it  here  by  his 
Majefty's  authority. 

As  for  myfelf,  I  make  no  difficulty  of  retiring  if  it 
may  be  of  any  ufe,  and  indeed  have  of  late  been  fo 
ill  ufed  in  this  affair,  that  nothing  but  his  Majefly's 
fervice  fhould  hinder  me  from  retiring. 

The  heats  in  this  town  begin  to  cool,  and  would 
have  been  over  by  this  time,  if  they  had  not  been 
artfully  kept  up  for  a  handle  in  another  place  *.

I  Have  very  lately  received  your  Grace's  commands 
in  favour  of  Mr.  Darcey^  to  whom  I  fhall  very  rea- 
dily do  all  good  offices  in  my  power. 

I  take  this  occafion  to  thank  your  Lordfhip  in  my 
own  name,  and  that  of  every  honed  and  underftand- 
ing  perfon  in  this  nation,  for  having  at  laft  brought 
about  the  lowering  our  gold  here.  Your  Grace  has 
no  doubt  been  fully  informed  of  the  clamours  raifed 
againft  it,  and  the  infult  on  the  government  by  * 
Dean  Swift  on  that  occafion;  together  with  the  peti- 
tions of  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  the  warm  de- 
bates there  on  that  fubjed. 

I  have  had  a  great  fhare  of  fufFering  on  this  ac- 
count, as  far  as  the  moft  virulent  papers,  and  the 
curfers  of  a  deluded  and  enraged  multitude  could  go: 
but  God  be  thanked,  I  am  got  fafe  through  all. 
There  had  been  no  fuch  ufage  of  me,  or  oppofition 
to  fo  neceffary  a  ftep,  or  infult  of  the  populace,  if 
thofe  joined  in  power  had  adted  with  that  courage 
that  became  governors.  Though  I  muft  do  them 
juftice,  that  when  it  came  to  be  debated  in  the  Houfe 
of  Commons,  they  were  not  wanting  in  engaging 
their  friends  to  ftand  by  what  the  government  had 
done.
